treated of the moſt cruell warre that euer 
was in Greece, with tlie amou- 
rous euents, and the end 
thereof. 


The firſt Chapter. 


How the Prineeſſe Roſſelia of Rome, being deĩiuered from 
the Inc hantment, deſired her father to bee reuenged on 
Don Heleno, Prince of Dacia; and of that which fol- 
lowed thereof. 


DO many were the harmes receined or 
5 the pꝛinces of the Greekes, (moſt Noble 


#1 Lo2d) that in all the Pagans countreys 
! thcre was no ſpech ol any thing, but ol 
£321] revenge, and that, the moſt cruell that 
ö might be: fo; thoſe which were gricucd, 
were ſo great Ponarches, that each of 
them determined to inuade Greece apart; particularly, 
Bembo, who dzue his pedegree from Iupiter, and felt him- 
ſelfe moſt toucht, ſcing the Greke loner to beare awap 
the ſpoples, which were due to his wozth and _—_— . 
; | KA. 2. Lell 
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Mell hav the Pagan ſome body elle, who like wiſe was 
griened fog him, Fo Proſcrpina below in her darke king 
dom, thꝛougb the malice which ſhe bare againſt the Greeks, 
entreated her beloned Pluto, foz aid in the behalfof Bembo, 
againſt the Grecias, The infernall pzince was ſo ſubiect to 
bis wiges requeſt, that he commanded Diſcoꝛd tobe called, 
_-whom, with the greateſt company that. poſſibly might be, 
he commanded pzeſently to depart, e ts leaue neither armes 
noz lance on end, which Hould not bee heut againf the 
Grikes: fo2 the Grecians bold attempts were not to bie 
endured. Diſtoꝛd felt it ſelfe ſome thing grie ned, euer ſince 
the time of the ventutous Octauius Auguitus; fs2 her arme 
being vnable to reſift the valoz of that pong man, he peace⸗ 
_ ably po ſſeſſed the whole wozld; wherefoze it was an eaſie 
matter to make her lcaue that infernall habitation: ſhe 
was well accompaned; foz with her went Ambition, and 
 Feiot(y,friend to the blind god, and there went Auarice and 

the reſt of the infernall Furies. Diſcoꝛd ſallied, armed at all 
pieces, in rufſet armour, with aſwozd in each hand, x vpon 
her ſhoulders abꝛight ſhining Pirronr; a ſigne, chat as the 
pardoned none, ſo would He go in ſafetle lrom her enemies, 
accounting all ſoʒ ſuch. Couetcuſnes marched with her ſpe⸗ 
ccacles, which made all ſhe ſaw ſeeme greater, with a mon⸗ 
ſcrous aſpet, The firft place attempted, was in Morea, a- 
gain the bzane E pirabio, to the ende 5 in ſerutce ot his L. 
ciana he ſhould repaire into Grecia, there nowe to reconer 
that, which befs2e, by his late tom ming he had loſt. They 
knew how to take ſo god oꝛder, that although the Pꝛince 
went with bis confederates,al the kingdom was in an vp- 
roze, to attend the (eruice of their loueraigne Ko2d. The 
king of Lituania was already ſuummoned, to the ende that, 
with the greateft fo2ces that he was able to make, he ſhould 
ram nere vnto Niquea. Couetouſneſſe entountred this 
man, and in ſuch ſozt suertame him, that at the inſtant hee 
beganne ts, oz>er his people, wich were many and well 


Armed, 
The 
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The faire L iſiana would not ffay fr going into Greece; 
foz not a little ſucc&ded fo2 her there: God friends had they 
rapſed againſt Gre cia, but their chiefeſt truſt remayned in 
the bzaue Romanes. Diſcoꝛd, Couetouſne ſſe and uſpiti⸗ 
on take charge of the Cont neſt: Foz the very ſonle of 8c- 

ſilia was poſſe ſſed, ſ&ing her faith ſs ill rewarded, and that 
the Dacian had made a (coffe cf her. There is no Uiper, 
which ſhe weth it ſelfe ſo cruel, as a faire L adie deth againſt 
him, wem ſhee hath once lcned as her ſoule. Jealouſte 
croſſed in the middeſt vntillſhe was wholy oucrcome, foz- 
ting her fo aſke cruel! vengeance of her father, foz that 
Which the Dacian had committed. They made herts adde 
therennto, which was, that the Emperaur aſking her, 

' Wheſher there paſt any pꝛomiſe of Patiage ®h@(beeing 

blinded with paſſion )an\wered her Father, Pea. 

Math appꝛothed in ſo gad a time, that a Tafiliſks 

returneth not moze wzathfull , then the Romance Empe⸗ 

rour Conſtantius ſhewed himſelfe fo bee againſt ths 

Creakes:he pzeſently commanded a Councell to be aſſem⸗ 

bled in this caſe :there centred thereinto Arſiano, thebave 

Pzince of Klmany , whom Diſhonour had already cuer- 

tome, bzinging to his minte, the diſgrace whereinto Don 

Heleno the Pꝛinte of Dacia had bꝛought him:and as his 

Torce was the firſt , and he well diſpoſed thereto, hee geue 

his opinion, that by fire anvſwozd, vengeance ſhculd be tas 

ken, No man gaineſaidthis paſſienate peng man. The 
alarme was {pedily giuen in Nome, and in all the Tewres 

lubiect thereto. N 

Thilher came the Kings of Zerſſa, ot Carthage and of 

Argier, all which were friends to the Rcmanes, 

The king of Nodes ſailed not in this warre. As fo; the 

furious Almaine, he thought with his owne people alone 

to giue bafteil to the hole wozld : ſoz he leftnot in all Als 

8 high noz low, one man that was able fo; 


»The Bing ol Scotland came with amightie Poſle, in 
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fauour of the Nomane Empire, foz the friendſhip he hada⸗ 
mongll the Daughters. Diſcozd was yet ol greater pows- 
er; fo it paſſed into Gibia, leading Neuenge by the hand, 
where ſhe publiſhed the death of their Pꝛinces, by the hands 
of the Dactan Lozd in Rome : their death was there alrea- 
dy vnderftod, and mourned fo2. 

But thoſe infernall furies knew how to take ſo god oꝛ⸗ 
der, that all that whole populons Ringdome was at an in⸗ 
kant in an vpꝛoꝛe: who had a yonger bother; and the moſt 
valiant man in all thoſe kingdomes , called Brunduſio the 
ſtrong, who although that hee were not a Gyantf of his bo⸗ 
die, vet there was no man (how ſtrong ſoeuer) that was able 
to reſiſt his fozce, which pet was not knowne to be bozrow- 
ed. Me ſpeedily began to leuie people, gathering together 
the Be2derers, which were bzane Anigbts, with many. 
p20ud Gyants, which ercerded t wo thouſand : of other peo⸗ 
ple, the ffrong Brunduſio rapſed an hundzed thouſand figh- 
ting men, and with them hee went to iopne him ſel e with 
the Komanes , carrying ſufficient pꝛouiſion foz-many - 
dates, perte puing that the warre would be of lang conti⸗ 
unance. The Emperour at his arinall receyued-him with 
great toy, ſeeming vnto him, that with that people, ano the 
reſt which he would leuie, it were a ſmall matter to ſubdue 
the whole wozld: they would not inuade the Greekes, with- 
out aduertiſing them of their departure, deeming that ie 
weuld bee attributed fo their ſmall valour, although it fol⸗ 
loweda moſt cruel! nauall warre, as that which paſſed be⸗ 
twene them and the Soldan of Egppt, which would gine 
them notice, that they were daily to expect them. Yerewith 
was there made a moſt pꝛoud defpante, ſigned by xii kings, 
which were topned in that confederacte with the mightie 
Romane, who of himſelfe and of his adherents, had leuied 
aboue foure hundꝛed thouſand moſt ready and expert Soul⸗ 
diers:fo2 amongſt them went the fierce Almaines, à people 
through all the wozld held fo2 valiant. Commandement 


was gine foz the making of many engines foz the waires,. 
and 
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and pꝛouiding of munitiens, betauſe they wenld not tucry 
day lend fo2 pꝛcuiſions. In ſuch ſoꝛt was the Remape lur⸗ 
niſhe d, that not cl Otti, but of all the woꝛld, fe mad t (mal 
re ckoning, pꝛemiũng his dauębtit to treu n her En packs 
ol Conil antinc ple, in deipite ol all theGzectans. Akt with 
this pzeparaticn iht pad iip ſent forte Crants, in coms 
pany with a couſin germane of Brunduſio, tàlled Ceriando, 
a moſt valiant Knight, e held in the ſecend degre aficr bis 
ſtrong couſin, with a Damſell called Sabina, M hich knew 
Don Hele no, fo that hc had inuited him to the Juſts, who 
carie d the defpante ſię nid and ſealed, knowing u hat ſhe bad 
to ſay, as ſhee which was one of the met diſctat women! 
of the wozld. The me llengers were abevt to depart;when 
in the great Palace inired theſe, M hich were (ent by the 
Soldan ot Niquea, aducrtiled by Lupercio, of that which 
tbe infernall Furies had garned bpon the Nom ane 
Pzinte. There came the bzotber of the Pzince of the 
Garamants, ſubie a to the Soldan, end two other Pain⸗ 
ces, hich were of-Mcdia and of Armenia, who, al- 
though ther had bee ne in dilgrece with the Soldan, abcut 
the ut aling of Liriana, às is ſaiꝭ in the ſu ſt bot, tte trueth 
being knowne , that they Lad not ban the tauſe, no2 ac⸗ 
quainted therewith, be retenred them into his ſi ient ſkip, 
binding them by new faucurs, Which was, to ſend thin fog 
bis ambaſla deurs to the Coutt ef Rome: A key Kent with 
ſuch cempanp as was fit 102 ſo great Pꝛintes, 2s they 
ere. The Ring knowing ol their ccm ming, with the moſt 
pꝛincipal that were with bim, went fozth toreceyne them, 
tak ing the Bing of the Garamants by the hand, to do him 
the greater honcur the p al let them debon to heste the Am⸗ 
baſſade of ſo mightie a Ponarch as the Soldan cf Hi⸗ 
quea. As the p all cxpeced the Am ba ſſade of the Soldan, ihe 
valiant Ring ofthe Garamants, making a little rt uerente, 
dꝛe w out a ſealed Letter of credente, and gluing it to the 
great Empereur of Rowe, Conſtantius ſoke it, and with 
a louds vopte a king of read it, which ſaid thus :

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A Leiter from the Soldan of Niquea, tothe mightie 
Emperour of the Romanes, 
ZF\ Smoriano, Soldan of Niquea, and Lord of the 
FAy| velue Kingdomes, euen to the Perſian ſeaz 
Lo the great Emperour of Rome greeting. 
l So grieuous are the diſpleaſures receiued 
ee 72 (mightie Monarch) of the Greeke Nation, 
that knowing thee to haue no leſſe cauſe to 
complaine of them, then my ſelfe, I ſend to entreat thee, 
that we may make this tourney together, to the end that we 
may once holy make an ende Ah them, without giuing 
them time to take heart ; ſo as not content with tlieir owne 
Kingdomes, they may come to bereaue vs of thoſe, which 
with the price of our blood we haue purchaſed. To the bea- 
rers hereof thou mayeſt giue credite, as to my ſelfe in per- 
ſon, being Princes worthy thereof. The gods haue thee in 
keeping, and be hold the equitie of our proceedings. 


T Vere was no man in all the Hal, which held not Greece 

foz loſt g bought to ruine, ſcing ſo great power aſſem⸗ 
bled c combined together againũ it. The Emperour com⸗ 
manded a Councell to be holden in this cafe, and he ing en⸗ 
tred ints the Pall appointed foz the purpoſe, it was conclu⸗ 
ded to ſatiſſie the valdans demaund, ſteing their quarrels 
were alike, although huis owne fazces were ſufliclent fo: 
that enterpʒiſe alone, but with all this, it might be the moꝛe 
eaſily perfozmed ; and pꝛocuring new friends from thences 
fozth, whereby, what was gottẽ, might be the better vefen- 
ded: fo2 all men held the victozte fo2 certaine. Uith this res 
ſolutton the Emperour came fozth, and tals them What in 
his Counſellof war was determined. They receined much 
content ,although-calling to remẽbꝛante p duty they ought 
vnto Roſabel: which did much ailay and cole them,ſging it 
fitted not the wozth of4znights to make war againſt thoſe 
which had expoſed their pcrſss foz their liues liberty. But 
they were not to be blamed, ſeeing they perfozmed but the

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allegeance, which they ought to their ſoueraigne Pzince, 
Foure dayes they remapnedin Rome, highly feaſted in 
the houſe ofthe Almayne Pzince Arſiano, who entertained 
them with ſuch Maieſtie as hee was able: foz Capfaine of 
the Gallies they nominated him of Almanie; and Brun- 
duſio the ftrong , foz the land; who reiopced thereat in his 
ſaule,foz the great deſire he had to pꝛoue himſelfe againſt tho 
Orgekes , who then were ſo renowmed. Mis deſtre was 
ſpedily accompliſhed, pea , and made him ſoꝛp that euer he 
had it: foz he mette witha Ladie, who made him to ſweat 
d;ops of bled. | | 

The next day they parfed from Rome, with the an- 
were which the Emperonr gane them: The whole hoſt of 
Niquea reiopced at the newes,ſeming vnto them that thep 
ſhould affuredlybereuenged, A thouſand times would the 
bzaue Bembo haue departed, but the Soldan withheld him, 
vntill he could no longer diſſemble it, neither how much if 
grieued him to ay foz leaue, taking in his company Brabc- 
rante, who with his Barke was ariued at the Pozt of His 
quea: fo2 his aduerſarie Brufaldoro was gone into Mauri⸗ 
tanta, to leuie new fozces. The Boldan was very ſozte foz 
his departure, but Lupercio told him, that he would returne, 
befoꝛe they went out of the Pozt : foz the fame of iquea, it 
wasrequiſite,that thoſe two famous Marriours ſhould de⸗ 
part. They bare new Armes, becanſe they would not be 
knowne, purpoling to paſſs into Grecia, and to ſ& with 
pleaſure how they triumphed ouer foztune, The fourth 
day of their nauigation, ſapling by a tvinde, they ſaw a 
Gallie, comming with great furie, it ſeemed to them, to be 
the Flowze of Chiualrie : and commanding to wend a- 
bout, they made towards her, who ſpiedilp dꝛew nigh:and 
 ſe&etng the Armes of the Romanes, which the Gallep bare, 
Bembo commanded his Squire, to know who was with- 
in. o bearing a flagge ot truce, he leaped info the ſkiffe, 
and dzawing untere to the Galley, hes ſapd, that hee came 
from certaine nights, which 2 dellred to know _ 
Ap $: 
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was therein. The valozous Coriandro, who went in coms 
pany with the teure Grants e the Damſell, anſwered him, 
that therein went certaine Knights of Rome, into Grecia, 
to dene the Greekes. Much were they pleaſed with the an- 
(were of thoſe Pzinces,and ſ&ing they held that courſe, ha⸗ 
ning ſo god occaſion, they ſaid they would accompany them; 
ſoz no leſler diſpleaſures had theꝝ aiſorecciued ol ß Grecks. 
It appeared what they were, by their Armes: and ſo thoſe 
of Nome alſs rcioyced in their ſoules , to haue ſo valiant 
Bnights (as the v ſcemed to be) in their companp, not ſeeing 
the houre to meet the in Grecia: where we wil leaue them 
vntill their time, * they will bzing in matter mongh to

But of tozce, ſœing 4 fake this war, J muſt haue recourſe 
to 
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to pardon, and to treat ſome what ( leauing ſo many defian- 
tes) ot the noble Tinacrian, who with ſome amozous griefe 
toke his leaue of Roſabel, both wondꝛing at what they 
law the one in the other: but it made it the lighter, to ſe the 
valozous kinſemen which he had, and what it behoned him 
to doc, to be called bʒother to ſo great Pzinces, and Unckle 
to ſuch a Knight; foz yet to Claridiano he mas vnknowne. 
With this conceit he rety2ed to embarke him, where his 
Damſel attended his comming, feareſul that his long ſtay⸗ 
ing miggt be the octaſien, that he ſhould not come in time 
with his ſuccours ; toz the moſt accompliched Lapp in all 
Hamogacia, had grounded her hopes vpon him. At his cos 
ming, ſhe told him, what paine che endured, and the cauſe 
thereof, Great griefe would it be tome, faire Damſel, (ſaid 
ths reſolute pong man) if my ſtaping ſhould giue occaſion of 
any defect, and J ſhould be very glad if you would ſhe w me 
your neceſſitie ; foꝛ fincs our comming out ol Grete, we 
baue had no place fa it: and ſœing that now the Seas and 
fo2tune haue giuen it, J ſhould bee very glad thereof. All 
ſhall be perfourmed ,valezous Pꝛince of Tinacria, ſæing 
the life of her which ſent me to leeke, reſteth in your hands: 
and becauſe pou ſhall be the moze willing to pꝛocure her re⸗ 
medie, harken, and you ſhall heare the greateſt and moſt vn⸗ 
reaſonable, that euer was vicd to Lady foꝛ if pon be ſwoꝛne 
to the lawes of loue, you ſhall vnderſtand how vniuſtly mp 
Lady ia condemned to an infamous death: and vnderſtand, 
that in the great and populous kingdome of Samogacta, 
thereis a King, whofo2 his valour and perſon is woꝛthie to 
be King of the bniuerſall wozid; it pleaſed the Yeauens to 
glue him ſonnes and daughters, which is the greateſt pleas 
{ure in the wozld, and foꝛtune willing to try his valour, 
with taking them all away from him, leaning him one 
gnely naughter, of whom it is ſaid, that the ſumme and ful 
perfection of beautte, and accompliſhment of qualities, is 
included in her ſhape and godly pzopoztion ; fo: in her, 
be autie is no hinderance to her diſcretion , with both which 
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graces the is adsznedin the higheſt vegre that may be, and 
ſo haue they giuen her a name confo2mable fo her conſtitu⸗ 
tion, (calling her Celibella:) foʒ her beautie ſ@meth rather 
heavenly, then of the earth; where, if enght be excellent, 
pet it bzingeth with it ſome ill-fanoured abatement. With 
this Lady, the Pzinces of Podolia fell in lone, Kntghts to 
whom nature had ſhewed her ſelfe very bountifull, endow⸗ 
ingthem with whatis moſt deſired: ſhe niade them equals, 
to the end that as bzothers , and ſo like in pzopoztion , but 
that by their names, no man could haueknowne them: the 
elder was called Dariſteo of Podolia, and the yonger Rola- 
ner: Both at their comming affected the Ringes faire 
Daughter, wing her with many Tiltings and Turnepes, 
which they cauſed foz her ſake, wherein they were both cö⸗ 
mended in equall degrie. As to ſubiect the mind in thele lo⸗ 
ners caſes, is reſerued to lone onelp, it ozdained fo the grea⸗ 
ter euill, that Celibella moſt affected the younger, not foz 
that he had moze then the other, but that foztume thought it 
an honourable trophe to triumph ef theſe two louers: with 
her eies did this faire Dame glue her beloned gallant to vn⸗ 
derſtand, to what eſtate foztune had bzought her: but they 
had ſo (mall hope of being beloued, that not withſtanding 
that the ſhewed it with a thouſand good countenances, yet 
be could neuer be perlwaded, that ſhe loued him: fo2 as that 
Lady is the Pl. œniæ of beautie, het held a fauour from her 
hand, to be ſuch a thing, as lone it ſelfe could not deſerue, 
and ſo they pꝛocteded in their loues a- vie, without acquain⸗ 
ting the one the other with the ſecret of their mindes. It 
was no ſmall griefe fo the Ladie, that Roſaner could not 
perieiue how well ſheloned him; and foz the Lady to make 

ſhew thereof by any ſignes o: other meanes, ſhe weuld not 
foz any thing in the wozld, weil knowing, how much ſhe 
fhould therein p;etudice her henour: with the often fauours 
and publike pꝛapſe, which ſhe gaue to whatſoeuer thts gal- 
lant did, he was paitly perſwaded that ſhe lcued him: but 


rel ge could hardly telgne,y foztune would be ſs * 
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at this inſtant, wherein Celibella ſhe ed het ſelſe melt ate 
fected vnto him, accepting of the endeusurs and cxployts 
which Roſaner perfozmed in her ſeruite, there was bzought 
to the Court a kinſe woman of this Ladies, who as the 
beginning and ending of all theſe miſhaps; She truly was 
layꝛe; foz ſomewhat being of kinne fo the Kings daughter, 
clauetoher. As my Lady was young, and a nouite in love, 
the was d opin10n, that it was much eaſe to diſcloſe it: {cms 
others are of the ſame opinion: but foz my part, à viterly 
tondemne it: fez there is no greater griefe, then toreucyle 
the ſecrets ot the heart, whereby the kenewne may be tous 
ched, and from whence nothing is dzawne, but the Ladyto 
ſublect her ſelle to the party to whome ſhee reuepleth her le- 
cret, who alſo (peradugature) will hold her ſoʒ moze light 
fn diſcovering it, then fo being in loue, This hapned ſome⸗ 
times, The vuwary Lady trode theſe reaſons vnder ſwf, 
Efold all to Felina, foz ſo was her kinſwoman called. The 
diſtouerp of this ſecret ſerued not to yeeldany eaſe to the 
KL adp, but to incite her kinſewoman ts fall in loue with the 
Pꝛince Dariſtco, and that in ſo god tarneſt, that the ſper- 
dily made it appeare. But as hee was ſo engoulſed in the 
lone of Celibella, he tsoke no notice with what aft dion 
Felina ſhewed her ſelſe fobe his, The Lady Þzincefle pcts 
texued it well, and recexued ns (mall pleaſure therein,tma- 
gining that therewith Dariſteo would leaue fo bee ſo ena, 
mozedofher, fo2 the beauty of her kinſewoman was Nell 
wozthy to be bclowued. There were often meetings inthe 
hall bet wa ne theſe foure lowers; but J know not u to is a, 
ble to agrꝭ them, foz with my tongue Jam not able; foz 
nexther partie left to lcue, though it were not accepted, at 
appeared in their eres: foz the two bꝛothers fixed theirg 
vpon the Pztncefſe,and ſhe with newſpoyles beholveth her 
Roſarer, making her eyes fat with beholding him, But 
her couſin being toucbed to the quick, with apparant ignes 
gtueth teffimony of her lone, in be holding her Dariſteo, in 
whom ſhe onelp delighteh, and from whom che dzaweth 
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her like; and althongh ſhs were but a nonite in that occupa⸗ 
tion, the careleſnes where with the pzince anſwered her, put 
her in ſuch care, as Jthinke no bod hath beene moe care- 
full: foʒ from that time foz ward, her griefe was ſuch, as her 
couſin was very ſozp oz. This amozous paſſion did (g 
much pinch her, that he knew no meanes how to remedie 
it neither ſaw any poſſibilitie; foz the pꝛince neuer toke as 
ny regard of the fauours which ſhe ſhewed him: which 
was woꝛſe then death to this. afflicted Lady, who grows 
ing deſperate, would haue taken aay courſes fo2 remedy, als 
though ſomewhat dichanaurable. 

As the king loued theſe P2inces, holding them in place 
of ſon nes, although he had not pet determined vpon whom 
be would beſtow his daughter Celibella: ſo had they oppoʒ⸗ 
tunitie to diſcourſe with the lady, wha leeing that her father 
was well pleaſed therewith, foꝛbare it not, making chewe 
that to be the cauſe, concealing the trueth. Roſaner being 
the man who woꝛe the palme, his bꝛother could neuer ima⸗ 


' gine it, thinking with himſelfe, that if the Ladpes affection. 


were guided by reaſon, he was rather to be beloued the his 
other: but loue led it another way, without reſpect of the 
large kingdd where of he was p2iace;foz tohim which per⸗ 
fectly loueth, it neuer repꝛeſenteth the qualities of the thing 
beloued: but only what is in ſelf, which otherwiſe were but 
a fayned lone : and ſo the Lady loved the foztunate pong 
man, not witha litle enuy of loue,feetng what was enioped. 

The paTionate couſin was ſhe, who ſped woꝛſt in this 
bnſincTe; fo2 although that the Pꝛinceũe loued not Dart 
ſteo, pet he was neuer perſwaded that ſhee loathed him: 
fu: the diſcreet Lady befowed ſome fauours vpon him, 
which were a meane ko entertaine the Pzince, and he held 
himſetfe happy, to ovfaine ſo much at her handes. But 
pv2e Felina neither perceiued any ſhe w that ſhe was belo⸗ 
ued, neither was there any end in vnderſtanding her ill hap: 
in being not regarded by him, whom ſhee loned better then 
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ſonne to the king of Podolia (which he gat in his pong 
yares,vpoa moſt ſtrong wemanin the meuntaines Rifei) 
came top court to ſreke theſe 2, bꝛothers: hepzoned ſo fierce 
and valiant, (that they ſay) that in valour he dosth exceve 
the great god Mars; foz there is no knight, no, although they 
be ten,nay twenty, that ere able tok&epy field againſt him, 
neither any Gpant, how fierce ſocuer he be: he is beloued of 
the common people; fc: hee is not of that condition, which 
ſuch men commonly are of. which exctede all other in fozce 
and firength of body: but he is rather ccurteous and a great 
friend & fauourer of Ladies, although that in this occaſion 
(J warualle not) he haue ſhewer himſelſe cruell to Celibel- 
Ja, Much did the pꝛinceſſe re iopce at his comming, t all the 
whole court; fe the feaſles were renewed, wherein it is ins 
credible t not to be belcued, what that furious knight did: 
Foz he was (&ne at one btow,to flrike do wne both hoꝛle and 
manzall men gauc him the pzize foz valiant, The king re⸗ 
ſpected him atcoꝛding as was reaſen, foz his valcur a god 
goue tum ent; foʒ that was it, which most aduanced him a⸗ 
boue all others. All this was nothiyg neither the aſſurance 
which ſher ſaw ol her paine, to cauſe Felina to giue ouer her 
determination, but rather increaſe it, attempting one of the 
boldeff moſt pzeſumptnous enterpziſes ofthe w oꝛld, from 
Whence could enſue no other thing, but that which followed; 
foz vnable fo endure to ſee her ſelf lo little reſpetted, ſhe adue- 
fured to ſay bnfe the pꝛince Dariſteo, Þ the pꝛinct ſſe would 
erpec him p night in the garden, to confer with him of mat⸗ 
ter of impoztace.Mhere could nothing bappe nioze pleaſing 
to p infoztunate pꝛinte, then ſuch a meſſage; foꝛ as it was a 
thing vnloked foz,now holding him ſelle afured thereof, he 
held himſelf p moft happy ma in the ozld:be held p day foz 
as [dg as a mans life:he ſhought the night fled frohim:cue- 
ry minute he held fo2 a pere, ſuch was his deſire to met þ la- 
dy p2tncefſe, The ſubtil Felina, ſ&ing her plot to take effect, 
tok a ſute of Celibellas, which did bell ſet out her beauty, 


t tlad her ſelftherwith: e as p peauens would not fruſtrate

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what the had exployted, ſo could not the gallant (@,whether 
it were the Paincefſe, ozſh#. But hee comming into the 
garden, leſte armed thẽ was nuꝛdfull, went to the window, 
ſo paſſionate, that he knew her not. Che cruell damſell cofs 
terfeyted her ſpeach, and ſayd, A haue hitherto, Dh pztnce of 
Podolia, diſſembled how much J haue loued pon, foz ſome 
reſpects which haue fazced me thereto: but (&@ing pour 
great deſerts, J could not fozbeare (holding it vntuſt) but 
fo impart my faith vnto yo, and fo ſap, that you are moze 
beloued,then all the men inthe wozld. As he ſhould haue 
made an anſwere, in an alley among oe tres, (pꝛiuily 
armed) eame Roſaner: fozas hee was wiſe, ſo would hee 
not come into ſo ſuſpicious a place, carelefly and in danger 
ok his perſon: he had befozettme there ſpoke with the Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe, and ſieing a Knight there, and that ſhe fed talking 
with him, well may a man iudge what he felt, who held him 
ſelfe beloued, and with ſo great affection.; hee was cem 
ſomewhat nere, when the vnlucky Dariſteo (aid; Py dears 
Lady, J could neuer imagine, that the lone which A haue 
euer boꝛne von, could haue bene fo highly rewarded, neither 
can it pet ſinke into mp head, that J could euer deſerue ſo 

great a god, as thus toſe you to beffow ſuch and ſo particu⸗ 
lar fauours, which wholp is to be attributed to your gene- 
roſitie, moze then to m loue oz deſert, altbough 5 J might 
hope much: foꝛ J belteue, that no man euer loued with grea- 
ter affection then J. The cauſehereofis the little confidece 
which J repoſe in my swne deſerts and wozthineſſe, to at⸗ 
tapne to ſo great a god, as to bee beloued by your beauty, 

nepther can leaue tscoſider the high eſtate you hold, with ⸗ 
out vnderſtanding who he was. oꝛ imagining anp thing of 
his bꝛother: fo now Fo2tune would needs ſhewe her mu- 
tability againſt theſe two Louers: with the greateſt ſad- 
dennelle of the woꝛld, the beloned Roſancr ranne vpon his 
- peare bzother, not knowing who hee was. Neuer Eagle 
turned with greater liuelyneſſe, then did Dariſteo againſt 


wis bꝛother; and as ther were very valtant, ſo degan there 
bet wens 
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befwe@nethem a maik truell baftaile, but the elder had the 
woꝛſer, not thꝛough want ok fo2ce, but of armes x fo2tunz, 
Although the other had reteined ſome hurts, pet they were 
vut (mall The furious Toner would nds cloſe with Dari- 
ſteo; but therein he ſought his owne death; fo2 the defperafe 
yong man being deadly wounde3, befoze hee gave vp the 
ghoſt, reuenged hemſel fe, by bereatting life fron his mot 
deare bother Roſaner: foz ſtumbling fozwarves by reaion 
ofþis wounds, he thzuſt out his lwoꝛd arme, nd by chance 
hit him right in the face, The elder b2other had not yet ſo 
much loſt his memo nie, but that he followed the blow, vntil 
the point of the lwoꝛd pierced though his bꝛothers bꝛaines. 
The ſe faithfull louers came fo fall iuſt together, lofing 
with one onely blow, their liues, telouftes, and love, and the 
greateſt god ofthe wo2ld, which was the fapze Ladp. The 
vbayappy Felina ſtod beholving this batfaile, vattil that He 
ſawethem fall: then ſoꝛrowing their death, with her cut- 
eryes ſhe diſqueted all the Palace, and falling dowze in the 
eulll which hee had done, without diſſembling it, neither 
had ſheKreagth to ausid the puniſhment, che her lelle being 
her owneerecutioner; fo; euen in the ſame attyz* as tha 
ſtod, ſhe caſt her ſelle headlong out at the window, falling 
vpon her head between the n, and in their death kept them 
company.

Mhat the Pꝛinceſſe did in ber chãber, 1 
would rather that ſome other body would repazt it, then 3 
whichſaw it. Athouland times would ſhe haus ended with 
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the abſence of her Roſanet, which he beganrepzeſently fo 
che ld: fo; the cempany of herdamſels dilplt aſing vn⸗ 
ts her, where in ſhe was M ant chiefly to delight : the fight 
of knights and gallants was loathlome, and their diict ur⸗ 

ſes yzkſome; ſo as ber whole delight was ts be ſoltfaris, re- 
cetaing ſome pleaſure in me, diſconrfing of þcrnelty which 
fe;tune had ſhewedher. There was nothing but dis put her 
in minde of her knight; and toremember him, it was death 
to her: and hauing no moze comfezt but what wert reaped 
from her teares, which were ſo many which hee ſhed, foz 
that lamentable miſcharice, that it bereaved her of a gre at 
part of her beauty. All the Court was in an vp2oare; the 
King in making ſearch foz d murdercrs,conld take no reit, 
ſo as in the titie there was nothing but ſuſpition and mour⸗ 
ning. The moſt valiant Furiander diſturbed all,fozgetting 
what be had pzomiſed when te tok the c3der of knighthod, 
that hee ſheuld neuer take part againſt anp Lady; fo2 as 
ech of his bzotbers dad diſcoucred \nto him part ofhis loves, 
and ſæing how much they were tozmenicd, and how cares 
lefle ſhe was thereof, which was not foz want cf affection, 
but rather of diſcretion, he ſully perſwated bhimfelſe, that to 
be rid eftheir impoztunities,fhe had p:ecured their Teaths;

At ha pned (meſt va⸗ 
llant pꝛince) that one day the king being deſpiier, foz that 
be could not be certified concerning v death of theſe pꝛinces, 
as he had newly dined, fierce Furiander, armed at al pieces 
in blacke, of bzight and ſhun ing ſtiele armour, without any 
deuice, ſauing onely in the mit of his ſhielde hee bate res 
uenge moſt linely painted, Being thus fut niched, his com⸗ 
ming inte the Mall, made al theſe which bekeid hum, change 
coun⸗ 
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ecmmfenances, who with tbe fercenenle wherewith nature 
had endowed him. making a little reuerence, and alltielif- 
ing pp bis viſoz, fafd with a hoarſe voyce, (foz vet 4 hang 
not foꝛgotten, what feare 3 was in to hrare him) Migbtie

ſelfe The Tinacrian recomfozted him the beſt that hee 
could, and he did not a little pꝛeuaile, being the moſt feare⸗ 
fall pong man in the woꝛld. The ariued, when the Ring 
was ne wi riſen from the table, and bad that dap inuited 
the famous Furiander, purpofing with ſome god reaſons 
to haue adiffwaded him from that attempt, being very ſo2s 
rowfull, fo2 that he perſenered in his determination, he ſaw 
nere at hand the certaine death of his derrelp belomd 
daughter: foz hee continued ſo obſtinate in his vniuſt chal⸗ 
tenge, that nothing con!d withdzaw him from his damned 
reſolution. The two Pzinces came in, whoſe pzeſence 
gaus no ſmall top to all that were in the hall, pꝛincipally the 

Tinacrian: foz no man had a greater grace in his counte⸗ 
nance. In ouer-loking the hail with tudiciall epes, the 
ſonns of great Trebatius doing ſone reuerence, ſaid, God 
ſane the great ing of Samogicia, and graunt thee that 
peace which thy perſonage beſerueth; this Kntght and J 
came from farre countries, oncly to defeud the w2eng , as 
we haue vnderTod, which is done by a cerfatac Katght bits 
fo thy Daughter ; and caſting iots, whether of vs chould 
firſt enter into battell fo2 her, it fcll to me, which gaue mee 
no ſmall content, to doe thy daughter this ſeruite, and pers 
foʒme that, whereto by the law of Knightha3 J am boun⸗ 
den; and there foꝛe pou map commund her to be called, and 
wee ſhall ſ&, whether hee will commit the equitie of her 
cauſe info my hands. The Gobs reguite thee the band, 
(Sir knight) wberein vou haue bound me, with otfring your 
perſon to ſuch danger as this pzeſent, which is one of p grea⸗

challenge 2: but ſa ing it nus gee a6 fozttne Will appemt, 
there is no moze to be dene, but io tome ts the battell, which 
the Gods craut may ed, atteat ing to ths equitis of the 
cauſe, To be of the PzinccAes park, (mightic King) bath 
tos pt ile d me to come, atiſwerod (he Tinacrian.

the Ladies innocencie, but that you Gould come ſo well tars 
niſhed with loztes, as are nadfull toz the bat tel, and ſo you 
may takt this night to helpe you ; ſox mp chalienge doth 
extend to foure, | Jt ſhall not nad, (aid the lenne of Ireba- 
cius, to haue any moze tompanie, the the equity of m cauſe 
doth giue me: fog if J bein the right, my perſon will ſufitcs 
foz a greater matter; it in the wzong, little will great 03s 
ces pzeualle againſt iuſtice; and A much deſire, that (uch a 
night. which is ſo famous as pon are, befoze ſo many peo⸗ 
ple, ſhould not make ſhe w, to truſt moze in the frengthof 
Four arme, then in the cquitie of your cauſe; which moſt 
commonly fapling, valeur is of little effect. The fericus 
Pagan beeing there with effended, anſwcred , ſaping, A 
thought not, Knight, that pip curtefic had animated the ts 
be ſo pꝛoud: but becauſe thou ma ili know, that J will not 
paſſe the time in woꝛds, being moꝛe fit to vſe devs, we wil 
no longer deferre the batte ll. As he had cnded his anſwere, 
came the moſt faire Celibella, all clad in mourning attire, 
Which did greatlpencreaſe her beautie. The I 16acrizn had 
neuer ſ&ne greater beautie; fo2 there wert few in the wozly 
that did excell her, Per father told her at her comming, how 
that Knight vnvertoke the battell fcz her. The faire Pzin- 
ceſſe knew him Lraight, by his deuice ofa beugh which be 
bare in his thield, e that hee was the man foz whem ſhe had 
ſent. She peſently gaue him authozit is, Witi: greater ton⸗ 
tentment, then can be ſpol, alttough p when ſhe tem bꝛed 
the inloꝛtunate Painces , her moſt pieaſing thoughts were 
watred with teares. Theſe two valiant M arriouts made 
| no 
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us delay, fo2 þ flerce Tinacriã taking his le aue of the Bing, 
went into the lifts, taking with him the Pꝛince of Pruſsia, 
who ſted to lake on. On the other ide of the lifts, pzeſently 
tame in the valoꝛous Furiandcr, much people arcompanys 
ing him althaagb there was no bodie that would he ſhould 
w inne the palme, oz weare thoſe armes, wherein hee had 
acculed the Pzincefſe, who was (et vpon a ſcaffold with a 
ſufficient gard; where che pꝛayed to her falſe Goos, that her 
Knight migtt obtaſne the victozie, ſeing 5 in ſo iuſt a cauſe 
be vacectwoke the battelt.. Fate to face fwd theie two war⸗ 
riours, whoſe lokes and geſtures were ſuch that he which 
ld fartheſt off. did ſcarcely account himſelfe in ſafetie, at 
the giuing of the fearefall ſigne;they dꝛew with moꝛe ſwift- 
neſte, then an arrow flieth: In the middeſt of the place, 
was appointed the courſe of their Carriers, making a grea⸗ 
ter ſound in their meeting, then if t wo hils had runne toge⸗ 
ther: they bowed not in their addles, with the fozce of the 
lances, which bzake like Kires, whoſe (plinters flew ſs high, 
that they were oat of fight. Theſe two rare men in balovr, 
turned their hozſes with their ſwoꝛds in their hants, & ap⸗ 
pꝛoching the ane iuſt to the other, they gaue ſo ſearcfull 
blowes, as would haut beaten a rocke in pieces; eche of 
them could teſtiſie his aduerſaries foꝛte, tgqep redoubled ihe 
ſecond with greater courage then derteritie: either ot them 
fœling his owne blood in his mouth, they began to make bes 
ncfite of the nymbleneſſe, wherewith they were enducd, 
cloſing, and beating by the blowes, in ſuch crquifite maner, 
that Mars himſelfe could not haus done the like. The valts 
ant o ſpurring his hon ſe, thinking by ſwiftneſſs to get 
aduantage, charged, carrytng his (w-2d firme, with the 
potat fozwardes: The great Tinacnan. was well as 
ware thereof; there was neuer ſcene any Eagle moze 
ſwift then dee in giuing blowes, and making his hoꝛſe 
to giue a bound, he paſſed befoze the Mie, an? tu-- 
ned him ſo ſodainlp, that hee wondzed at the Sonne of 
Trebaco;they came to toyne . ans the Poe wouldgiue 
| D 2 tha 
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the firft blow; hee did ik, which was moze lwift then the 
wind and ſtrake hun vpon the rich Helmet, whoſe fincneſſs 
warrantedhis life, foz otherwiſe hee had clonen him fo the 
ſaddle; it ſounded like a bell, and therein the Tinacrian ſaw 
a thouſand ſtarres in the ſkies, he fell vpon his hozſe necke, 
and the Poe doubled his blow; but if hee had glaen the 
third, the battell had been ended: fo2 it came with ſach fozce, 
that he was qaite ſenſeleſſe:he bad cleſed with him, ik he has 
not ſene, that moze furious then a Baſiliſkebee returned 
with his ſwozs aloft, There was no man in that place, 
that pelded not the victozie foz the Pagan; the Ladies fain⸗ 
ting confirmed the ſame : fo2 lofing her Noſtall colour, it 
became like ſnow, ſaing the blowes which her night had 
receyued, who was nothing diſcouraged there with, but cas 
Tinghts ſhielde at his backe, grinding his teeth againſt the 
other, he afſapledthe Moe, giuing him ſo mightie a blow 
vpon his helme, that he left him al that part vnarmed, char⸗ 
ging him ſo vehemently, that there miſt but little te haue 
laid him in the buft: hee toke hold of his hozſe necke The 
T 1aacr lan topned with him, accomting the victozie fo3 his 
owne and with both his handes gaue him another blow, 
which iwp2tates his ſwoꝛd in his fleſh , wounding him in 
the ſhoulder:as the Moe ſetled him ſelfe, (loſing no eccaffſs 
on) he gaue him two thzuſts , one after another, which let 
him on the arſon of his Saddle, gripiag him ſo, that it (as 
med, he had Triken him quite out of bꝛeath. The Yagan 
aduanced him ſelfe & clofing with the Tinacrian, he thought 
to pꝛeuaile by graſping with him but he found the ſonne of 
Garofilia às faſt in his ſadvle, as if he had bene a rock:they 
tugged ſo hard together, 5 they both were out ot bzeath; their 
hoꝛſes od moꝛe ſixt in pᷣ groũd, with ſteiuing in their wꝛe⸗ 
ſtling, then the moſt moꝛed rats. With one turne, they fell 


both to the earth. The Pagan had a michap, becauſe one of 
his feet hung in the ftirrep; which if the I'macria had percei⸗ 
ued in time, he had ſlaine him: et not withllading, be foꝛe he 


could get it out, with his dagger be gaue him 2. cruel * 
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left the marks in the fleſh, which the Pagan held foz mozfal; 
and ſo turning fo his enemy,who as be was bigher then he, 
he lifred him from ground, carying him in ſuch (o2t, that the 
WBatchelour had licffer haue bene deadly wounded; hee did 
bis beft to encounter his aduerſary, and ſo reconer foting, 
whence twile wheliing about, they buried fogether with 
greater fozcs then a Colnerineſhof, they gat fo their wea⸗ 
pons with ſach lped, that al thoſe which were pꝛeſent, u ons 
dacd thereat. J belcue, quoth the king, turning himſelfo to- 
wards the pꝛincipall of tboſe which were with him, that iu 
theſe fwo warrieurs, is diſciphered the flower of cheualrie. 
Ao pleaſure can be compared ts that which Celibella 
received, ling bow well her knight had acquitted himſelf; 
fa; en fot none ofher bzothers could do better:and pet offens 
times fighting with them, hee made them to doubt of the 
battatle, Some aduantage was perceived in him: foz ſtri⸗ 
king with great rage, the I:nacrian happily crefing in- 
wards and ſtanding very fir me on his right fte, he ionen 
hitting right oa the fide of the vaunt-bzace, the trenchant 
ſwoꝛd rebounded tothe hello w, entring a third part in af 
the vzeff, The Pagan felling the wound, thinking it had 
bene to the death, gaueaſigne thereof: foz with tie very 
paine of the wound he went crofſe-ley'd,and was readie fo 
fall: the furions vong man holpe him, donbling another 
blow vpen his helme, with ſo great might, that hee mate 
him ſet his knees to the ground. There is no ſerpent (8 
w2athfull, which can turne ſo, as Furiander returned as 
gainſt the ſonne of Gatofilea, and with the raging ſmart 
which he felt of his woiid,thzowing his ſhiels to the groad, - 
he went with {uch furp, with bis \wo2d in both hands, that 
he made moze then foure ls(e all their colour in their faces; 
the blowe was with leffe herd then wiſedome required to 
beare;fo2 it had beene tholaf that euer the Tunacrian had 
receiued, he hit him lo right vpon the gilded creft, that hee 
made him to ſæ a thouſand ſtarres in his helme, and be char- 
ged his furious [wozd with — foꝛce, that hs made him = 
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del boch his handes and kus 's grund The impatſenf 
Moe ze onere with zanath:r,; na lee thea the fir, u 
dad ſtreteged him at fa2 apꝛay: accoꝛding as he was ſtrög. 
ſo he ſadven'y pinck'tfrom him his bun -zace: and Lu- 
gando ſaith, that he alſs toe his ſhield from him. Zualte- 
nor ſave h no, vat t gat hee did cut the greateft part of his 
Polszons. 

If her had ber te able fo haue given the third, 7 
knowe no? how this Batchelour hadeſcaped fromthe bats 
tatle but as the wound fell vpona that ſide where his heart 
wis. it made hien bzoathleT:, (018 h could not thence⸗ 
fo:th pꝛacœd in gig furie, giutng the Bichelour place te 
riſe, there was no helpe fo the arm mur agamſt the blowe 
whieh he gaue, fo2hee clean? carręed zwa the crowaec of 
the helme, and a piece of the bead withall. 

All might the ſonne of the great Trebacio haue g-

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ght ofa thing ſo pleaſing, as that might be, and the grea⸗ 
telt p foztune could gius me, to ſa him acknowledging how 
much J haue loued him. This ſhall bee ſome eaſe to my 
paine, ſeing the heavens haue made all other im poſſible, 
that he is huſband of the lnfanta of Niquea.) Merein did this 
Lapp paſſe her weariſeme vayes, taking no other plcaſure 
(as Jhaue ſaid)but to walke abzoad in the freſh ſhadow, in 
a groue of poplar tres. 

It hapned one dap, that walking abzoad ſome what ear- 
lv, euen when the ſunne from the higheſt heavens ſent his 
heate into the wozld,being ſomewhat annoyed there with, 
they came to the fountaine to refreſh them, where they ſaw 
the valoꝛous Tinacrian, whotopaſſe the afternones heat, 
was come to this fountainue. This fre pong Batchelour 
was waſhing bis fayze face, when they appꝛoched, beeing 
ſomewhat out of countenance, foz that they had left their 
company behind them, and alſo to finde him ſo alone; hand 
in hand they came thither, at the inſtant when the ſonne of 
Garroflcalifted vp his head to behold them. The Tinacriã 
did ſome what reſem ble Roſabel, and ſo the new and ſudden 
ſight canſed ſo great alteration in the enamoured Pzinceſſe, 
that the cerfainely beleeued that he was her beloue d pꝛinte: 
Jop ſo much ſupꝛized her amourous heart, that ſhee there⸗ 
with fell bzcathlefſe, into a (wwone, giuing an amourous 
ſeriteh, ſapiug, Dh my Roſabe!, This could not ſo be colen- 
red, but that the fre Tinacrian might well vnder ſfand, that 
bis deare couſin-germane had trauailed into thoſe toun⸗ 
tries, « that this Lady much loued him; he ſpeedily came to 
the place, where Selia held her in her lap with ſo great hes 
uineſte, that it cauſed the pꝛince toaccompany her therein. 

M hat ſudden miſhap is happened to this Lady (ſatd the 
ſonne of Trebaciust) Jfit be anything, wherein J, with the 
hazard of my life, may pꝛoture her remedy, J will perfozme 
it fs farre foꝛth. as it to me ſhall be poſſible. 
The cauſe oſ this diſeaſe is ſo inueterate (anſwered Se- 


lia,) maruapling to * a man ſo fayze, tafſuring * 
tha 
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that it was not Roſabel ( foʒ that he was moze ſtronglp ſet) 
that not withſtanding that many haue attempted to reme- 
dy it, being men of much woꝛth, vet all that they could doe, 
hath been but fo remove the humours. The faire Ladie gt- 
uing a diepe ſigh, came againe fo her ſelbe, ſheadding many 
bitter tceares, which vpon her faire cherkes, ſhewed like D- 
rientall pearles; the fixed her deteiued eyes vpon the faire 
yong man, vntill that at p laſt ſhe was aſſured that he was 
not Roſabel. It grieued her very ſonle, that ſhee had giuen 
{o manifeſt a figne of her being another mans, and not her 
owne, in pꝛeſence of that gentle Knight, who although that 
he had no c xperiente in loue, ret he might neuerthe leſſe wel 
perteiue, that ſhee was in loue. Mer agame reiterated the 
offer of his life to be employed in her ſcrutce, fo2 the recoue- 
rie of her delight. The Gods icquite you,gentle Knight, 
anſwered the Lady,foz peur noble offer, which is cozreſpon- 
dent to the great valour, which your perſonagedoth repzes 
lent: My annop is ſo roted in my ſoule, that any reme die 
what ſoeuer to be applicd, will but double mp ſozrcw:cenelp 
ſometime, as now, it reldeth me ſome eaſe, to make ſhew 
of the cuil which J endure, and it hath not been to any /ſmal 
purpoſe, ſà ing J find, that it hath moued thoſe to pitie mee, 
which neuer knew me. The dutie, (faire Ladie)which J ac⸗ 
kno lege to c we to al thoſe which pleaſe to vſe my (crnice, 
is ſo nexerall. that it fozced me (ſ ing the great extremitie, 
whereunto this euili as pou ſay, had bzought you ) to offer 
my life in queſt cf ſeme mcancs, to bꝛed peur reſt. It map 
bs ell perteiued, valozeus Anight (laid the Ladie) that if 
we ſhould entreat vou to ſhe w pour valour to purchaſe our 
contentment, pou would doe it, as he which beſt might. 
The amozous reaſons of the fatre Ladie ccuid no further 
p2occod,fo2 that theꝝ heard a moſt terrible great neiſe. This 
pong gallant betoke him to his weapons,becauſe that to be 
found. without them, it ſhould not put in doubt that which 
bis valour did aſſure : be had hardly laced his Helmet, am 
emb2aced his ſtrong ſhield, when thzough the thickeſt of the

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wad, he li w app;ach. two moſt erte Gpantz, and with 
tem a Rnigbt of a gailant reſemblance, richly armed; 6. 
waulo not remayne on tt, but geiting to his gallant cours 
ſcr , lktpt tats the Saddle, and with his lance in his hand, 
naped to ſee what they would , willing the Ladies to dꝛaw 
ncere to the fountaine; ſoʒ the maner of their com ming 
tæmed not to bee ta doe them any pleaſure. Bp this, they 
were all thꝛe ariued, and the night putting vp his beuer, 
ſome what moe diſconeringhis face, aid, Mang dapes, (a, 
ueraigne Pꝛinceſſe Silepſia, with toſtip expecience to my 
heart, J haue made ſhewe of mp ſacrificed faith to pour 
beautie, pꝛocuring to my coſt) by all poſſible meanes your 
content, and pet coald neue r obtaine any the leaſt hope; not 
that I woulo be beloued; fo2 that were to renue my life:but 
vou would not ſo much as once regard my paine, not with- * 
ſtãding p von were þ cauſe thereof; The heuens haue nom 
permitted me to come fo in the nick, te vnderſtãd how little 
you thal loſe, to anf were tomy papne: g knolvingthis, mars 
ueil not, though J pꝛocure that by fozce, which J deſerns 
could be freely beſto wed on me; and ſo you are to haue pas 
tience, foz you ſhall be mine in deſpite of all the wozld. 
Well haue J vnderſtod, Pzince of Libanta, (anſwered 
the Lady) the affection which you haue euer ſhewed me, and 
to be ſuch as deſerued wozt hp cozreſpondence: but neuer 
faithfull louer, which delighted in the reno wme of a wazthy 
Knight, toke pleaſure to winne aff:tion, which was al⸗ 
ready ſetled ; foz therein he ſhould rather reſemble a rigo⸗ 
rous [oner, then a mangof that faith, which pou ſap pou haus 
bone vnto me; and (0 ſcing the {impoMbility in iny behalte, 
A haue pꝛocured by all poſſible meanes to let yon vnder⸗ 
tand, how {mail meanss J had fopeld you reme die. Such 
affection as is mine (ſatd the Barbarian) acceptoth no ſuch 
fafncd excuſes as theſe ; which you make vnto me. And ſer⸗ 
ing the heauens beare reco2d how much J cclire pour con; 
tent, there is no pꝛolonging of time, ſteing my foztune hath 
92dained it. Ves had ſcartelꝝ ended his ſpeeches, when ne” 
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ofthcGiarte dꝛe wir g rere, Eictebed cut hit armt fr ſefsx 
en her; which being viſmated, guurg e great ſctiteh, calf 
ber ſelit te the green, which v es te caule ttt the Clant 
tould take no hold of her. Eut ht tad ne na d te dee it, ſoʒ 
* the ficrce roung gallarit, ſenne of Garcofilea, bꝛandiſſ ing 
bis reuer ge ful Leunee,railig him a lle vxen his Sfitreps, 
hurled it with ſucb foꝛtt, that Mars himſeite did n alice to 
fa bow grata Licks ts cue: (c3 hitting him tic bt (at dna⸗ 
wares) tm themitrcs of his ſpacicus bzeſt, ibe well Ktgey 
led Lrenchant matt ſo grest a ficud-gate , fhat the hard 
plates of Stele were not ſufficient to Tay if ſrom appeas 
ting out ai his backe, colored with his tre ; blond. A here 
nu bi ih not any creat t ui ũ ien ti bie mate, ubeiber the 
Tadie were glas therrat, dz no, ſe ing it gauc het ccuregs 
to raiſe vp her ſe lſe, ts ſeæ with what to ce the tre I nar 
In lurned Heat againſt his woe enemies, the u Lich little 
remembzed what to Knights dit apperteine; both at onto 
charoed their Launces in the mu delt of his ire byzeſt 3 
they made him vilely to bend in bis & attle , Crikirg his 
head againſt his bozſe buttecke: end it was nc maruzile, - 
foz theſc two baltant men charged him in great ſutie, lo le 
their friend laine. 

The valozeus Tinacrian reteuering againe bis ſafe, 
and ward, returned vpen them, the Giant be ſcund alone, 
who with a raightte Pate cf le came towards him, 
gluing place and time tothe Prince fo ſeize on the Ladie, 
who lifting her voice to peauen, cried to the 1 inac tian o: 
belpe. The Giant gave him ſo much to doe, that the Painte 
had time {6 depart in (aſette with his pꝛaie; which ſo much 
deſpitedthe ſonne of Trebacius, that be was readic to burtt 
with anger, talling þimſelf coward, that one Knight ſhould 
bee able to withhold him from helping that taire X adie, ſo 
bniuſtlp taken; bee doubled here with to thicke and furious 
blowes,as would haue rent the moſt hard rock. Ent he hab - 
befoze him, one, who held himſelfeto haue no equall in the 
wojld khefaire Poliphebus „ to hazard 5; foztune of the 
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che l to ſtap foz him; he lifted vp his fearefull Mace, and had 


' notfa'ly done it, when the Youth flew within him, and with 


a blow.{trake it out of his hands, andhelde the vicozis fo; 
his: and ſeelag that delapes might bz&@d danger, redsubling 
bis face , hee ſtrake him on the head, the blow was ſo ter⸗ 
rible, that it made him ſencelefe. The Tinacrian was not 
a pang man. which would let ſlippe opoztunitie, particulars 
ly in a matterof ſuch impozfance, which concerned ns lcffs 
then the Ladies libertie : and ſo the Mane beeing in this 
trance, hee with the greateſt care cf the wozlde, with his 
fwo3d in both his hands, with all his power ſtrake him vp- 
on thocrowne of the head; the helmet could yeldno defence, 
foz he claue it ſo, as it fell at his hczſe fete, and diſpatched 
im ſuddenly. Me tarned about as ſwift as thought, follows 
ing the trace of the bold aduenturous Pzince , ans foztuns 
was fanourable vato him; faz without any let, within ons 
mile where the battell began, hee ſaw the P2ince with dis 

yay, flying ſwifter then the winde; the Falcon neuer flew 


ſo ſwift alter the ſeare full Bearon , as this valozous I ina- 


crian, uo gluing the ſpurres to his hozſe , made him ta run 
ſwifter then the ſterds of golden Apollo. And thus riding, 
he called ta the Pzince to ſtay. whoſe vopce cauſed this gal- 
fant louer, whoſe haſte to himſelfe ſeemed Now, ſtill to ſpur 
bis ho2ſe ; fo2.1t ſufficed him not, toſ@ and hold his Ladis 


in his armes, but with her toeſcape the armes ofthat pong 


man, who as a furious Lyon (bis ſwozd died in bloud) ap⸗ 
poached, and in his flight ſtroke him vpon the rich Bel⸗ 
met; and it it had bit right, it had ended the warre with 
that blow :: But it was not to any (mall purpoſe, ſ@ing it 
made him (fo his owne defence) to ſet her to the ground, 
vetug wholly ſencelef&. - | 
The ſonne of Trebacius returned, ſaying, All it beſ&- 
meth him, who reckonethhimſelfe a mozthieKnight,to dog 
is vile a thing, as that which vou hane committed, and a- 
zalalt ſuch a Lad p, as ischis; he came not ſo littte.offended, 
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as to ffap faz an anſwere ; but that with the well Kaled 
point hes ſmote him in the bꝛed with lach fazer, that heo 
made him to fœle his ſword within his leh. The Poe 
was moſt nymble and ſkilfull; and if hee had gone awar 
with this blow, he might haue pꝛolonged his life, but to his 


greater harme, he would.n&ds cloſe with the valeꝛous Li- 


nacriau, where al happened acrofſe unte him;am the Boze 
well perceiuiag his Urength, gathered new f22ces fram his 
moſt moztal woauns,conidering with himſelke, how much 
he lot in loſing that battell, and ſo he ſaffered him to enter, 
and with his ſwoꝛd in both his handes, bee (mote him vpon 


the rich helmet and had reuenged the death of his two com⸗ 


panions, and recouered the Ladte, had not the well tempe⸗ 
red fine mettall bne bet werne; the which, although it gaue 


it bought his head as low as the pommell of the ſaddle, ca- 
King ont blod,both at his noſe and mouth: he reached him 


| pet another, which made him alme$ fo2get himſelfe. Ne- 


ner was Eagle mozs furisus in defending her neſt, then the 
Tinacrian ſhewed himſelfe, turning towards the furious 


bell, and made him tremble like an Aſpen leafe, being ſha⸗ 
ken with the freſh winds in Autumne: he (mote off his creff, 
leauing him msztally wounded, and ſæing him ſtagger, be 
clalpt him in his well bꝛawned armes, whoſe betters the 
wozld contained not; and pulling him from his ſaddle, he 


bare him in his armes, to the place where the Ladie was, 


being perfectly come to her ſelſe, who ioped to ſ how well 
be had reuenged her quarrell. Mee leapt with him from his 
hoꝛſe, and with his ponpard ended his life and loue, in the 
fight of the Ladie, whom hee beff loued in the woꝛld: the 


- which iop full and ſecure,roſe from the place Where ſhe ſate, 


and with a countenance, which would haue made loue it 
ſelfe in lono, ſhee went to the fre young man, caſting her 
armes about his necke, which J know not who would 
Have retuſed, and with a cloth wiping his armaur ſparkled

pet with the ſecond, reſtozing mp life and honenr, por haue 
wholy bound me vints you;andlo Jentreat pou in the name 
and behaife of thoſe things which peu leut beſt inp wozld, 

to tell me puur name, and ol what countrey you are: (82 4 
am of opinion, thar 3 hal) pet lene pou better, foz ſeme 9- 
ther rcalon thei; ſoz all that you haue no dont foz mee. 
Well dio this pong gallant vnder u and her; and ſo defiring 
thꝛoug hl to latlit e her, hte (at, Wozthp Lady, the Gods 
do beate me recozd hsw great iey J conceiue ſoʒ my com⸗ 
ming inte pour Ringdeme, in time to do pou ſome ſeruice: 
and know, that my Countrey is | inacria, and J am ſonne 
to the Emperour Tre bacius, and hee, among all my whole 
kendꝛed. whom ] love beſt, is the inte of ibe great Bꝛi⸗ 
tany. Aftech returned the mol fatre Eutronia to embace 
him, ſaping, Row valozous Pzince, $ ſap, that 3 wii not 
rell beholbiag vnto you, ſeæing that in giuing nie lile, it bath 
ben to the enve J choulo clicreaſe my ipue tou ares that 
crueli ſoꝛim ce, whom pou lay peu icue lo much. And as tue 
leſt ſpeaking, ſireames of tearcs flowes tr6 her faire cies, 
che confivered yer oveifight, ſaying, Parueil r.ot, (noble 
Pꝛinct) to ſæ the many fhe wes of -mpliidiſcretion : fo2 the 
fcruent affection Where with Rolabel is belourd in this 
Countrep, is ſucb, and the crueltie which hee he weth to⸗ 
Wards me, is ſo rigoꝛous, that it fe2ceth me to complaine of 
him, ſee ing 3 haue ſo deercty loued him. J would not toꝛ ay 
ny thing in the woz ld, moſt wozthy Lavy, ( anſwered ths 
Pzince) that 3 ſhould giue vou any cauſe of diſcontent, fog 
A rcceyue ſo much hercin, that know not ought, that may 
fr me thereot, although that ił it may be held oz an excuſe, 
that he haue not equalled pour atfection, his being elle where 
denoted, yet a ſuſficient reaſon it yeldeth , to cauſe you to 
che w pour lelfc leũe paſſionate.» neuer defired ( mot va⸗ 


{tant night) that be ſhould wholy requite mp lone,{ceing i 
er 
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impoſſible fozhim fo doe: Jonely defired that he ſhould ton⸗ 
fidcr that J loued him, and how ſweet a life A held it , and 
how much J ioped to bee his. But ( Dhertreme votoz!) it 
appeareth that 1? J did line, buf to lone him, he in gad ear⸗ 
neſt teke pleaſure to abhozre me. Mere did J furnich him 
with ho2ſe and armes: and here did I ſhew him the mol 
faithfall fincere affection , that euer was contained in aus 
humane bz2t. In mp Palace dis J cure him of bis 
wounds, hoping that that would haus moued him ts hane 
cured thoſc which he had giuen me: but to my greater griele, 
I ſent him hence whole and ſound, and he left me here, ſo, 
as pou ſæ me. Let it not (noble Pztnce) oZend you to heare 
mppaſſionate complaint; fez J would not haue ſpoken it 
to any man in the woꝛld, but fo ſuch a one, as were ſo n&rg 
a kinſeman , and d2a-e friend as ace poi, to that crueil 
Anight; and know, that myconſtaacie hall ſe rue foz an 
example to þ w Nlo:ſoꝛ fir ſt ſh il my ſoule foꝛſake mp body, 
ekoze I leauꝛ to be his. Bebo and ſer bnto what eſtate af- 
fection hath bought me: fo; in hope ta ſe him, it doth not 
grie ue me to ſœ my father, in the behalle of the Douldan ot 
Niquea ta gae agatnt him. And Jveſgch you, vatozous 
Pazince,ſving you meaue lo ſecue in thoſe famons Wars, to 
remember, ſam dap to fell him, that Eutroniſa is in the 
Cimpe, not in ſhꝛw of an enemp, but as a tributarie. Much 
did the crueltie ot his kinſeman grieue tha Pzince of Ta- 
_ cria; Wherefo28 to comfa2t this noble Ladie, hs ſald, Be nat 
diſmaide(noble Lady) fo J pꝛomiſe pou on my faith, and as 
Jama lanighf,that J will ſo bzing it topaſſe, that in Gre- 
cia, the pꝛinte Rolabel ſhall vit vou, and acknowledge the 
fauoz which in this countrie he hath receiued at pour hands, 
I deſire no greater top foz my whole life time, anſwered the 
Lavie,but only to ſa him, and that, that with ſome acknow⸗ 
ledgement he may vnderũ iy, bow much J haue loued him; 
and here with let vs go,foz that Ladie ſatiety fo; vs, who ts 

a witnefle of what Jemure. 
Upon the dead Pzinceffe hozſe , the Tinacrian ſet ths 
= __ and himſclfe mounted * his own; they returnes 
. ſo 
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fv pleaſant and merry, that, but fo2 the rem embꝛante ot the 
lode of her ſonnes, nothing ceuldyeld her ſo great iop ; of 
loue was all thetr diſcourſe, although this Pouth had ſmall 
Ckill therein: Put foztune determined fo pꝛepare him with 
theſe ſhelves of lcous , meaning ſhoztly ts lubied him there- 
to; holding it fo2 baſe, ſing he was not ret ſubdned, Dome 
hoꝛſemen ther met vpon the war, ol her gard, which in a 
great tropt came galloping, fearing that they had loſt the 
Kings daughter. Bere would the Pace haue taken his 
leaue, without comming ts the Citie of Goltaerg, where 
the Ring made pꝛeparation fo2 his drparturs; but at the in- 
tant requelt ef the Pꝛintelle and the t iſcreet Silia, he could 
nor refule to goe With them , vpon conTitton , that by no 
meanes i};cp ſhould diſcouer who he was, 

Being ariued at the Citie, it nothing amazed him to ſe it 
in armes, end the great number of nights, which hourely 


ariued there, among which were many moſt fierce Grants; 


neither the great abundance of wariike inſtrumente, which 
were pꝛepares in that Citie: fo2 well bee knew in what rea⸗ 
dineſſe his father would be. Eight dares remained hes 
there, with the greateſt entertainement in the woz[d:fo2 the 
king knowing in what maner he bad reſcued his daughter. 
knew not how to requite it him. At the end of which time, 
(with a determination to goe into Tinacria, and there to 
leuie the mightieſt Armie, that poſſibly hs Gould be able, 
in the behalfe of his fathcr ) hee foke his leaue of that gal⸗ 
lant Ladie, with ſuch a farewell, as made him ſozrowſull. 
She like wiſe within foure dapes after , toke ber way to⸗ 
wards Gzecta, with her fathers Armie, with ſo great a de⸗ 
fire to bee there, that ſhe imagined that the heauens could 
peeld her no greater content, The weꝛds of the I inacrian 
dis much hearten her, who in a well rigd Galley directed his 
courſe towards his Countrep, with his afozeſaid deter ⸗ 
mination. But the third dap affer his being at ſea, the ſea 
began to wozke in ſuch lozt, that he loſt his voyage, caſting 
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nean ſea, where he wandzed 3. daic s, the fourth ſake land 
in the moſt (wat and plcalant ccuntrep that cuer he had 
(&ne in bis lite, Pte leapt aſhoze, deſticus to know in 
what countrey be wasariued,ccmmanding the Þ atriners 
there to attend him; ar d with bis Squire onecly, de tegen ts 
enter a mot pleaſant adewof Poplarires, where hes 
toke pleaſure in the \refh ayze thereof, ſaming vnte him, 
that there, induſtrious nature pad taken great care te excad 
all humane arte. 

den hee had tranailed abenk a mile therein, Luſping 
bis epes in be dold ing the ſtately Peplars and lefty Cet ats, 
at the end or this wed,inthe midtt of a fayze field, he be held 
the ſtate lie ſi Palace that could beimagined; Þ height ther: 
ofſ&med to tcvch the clients, with ſuch varicite ct lone, 
that it ſa med a woke ofthe bjighhrevere, oz that it was 
tte habitatien of lime rulers therecf. £ his farze Caſtell 
was compaſſed h itha bzeadbitch, crefiethe n bich did run 
a mayne tiuer; there were certaine baidges which led to the 
Caſtell;the pʒincipall bee wondzed at: fog notwithſlanding 
that it had tut ene Aich, ret the wozkemeanſhip was dere 
curious , ſez all the batile ments Kere of moſt pure white 
Alablaſter. There en tres the ſenne ol Garriofilea, bebolding 
the loʒe front of the Caſtel, the richnes whereofhe cculd not 
valew; it was ſhut with moſt Ereng gates, whirein were 
engrauen many Piſtozies, with meft rich checkei-wozke 
of golte. This 1 4nacrian diſmeunted from his hezſe, ths 
beiter to behold the wozk;$ giuing his hozſe to his Squire, 
with a very ſpa@dy pace, bee marched towards the gates, 
where, oftozce à muſt leaue him; foz there is (@ much clle 
ts be ſard, that there is no other remedie.

ſetting Zuirofina at libertie, it Hailnot bee amiſle, topzo- 
ſecute the lone of thz L920 of Apulia, which to fhoſe which 
delight in a ſwete Yifozie, is the maſt pꝛincipall, who 
moſt faithfaily loued x was leaſt regarded, foztnne-fhews 
ing iu him her power, what ſhots able to doe when ſhe wil. 

The Oꝛœk mach deũred, that his acta yꝛes might attaine 
ta a happy ende; foz in dis ſoule he much affected the pzince 
Floriſiano, who ſemed to him one of the moſt diſertet that 
2uer dealed therein: and paſſing the ſeas, they diſcourſed 
2{ a thouſand things, and all oflone; the wind being fauon⸗ 
rabe,they made a pleaſing voyage;and being both enams- 
703, with wcnn of (lone, ther paſte the . * - 
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of the ſeas;vntill the fenth dap, at what time the far :e Au- 
rora began ts ſhew her lelſe in the Taff, fozeſhe wir g her 
b;others comming. On the ſho;es-ſide of Italy they v ilco⸗ 
nered a ber fapze Caller, which came wity lavlc x cares 
moe [wilt then thought, 
The Serke —— dim to his weapons, to the end p 
retchleine ie ould yelp no ill luce it, and lo they faxed, 
batiil vzawing niere, they heard the m, bib then: amarne, 
except ibcy-would all be dead. Wee did nat thereioze c.me 
mannd to-firtke their mapus (aple, but cnely to Kare toa 
tye m, and to ſæ uh it was, that withſuch paide to thzrats 
ned them, and is lying by the læ, ther laxec, until ter 
might \& aloft vpon the pope a ceſozmed Oyant,and abeut 
ſome twelue Knights, and ibe two Callexes at @zuing,itey 
might within, hears the cop:piayning voxce of certaiks 
.2onged women. 
The valiant Pzince of Gz&ce was very lvſpicions and 
any matter thatuight concernt wenen (to bone in ics 
mer time hee had vowed hisapds ) bid much trouble dun. 
Ve turned himſelfio the Pzince of Apulia, ſaying, Never 
truſt moe, valozous inte, but there are in this Calle p- 
ſome Ladycspziloners;ſe2 their lameu ting doth n ante ũ as 
much, and theretege J wout(s xot fo2 an thing in Þ world, 
being able ts inccour the m, leaue them, (oa any hap , thurgh 
niuer ſo dangerers Tee ze peu itinte god vatozcus 
night) ſo pd the gentle Florin, foz J, fo lole wy lite in 
our ſeruite, halt bet tecnite the gertiolitie wtetckup 
ron haue c ſtred p curs to ral me center. 3 agte not pete⸗ 
in (laid the Gzake lone r) but Þ yen remaine at wd this gals 
lep, t ſuſter no man to evitce; as fo2 Þ reti let mi alone. and 
here with hoyleb ail the ſayles, 6 with ſaples 4 carcs n. abe 
Aſter pencmy, which fatev foz th, accounting toem very ill 
Adz:itied,Hhauing as it ſe med within b@2d, but l. at med u &. 
And vzawing untere, Irebacius his nepte b lit ing a little 
dp his beuer, wilha loud voice ſald, J belire, ur kiight, 5 
ou ſchould tell me whither you ate bound: f if peu taꝝ ie to⸗ 


wards Nqueg WERSP ie m92c falely ae cur toyagy 
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kogether incompany from the danger an the ſeas by reaſon 
of theſs alterations and warres Which ſound ouer all ths 
ld. Lhe fierce Giant anſwered, ſaying, Dur Galley, 
ſir knight,go2ts ſo lake from any ill ſacceſſe that may hap- 
pea vafoher, with thoſe that ave within bos2d, that wes 
haue nonedof r pou deire ours to make your. 
bo page with ſuch ſaſetie as y3u deũxe; and therefo2e it (uffls 
ſeth that your Galley map goe with ours. 

This is ſuper fludus fau32(ſapd the Gzeeke) fading feare, 
and ta th ende we may go the moꝛe at pleaſure, J pzay pou 
take aboꝛd you a DJ.urs, who is in great feare, fo; that ha 
heareth that certaine Grekes ſcours this coaſt. Left it bee 
as you will (ſapd tho Gpant ) and if he will, he ſhall ſ, how 
little J eſteems thoſs pꝛeud knights of whom he is ls much 
afraid; and ſo commanded fo ſtrike ſaple, and tolay his 
Galley ſo nere to thzpzinces, that he might eaſtly (lying 
n ere together) leap? abo;o where the Gant was, and did 
tt with ſuch dexteritie that when they betwke them to their 
defence, he was already abozd, with his ſwoꝛzd in his hand, 
ſapiag, It is requiſite, vou kraptozs, that you leans your 
pꝛape and your liues, foz payment ſoz your pꝛeſumption. 
Bee ſtaped toz no anſwere, neither rained any curtſie; 
fa; befoze they could fit themſelues, ge had flaine two of the, 
It was wonderfull to behold, how hee caff himſelle amid ie 
the tbickeſt ofthe thong, aad it is not a thing to bes waits 
ten in ſo true an Hiſtoz p as this which J pzoſecute, what 
this vallant youth periozmed. Lirgandeo faith , that at 
th:& blows he ſmote downs fire inights at the Opants 
fet,wys blaſpheming heancn and earth, liſting vp his ter- 
rible axe, came towards the leuer, making tho Knights to 
giue place. They neuer better perfozmed their Paſters 
commandement then nom: fo no leſls then their lines de⸗ 
pended thereon, The fierce Spant gaue ſo vehement a 
blow, which made ſuch nopſe, that if ſæ med to thunder in 
the apꝛe. It ſmed not ts the louer of Arquiſilora any wiſe⸗ 


dom ts fay i of ſo rude a blow: and ſo winding 
. himſelis 
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dimſelke on one ſive,ſccing the blow come from aloft, he let 
it flip, which came as it were thundzing in the ayze: he (mots 
it an hand depe in the hatches of the ſhip, which was a ve⸗ 
ry great god hap foz the Sekte: fo2 by that meanes, being 
vnable to pull it ont, ſo ſone as hee would, he iopned with 
him, and with both his hands gaue him a b!ow on the thicke 
helme. It littie pꝛoſited him that it was theo fingers thick; 
foz he (mote the greater part thereof from his head, and left 
him ſoꝛd wounded, and withall made him to recle, hee payds 
him the ſecond time better then at the ſtrſt: fog hitting him 
right vpon the huge great armes, hee made him let goe his 
battaile- axe, which pat him to (ach paine, that he had much 
to doe, to put his had to his ſide, to dzawa bzoad croked fau- 
chion, wherewith flouriſhing, he aſſapled the pzince, There 
was ns rome in the Galley to ſhun Þ ſwift comming therof, 
neither was it poſſible to ward the terrible blow with his 
moſt ſl rong ſhield, which (foz the finene ſſe thereof) although 
that he could not cleaue, vet hee beat it to his helmet with (0 
great foꝛce, that he made him ſet both his knees to 5 ground. 

Neuer did night better bears himlelfe in a particular 

fight, then this pꝛince did: foz offentlmes, with his agi⸗ 
litie and diſcretion hee knew how to make his benefite of 
his ill happes, againſt his cnemy, as nowe, without losing 
his warde, by reaſon ofthis great blow: foz hee gane him 

a great flaſh ouer the legs. This was it which afſured him 

ofthe batfatle,foz hitting him a little beneath the garter ing 

place, ha cut it almoſt halfe of, he would not ſo giue ouer 
without giuing him one moꝛe, which was a very feare⸗ 
full ſtroke, which whollp bereaued him of his right fofe : 
he made him goe backewards with lefle ſtedlaſtneſſe then 
in battailes is requtred, 

The valoꝛous Batchelour roſe againe on His f&fe, at⸗ 
tending the fierce Pagan , who came vpon him, caſfing a 
thicke ſmoake out at his beuer, but wanting the alliſtance 
of his legge, hee was to ſtrike him with his epes; hee was 


conTrained to let him on his knee, and inthat maner fo at- 
G. temp? 
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tempt the doutful vicozie,tt tannst be imagined how great 
contentment the Pzince of Apulia reccined., in ſging 
the marnelles in armes, which that knight perfozmed, e⸗ 
ſtoeming him ſel e happy to haue ſuch a companion. 

By reaſon of the great noyſe which was made in this 
battaile, cut of a cabin of the Galley came ene ofthe moſt 


fapze Ladpes that euer was (ene, allcladin grone ©a- 


tin cut vpon molk fine cloth of Gold, and her yeillowith 
baires hanging loſe about her ſhoulders, pouring ſtreumes 
of teares towne her fayze cheekts, which reſembled tbe 
molt rich Dztentall Pearles, who ſeeing howe vicgozi⸗ 
ouſly this night had bozne himſelfe, to giue him the 
greater caurage, ſapd, Let theſe truell and accurſcd caitiffes 
dye, and aſſure peur ſelfe, A will not leaue pont trauails 
vnrewarded. 

The G:ete needed no new ſausurs, foꝛ he had alrea⸗ 
dy ranged the Gpant ſo well to his will, that hee u oulp 
not giue him ſo much ſpace as to dzawe his bzealh, and 
deſiring to make an end of the war, making amends with a 
mighty blow vpon þ Poe, he cloling,came to handy gripes 
and caſt him on his backe on the floꝛe, bercaning him af 
the verp inſtant of his life, in the deſpite or all thoſe knights 
which would haue hindered it; with which hee returned as 
game into a deadly battaile, but it laſted not long; ſoz hes 
iN all patience. | 

The crnell Lyon is not moꝛe ſerious in the mitdcſt of 
the theepe-flocke, 1:02 a ſhee Beare that is robbed of her 
whelpes, then was he among thoſe which remapned; 
he duerthꝛew thee with moztall wounds, which gaue oc- 
caJon to the reſt (who befoze with much hate did reũſt 
him) fo thꝛew away their (wo2des, and to fall do lone and 
pumbiy entreat him to pardon them their lines. 

The noble minded Knight eaſily graunted it; fo2 cho⸗ 
ler did neuer lo much blinde him, as to maks him tread 


that compaſſion under fete, which onght.to bee held with 
thoſe which reld. ;

By this time the faire Pzince ef Apulla was come a- 
be2d the Galley , who embꝛacing the Grecian, ſatde, Foꝛ⸗ 
tune will not now ( mot puiſſant night) ſhew herſelle (9 

trueil vnto me, ſing it hath together giuen me ſatiſſagion 
fo2 fo many troubles, bꝛinging me in due time fo toy at the 
view of pour wozthte actes. | 

It is ſufficient glozte fo: mee (noble D2ince ) anſwered 
the Greeke, to haue deſerued ſo generous a commendation, 
as what 3 heare from pour mouth, which hath giuen me cs 
taſion to eſtme better of my ſclie, then my valour hity 


deſerued. 

The gallant Ladie ended their diſconrſe, who like a cha- 

fed Lioneſſe, taking notice of whom ſhe had held foz a cap⸗ 
tiue, who was alſo-Lo2d of her ſoule, where with thce lone d 
bim, without giuing the Greeke any thankes fo2 the liber⸗ 
tie which hee had giuen her, cialping her armes about his 
necke, the ſalde, J neuer thought, neither lacoe, with 
ſuch ſtatilfadion, as this, to eniop thp pꝛeſence, oz that 
Fozfune ſhould haue ended my diſgrace tn this maner: but 
the heaues haue lo decreed, that ſhe who is bozneto be thine, 
ſhall be no mans elſe, 
Now A will not complaine of laroe , fo2 J am perſwa, 
ded, hee would not haue lo fozgotten me, as the P2itice of 
Apulia, . (Uith this, the gentle young man pꝛeſently knew 
her to bee the faire Troyla, daughter to the Ring of Argel, 
where he had bene a captiue. 

The gallant Ladie had made this Nꝛince ſo wuch be⸗ 
holding to her, foz the many ſignes of god will which cher 
ſhewed him; being in pꝛiſon, that at the inſtant bowing bis 
knes to the ground, deũring to kille her hands, he ſaid, gay 
troubles, noble Pzincefle of dtgel, haue ben ſuch, ſince the 
deſtinies oꝛdapned my departure from thy pꝛeſente, that 9 
know not how they haue giuen mee leaue to line , neither to 
thinke vpon laroc, but the Pzince of Apulis, as he who at 

toe laſt p&lded himſelfe mo2e beholding, acknowledgeth 
the * * lauours, which Nr recepued at your 
©. 2 bands, 
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hands, offering ron now ane w, bis life to be at your ſeruice; 
and ſpeake 4 pꝛap you, to this tenſurcus Knight: fog 
both ours te him is due, accozding to ihe much which he 
hath perfozmed. The Lady acknowledged the erroz where⸗ 
into ſhe was fallen; but (ging it was fo; loue , 1t wasto 


Chen began thee fo diſcourſe of this valozous Gzecke, 
and to enquire who he might bee, and what aduentures hee 
had paſt: And hearing what the pꝛince of Apulia ſaid of him, 
the ſaid, Pardon (moſt wozlhy Knight) my retcbleineſle, 
in that 3 haue not all this while giuen you thankes, foz 
that which ou haue done foz my ubertie, which suelp may 
be effecmcy a thing Uhereok thererefieth foz m& no hope 
to make any tcquitali, which the heauens reward pou in 
your greateſt necellitie. The great diſpleaſure which A 
cencefucd againſt this Knight, foz departing: out of my 
pꝛilon without my leaue, was the occaſion of my ouer-: 
ſight. 

Foz many crrozs, (worthp Lady) this onely were a 
ſuflicient cxcuſe, ifthers had bene any ſuch: how much 


moze then, Where theres was none commitled? Much 


time they ſpent in entertaining with theſe ſwete diſcours 
ſes, To entertaine in ſach maner (wozthp Ladpes,) is 
no erroꝛ, which J le ane to your diſcræte conſiderations, g- 
mittiug therewith the tedionſneZe where with J ſhould 
zoceed. 
4 Thelong abſence of the Pꝛinte cf Apulia, had giuen no 
occaũon to loſe any part of the aſtraien which he bare vn- 
to him when he was pꝛeſent; her Kediaſt beholding him 
did manifeſt as much. All this did but encreaſe the Gꝛeeke 
louers paine, to le himſelſe ſo infoʒtunate, and abſent from 
his Lavy, anò with ſuch dilgrate baniſhed, and not to 
returne uito Grecia itpout licence, bearing the name 
of Cl aridiano.

ſo called of al men;foz that was his deuice in his ſhield. The 
gentle conuerſaticn of the Pꝛinceſſe, did much comfozt him, 
whom: theſe pꝛinces entreated to declare the cauſe of her ims 
p2iſonment. can tel you none,valozous Kr.ights, but that 
being one dapina garde,vpon the Stronds ſide, to recreate 
my ſelfe, in company of theſc feure Dam ſels, this accurſed 
Epant, by chance, with the fur ie of the winde, came to as 
riue at the gardens bancke ſize, he with thele nights en⸗ 
tred, and comming thzough the thickeft, thep ariued at cer⸗ 
taine fountaines, where we were lolacing our ſelues. To 
ſmall purpoſe ſerned the callings and entcries which wee 
made, calling foz helpe, that they ſheuld not carrie vs awap 
ts their Galley. It was yeſterday (wclne dapes, he told mg 
by the wap, that ke was of the ſquadzon of Ocl:o, baſſal ts 
the Pztnce of Almayne , in whoſe ſeruice hee went to the 
warres againſt the Ertekes, in company of the Empercur 
of the Komanee, and tothe ſamecffe& mp Father is vpon 
parting with the king of Carthage, which are to iopne with 
the Scnldan of Nignea, whom (as they ſay) this warte 
doth pzincipally toncerne, foz the theft, which a Pzince of 
the Grakesccmmitted, in ſtealing one of his Daughters; 
they purpoſe to ruinate the whole Empire, accoꝛding to the 
great numbers ot men which they leuie. This is all that 3 
can ſap,ccncerning my impꝛiſonment. And l&ing 3 ſhal 
not finde the King mp Father at Argel, (ſoꝛ by this time hes 
is gone) 3 thoulo be very glad, if pon would take me with 
vou: foꝛ being in company with ſuch Knights, foz the pze- 
ſent, nothing tn the wozld could yeld mee thelike content. 
Heu thall dee vs (anſwered Floriſiano) great fauour, ts take 
vs with you, fo2 Rnights of your gard. Whereto the Greek 
agreed, diſſem bling the griefe hee conceiued, toheare how 
great tropes of men were leuied to watre againſt his pa⸗ 
rents; hee determinen with himſelfe to take his way to⸗ 
wards Grecia, diſguiſed with new armes ſecretly, without 
acquainting any man there with, except the Knight of the 
ne was the gentle Claramant. The Pzinces often 
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times diſcourſed concerning the ſncceT2 of the Pꝛince of A⸗ 
paliꝛ, and (ware that it ſhauld bs kept ſecret, with aut diſs 
coneeing fo any man wha h2 was. Mith faire weather they 
ſapley ire dapes, and oa t5e leuenth they diſcouered the 
land of Lycinia, with (ach alteration of the Bytace of A- 
palia, th it fanning alott to yveho!de it, the Ladie (aid vnto 
him, Dau Hall do il, to gaeaſhaze in this land, which wie 
haue diſcouer eo, (valoꝛous Þ2ince) ſœing that vou wil land 
therein, with ſo lad and heauie counfenance. So ne things 
bau: happened vato me to my liking, anſwered the Pzince; 
bat the noT oꝛdinarp and that which maketh me to abſent. 
m ſelfe fro.m my Countrep and friends, is that which cact- 

eth me after the currant of my hard happ2s. ( Loue moſt - 
noble Paince, is not ſo ſw et to bee endured, no2 (a caſe to 
be concealed, but that hawloener a man will goe about to 

diſſemble the matter, hiding the griefe of his ſoule, yet he. 
will gine ixn2s and certaine notice thereof.) The Pꝛince 


ok Greece was of opinion plainely to diſcouer it, foz in his 


ſoule hee Was grieued; fog it wis a matter to touch a man: 
fa2 hee beautie did delerue that the Pꝛince of Apulia ſhould 
loue her: but he diſſembled . offering himlelfe.to any danger 
that might peeld content to Floriſano. Thep attributed it 
ta the great generoſtie of his minde,deſiring mach, that oc⸗ 
caſion might be offered to requite the ſame. They leapt to 
ſhaꝛe, and he of Apalia twke the Armes of one of the Gę⸗ 
Ants Baights , which beit fitted him, and a mightie hoꝛſe, 
which was the dead Gpants: other foure they toke fo2 the 
A, 1dies, which were with the Pzincelle. They gaue com⸗ 
mindement tothe Mariners of the Gallep, to attend them 
there: and licenſing the Gyants galley tg depart, thep take 
the moſt dire and beaten way that they ſaw : all the La⸗ 
dies ware ſkarfes, which they caſt over their faces, to ace 
the moꝛe vnknowne. There was neuer ſeene a fairer com⸗ 
pan p: fo2 the Ladies were all pong maides, and the others 
enamoured, ſo as there was no diſcourſe of any thing be⸗ 
'wpxnetie, but of loue. From the one ſide to the other rade. 
chele Haltant warriours, managing their hozſes with ſo

great a grate, as Mars himſelfe : the Labie taking grcaf 
pleaſure therein, accounting it a pleaſure, to fraveil all the 
wo2ld over in company of (uch Knights, their valcur aſſu⸗ 
ring her from al danger. By the ſame way that they uent, 
they ſaw eight Knights comming towards them, very richs 
lp armed, to whom at their meeting, the Grekein their 
owne language ſaid ( foz he could ſpeake any inthe  ozid) 
Wie ſhall take it fo2 faucur, Sir Kntghts, to know of pon, 
what Countrey this is, and hew farre it is ts any Towne, 
Well pleaſed with his god ſpeches and behauiour, The 
Countrey, ir nights, wherein you are, (anlwerer one, 
who ſ&med to be Captaine sf all the ceff, }19thepopulous 
Lucania, verynere vnts the lameus Citie of Troba; it 
weuld yelde pou great delight, toſee the maruellous lates 
ly buildings thereof : but new ail the Countrey is ſo trou⸗ 
bled with theſe warres, which are a beginning, that thers 
is no pleaſure oʒ contentment, eſpcctaily new, by rcaſon of 
the impoztnnacie of Aller Pꝛince of Calabzia, who hath 
declared pimſelfe foz.a great loner & ſuiter vnto the Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe Polinarda, although it is imagined, that ſhe admitteth 
none of his ſeruices: But the Bing hath ſo cffeetually deal: 
in the matter, that the is pꝛomiſed vnto him foz his wife, in 
ſtead of his bother, whom they put to death thzough her 
occaſion, Creatly was the Pzince cf Apulia moued with 
the woꝛds of treſe knights, although he paſt it over. holding 
the matter as concerning himſelfe, and holding ſuch compa- 
ny as the Grake Pꝛince, whodefirous toreturne into Gre⸗ 
tia, ta the am of his parents, taking leaue of theſe & nights, 
thanking them fo2 the newes which they had told them, he 
ſaid, Male ous Pzinces, the beſt t moſt cerfaine means Þ J 
know to deale in this buſines;ts,fo remit it tofhefoztune of 
mp daloꝛ, ſo to bereaue this Pzince(whichp:ecureth pour 
ſpoiles) of the mcane therto, here fring vs fro any ſucceſſe 
that may happt᷑, to ſend a meſſenger to ß Ring of Lucania, 
that J wil maintaine the beauty of this Ladp, againſt any 
Entaht that ſhal ſaꝑ the ctontrar p at al aſſaies, to be the fai⸗ 
ret Mat is in this kingds; which ſhall giue occaſion to this 
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The fourth booke of the third Part 
Knight (ik be lone and be valiant , as he is repozted fo be) te 
take it in ill part, that any ſhauld bee pꝛekerred befoze his 
Ladie, and comming to ho wes with him, foz nothing in the 
wozld will J giue oner the battell:and if the heauens grant 
vs victoziz(as J hope they will) it ſhall bee an eaſte matter 
foz you fo carie the Ladie away, ſhee bearing you ſuch god 
will, as pon ſap ſhe 2oth, and being in your Countrep, vou 
may defend her againſt al the wozld, oz otherwiſe make 
pour retucne into Grecia, in company with this Ladie, 
wherein pouſhall do the king of Argel great ſeruice, deli⸗ 
nering her into his hands.

(molt Doueraigne Ring) ſo man and ſo great niatters in 
the ſeruice of this Ladie, that ok very dutie, (and conſtde⸗ 
ring with her ſelle, that it was 19 diſgrace to her to accept 
him foꝛ her Knight) thee reſolued fo a mit his ſcratce, and 
him fo her ſeraanf. With the famdurs which he beſto we 
on him, he begana2 again? anew to mate triumohs fo ioy, 
in ſuch miner, thit ſheconſented and Þ2 omiled to be whaly 
his: She (valozous Aiag) ſtandeth ſo afſured on ger leife 
and her beautie, that th: requeſted him, in requitail of the 
faith which ſhe v3w2d vito hin, to catie her to the Courts 
of the mod kamaus Bings, fo; the ſpace of two pres, to 
miintainę her beautic. Almall re ueſt ſæ med vata her lo⸗ 
uer, that wich che reg tired, and te all others that unem 
him, ſe@iag. by experience the great valoar which the bea⸗ 
uens had tnfaſed into him And now they goe, acco npluh⸗ 
ing the two yxres que k, perłozming ſuch annentures ther, 
in, with ſa much honour to the n both, that hee is held fo; 
ane ofthe moſt valoꝛous Anights ot the h, and hearing 
he fame of this Court & of the gallantrie ef tie Ladies of 
e lame, he wauld not paſſe by into Grecia, vefoze he h 
here made p:ofe of what power his aduenture might bee, 
he perldeth to the battell aal perils: fo2 lone hauiag pꝛo⸗ 
cebeb to the Juſts onely, haue remained thꝛonghlo grie⸗ 


ned, bringing the batted to no perfection; re he hatg

ſent to entreat the, (it it hall ſo pleaſe thee) to ſend him ſafs 


condua, to the care he may maintaine the caule loz which 


be tommeth. Bere ended the Damſell her Czation, lea⸗ 
uing not one in all the hall, which did not wonder at per 


bold demaund. Some rumcur beganne among the young 
Knights, niaking a lccte thereof, aucuching that the Ladies 


whom they lerued, hac attained to be highelt of ail brautie, 
Mel did the King underſtand it and diſiembling the ſane, 
anſwered ihe Damſcil, ( which con nung ein the name of 
an £wmbatiatour, was ie be honourabiy enterlamed) 4 doe 


thankefuily accept (taue Damſell) of the plealure, which 


this Knight with bis paclence will dee vnto this ccurt, al⸗ 


though (as J ani periwabed) he ſhall here pulchaſe moꝛee⸗ 


nemicsthennlnos : le heie being Pzincce, which Teilghtf 
in Ladies ler ute, they will neuer eld to io gentrall an of⸗ 
fence, as is this. The moſt ſtrong Aller mo could not Tifs 
ſemble his dücontentment, Deming, that therein was 
great dugtece done ts his Foliuarda , Who laid thus, 3 doe 
rather with(faire Damſell) that this janight had firfl (ene 


the Ladies ot this Palace, that he might haue percetuedthe 


£rrour which he maimntaineth, belce he had with (rich our ry 


boldueſſe, delped their gallants. Jam of opinion, Dir 


Knight, (anſwered thediltrat Damſell) that you haue not 
vet made p2ofe of the pou er ot icuc, laing that yeu know 


not, that hee which almucth the beautie of his beloued, 


ſpeaketh acco2bing to his affegien: J cmok opinicn, that 
both of the one anv the other, the Pꝛince will put you out of 
doubt, af it ſhall pieaſe the ing to glue him leaue thereto, 
J graunt it, cuoth the Bing, if he will; to the end wee may 
ſe the effict of ycur hopes, The Lat y wculd haue kiſt ths

& long isurnep, ſo come they vnfurniſhcd of pꝛouiſion ne⸗ 
cellarp; whercfoze thep pzay'thee to comu aund a Tent to 
be lent the, ſe ing ttat the chailenger is to make his abode 
therein. M hatſoeuer chall pleaſe him (anſwered the King) 
will comand to be carefully pꝛouided. In this —_— 

ths 
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the Ladis with a high voſce) begin pou that are cnamotired, 
to ſet vp your armes; fo2 bet werne this and to moro, wil 
come to the Liſts, the N ꝛince of Comagena, with coſtlpex⸗ 
perience to make ſhe w of his great valeur. And ſo taking 
per leaue of all, D oliſander and ſh mounted on hozſebacke, 
and witha ſwift pace thep returned to the wood, where they 
had left the Bzinces,to whome (toꝛ by little and little they 
dꝛew nere to the Citie) he delinered the mellage which ſhe 
bought. 

Much did Claridiano reiopce, to vnderſtand holy weil 


the Damſell had diſpatched her buſincſle. It might bes 


about two of the clocke in the arte: none, when theſe valos 
rous Pꝛinces came into the great gzarket place of the Citte 
of I roba, leading betwene them the venturous Trona, ſo 
well plealed fo (ee the god which ſha heped foz, that cher 
was as it were, cuertoped. There were none but dio verte 
at ten tiaelp behold the Wainces, the Ladie ſeeming to them 
no leſſe faire, then the Raighte to be of a god conſtitution, 


particularly he in the yellew , whome by his denice in his 


Shield they held to bo the challenger, and whome thep dee- 
med tobee the moſt gentle Bight that was in that place. 
Whey ware the ir viſoꝛs perced, and bare their Launces in 
their hands. All the place by this time was full of people, 
by reaſon of the repoꝛt of their comming; and ls they ap⸗ 
pꝛoached to the beholders, Where the King and all his 
daughters were, the one doing that reuerence to the others, 
as their cfates did require. 

The Greeke a little lifting vn his Beuer, ſaid, Ualo-

Au the comtly Ladyes tulged the fayze 1 roy la, to be ves 
ry beautifull, “ arda ſaying vnto ber, 3 no ſar, gallont 
Tadp, that 3 matuaile ntt, thcugh your Eric ht beare the 
pꝛize in all hard aduentures iuſt ice beeing apparant on his 
Ude; whereloze all god lucccſle is due Vito bim. U his 
(noble Larp)aniwered Troia, will be ihzcugh the reſlcnion 
fro your beautie, mine being verplittie. & pzinte ct £pulia, 
who could helpe thee in the perple xitie u herein thou walt: 
It ut ſe much ( moſt noble :ince) as u bo ic hat netcd 
him, migbt weil haue pt rteined it. 

They lpent not long tine in difcourſes : ez the Czake 
vet ſaw not the end of his buſtneſte, picked fo2wett with 
the ent cellitie utzerein his parents u ere, and ſe doir g a ſhozt 
reuerence tothe Ladpes gluing his hang to the care kuli tos 
ner, thercanetcwnethe fates, and mounting en their 
bozſes, they rote to a moſi fayze tent, viiich was in the 
middeit of the place J would not, valoꝛous pꝛince, (ſaid the 

zurce of Apulla) that ary cuill ſucceſie li ould happen vnto 
Lilander my fricnd, and b2cther tomy Soutraigne Las 
dp. There Gall not (ſayd iht Gzake) o; J Will ſobandls 
the matter inthe batfaile, that be ſhall leſe noihimg, but that

Yip this time many ere ceme into the place, who with

not, although in dad he made an ul iarcurcdier.biug Lecks 
wards in his ſalble: he returned teuer the Czaltbilg 
bis lwoꝛd in his hand; but the battailt was Unecchall, 102 
he lecented not his blew: env ir valiont Cza be, Bly his 
ſu 02d E ſhield making amends, fliff 1cyncd with bin., and 
With both his hents im.ote tpen the fep ot big uld, thire 
was no defence, but hre caſt the viichalfc therecek lo the 
ground, the ſwezd lighiing en his hein ti with ſuch feces 
that it let bim ſenctle lle on the arſon cf the ſatdie, The 
Gerke was very deſucus to end the bettaile, and ſo ſpurs 
ring his futicus bezſe, he ran egamſt iim unb his teck, 
u bich caſt them Loth to ground : «nd the pzince u as locta⸗ 
zed with the fall, that he could not get from his hozle. 

The Ladyce were n uch gricucd that the pꝛintt of Cam⸗ 
pania ſhould be cutreeme; end well of all his ſiſter the gens 
tle dolerſia, whoſe bꝛauerie had cncouraget the pzirice L. 
ſander to tome into the X iſts, lo weil arn:cveqitipcld, that 
the common people th2ough aZection, openly gaue him ihe 
victozie. Ye came aimed in a reddiſh armour, wzeucht all 
over with knets of gold, and in the mio of his ſhicid, Cen⸗ 
tentmet.Leicribed after the maner as they depaint the Ara- 
bia Falix,fervpon a Globe ruling the world, entom palicd 
With thts Pott, 

Where hope is well aflured, 

And 1yn'd with ſtedfaſt conſtancie, 

Fortur es mutabilitie 

Is nothing to be feared.

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Gzeat pleaſuce did his miſtreſſe receiue in his deuice, hol- 
din; it danz fo2 her ſake, Tie punte of Apulia had giuen 
notice, that that w is his deare friend: wyerefoze the Siek 
with a ſoft pace vent to him and ſaid: 

Ualozous p2iace of Lucania, there reſteth ſo little time 
fo end ſo nanp battels 43 pet remaine, that J thougzt gos 
to dema id battaile of pau vpon condition, that wyether of 
bs that within tor houres ſhall looſe his Sadale,thzough a 
ſtroke of his aduer ſarie, Hall rematne fo2 oueccome. 

Beit, Sir Rnight, (anſwered the pztnce) as pou ſhall 
thinke god, pꝛeſu ning to haue the better of the battaile, 
Thep managed their hoꝛſes with ſo go a grace, that Mars 
pi mſelfe from his high thꝛone to de pleaſure to behold it. At 
what time as thep ſhanlo encounter, in ſight of the whole 
fronpe, the viloꝛous Ge te bare vp his lance. There were 
few in that land, that could ſo well behaue themſelues, and 
ſo gallantly, as he which was befoze him, whoſmote him 
with iuch koꝛce, that it made him bend his body kart ger 
backwards then he would: he paſt fozwardes, much eſta⸗ 
ming or that night fo2 his valour, and hurled his lance 
with greater {o2ce, then if a man had dicharged a culues 
rin, cikin a the one halke thereof into the hard ground, lea⸗ 
ning the reſt ſhiking in the freſh winde, which did lo much 
amaze all thoſe th it were pꝛeſent, as the ouercomming of 
the pzince of Cam gania with a ſoft pace h came to the

{his is( gallant noble Ladycs, no ill will, laid the 1p 
Troyla, that my Knight bath ſhewed to his cnemp, ſaing 
how carele ſly he pꝛeceteth in a matter ihat ſo much cotceł⸗ 
neth him; but J belaue that þ iuſfice ef his cauſe detaineth 
him which he ſeth ta p bchaifc ot his avucriary, The could 
not anſwere her,fo2 the great noile which was in the place;

Much did the fay2e Lapdes extoll the deuice of this gal⸗ 
lant louer: Batto the fapze Polinardi, who remembzcy 
her Floriſiang, ail this was a death; ſoz ſhe had p#lded her 
ſelf to lone, & who loneth faithfully.is not fo2getull; but ab, 
ſence rathor reuiueth the memoꝛie of thaſe which loue per⸗ 
fect! g p2zeleruing the touch of their faith. 

Tye gentle diſpoſition of this Poze did well pleaſe 
the Gzeck? : but ſ@ing that without! his death hee could 
not accomp:i his pꝛomiſe made to the pzince of Apulia, 
without further pauũng on the matter,he turned about, and 
went to the place where the lances were, where, with his 
owne hinds he made choiſe of one of the greateff and moſt 
Tiffe and tough among them, 

Jam of opinion (ſapd the fapze Troila, ſding what hee

. (fapdthe furious pong man) to make ſo long a diſcourſe: fo 


Jam porſwaded to reſolue pon ſoner with the battaile, 
then to ſhe w you in ſight the Lady whom J ſerue : Pet vn⸗ 
der ſtand, that J am called Aſternio, pꝛinte of Calabzia, and 
the Lady whom the heauens haue ozdetned foz my Soue⸗ 

vaigne, is the kiags n of this land. To haue a god

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foundation (ſaid the valoꝛous Gzeke) fo; you, to haue pze- 
ſumed to lift your affection fo ſo high degre, it were without 
queſtion no great matter to gine you the palme of this bat- 
talle, and ſo J will haue it, not in regard of the beauty which 
the heanens haue adozned the Lavy withall, but to let you 
know how pzeſumptuous you haut beone,to make che b to 


Theſe diſcourteons ſpeeches (ſaid the warlike Poze) 

deſerus the fury ofthe bꝛaue Aſternio, being as red in ths 
face as a burning coale, without regard of what to a knight 
did appertaine, ſœlag him ſo neere vnto him, tang with 
that which he had ſapd, lth moze fo2ce then diſcretion, het 

hurled his well pointed lance ; onely the excellence of Cla- 

ridiano his ſhteld ſaued his life: foz beeing vnable fo pierce 
ft,the lance flew backe againe whole, but not inſuch ſo2f, 
but that it was likely to haue made the G2#k2 to haue loft 
bis Saddle; fo2 it made him ſtrike his head vpon his hozſe 
buttocks, which ſteod him in no leſle ſtead, then the earth 
did Anteus; foz redoubling his courage, hee ſetled himlſelfe 
with ſuch wzath, that nothing could be moze cruell; there 


was neuer ſene (o angry countenance in any nights, it 


made aboue foure ofthe moſt valtant to loſe all the colour 
tn their faces, to ſe their furious encounters, a god palme, 
he raiſed himſelle vpon his :ſtirrops, x whozling his lance a- 
bout his head, with greater agilitie then Mars himſelfe, ha 
hurled it at the Pagan, who was about to dzaw his ſwoꝛd. 

The thun der miketh not ſo great noyſe in renting the 
clouds, as the Greeke made, hitting in the middeſt of the 
Pagans lhield. Jt pꝛeuailed not, that it had moze folos of 
well tempered ſttele in it, then Aiax his ſhield had, to reſiſt 
the foꝛte of this lower ; fo2 it paſſed thozow, and (mote on 
bis bꝛeſt· plate, but found no defence therein, (fo2 as the 
thield was bꝛoken, a nd his foꝛtune pꝛolonging hislife to a 
woꝛſe ends) the head ofthe lance turned aſide vnder his 
arme, ſo as it came foꝛth at his ſhoulders, an armes length 


and moze.

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The ore fell not, foz he bad his legges ſallencd to his 
bozle, buf he made him ſo much fozget dimſellſe, that all the 
company he lo him fo2dead. 

O mighty Iupiter (quoth the King) of what firength is 
fbis Knight: without all doubt it is not matchable in the 
wozld; foz he hath at one blowe onerth;owen one, whome 
we held foz one of the moſt valtant in the wozld, Few of 
the Ladyes were ſozrp fo2 the Poꝛes diſgrace z foz Mars 
his fury did moze raigne in him, then any amozons re- 
gard: he at the firſt dach pzetended to purchaſe Poli- 
narda, which with great ioy ſapd : 

Now, J ſay, fayze Lady, that your buſine ſſe is in bet 
ter aſſurance then was imagined , not thꝛeugh want of 
the beauty wherewith the high-beauens haue enriched you, 
but foz the great accompt wbich was held of this knight, 
 _ Irather attribute it to the lcue (anſwered the Ladie) 
which my Knight beareth vnto mer, then fo2 that wheres ⸗ 
in (wholly to binde mee) pon wauld attribute to my 
beautie; and truely J am ſo2ry foz. this night, cnely, 
foz that he reſembied one whom in mp Counttey 4 
knew; (an example foz thoſe which are loucrs to ads 
mire:) ſoz mie thought, as it appeares by him, that if 
lone it ſelfe ſhould be cnamoured, it ſhould not poſ⸗ 
ſibly attepne to that degree which bis faith held, which 
was the moſt rare that euer was (&ne: fe; J never ſawe 
heart ſo tryed with the croſſes of Fo2tune, which lo perſi⸗ 
Ted as his did, onely faz that he would not loſe a iote of 
bis iouely affection, 

J would fapne know {(apd the fayze Solerſi a) what 
her might bee, if it may bes ſpoken, to the ende that ha 
ning thoſe partes which you repozt , was may clkeme of 
him acco2dinglp,and as is reaſon: foz here hath benetothe 
f toſt of many, another affection without compariſon, 

and tryed with the rareſt experience that can be imagined, 
| He whom z ſaw in my Countrep (anſwered the diſs 
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creete #royls) was called Floriſiano, who fo; his faith, 
| in 
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in my concette, deſerued anp good hope (cher had ſcarte⸗ 
lp mande an ende of naming him, when the two Las 
dpes imagined, that it was hee whom they loved, and 
whoſe abſence they ſo much ſoꝛowed, eſpecially the gen- 
tle Polinarda, who baxing much troubled, gaue occaſion 
to Troyla to ſap: 

It — fo m (Wozthp Ladreg,) that this is 
not the night whome J know, pet neacrtheleſſe, Y 
perceine that his name is not a little eſtœmed in this 
Countrep-, ſceing that the remembzance thereof is ſo 
acceptable, It is true, anſwered the fapze Solerſia, 
that in time paſt there was a night in this Cifie , as 
rich in confkancie, as poze in foztune, whoſe abſence. 
bath bane no ſmall griefe to the chtefeſt in this kings 
dome. The diſcrete Poe Ladie, (eing the way ſo 
. plainelp open fo; that which ſhe pzetended, dzue out of 
them all that ſhe would. 

There is nothing moꝛe eaſle { moſt noble pꝛinte) then 
to diſcouer the paſſion of the ſoule, when it is grieued; fo; 
by a ſigh, oz by aſking one name, two oz the times, 
it maketbfhew of a life in lone. The! kings daughter of Tu⸗ 
cania plainely confefſed all. 

And as the two Ladyes diſcourſed of the Pꝛince of A- 
pulia, at an inſtant the diſcræte Troyla ſet befoze her 
fayze eyes the plot of all the buſtneſſe, declaring vnto 
her with ſuch perſwaſfon, that hee which bad beene her 
captive, was Pzince of Apulia, vnfill at laſt, ſeeing 
all was in ſafetie, ſhee plapnely told her, that his com⸗ 
pan ion, who fought theſe battailes, was the ſame Ploriſi- 
ano, and that ifſhe ſo much loued him, ſhe ſhould diſpoſe of 
berſelfe to depart with him. 

The fapze Solerſia did ſo well diſcharge the part of 
the Pzince of Apulia, that Polinarda vſed theſe ſpæches: 

It ſeemeth to me, wozthy Dames, that the fates haue 
diſpoſed of this buſinefle, acco2ding to the deſire of the Lady 
Painccfſe 9?

(ſapd the fapze Troyla) with greater paſſion, then at 
the beginning we may behold the battaile, whole lyccefſe is 
wozthp of another Chapter. 


CHAP, VII. 


Of the ende of the cruell battaile betweene the Greeke 
Prince, and the-braue Aſternio, and of that which more 
ſucceeded. 


Ge power which blinde paſſion beareth 
in an amozous bzeft(moſt noble Paince) 
"AF is plainelp (et ſozth vnto vs in the rigo⸗ 
ei rous Lehaulour of Aſternio; fox wzath 
did ſo pꝛedominate in him, that it made 
eee bim to tread the Lawes of Armes and 
WY 2] {S393 Knvight-hod vnder foote, and there with 
raſon: foz,foz not todeferre (fo2 a ſmall (pace, his reuenge, 
be committed a thing neuer.pſed,foz which he was iultly re⸗ 
guited : foz the Gzecke dzew new fozces from his ill beha- 
nicur, to put him in the caſo which we left him, with opt- 
nion of all, that he was dead: foz although that the blow 
patt ſmothly by, renting his armour encly, yet to ſe the 
head ont at the other ſive and his ſhield pierced, enery 
man accounted him dead; foz2 ſo het ſeemed to be. 
The furious Claridiano dzew nœre. Gualtenor re- 
poꝛteth, that he neuer fought battell with. ſo great malice 
as he did this, (as he plainely gaue notice) toz with all 
the might that hee was able, bee (mote him on the top of 
- the helmet, and hit him on the bare, becauſe that the Pas 
gan could not lift vp his arme with his ſhield, there was no 
defence againſt the Greekes fo:ce: foz he hurled all his ſea⸗ 


thers to the ground, x part of ycrowne of his head: with the 


payne ol the blow þ valozous ie came again to bimſelf, 
| and 
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and bzeaking his launce, as it it had bine a xted, be thꝛt wv 
tte trunchion a great way off from him, ſeftirg hand to bis 
ſwoꝛd, and was ſo angrie, and aſhamed to be ſa ne in ſuch e⸗ 
ſtate, that befoze the Gra kt tould make benente of his agi⸗ 
litie, he hat reacht him two ſeund blowes, the one after the 
other, with erther of which, bee had ended the ware, had 
not his armour ben god: he made him bo w do ne his head 
to the pomme lot his ſaddle, caſi ing ble od out at his meutb. 
The Ereke(out of his fathers batte ll) never met with a 
moze couragicus aducrſarie, and thcrefo;e it v as a thing 
wozth the ſight, to ſ him fight, hal ening ſuch mightie 
blowes and (o thicke, as made the Moe land in deubt of 
his ſafetie, and made him With bis t pes to ſ& his errcur, no 
leſſe to his coſt, then the loſſe of dis life and hononr-: but fog 
all this, he left not ſometimcs to giue ſuchblowes, that ths 
people ſhould not account the battell foz ca'me 02 ended. 
Feure houres were paſt ſincethey beganne : and as at the 
firff, they wheled abeut, dzawing fozces out of great 
blowee, the Grteke gave the Pagan ſuch a blow on the 
ſhield, that be cut the one halfe cleane away, ſo tozmenting 
his arme, that hee could net lift pp the little which remat- 
ned: and ſo he flung it tothe greund, purſuing the Oreks 
moze fiercely , then the kungrie Lyon doth the fcarcfull 
ſheepe-flocke, he reacht him vpon the toppe of the rich hel⸗ 
met, a blow with ſuch furie, that although that he cut if not, 
by reaſen ofthe god tem per thercot, pet fe all that, it made 
him toſce the tu inckling ſtarres of the ſkies , within the 
helmet, making him foz a ſpace to fo2get himſelfe , and ta- 
king benefite of the time , be gaue him ſuch a ſtabbe in his 
louing baeſt, that it much griened him; they were come fa 
cloſe and ſo nere together, that being vnable to ſtrike, and 
ſeing him ſonere, he claſpt him in his frong armes: The 
Pagan refuſed kot to wꝛeſtle, neither would be, if hee had 
ben Anteus. There was neuer battell ſo fought; foꝛ they 
tere ſo lockt together, that they OD moze firmelip fren in 
the ground, then the rots of a great and wel growne Oke. 
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All men wond2ed at this rigezous combat , thinking with 
themſclaes , that there neuer was the like ſeene in the 
woꝛld:and ſo was ide King ſaxing to the Pzince his ſonne, 
that hee was much be holding to the Knight of Cruel tp, ſeæ⸗ 
ing how he had dealt with him, and the like to the Pꝛince 
ol Campania, who maruelling much thereat, ſaid, J doe 
certainely beleeue, that this battell will bs perpetuallp me⸗ 
moꝛable, and much it would grieue me, that epther of them 
ſhould die, ſeing how great loſſe their death would bzing 
to the wozld. The ſozrow would bee generall, (ſaide the 
gentle Liſander cf Lucania) who was of opmion, that hee 
in the yellow would obtaine the vicozte. They turned to 
behold the battell, which at that inſtant was maintained 
with much obſtinacie, but in the end they were of fleſh, and 
fell to the ground, they gaue ouer their hold, betaking them- 
ſelues to their armes, where with they afreſh renewed the 
hattell, which was wozth the ſ@ing , although with ſome 
aduantage to the Greeke; foz as he was moꝛe nymble, hee 
charged and rety2ed with agilitie both of body andminde, 
The Pagan would haue relied himſelfe, who, as hee was 
heauilp armed, and cozpulent of body, and the baltell had 
laſted ſo long, he was out of bꝛeath, t ſaid thus, Il it pleaſe 
vou, Sir night, let vs reſt vs a little; foꝛ there remameth 
time inongh to ende the battell. J will take none (anſwe⸗ 
red the cruel! yong man) neither ſhall there be any thing 
to qiue it me, bat to ſe thy head in niyhands, foꝛ the ill ma⸗ 
ners, which thou didſt vſe towards me. There is no vents 
mous Utper, but was to be actounted merke and gentle, in 
reſpect of the Moꝛe, who being perſwaded that his ipeechcs 
had encouraged p ene mie, aſlailed him as fiercely as a Ty- 
ner, # ſaid, Stay, and thou halt ſe fofhycoT, what the 
aſlyrance of that god which J requeſted, might haue done 
thx. it had ſoſtung him in minde, to ſee himſelfe lightly - 
regarded, that with greater foꝛce then at the beginning, he 
againe aſſailed the Grecke, giuing him with both his hands 
{creat à blow, on the tappe of his Creſt. lbat it made him 
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to ſet both his kaurs to the ground. Me halicdto him with 
another, u here with hee had wholp ouerthzowre him, but 
that he holpe bimſelſe with his kn&s, which were lo ſtrong⸗ 
ly faſtened in the eaith, that hee could not ſiretch dim⸗ 
ſelfe cut at lengih, to giue further place to the Pagans 
ſurie. 

Without all deubt, the Greke had bene in grrat dan⸗ 
ger, and the battell to him would haue bane much mozs 
coftly, tut that rigoꝛous ſurie being paſt, at an inſtant 
appeared the advantage en his ſide, which was in the yel- 
low, 

Thereis no doubt ts be madeof þ pleaſure,which p gentle 
Hir Floriſiano ot Apulia, wauld haue reteiued thcrin, ſeeing 
pow wel the Pzince had perſourmed his pꝛemiſe: if he hay 
there wih knowmne, how weil the faire I royla had negotia⸗ 
ted foz him, no man would hauebeene moze glad then hes: 
there was no reaſon, but pee which had loued , and did fo 
effetually loue, as he did, but he fhould be ſo, and ſo hee let 
bimleife, toſce the end of the warte, Which laſted not long: 
foz the Grteke being cxiremely angry foz the blowes which 
hee had receiued, araſe moꝛe fiercethen a Baſiliſke , often 
giuing bim ſuch cruell blowes, as put him cleane out of 
bzeath, making him ſometimes to ſet his hands, and ſome- 
times his kn ers to the ground ; which did much moue him, 
ſeeing befoze his epes, the death, wherewith the cruell 
Kalght had thzeatnedhim , who being defirous to end the 
warre, defending himſelfe with his ſhield, cloſed with him, 

And gaue dim ſuch an encounter, that it made him gius 
backwards; making ſhew of falling, hee holpe him the re⸗ 

to, with a ſtrong ffabbe, Which was the laſt that bee recet- 

| ned: fo2 hee had not thzoughly vpon the greund ſpꝛead his 
1 bꝛoad ſhaulders, when thzeugh his viſez be cut it om him 
all hope of enioping Polinarda, ending bis life and his 
laue, both at an infant, withſo much contentment to the 

loue rs, that it all bee fitter to bee left to conſideration, 
tþen any thing cöcerning the matter, here to be (et down m 
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wilting. The Greke entred inte his tent forepoſe him, 
embꝛacing the Pzince of Apalia, who knew not what to do 
foziop, By this time the faire Titan had ended his iour⸗ 
ney, and the Lidie Lucina was to begin hers, when the 
kriendes of che dead Pꝛince caried him from the place, gf- 
ging, accoꝛding as to him did appertain? , honoucable burt- 
all. The Pꝛince of Apalia went to the faire Troyla, who 
with ſom? ſhewes (although fapned) of — the dead 
man, ſaid, From this time foz ward, 1 will take the wozd 
trom my Knight, ik he pleaſe, becauſe be ſhall leans ſo cru⸗ 
ell a deuice, as that wich he beareth foz my ſake. It was a- 
gred betw.ene them, that on that ſide of the Ladies garden 
which Floriſiano knew, they ſhould come, where ſhe would 
warrant his life, and receine him foz her huſband, The 
young man went downe ſa froabled; to ſet himſelfe in her 
pꝛeſence, and not toload her by the hand, which loued him 
as her ſelfe, as it were impollible, but that his alteration 
would be nofed. To auoid tediouſnes, J do net ſet downe 
how he felt himſelfe, when he knew what the Ladie deter⸗ 
mined. Yappieloue (ſaid the Pzince } ſieing ſuch hands 

daue dealt therein, bꝛinging it to that ende which the loner 
deſerueth, and happie Floriſiano, which ſhal eniop the ſame. 

The contentment which J receyue with my miſtreſſe fa- 

uour, ( noble Pꝛinceſſe) is no greater, then that, which to 

lee the effect ol yours, doth veeld me, and how carefully you 

haue pꝛocured if;it is a fanour which J haue receined, which 

cannot pet bee requited, foz that bzingeth the payment 

therewith, ſeeing yon haue accompliſhed it with your va- 
lour and my nete ſſitie. 

Thoſe few houres which they paſt, ſemeda thouſand, 
to goe to the place appointed, where, hauing taken ozver 
foz all that was fo be caried , the Ladie leauing a letter foz 
her father-contayning a thouſand amozous excuſes, reci⸗ 
ting to him all the whole courſe of their loue paſt, ſhe ſtap⸗ 
ad in company of the faire-Solerfia , whoa would not part 
withaut to the valiant Floriſiauo. 


Withcat 
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Without the incloſure re nained the fafre Troyla and 
thereſt of the Ladies, with Patiſander, and the t wo Pꝛin⸗ 
ces, he of Apulia helping the Oreke, who in a moment gat 
vp to the top of the wall, and giuing his hand ta Florian >», 
they leapt into the garden, where p louers could not ſpeake 
the one to the other (a common thing in the law of loue.) 
But the pleaſant Solerſia, imbꝛac ing the Pꝛiuce of Apulia, 
faid, J would not valiant Paince, that that Ladie had 
told vs the diſcouerie of laroe, fo: it had hene to put vs in 
new criefc, to loue you, not as the Carthagenian, but as 
the Lozd of Apulia. J was aſſured, wozthie PI 21ncefe, (an- 
fwered the Pꝛince that ſhe who then did me fanour, would 
now wozthily accompliſh it with that generoſitie where⸗ 
with pon are endued. Pour ſight and new acquaintance 
(quoth the) is foꝛ ſo ſmall a time, that I cannot ſuffer this 
Ladie to enioꝑ the ſame, to whame your ablence hath bene 
ſo grieuous, that ſhi could hardly bee comfozted: But ſee- 
ing that the heauens will that vou come together, there is 
nothing fo bee done but to giue thankes there foze; and wee 
are all glad thereof. | 

Thoſe true louers imbzaced each other with ſo much 
top as tannot bee imagined; it ſufficeth to belteue, that it 
was the greateſt in the world, being purchaſed with ſo 
much trouslos, which doe ſeaſon the gos when it commeth 
to bee enioped. About an houre they Rode talking. giuing 
many thankes to the Grenke fo2 that which bee had done 
fo; them, admicing his beautie and few peeres; Much it 
grieued the Ladies to depart; but (&fng that it was requi- 
lite, giuing in charge to Solerſia, to pꝛocure her Fathers 
god wil, and excuſe the P2ince of Apulia, with bis beloued 
Liſander,giuing ſtrickt imbzacemets theo oke their leaue, 
the Ladieretarned tahertodging without being percetaed. 
The Pꝛintes in their armes receiued the kings daughter, 
which went away ver ſeareful of her Fathers diſpleaſure; 
it was god hap that ſhes loſt not her ſences fo; ſozrow; but 
Liſander and his beloned Solerſia fwke ſo god 9zdir , that 
3B. they 
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they did not one ly (atiſfie him, but alſo pꝛocured him to par⸗ 
don them, ſing ſhee was ſo well maried „as with the 
Pzince of Apulia, who, with his beloued Polinarda, with 
the reft of the Pzinces, toks the way towardes Apulia,” 
with determination to leuie the greatcſt fozces, that hee 
ſhould be able, and goe to the ſuccour of Grecia, foz the 


much that he was bounden vnto the Pzince thereof, And 


lo in a ſhoꝛt ſpace, he armed twentie thouſand nights, en⸗ 
treating the Pꝛince Clariciano , fa goe into Grete with 
him: who peided the reto, but vpon condition, that he ſhould 
neuer ſpeake to any man of him; ſoz no leſſe then his lile 
depended thereon. | ; | 
And lo they toke their courſe fowards the great pozt of 
Grecia, where they arriued in happle time, not without 
many great ſuddainc paſſions of the Gra ke louer, to know 
him leite ſo nere to her whomc he carried in his ſoule; they 
toke land, the Emperour reteiuing them with ſuck graui⸗ 
tie as appertained. But the Græke leuer would neuer diſco⸗ 
ucr his name, neither weuld hee la her which was Ladic cf 
his liſe; and therefo;e toke his leaue ofthe Ladies, pꝛomi⸗ 
ſing the Empcrour, that he would not depart cut of Grecia 
be foo the warres were ended, which was then cuen at their 
does, the enemies comming being mel certaine; with his 
Squire Paliſander alone, accompanied with a thouſand pai⸗ 
tons of loue; hee toke his way into a wed, which was cal⸗ 
id, The wod of Millowes, purpoling to change his armes, 
and ſo vnknowne to gtue aide to his Grand-fatter. Mee 
greatly retoyced, to ſc the great god p2cparation in a reavi- 
neſle, being of opinion , that with ſo great armies and fo 
well armed, the land might be defended againſt all the reſt 
ofthe wozld. Foure daies he wandzed in that wd, with⸗ 
out any aduenture woꝛthie of memozie, vntill the fifth in 
the euening he heard a great noyſe, as theugh it had bens 
of nights fighting, he mended his pace, making towards 
the place where he heard the noyſe: but he had ridden but a 
ittle wap , when an old man leaning vpon a great _—_ 
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toke his boſe by the Keines, ſaping, Yoldthe, Pꝛinte of 
Greece, fo it behoueth thee not in anp caſe fo goe any furs 
ther fozwards; foz to goe, to lap the truth, it is to goc to the 
Horſe of death, | 

- What art thou, honourable auncient old man (anſwe- 
red the Pzince', beeing much abaſhed therewith; which 
knowing me, haſt bound me vnto thee, fo2 the aduertiſing 
of me of the danger wherein J went: He, valoꝛous Pzince, 
which many ype&res hath pꝛocured pour god, as hee which 
moſt dearely loueth you”; and therefoze alight; foz withont 
my belpe, pouſhall not come to the battell, whereof you 
haue heard ſo much, neither ſhall you erue in the warres 
in the field, without being knowne fo pour parents, and 
friends, Which will bee little foz pour caſe, and ſomewhat 
hard foz vou to endure. 

The valozous young man with a ſkip was on fwte, 
verie deſirous: to know who this olde man was, which 
knew ſomuch of his life. Mee had hardly ſet his fate to 
the ground, when the olde man with his armes dil⸗ 
plaped, in his owne likenelle of Gualtenor, tame to im- 
b:ace him, la ping, Doe not thinke, mp beloued ſonne, 
that J fake ſo little care. foz your contentment, but that 
A p2ocure it moze effectually , then if it were foz my ſelfe; 
and ſeeing J percetue pour defire to returne into Gre⸗ 
cia, and the diſgrace wherein yon are with pour Pil⸗ 
treſſe, and the niede that there is ol your helpe, J haue 
enfo:ced my ſelfe to come to peeld remedie to all, aduer⸗ 
tiſing vou firſt (to the end that pou map with content⸗ 
ment endure this long warre) that if von loue, you are be⸗ 
foued in good earneſt, and with the ſoule; but the high 
heauens haue ſo 02dained „ that yon fhall not liue aſurcd 
from this, vntill that theſe warlike hands baue ſhed the 
blond of that perſdn whome you beſt love in the world, 

your fo2rowes being then grown to the higheff, which you 
ſhall not be able to paſſe, and then will come the toy which 
you deſire, * pour deſtinies * pꝛepared {02 you, the 
2 moſt

Be 
cane him 8 rich Jewell, which was of meſt fine Rubies, of 
no Icfle wozth, then faire in ſhew. In putting it about his 
ne cke, he ſa med to bee of greater age, and his colour was 
not ſo white, his halte curled, and turned bp in his foze⸗ 
head, Lirgandeo ſaith, that hce reſembled the god Mars, 
when by ſoete ot? armes vpon the earth bec wonne Venus.

mich he was indebted to that Lad, & how ingratefully hee 
had euer ſhewed himſelfe,. treading vnder fete that which 
ſhe deſtred, wozthy to be moze eſteemed of the wol, then 
the was by him. All thoſe which had knowen her; deſired 
no lefſe, her rare beautie leauing them affected bnfo her, 
and the faith and loyalty which ſhe euer bare to her pꝛince. 
They were quickly in better and moze certeine hopes; 
fo; to ſe the couragious Knight without Armes, had tha- 
dowed it, as with acloud : bat nof to (@ him ſo, with great 
fur p hee rake the ſaple, with greater courage then befoze 
he had hewen, when his perſon was furniſhed, putting 
bimCſelfc in point, not onelp to defend himſelf, but alſo fo ol⸗ 
lend © recouer his loſt Armes. Contrarp to bis deſire tad 
{hoſe of the fow2e,ſaping, There requireth moꝛe care to be 
taken in p comming in, ür knight,then-yor haue yet ſhews 
en; which is a matter, which onely. to haus it, will put it in 
eren. „ 

There hath not bene ſo great want thereof (ſayd the 
ſurisus pong man) as of your part there doeth wicked⸗ 
nefle abound, where with you. haue pzoce&ded; and to the 
ende that you may ſee that J am not without Armes, ſtap, 
and pon ſhall ſee, ho bo coſtly pour confinage will pzone bnto- 
von. And here with like a ropall Eagle, with a iumpe hes 
ſet himſelke in the midſt of the Pall, where, O Apollo, that 
thou hadſt the deſcribing olthis battaile, to (et if out in par-

J now ſap, (ſaid the gentle Roſamundi) that Y mar, 
ueile not, though a Lady ſo much beholding, re turne foz him, 
which ſet her in ſo happy effate as it is to he brloucd, 
Thep could pzoceed no farther, fos the great neyſe which 
the people made, which were in the Court: and heholding 
the cauſe thcreof, they ſaw py the Knight of the Lyons, akter 
tws houres ſpace,tn a moll b!ody battaile, defending him⸗ 
ſelfe from him with the halberd iopned with him, and claſs 
ping the ſame nere where he held if, with a ſudden touch 
hee pluckt it out of his hands, thzuſting him a god wap off 
from him: he gat it not ſo ſcot-frœ, but that hee receiued a 
greater wound then he had of all » dap ginen him, in one of 
bis thighes, ſo as without great paine he could not tr it; he 


felt it not ſoz toy that he had gotten this wiſhed foz halberd, 


wherewith hee was a Phunnx in Armes: With this pert- 
lous weapon he made rome in the Hall. 


There tan no ſo: row be compared to theirs which were 
in tye towꝛe, eſpecially his which had loft it. Foz al this they 
would grant him no entrance:but with two poinyards with 


a ſoft pace he made towards the Greeke, and in comming 
nere him, making ſhe w with the greateſt fozce g quicknes 
in the world to come within dim, he hurled one at him; the 
Loꝛd defended him, loz the great god which foz his ſake he 
ſhould accompliſh, In thꝛowing this craell poinpard, bee 
miſt his bꝛeſt, but ſtrake him thozow the arme, from ſide to 
ſide; the payne pierted him to the very ſoule, but beſoze they 
parted, he gaue him dis deſerued papment, welding his hal⸗ 
berd ſo wel as he could, hee reatch him ſuch a knocke on the 
pate, that if if had bane of Diamond he had bꝛoken it, xfel- 
led him dead at his feet. Hts companyon ſeeking renenge, 
would needs cloſe with him, but knowing his meaning, her 
held out his halberd befoze him, and the other was ſo blind, 

that he ran vpon the point the reof, and as the kong Greke 


holpe him with his due, he thꝛew him on his back in þ midſt 


of the Hal, where in a moment winning the entrance to the 


fat lockt Chamber, hee bereaued him of his liſe with the 
L grea⸗ 
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greateſt iop of the wozld, making acceunt that all had bens 
ended. The Grake toke vp the god iu od, and nitbeut 
Uaping foz the reſt of the furnumes, he went, ihinking to 
enter into the lodging, vterytelircus to la the end ct this 
Aduenture : he had but one tote within the Twze, when hes 
bcard à new al-arme giuen, lohideeefy, that the Cta hes 
were in great Tcuve of their Knight, lceing him ſo ſhzcwbiy 
þuct:but ts who (cared nothing, without any miſtruſt, with 
the batteil-axe in his hand, would enter: but witheut being 
able to auoide it, a fictce wild ſavage man, coue ted ailouer 
with oke leaut s, claſpir g him in his armes,(atd, Divli thou 
tbinke (pzince of Grecia)that there u as nothing els to be 
done: Bnow theu, that fog iq p pꝛe lum ing te come inte my 
lodguig, thou ſhalt neither ler voz know thy parents, which 
tyculeit he re pzetent. It ſhalbe as it ſhall pleale the bca⸗ 
uens to appoint it, (laid the furious pong man) cloung with 
him; whcie you might haue (@ne one ot the molt gailan? 
wzeſtiings in the wozlv;foz r.oiwithltanding Þthe Grelle 
was ſo ſozeip hurt, that which this mon l er had layd vnte 
him, gauc him ſuch courage, that be would that the menſter 
had hene ſtronger then he was, to the end that be might the 
better haue tene able to het his owns, although that that 
was luch, that lifting hun from ground, he dꝛew dim out of 
the lodging, & carried him ſo farre as the Hall, getting groftd 
of him in wzellling. The pouth toke foting, holding him⸗ 
ſelfe tuſgraced to be ſo handled and rapſlug hin ſelſe again 
his ene mie, recoucred what he had loſt, and on a ſudden eu⸗ 
tred with hun into the lol ging, where they Urugledalcng 
ſpace, vntil at length(foztune ſhe wing her ſelle fauozable in 
the bchalfe of the Grecke ) with a ſtrong wheling about he 
thzew him de wne nere vnto a great bowle, where vpon he 
ſet his hand, thinking to bnale vp5 the Þauage: but befoze 
he could dee it, there was heard the greateſt noyle that euer 
was heard in the wczld; a thouſand viſions com ming out 
of the Towze,ap}carct to thoſe which were in the ccurt ;

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that made the moſt couragious hartilp afrayd, and much 
moꝛe the Ladies, which being from their gailants, gaue a 
thouſand ſcriches foꝛ feare, after this carthquake which ſer⸗ 
medas though heauen and earth ſhould haut come together. 
In the towꝛe was heard the moſt {wet and belt tunedmu⸗ 
ficke in the woꝛld it ſ@med to the a thing tome krom hea⸗ 
nen; none were diſcomfozted, but ſuch as were weunded 
with love, foz to thoſe onely comfoꝛt may be giucn by thole 
which bereaue it. and but that the great Lit ndeo did res 

comfo2t the Qucne of Lira, aſſuring her of the 1Dzinccs 

health and ſafetie, telling yer that it was not conurni⸗ 
ent that they chould ſo ſoone met, witheut doubt this 
beauenlp muſicke had bene lothſome; and but fo2 that ad- 
uertiſement,ſhes had gone to ſake him; fo2 ſh& could not 
fozbearc to lament his abſence, This ſwerte harmony did 
no lee recomfozt the warlike yong man; loꝛ therewith be 
thought as in d&ed it was true) that he was whole and cu⸗ 
red of his hurts, and beholting with whom he had wzeſt⸗ 
led, wondzing to ſe himſel e armed and ſound, he perceyued 
that he was in the armes of a verp lapze Lady, with a 
Qucenss crowne vpon her head: euery body knew that it 
was Quæ ne Iulia; who taking the pong man by the hand, 
ſapd vnto him, Come with me, valoꝛous Printe, and thou 
ſhalt ſæ à reward wozthy thy great valour, as well kept as 
pon haue ſene. Me could gtue her no anſwere, imagining 
that it was ſome enchantmẽt, but followed her, and entring 
into a rich ſquare come, two ſtatues which od at p doe, 
cating flowers vpõ the Grekes head, at his entring bowed 
downe, ſa ping, The long wiſhed foz Claramante of Grete 
is welcome: fo2 with his coming are ended p troubles and 
anguiches ol her who he moſt dearely loued, who although 
ſhe were ill requited, yet ſeing her liberty gotten by ſo great 
valour, the iniurp which ſhe hath endured, may be acccũted 
happines. As h Greeke came info the hall, he was rautHed 
ok his wits, to ſe y ſtrange pidures, i curious wozkmaſhip:

ſacriiiced vnto him and ſec ing how trioiate he had left her,

had bine. The Quane Lept fozu aides and late, Scue⸗ 
raigne pꝛuiceſlſe ofthe Scpthians, teitide lere the Enge t 
u hon. the heauens Lace p;Luited fo; 10, u pliice ol ie in⸗ 
gratefult A ſphe bo. $1 was long fince that Lide: had 
ſene him, pet ſhe p;eſcr.tly kriew him tobe the youth (- 
ramante, whom ſhe cearely loued, fog the great releniblance 
betwa ne him and Alphebo; and her ione being now well 
ceelcd, the pielent ip afireed him, be ug of opinicn,ihat he 
pnely was the man, who ne xt after his bother did u ozithip 
deſerue her beautie. The free pcung man elceped no better; 
fo & either his vallant tzeart, neunter 1 hefcus armes which 
bad pꝛelciued him frem lo many Largers, coulo defend him 
from thc v ounts and ſpe k hetewub lene tozmenteth his 
- baſſals; fo2 beholding ſhe rare beautic of the ®cytbyen 
p2incefle,and her gracicts ctuntenence, with the gravitte 
ok her moſt fapꝛe ſace, he thenght that there was nething cls 
to ve deſired in the wogld, noz ctler conteniment iut to 
lone her: ic2 he was rc@dy to giue vp his C holt, when hee 
left to loke vpen her.

There Was neuer heard ſweeter 
muſtcke vpon the earth, neither better conſozted, then they 
heard, when (hoe made anende of entertaining him. Al- 
though that thaſe, which To? thereby in the To wer, did ſes 
wat paſt, pet they heard not what the Pꝛinces (aid , but 
ſeeing them to come, hand in hand out of the hall, thep well 
knew, that the aduenture was ended. Let vs goe, (mot no⸗ 
ble Emperour. ſaid Lirgandeo)to reteius theſe Pꝛinces; fo 
pou and my Lady the Empzeſſe, are thoſe which get moſt 
therein; ſcetng that you holding Claramante foꝝ loſt, who 
was ſtolne away in the Fozeſt, the Heauens haue pleaſed 
to bzing him againe to pour ſight, with the extremities 
which pou haue ſeene. This is he, whoſe name inthe moſt 
remote and frange Countries thall be feared, and he, who 
among the greateſt Monarchs thall be (and that with great 


Teaſon ) renowmed. The Emperour was ſurp2iſed with 


this new and ſudden top, being hardly able to belceue it, fog 
ſo great a god as this, with much reaſon map be ſuſpe ted. 
There was no Rnight noz Kozd, which came not do wne, ac⸗ 
tompanping the Ladies, who by atiy meanes wauld bes ab⸗ 
fent at this entertainement. At the deſcending downe the 
Tower Uaires, at the top thereof, were foure Qpmphes, 
karre moꝛe faire then the God Apollo, which with their 
Inſtrumenks, made the moſt heauenly harmony that euer 
was heard, and with their voyces extolled the pꝛaiſes of the 
two Louers, ſaping in this maner:

This ſwerte harmonie ofthe impbes did ſo ama ths 
tearcrs, that they theught the mlelucs taken vp into the 
gu:res ofthe inhabitants of ihe heauens: crly the faire Ar- 
chiſilora u as in greateſt care, ſaing the whole companies 
teiot ting, and ber ſe lte wanting the cauſe thereof, yet with 
the hopes Which the wizard had giuen her, I ſhewed a 
molt faire pleaſent countenance, Which ſerved to no (mall 
cffcct to maintaine the opinion which was held ot her beau⸗ 
ties And the Tou cr (giuing a great ttacke) vaniſhid a war, 
the Pzintes ten aming hand in band inthe plate, ihe com- 
mon peo ple be ganne 1s extoll her beaut ie, ab eue all the 
Ladies in Grecia, and J mainelle not, foz accozding 
as thee c me, \ enus would haue ſeemed ougly, The 
valozcus Orceke led her by the left arme without his 

1. L 4 Helmet, 
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Helmet, which one of th? Ladies caried, and another, The- 
ſeus his battel-are: the Ladies traine bo2e the diſcrete 
Nueene lulia. Guaike nor doth not deſcrive the Byinces 
countenance, but he ſaith enough , in ſaping, that he reſem 
bled his brother, when in Greece he ouercame the great Me- 
ridian. Tʒis moſt faire Ladie came clad all in white, in a 
gowne bo ch foure fleeues, cut vpon cloth of gold, ſct with 
Gold-ſmithes wozite, which ſhewed like Car buncles, ins 
tertaced with certaine knots: her yellow haircs were ſuffi⸗ 
tient to darken the Bun- beames „whit ch ſhe ware after the 
Egpptiaa fathion, made vp in treſſes, whereon hung many 
p;ecivus ſtones, of ſundzie colours, neuer was Phoebus ſo 
curious in gulding his chariot, as at that time; foz ſeeing 
her beautie, it was feared, that faſter then with a god pace, 
be would haue tome downe to the earth: but foz all that, hs 
kept bis coarſe, beholding the beaufie of the Pzinceſſe of 
the Scythians, J know not, (wozthie Ladies how J am 
entred into this deepe ſea, which here paeſenteth it ſelfe to 
me: fo2 if I Qoald deſcribe all thoſe Ladies which came to 
ſalate the faire Lindabrides, there would be no end thereof, 
They did all malice her, (not ſomuch foz her beautie) as fo. 
ſe her matched with Claramant. Some receiue the pꝛince, 
glad to renew their old acquaintance, others reiopcing at 
the happie eſtate, wherelo Loue had bzonght him. Thole 
which hee knew, hee entertained with the grace, where⸗ 
with the heauens had endued him, and as foꝛ the reſt, with 
ſuch countenance as was requiſite, hee not knowing what 
thep were. 

Uo is able fo ſet cowne, what theſe two felt, beeing 
tompetitours in all, when they came fo cmb2ace one ano- 
ther, Claridiana deing ſe cure, holding her ſelfe aſſured of Al- 


phebo » and ſhee with her new Love , contented with her 
change: 
This is a paſſage (woꝛthy Ladles) which 2 
faudur, J know not how I ſhall get out of it. 
Wozthy E:np;clle, 50 the free Pꝛinceſle) J wovld the 
heauens 
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heauens would haue graunted vnto me in time paſt, to doe 
that with as little care as now doe, ſœing ho w little this 
Knight hath had of me. Mine was neuer fo much (anſwe⸗ 
red the Emperonr Alphebus) ſupzeme Pꝛince fle of the 
Scithes, as the care which your came lineſſe put mee 
fo, ſo as ftodefend my ſelfe from the fozce thereof, J was 
enfozced to chield me with the beautie of mp Ladie the Em⸗ 
pzeſſe. The reſt of the Ladies left not to come {0;wards, 
which came to entertaine her, ſome to know her, and others 
fo behold her bzauerie. They wholly (valozous Pzince) cas 
ried a wap both my wit and penne after them, and it is no 
great maruaile : foz where Ladies are, there Knights are 
not to be ſpoken ot, fo; that were to doe them wꝛeng, and 

were it not fo2 Claramante, J would not returne;to whom 
bis mother holding him in her armes, vltered a thouſand 
pittifull ſpeeches. But leauing at laſt, mot glad to ſee him 
befoze her, dillembling the top of her heart, there came his 
 fonere Father, who embꝛacing him, ſaid, No man vpon 
tarth hath moꝛe reaſon to be glad then J, ſeeing that when 


J thought leaſt thereof, it bath pleaſed the high heauens to 


cheriſh our old age with pour faire pꝛelence. The Pꝛinces

Benbo and Brauorante, fozwards went the meſſenger, 
which was the valiant Coriandro, Nephew to the mighty 
Brunduſio, who leading the damſell by the hand, went di- 
rectly to the Emperour, wh:re he thought to find the valo- 
rous Dacian: he left the valozous Beinbo ſo angrie and toz⸗ 
mented in minde, fo ſe his beloued Liriana in Roſabels 
armes, that he knewnot whether he were in heauen, hell, 
oz vpon earth: and, but that he would not violate the De- 
carum, he would haue had him by the eares; and notwith⸗ 
ſtanding though it grieued him, pet he weuld not commit 
fo great an err our, but rather making way with the furious 
Pagan he dꝛew necre to ſæ bow the defiance was taken. 
The Pagan Cora ndro was naturally pꝛowd, ans repoſing 
himſelfe much vyon his companions, without any curteſie 
at all (a thing which doth ſo much avozne any knight) put⸗ 
ting vp his Beuer with a troubled voice, he ſaid, CAho is he 
heere which is talled Pꝛince of Dacia? fo2 to him am J to

him vato him: there was neuer ſeene a moze furious thing 
then the Mooze; foz ſeeing him among women, holding it 
impolũble that he ſhould beare that mind as he had heard 
of him at Rome, with a d&pe voice he ſayd vnto him, J 
am very (ozy, Pzince of Dacia, that hauing grtencd ſo ma⸗

Some⸗ 
what milder than befo2e, (the furious Coriandro anſwered) 
Faire Ladies, where the vickozie is ſo apparantly due to 
pour beauties, the Knights of Gibea do not vſe to enter in⸗ 
to battels, but againſt ſterne knights, where the valour of 
the perſons mayappeare , Jam very ſoꝛie, p; whereas (0 
many knights are, thep haue yelded to the Ladies to main⸗ 
faine the hononr of Grecia. This did ſame what nettle the 
Orecke Princes, that together aroſe th:&@, which well ſhew- 
ed what they were. They were nolefle then Nolabel, the 
warliks Claramante, and the furious Dacian ,who being ars 
med, without all doubt, would haue had them by the eares. 
Wut to avoidthe hurly burlp, the old king of Macedonia as 
role, witti1g the Ambaſſadours to goe with him, while the 
Gr xkes gaue anſwere a thouſand times was Bembo ay 
boa: te drue Roſabel, in his Biſtrefle quarrel, and had done 
it, put that he ſaw, it woulv canſe him to Gay longer then 
Luperao had appointed.

Tis a common opinion among wiſe and 
2 Iſdiſcrot men (moſt noble Loꝛd ) that cours 
A teſte is the moſt commendable part of a 
man, and which doth moſt adozue his 
„ eperſon, aduance his valeur, and which 
— Fo doth mot auotd dangers 4 fruitleſſe con⸗ 
"tentions, whereof we haue an example in 

hand: which being wanting in Coriandro, in the pꝛeſence 
of lo many ⁊ ſo wozthy Pꝛinces, it was the octaũid of al the 
firife which followed, all happening athwart vnto him; foz 
the Ladies beeing ſtung therewith, determined to purſue 
them, a be foꝛe they ſhould returne to Rome, to teach them, 
how to behaue themſelues befoze Pztnces : and ſs the laire 
Ladie thinking with her ſelfe, that the ſtayed to long, ſet 
her ſelfe in the middeſt of the way, and ſaid, Sir Knights, 
the commandement ginen vs, by the Dames which res 
maine vpon the Stronds ſide, fo juſt with all theſe which 
we ſhal mxt,fozthetr beanties, fo be the greateſt and moſt 
rare iu the wozld, doth hold vs blameleſſe fo2 pꝛeſuming ta 


deſire it of ſuch Bnights as you, whome Mars would not 
dare to encounter; She did ſo diſſemble, and that with f ch 


courteſie, that it foke a wap all occaſion from them fo ſuſ⸗ 
ped them, aitzounhthat without it, the fine did aſſure them 
ſelues, nothing imagining that there had beene any women 
in Grecia which bare armes, and that that which they 
heard at the Tourt was but a ieſt: and ſo the bꝛaue Corian- 
dro: gently anſwered, holding bimſclfe fufficient to haue 
ouercome all the fore: Becauſe, Sir Knights, pou ſhall acs 
9 the com maund of the Ladies, we accept thereof 
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(vpon condition, that whoſoeuer fhal lc ſe y Sat dle at the 
encounter, ſhall not dcſire lo teme to fight with the ſwozd: 
vou (requiring this condition) ſhall not thinke it much, that 
we deliie another incur behalts, Which ts, that wholocuer 
thall fall, ſhall loſe his ſhield; foz thire ts nothing where⸗ 
wich the Labics are better pteaſev,then to la theirbeauties 


lo well defendes, bzinging foz teſlim onie thereofthe ad⸗ 


uerlaries armes. All (Euoth onc of tte Ciants) ſhall bee as 
you will baue it, fo2 remaining without the chielos, it ſhall 
tee no great matter, to make pou be holding to vs foz our 
god dds. Mithont making any anſwere, the gallant Ro- 
1amundt turned the furious Iirian, who came moze lwiſt 
then the &unne beames betweene the clouds. 
A would to God, wozthy Ladies,ſeing this matter ns 
ternerb you, that you would aſlift my le w hand with ſome 
new faucurs , which weuld furnich meanes to mate the 
matter the moꝛe eaſte, to teceunt the Left iuſts that cner 
were in the wozld ; toz comming ts encounter witha full 
carrare,(with greater nopſe then the lwelling Scas make 
beating the miſcrable Ships againſt the high Rockes)they 
2ake their Launces as it they had bene little Keedes; but 
befoze it was done, the Pagan, Who aſiured himlſelfe of the 
victozie, ſmote the Ladie in the middeſt of the white bzeſt, 
with ſo great fozce, that hee ſtrake her ſencele ſſe out of the 
Saddle: but foztune was much her friend, and durſt dee no 
other, foz h& ſet her hand on the pummell of the Saddle; 
where ſhe held faſt till he recouered bꝛeath, and therswith 
the Saddle, wondering at the urong encounter. Pers was 
no leſſe to be noted, fo; ſhe ſmiting the bꝛaue Pagan with 
ſuch fozce, that befoze that her Launce bꝛake, ſhe latde him 
on the greene field, falling with luch diſgrace vpon his bead, 
that he rematned ſencele lle with the blow . Mell may von 


imagine (gallant Dames) whetber the the faire Ladies 


were well pleaſed , with the god beginning which the 


Pꝛinceſſe had made: thee ftwde with a better grace behol- 
ding the ficrce Pagan, then can bee ſpoken, making her ad- 
| . uerlaries, 
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uerſaries to make moze accompt of her, then of Mars him- 
ſelfe: faz being mounted vpon (a god a hozſe, and ſo gal- 
lantly ar med, neuer had any a better pꝛeſence then ſhe; ſhee 
commanded the Squire ( foz they all foure had but one ) to 
fake away the Poꝛes ſhield.  P2eſently com meth fozth the 


gallant Archifilora, giuing no leſſe hope of her valonr,then. 


Roſamundihad done: one ok the foure Goants confronted 
her; it did nothing mone her ko ſ& him ſo great, as a well 
growae Pine tra, but rather pꝛaping the Peauens to fas 
nour her in this encounter, ſhe ran with her Courſer moze 
wilt then a ſtarre falling betwerne the cloudes; there were 
thoſe which bare recoꝛd of this encounter, fo2 þ gods of the 
wods leauing their habitation, with their Rimphes and 
Tritons, came into the grane field at the very inſtant, 
that that famous Macene made the bzaueſt encounter that 
euer was ſeene ia Greece; fo hitting the Bagan in the mids 
deft of the ſtrong thield, it anailed him not that it was of 
ele, neither the donvles which it had, foz thzough it and 
the bꝛeſt· plate (being a handfull thicke) it paſt clare, yeel- 
ding an armes length of the launce thozough his beaffly 
ſhoulders, the ſwiftneTe wherewith her Courſer came 
made him to mille the ſhocke: ſhe paſt foz wards with ſg 
god a grace, as wauls haue intangled Mars, the comtenäce 
of Archiſilora onely was ſufficient ts haue made him to 
peel his ſoule capt ius, and to make the god of Loue him⸗ 
ſelfe in loue to behold her. She returned, and with a ſoft 
pate came to the Ladies, which were very glad of the god 
encounter which ſher had made; onely ſhe withed that her 
Gceke loner had bene there, The valozous Emp2elle 
of Trapiſonda would ſtay no longer, but mounting vpon 
Cornerino her hozſe, came fa2th as ſwift as an arrowe 
which is ſhot by a nimble Doꝛian at a ccrtaine marke: ſhe 
did nothing enuie the laſt encaunters, fo; although that in 
that which ſhe recepued, ſhe loſt one of her ſtirrops; pet 
that which ſhz gaue was ſo rigazons, that ſhe therewith

Bnigyts, that wee were in number equall vnta you, tothe 
end, that with equalitie, the Juſts might haue biene ended. 
ut now me thinketh, that you ſking reuenge, foz that 
whicgtz is done to pour companions, we being but foure, of 
fo:ce you muſt beg inne againe with me. The laſt Grant, 
wyich was the moſt valiant of al, made no longer delap, but 
whozling a ſhips malt (which he bare in ſtead ol a launce) 
about his head, toke his tarriere againſt the Ladie:ſhe gaus 
ſpurtes to her hozle, as & ſwift as theught, encountred the 
Pagan, and did better this time then the lat; fe his frong 
plaucks of ſtęle could nothing p2ofite him, bat that ſhee 
Lacie him cleane thozow from Ade to five: the heꝛſes came 
tothe ſhocke, and made greater noiſe, then it two rocks had 
met: but as the Ladies hozſe had not his like in that land, 
ſo he ozerthzew the Gyant, hoꝛſe and man, ipꝛeading them 
vpon the irene field: and her hoꝛſe ſet him on his buttocks, 
being vnable to goe any further. The valozous Dame flea⸗ 
ring ſome ill ſucceſſe, (as light as an Eagle) leapt tothe 
ground, e ſeeing her god hoꝛſe recouer, with another iumpe 
thee leapt into her ſavdle. The moll rung Pagan Brauo- 
rance,blaſpheming againſt heauen, would haue taken his 
courſe, when the Ladie ſaid vnto him, Hold, Sir Knight, foz 
there is time enough foz our encounter; foz J would ſpeake 
with this Bnight in the greeneſkarfe , pointing io Corian- 
dro, which was the man whom ſhe had e,. = 
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hauingreconeredbzeath, was mounted dn bozſebacke, but 
without ſpeareo2 ſhield. The like bad the other two Giants 
done, to whom the Ladie (aid, J am very ſozy, Six Knight, 
foʒ your ill hap; but J was moꝛe (o2y io ſe the fo maneis 
which pen ſhe dees in Grecta, ſoꝛ yeu ſhould haue hab moze 
reſpe a to the great pꝛinces which were in ihe all; vw heigin 
ycugritued many Ladies, being in your p2dwhb behauicur 
farre moze arrogant then valiant: ik that might net have 
mousd pen, it had bene ſuſicient foz eu to haue note d the 
conrtefie and god carriage of theſeKnigchts in the blacke, 
u ho made ſhew to bebartily ſoy fo2 yeur pzowd den cas 
neur, which deſerued that rt uenge u Hich-yeu new haue ex⸗ 
ptrimented: and becauſe you may ſe the hands which baue 
wꝛought it, end may ſay pin Grecia as Knights vle Jus 
and Tournaments; (oltke wiſe Ladies allo lese teuonge, 
which peradnenture may (rue loʒ a H ai ning fo rot Ko⸗ 
manes, that ther come with leſſe pʒide then their Amballa⸗ 
dours haue done: and ſo, although peur pzide de ſerue it not, 
vet we will do you this faudur, to tell pou who we are, to the 
end v being well aſſured, you map be glad to haus left pcar 
armes iny k@ping of ſuch ladies,together with your hcnoz? 
t at Þ inſtant they toke off the ir catkes, appearing bp reals 
ofphcate of their enteũters, ſarte moze tairethe Apollo in 
p midſt of his ieurny:⁊ becauſe cu map vndetũ àd, Knights 
(ſaid the E ady) vᷣ in Gre ce there is no miſĩs of gallants to 
ſerue Ladies, 4 rei thereis not ſo great nd of thei Atmes, 
but Þ the heauens haue imparted ſeme valour ameng b Las 
dies, ſo as they may make ſome chalẽge thereto: and as ſoz 
vou, vaiozous Knights, (hauing no occaſion but what thele 
nights haue giue)we refuſe to tuft with you; denbting to 
lofe therin, what we herein haue gottẽ. euer a ore of thole 
which were ourrcome,ceuld anſwcre,thei were ſoatham'd, 
holding it the greate ſt diſgrace that could happẽ, to be ouer⸗ 
thzown by; hands ot tẽ der i delicate Ladies. Bembo ſſeps 
koꝛth with a grace e being in a maze, ſaid, Malozaus dames, 
this Knight and J were very (o2ry foz- the diſpleaſure 
Wbich is taken, though that which theſe Knights ſayd, 
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although being ſent, they might be ſomewhat excuſed (il ex⸗ 
cuſe map be admitted fo2 errour committed againſt ſuch 
beautie.) But it ſcmeth, as it doth appeare, that who can 
ſo well take offence,can as well take reuenge, without need 
ok any offer to be made by any pour gallants:again ſt whom 
rather then againſt pour daintineſfe , the challenge was ; 
made. But it is paſt in ſuch ſozt, that pou reſt reuenged, 
making vs, beeing bounden onto vou fo2 pour courteſie, to 
glius ouer the right, which we had to the Juſts, ſoz pour chas 
lenge was to all. That which pou do,valozous Knight , is 
not of ſo ſmall account, but may deſerue requitall at our 
hands, which hall be, to leaue vs in greater doubt then be⸗ 

41 foe, The famdus Pzince would haue anſwered, when as 
. not farre from them, there came along by a wads ſide, the 
+ ' flower of all humane balour, Claridiano and Claramante: 
who as J haue ſatd befoze, hauing recepued the rich armes 
or his maſter Gualtenor, and hauing fake his leaue of him, 
by reaſon of the noiſe which he heard, haſtened fo2z wards; till 
g a groue of high Pine tres, hee ſlaw his valozous 
Uncle Claramante coming, mounted vpon a mightte hozſe, 
with his ſpeare and ſhield, and at his ſaddle Bo w, a battel- 
are, he kne w him by his gate, and the richnes of his armes, 
and determined to diſcouer him. ire vato him, to the end fo 
goe to the warres together: they mette, Claramante won» 
dꝛing te ſe his godly conſtitution, thinking with himſelfe, 
that it was the ſame man, which ind ed it was . The Knight 
with the Dames aecoꝛding top deuice which he bare vpon 
his ſhield; appꝛothing n&re vnto him, ſaid, (Sir Knight) 
vou are without all doubt, hee which is called the Knight of 
the Lions, to whom J bing a meſſage from farre hence, 
from a Rnight which is called the night of Crueltie, who 
knowing that J came fo; Grete, requeſted mee to viſit 
you in his behalfe , to tell you, that he would be hers wſth 
all ſpeed poſſible , and told me farther, that Jſhould bes a 
gayner hereby, fo I thould(&the gallanteſt Knight ofthe 


un me ſo manythings in Wen of Len , that her 
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made mes much to affect vou, with a defire fo trie my 
ſmall , with your much valdur, and although that J bee 
ſure to be cucrcome, J ſhall take it with the moꝛe patience, 
but cur fight ſhall be without woꝛds oz Helmes, with our 
daggers cnely; and if you ſo pleaſe, we will deſerre no lon⸗ 
gor time, if you will not, J haue perkozmed what 3 pꝛo⸗ 
miſed to that Knight,and as J deũied. 
Foz the newes (Sir Knight) which you bzing me, of 
that warlike poung man, in requitall thereof, J would ras 
ther imploy mee to vos pou any ſeruice, then by battell to 
oflend pou Fut ſ&ing vou baus challenged me, there is no 
reaſon but to pteld lo peur de maund, accepting the battell, 
and p pzeſently,ſ@1ng ou ſo pleaſe. 3 aſſured my ſelf befoze 
mycomming,that J ſhouldreceingſo genereusananſwere, 
ſaid the other, ſo as weighing and conſidering the fame and 
valour, which is bzuted euerie where of you; A know not 
who would not refuſe it, and if J had not de maunded it, 4 
woulz leaue it, fo2 theſe reaſons haue put me in moze fare, 
then if J had ſerne the daunger and mytertaine ouerthꝛow 
befoze mine exes : but vet let it be, not withſtanding, that 
without it J will remaine peur pziſoner ſo leng as J liue. 
The P2ince of Trapiſonda had vnlaced his Helmet, and 
ſteing the valoꝛcus roung man tuffed in taking cf of his, 
vpon a luddame pee was tranſfozmed into the likenegof

By this time had Claramante fully taken off his Bel⸗ 
met, and being about to aſſaile his nephew, ſeeing him 
without a helmet, he ſaid vnto him, Stay, balozous knight, 
foꝛ with my death pou will offend your ſouing friend Cla- 
ridiano. Ye put off his inchaunted Jewel, remaining in his 
perfect ſhape, ſaying, Why, bow now, baloꝛous Knight, (s 
bighly hath the Pzince ol Greece offended pon, that pon 
ſhould pꝛepars pour ſelf to griene him: 4 repoſemoze truſt in 
pour arme. This new loner was (o ſurpaiſed with toy, ſ&@- 
ing him befoze him whom he moſt dearely loned,p he could 
make him no anſwere;but cating = arms about his neck, 
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he ſaid: O gentle gods, how fanoꝛable haue you ſhelun pour 
ſelues in mo behalfe, haninagreſerg?2 ſo great a no) fo me 
as is this, which is the greafelt that coalo happen vnto me! 
O deſtred P2zince ! and is it paſſible that foztaneſhayld bee 
pleaſed, to bzinxm2e fo ſo happie eſtate? I beſech the hea⸗ 
uens, that they leaſon this but withſome,meane ill hap, J 
will not ſtand now to reptate what paſſed het wæne theſe 
two, but ofthat onzly which hee told, has happened vnto 
bim in Greece, an) how hee knew that he was his bnkle. 
There ſhall niede no. great peciwaiton to make you be- 
lens, ha w great tay he conceiu2d ot ſo pleaſing newes: hee 
fold him all that had happened, and ofthe rem die which his 
Paſter the wizard had giuen him, to the eng that he ſhould 
come into Greece, to the reliote of his Grand- father, with⸗ 
ont being knobone to any body, which it behoued him to con⸗ 
ceale, vatill ſuch ti ne as he ſhaulꝭ further aduſſe hm. 
:. The nopſe which wor in the Juſts with the Ladies, did 
interrupt their diſcourſe, and ſo putting on their Helmets,

All this is nothing (gallant Dames) to that 
which the diſguiſed pong man felt , ſeeing himſelfe diſguiſed 
in the pꝛeſence of her, (who ruled the helme of bis life,) fo 
faire, 4 ſo ſurpaTing excellent, that be held the ariefe which 
he endured, wellemployed, ſœing it was foz herſake, But 
comming nere her, hee beca me moze timo; ous, then ik hee 
ſhould have aftempted the moſt doubt uli aduenture of the 
wozld. There was not in all that land a Gallant, p moze 
derelp loued, and therewith that liued moꝛe iealous of his 
honour, Yee knew not whereupon to relolue, whether her 
ſhould ſpeake toher,oz make him ſelle knowne, defiring her 
fo pardon-what was paſt. d thouſand doubts came into his 
minds: in the end he determined, to the end not to offend 
her, to paſſe his diſcontented life as well as he could, in this 
ſhape of god Mars, and to (# if hee could perceiue by her 
lokes, whether his abſence were griendus bnto her oz no, 
and whether (he had ſo cruelly baniſhed him trow her ſight. 
The valozous Claramante Bzew-nere,and ſœing the Greek 
Dames, hee ſuddenly put off his calke, and diſcouered his

Ladies haue ſet you. That ſhould be fo much want of ac⸗ 
knowledgement (quoth he.) Who would not be thanke full, 
and ts liue onely thercof : foz, what greater god can come 
to the Gallants of Greece, then to acknowledge, what they 
ows to ſuch Soneraigne Pꝛinceſſes? In this maner wir 
map then in ſafetie returne , with tbe ſpoiles gotten on the 
Romane Knights, who repofing ſuch confidence in their 
pꝛide, little regarded our valour,and( as I fhinke ) as little 
tur beautie. The fur tous Bembo ceuld fozbcare no longer, 
but like a Uiper, (although with mild ſpeeches) aduanced

hating pour lelues as fo Knights appertaineth , you ſhould 
firſt tell me the cauſe of your diſpleaſure, | becauſe J doe not 

remember that J haue offended any man. That is the con⸗ 
dition of thoſe which doe w2ongs ; fo2 they weite it in the 
ſands : but thoſe that reteiue them, impzint them in their 


hearts, quoth the bold Bembo. | 
Well, let it not grieue you, guoth Claramante, foz there

Why then, quoth the Pagan, there is nothing that gi⸗

Jn ſtead of this Knight, quoth the pꝛoud Claridiano , ſos 
ing with what pride they had defled his Uacle, hee may 
fight with ine, koz my death will bee no lee lamented then 
bfs, and it will ill befit vs to ſt and by, dallping, and ſa cur 
friends maintaine fight with manikeſt peril). 

Let it be as you wil,ſaid the furious Pagan Brauorante, 
turning avout his (wilt running hoſe ; th2 like did all the 
thai, and that ſo ſuddenly , that notwithsanding that tha 

2dies would haue Hindzed if, (ging thy matter lo farre 
paſt, they durſt not, foꝛ ottending the Sreeke, alluring theme | 
ſelaes of his vatoar; and that hee would end that fight with 
vi tozie. And Archiſilora, rather to kæpe them company, 
| fſaid, turningtowar2s Coriandro, Jam of. opinion, that 
yo'rare defirons to haue occaſion to helpe pour friends; and 
becauſe pou ſhall got ſay, when you come to Rome, that you 
tould not come fo all kinde of battels, wee-gine you leaue 
thereto, and to that ende returne youyeur chiels agalne. 
Lhe {Pagan was ſv piou), that without giuing thanks fo2 
what was off:ed, hee ſaid, Ahy then, by and by you ihall 
ſ@,how foun*ly the Juſts ſhal be reuenged.

the Peauens ſhould giue mee ſo long a lite, 
As to bzing to light all the bookes of this long 
Viſtozie, there would (valozous Dames) be 
the line occaſion as this, to craue your aſſt- 
tan ce, without the which, J ſhall but tumble 
at a matter, Wozthy to be witten by no leſle perſonage, 
then Mantuan, oz that Orpheus ſhould ſing it, to partitula⸗ 
rize the mightieblowes which were giuen, with the diſcræt 
and adtuſed retreats and cunning aſſaultes : Þeere might 
the god Mars haue learned tc fight : foz leauing bis fifth 
Throne, accompanied with thoſe which whilom did moſt 
flour iſh and were moſt famous in armes, hee delcetided to 
behold the battell, wozthie to be recozded. Venus beauti⸗ 
fled her ſelle, occompanytng Mars, fo behold the Ladics, 
which made her ſeeme to be vgly, and Mars enuious:ioꝛ hur⸗ 
ling ouer the field ( with a moſt feareſull noiſe) came theſe 
pillars of valour and foztitude,vntill the cairiere being en⸗ 
ded, they encountred'in the middeſt ofthe field : neither of 
them miſt in the encounter; faz they would not haue done if 
foꝛ their liues: But they mette Claramante, and the feares. 
full Achaian, wit ſuch a noyſe, as iftwo ſhippes had en⸗ 
countred, ſo as the ſplinters of their launces lem quite out 
of ſight ; there was no mouing out of their ſaddles, foz they 
were fait leckt into them: they returned with their dzawns 
ſwoꝛds, whercat Bembo was well pleaſed, foz hee ſlwdin 
ſome feere of the battel-axe, which he left when he ſaw him 
thercwith; and as he was molt exerciſed. inarmes, lo hee 
gane the firſt blow , which be reacht him vpon the toppe of 
the creſt, but the god tem per kept it from bzeaking,but not 


him from feling the blow o as it made him to bow downe 
| ©] his 
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his head to the Saddle pummel:it was not peMible it only 
dceleCs; he ſeconded it with another ofno lefle fozce,ſo that 
the ſkies containe not ſo many ſtars,as he ſaw within his 
rich Helmet. This ſerued but to vrge him to take reuenge; 
fo; ſetling bimſelfe in his Saddle, (conſidcring what dad 
paſſed) as fierce as a Wallliſke , hee charged Bembo, wha 
warded it with his chield, wherecn hee rece ined lo great a 
blow, which was ſuch, that it beat it to his Helmet, any 
made him almoſt ſenceleſle: hee holpe him with a thzuſt in 
the bꝛeſt, which ſet him on the arſon of his Saddle, and rea⸗ 
ching at him with another, nothing doubting fo onerthzow 
him, but his (wozd winding in his hand, ſo as he ſmete him 
on one ſibe of the Helmet, which holpe lo bzing the Pagan 
againe to his remembzance. - 
There was neuer Lion which ſo fiercely aſſailed a beard, 
as this young man did his aduerſarie: they were cloſe toge⸗ 
ther, and at one time they ſmote tach the other vpon the top 
of their Peimets, and bowed downe their heads downe to 
their bꝛeſts. The Moe was moſt nimble, and knowing 
that there he had ſome advantage, ſpurring his hozſe, hee 
ioyned with the Gr&ke, who ade not at his defence, when 
the Poꝛe gaue him two ſuchthzuſts , the one after the o⸗ 
ther, that if they bad not lighted on Theſeus his armes, ets 
ther of them had parted the ſoule from the bodie, and made 
bim (ſoze againlt his will) to fall backe on the arſon of his 
Saddle, The Achaian knight was not a man which would 
loſe the benefit of any occaſton:foz befoze that he could come 
ppon him againe, with all his whole power hes ſmote him 
on the middeſt of the viſoz, and made him ſtarke blind, and 
pet Lirgandeoſaith, that he made him readie fo fall. All theſs 
blowes gaue occaſion to put the young man in choler : there 
was no defence in the Foes armes, againſt the ſfrong 
arme and god temper ot his ſwoꝛd, but that hee hurled the 
one halfe of his Helmet to the ground: hee had ſcarcely dene 
this, when with another blow no lee furious then the laſt, 


with his ſwozd hee mote a great pece of his ſhicld to the 
| GO F ground, 
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ground, and the ſw nd lighting on bis ſhoulder, mate away 
the one halle ofhis Poldzon. All this was nothing to that 
which paTed betwene his nephow and the valozons Bra- 
uorante, which encduntring with a greater nopſe then the 
thunder maketh betiv@ne the clondes, they imote their 
Laiunces into little ſplinters, which flying in the ay2r, 
gaue ſigns of the foꝛtitude of theſe warriours. The Pagan 
lof one of his Sfirrsps , but he recouered it ſo ſone againe, 
that no body perceiued 5; fault. That ſcryed but to enflame 
him like a Uiper again the Chziſtian; thep both together 
encountred with their ſwozdes alot: there were no better 
Armes in the wozld then thoſe which they tws did weare, 
but they were not of fozce ſufficient to keep? their Maſters, 
being tozmented with blow2s, from bowing yowne their 
heads (fo their angrie bzeffs, tvep fecondeo them with ſuch 
foꝛce as (ef them on their Saddles pummels; the Crake 
was better in bꝛeath, and thecefo2e he fir recouered, x with 
ſach guickneſſe as is requiſite in ſuch a caſe, hee gaue him on 
the ſide of the Helmet, ſuch a terrible blow, that made him 
make a foule bending backwards in his ©3dd!e:hee was (a 
grisdie to gius him another, that hee camomoze nere vnta 
him then was requiſite, and foz that cauſe being vnable fo 
ſcrike, they were conſtrained to make ſhewof friendchip, be⸗ 

ing bzought to this ſtreight, as to claſpe ene the other with 
their armes; there was neuer ſeene a moze dzeadfull ſtrug⸗ 
ling: foz although that they could nat help themſelues with 
their f&te,yet they did ſo tug with their hands, p they twere: 
quite out of bzeath,e their hozſes knzling on þ ground, gaus 
two furious cries. They both came on fote, where the one 
toſhew the other þ valoz ofhis perſon, with a ſuddatne hur⸗ 
ledtbe one af the other with greater fo2ce then is in a bul⸗ 
let, when it flieth the fire out of the mouth of ỹ nen, — 2 
the battels were rena wed ſieing theſe two oh 9 fo Þva 
loꝛous Ladies, whoſe battel was m_ ſafficient 
tho-battels in the wozld.fobe fozgotten: foz as there was x | 
delencangainlltheir:menpons, (6 were fhetrenemies-cones- 
red 
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red all over with their ow ne blond, eſpecially Coriandro, 
who fought with Rolam undi, who ſa ing the Knight in the 
rellow in the ground, much affeceDd to the valour which hs 
pad hewne,and aſſuring her iclfe ofthe fircrgth of her 1. 
rian, ſhe aſſailed Corian dro, doing him greater faucur then 
de deſerned; foz ſ bie claſped her faire armes abeut bis necks 
with ſuch ſozce, that he haled him cut of his Saddle; he (elf 
on his fete, where againe began the battell, but with ap- 
parant ad uantage, fo2 fh& gave him neuer a blow, but that 
dis cut his armour and his ficſh withall . &be which han 
the wozft happe in this furious affray , was the Empel 
Claridiano; fez the great Bembo, and Brauorante, beting 
come en ſwle, thinking that they had falne With ſcme abs 
nantage to the oe, ſhe toke her ccurſe with her hozſs 
againft Bembo,who Clipping aſide, let her paſſe, u hoſe hozſa 
Humble d ſo on the trunchions of the Launces, that cams 
ming to the ground, hee gaue her a chꝛe wd fail. After her 
tame a Siant, who was the cauſe that Claramante, chiſting 
Bembo from him with a thzuft, at two ſkips be was with 
the Pagan, making him loſe his Saddle, and then he chars 
ged Bembo, ho with a great pace went towards Claridia- 
na, who being ſoꝛe bʒuſed with ber fal, was now rifen. Tha 
valozous Ladle had gott nothing by dealing with Bembo, 
but the new lover appzoachecd, doing wonders incredible 10 
any mans iudgement. The fierce Giant which hav a fall an 
the ground, ſeeing his [word bzoken with the falt, ranne to 
Claramante his hozſe to get the Battel axe. Wut hee cculd 
not do it:foʒ the Quten ofLira,as fierce as a Serpent, met 
him with her hozſe bzeſt, ſo as he tumbled him to p ground, 
By that ume was the bꝛaue Claridiano come, and thinking 
that he ſhould doe god with his Axe on fate, he foke it from 
the Saddle bow; bee was not ſo nimble with this terrible 
weapon as his bnkle was: fo2 euerp blow p hee gaue, was 
- moztall;heput it in pꝛadiſe againſt the Giant, which remai⸗ 
ned on hozſeback, who with his manſtrous (wozd had ginen 


Nun ſuch a blow vp her rich helmet, y being vnable to 
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bꝛeake it, ( tho buckles thereof being loſe ) hee (mote it 
from her head, leaning her amazed at the ſtrangeneſſe of 
the blow. The Pagan would hane ſeconded if, and without 
all doubt hadflaine her, but that Claridiano came touered al 
ouer with a cold (w2ate , to ſee the miſtreſte of his ſoule in ſo 
notabie adaunger, he aduanced his Battel-axe with grea⸗ 

ter furie, then diſcretion, foztune was his god friend, fo; 

hitting him vpon the top of the Houlder, the edge of the Ars 
turning inwards, it ſmote off his head ſo eaſily, that Mars 
was amazed thereat: hee came fo the Quene, who yet had 
not put on her Helmet, wha pzeſenting himſelfe vnto her, 

ſaid, K&epe pou alofe,valozous Ladie, fo2 although that you. 
bee cruell to him which doath moſt adoze pou , pet it is not 

lawfull foz me ſo long as Jliue, to permit any crueltie to be 

done againſt yoar wozthinefſe . Theſe woꝛds wers ſo im⸗ 
pꝛinted inthe middeſt of the Qucenes heart, that ſh was 
of opinion that without any doubt, that was ha whom the 

beſt loned; ſhe had taken him by the arme and aſked him 
& thouſand queſtions,but that they were otherwiſe ſo much 
buſted: that not withſtanding, yet he ſaid vnto him with a 
kenderneſſe of heart, Follow, wozthie warriour, the foztuns 
which the heauens haue oꝛdained foz thy greater fame, ſuch 
a ſeruice as this is not requifed with thankes, but you haue 


made mee bounden vnto pou in any thing that ſhall pleaſe 


you. Ah, Claridiano, ſaid the gallant young man to himſelfe, 
i the Ladte knowing the had ſald this, what paine could 
there be which ſhauld not bee pleaſing? what diſpleaſure 
could the heauens doe me which here with might not bee 
made folerable 2 And herewith, faining that ſhe ſaid (ſo, 
bzandiſhing bis cruell weapon, hee aſſaulted his enemie. It 
was in god time: foꝛ he found (in an ill taking) zer who had 
boꝛne him in the middeſt of her infrailes : foz the furious 
Brauoranteaàt the verie inſtant of his arriuall, with a blow 
had made her ſet her hands to the ground, and was about to 
haue giuen her another, when the bꝛaue Greeke ſtopt his 
gaſſage, reaching him a far oſt ſuch a knocke with 1. 
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battel-axe, that made him runne faſter backwards then he 
came fozwards.Let your Soueraigne greatneſſe hold your 
ſelfe aloe off, valozons Empzeſſe of Trabiſonda, ſaid her 
dearely be loued ſenne, fo2 it is not reaſonable that to 
hands ſo generous ſhould happen anp dilgrace. The Ladie 
wondered to ſee that ſhe was knowne by that Knight, any 
imagining that it was (ome of her kindzed, the aſailed 
the Giant which had falne tothe ground, with whome thee 
returned to a moſt cruell battell, but it laſted not long, quen⸗ 
ching the lame with the death ofthe Giant. Alone remained 
Claridiano, Claramante, and the gallant Roſamundi, a- 
gainſt Bembo, Brauorante, and the furious Coriandro, 
whoſe fight, D Pulſes of Pernaſſus, that a man might dip 
his pen in the fountain of your ſacred liquoʒ foꝛ much moꝛe 
doe theſe ſixe moſt rare tn valour deſerue: they fell out of 
p2dcr, foz againſt Roſamundi, the Achatan add2cled hims 
ſelfe, and Brauorante àgainſt the bzauc ſonne of Trebatius: 
with Claridiano happened the wounded Cortandro, which 
yet with moztall wounds pzolonged his foztune, 

There was no fight to be ſ&ne like to Roſamundies; foz 
although that ſhe were not equall in fo:ce to the fierce Pa⸗ 
gan;yetherrich and faire Armes in all ſupplied that want; 
foz againft the edge of her rich ſwozd, no armour no: en- 
channtment could anaile; fo2 ſhee neuer gaue Bembo any 
blow, which did not pare away his harnefle, together with 
his bzawny fleſh, i 

The Pooze was wonderfully amazed fo ſee his armour 
ſo fozne, knowing that ſhe which fought with bim, was 
but a gallant Ladie: a thouſand times would he haue with- 
dzawne himſelfe from her, accompting it a baſe thing to 
wage batfe!l againſt her, but ſhe did ſo anger him with the 
often blowes which ſhe gaue him, that treading all vnder 
fte, he began to defend himſelfe and to offend the Ladle, 
giuing her ſuch ſound knockes, that, but that cher toske 
them vpon Semiramis armonr, without doubt he had dealt 
bat hardlx with her:bat if ſhe to any blo wes, it was to the 

F JI greater 
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greater dammage ok the Pagan which gane them: fo ſher 
charging and retiring, as nymble and quicke as an Eagle, 
made the victozie very doubtſull;and oftentimes bꝛought it 
to that paſte, th at it plainely appeared to be hers, hee was 
ſo furious. The battell betwane Brauorante and Clara- 
mante deſcrueth a Romane Theater, foz echs of them 
knowing his enemies fozce, they began to make benefite of 
their agilitie, which was ſuch, and employed in ſo god ſea⸗ 
ſon, that neither of them could faſten a full blow; but hee 
which toke any vpon his armour, it made his fleſh blacke 
and blew, and bzought him to the ground vpon his knees, 
Unequall was the battell betwerne Claridiano and Corian- 
dro: fo2 as he wanted both bzeath and blod, his onerthzow 
did plainely appeare , 02 his certame death, at the inſtant 
that Archiſiloraes Louer ended the battell, hitting him ſo 
hard vpon his ſhield, that if nothing auaile d him to be of fine 
and well tempered ſterle, but that he (mote it in two pieces, 
ſoꝛely wounding him in the head, comming to the ground 
vpon all foure, and pet he was aſhamed, being in choler and 
befoze his Lad ie, holding it but foz a ſmall blow, who ha⸗ 
uing a thouſand amozous ſuſpiciens in her head, ſhe ſtod re⸗ 
iopcing in his valour, vnable to perſwade her ſelfe that it 
ſhould be any other, then he whom che loued with her ſoule: 
but comming to thew him any fauour, her grauitie was 
ſuch, that ſhe reſolued rather to die, then to ſhew any (ach 
lightneſſe; this coſt her ſo deare, that it made her to chedde 
blody teares. The the pillars of humane foztitude arri⸗ 
ued, when the Grecke dzewnere vnto the place where Ro- 
ſamundi with Bembo were together by the cares, if nde 
required to apd her. They were no leſſe then Don Heleno 
of Dacia, the faire Roſabel, and his friend, the Captaine 
Generall Ariſtoldo; who hearing the nopſe of the battell, 
came as hard as their hozſes could runne.The Dacian pꝛe⸗ 
ſentlp alighted, and with his \wozp dzawne, went dircaly 
to Bembo, thinking that his Lady was oucrmatched,+ foz- - 
bare not, ſcꝛeing the Grerke Pzince to do the like, but rather 
| onercome 
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onercome with furte,thinking p he had meant to haue ſtrike 
her, as he made great haſte, he cried vnto him, ſaytng, Meld 
thw, vncourteous Knight , foz this villany ſhall coſt the 
thy life, The Grezke would ſcarſelp haue taken theſs 
wo2ds at his owne fathers hands:he gaue no anſwere, but 
floziſhing his are about his bead, with ſuch courage, that he 
made the al to wader,be was ſo quick in delivering his blow 
that Archiſilora knowing that it was the Dacian, could not 
put her ſelfe bet werne them, befoze that the furicus poung 
man had ſtriken him with the are, on the toppe of the Bel⸗ 
met. Brutus his Armes ſt od him in god ſtead. fo2 ethcr- 
wile, from the head ko the fot, his axe had ſplit him: and nets 
withſtanding he made him to goe the 92 foure ſteps backe⸗ 
wards, being ready to fall, he followed him with a thzuft; 
there was neuer a better giuen in all theſe battcls : foz hit- 
ting him on the one ſide of the bzeſt, he bzake all p buckles, 
and within a litile diſarmed him, making him ſet ene kna 
to the ground, to ſtay him vp. Mee againe lifted vp his ter⸗ 
rible axe, but not with ſuch dexteritie, as his Uncle would 
haue done, foz being long in b:inging the blow about his 
dead, he gane plate to the Dacian to tloſe with him, with ſuch 
fozce,that he lifted him from ground, and with a little moze 
had ouerthzowne him, The Grteke was conflrained to let 
goe his are , the better to vie his hands. O you P2tnces, 
which delight in armes, J would haue bene glad to haue 
ſcene pou at this wzeſtling ; foz neither wearineſſe did any 
way caule p Greeke,toſhewhimfelfto be anp other then he 
was wont tobe:and the Dacian was ſo blinded with cys!cr, 

that he dealt not herein with ſuch diſcretid as was reaquiſiic. 
The maner how they gp2ded one another, the gronings 
they made, their ſometimes claſping their bodies, ſome- 
times parting aſunder, then croſſing their legges, was ſuch 
as no tongue is able ta declare; fo2 if the Dacian be ſtrong, 
the Greeke is no leſſe. Glue eare, Ladies, foz there is no 
reaſon that this wꝛeſtling ſhould paſſe in obltuion without 
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migbty A lphebus, the two pillers of foztitude bzought him 
betwane them, Bramidoro and Brandafidel with the gens 
tle Tirifeo: of theather part cams Toriſmundo, the bzane 
X 02d of Spaine, with his lenne and his valiant b;other in 
law: they miſt not the venturous Zoilo, with the beloued 
Liſart, and the Pzince of Argentar ia, ſs as a man may well 
ſay, there was at that mating the beſt and moſt tryed com⸗ 
pany that was in the vniverſall wozld. All this comming 
could not cauſe them to giue oncr the battell: foz the Dacian 
ſ&ing his Ladie in danger, it mate him dzaw new fezces 
euen out of his wearines, and to giue the aduerſarie wozke 
inough te doe, who condemned himlelfe of cowardiſe, to 
ſafer one Knight to vſe him ſo, in the pꝛeſente of his father 
and other friends, They were both out of bzeath,and they 
could not continue and maintaine their obſtinate fight: but 
the one thzuſt the other a great way off from him; the 
Erceke fell downe hard by, where Roſamundiftied : and 
where hee had left his battell axe, he toke it vp, and with 
a wonderfull readinefle hee made towardes the Dacian, 
but befoze that he was come ntere him, Archiſilora ſtept bes 
tweene them, ſaying, Hold you out, Knight in the yellow, 
fo2 the inte of Dacia is not a Knight , with who this bat⸗ 
tel may be ſuffred tobe ended. The Greke ſtayed vpon his 
Ladies w82ds, and then knew the valozous Dacian; fozhe 
dad no deſire to do ought, but what might pleaſe his Nuæn. 
But tde noiſe of a moſt flerce blow which Bembo gaue the 
Lady, ſuffred him neither to giue any anlwere, neither ts 
pꝛoced fozwards. The flerce Claridiano turned about, as 
malicious as a ſerpent, to ſe his faire Ladie on the ground, 
vpon her knees, and had ſomewhat loſt her ſenſes, and that 
the Pagan, fozgetting from whom hee came, would haue 
cloſed with her. There is no Pard, that moze lightly rams 
peth after his pꝛap, th the Greeke did to defend her: he tame 
in god time, foz befoze y his ſwoꝛd alighted on her, he reacht 


him a blow on one ſide of the helmet with his axe, and made 
him fall on his hands, and his axe pierce his target, ſmiting 
| dim 
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him with both his hands, tanding on his left ſof, gagaine 
ſmots him a full blow on the bzeft, and mate him (with 
greater hafte then he wculd) withvzaw timleclfe thzee oz 
foute paces from the Ladie,the which lr frem Tanger, ba⸗ 
ning bene buſied with him, had not percetued the people 
which (hee there tehcld, vntill ches u as ATour to als 
ſaile her aduerſaty, Fer tuibard Lept Leloze het, lap ing, 
Shall ncuer, deare Lat p, lct ue ts haue cauic 10 ccliglaing 
ot pcur ct ueltie; ith cen ming to lo ap parant danger, xen 
weuld not be deffted by him which was bozne to cue cue 
Theſe Ladies (good Sir) are in the fault, which alone des 
ſired to take vengeante on the Romanes; whichis dene in 
ſuch ſezt, that tyole hich remaive, ſhall haue whrciectto 
talke of the Crake Ladics, In fie wozds ſh told tim 
what had paſt, and how they had ouerconiethe in the Julis, 
and ofthe death ofthe two Giants, and of the ton nung of 
Claramante, with the other Knight moze furious then a Li- 
on, and hob they had u aged battaile with thoſe in p black, 
to whoſe apd came þ reſt which there u mar ned: reüd about 
had that tamcus company tcempal cb thele famous warri⸗ 
outs, whole battaile ſe med to Mars to be but new begun, 
acce2ding to the dexterity u here with tber charged, and the 
quicke retiring of them all eure. T he battaule- axe ſa med 
ſome bat trouble ſome to the Gra ke in a pʒiuate battell; & 
chiefly, becanſe he had neuir bene vſed theieto: wherefogs 
pitching the blunt end thercof into the ground; he left it ſog 
a teftimonp'of the owners valour: and lo dʒ a ir g out his 
god ſwoꝛd with bis chield in his hand, he alla l led tte mighs 
ty Bewbo, O Apollo, J would thou wouiteht recite this 
 batfaile, which made all men to wender! toz ite de xteritie 
of them both was witheut ccmparilcn; they were both wel 
bzeathed, by teaſon of their long excerciſe in armes, and 
fo2 that cauſe hallening their mighty blow es lo thicke, that 
it ſeen ed to thim u bich ſaw them not, that Vulcaus Fo2ge 
was thercatouts; foz accozding to the nor le, it was tobee 


thought, there had bene a greatmany of Knights ; to the 
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cloſe cam: theſe tos moſt rare men at armes with their 
ſw233>s aloft; But that warre late? but little, fo: both fell, 
which was a meane much to p2olong the battell in that 
maner, and ſo againe entring with their left fœte foz⸗ 
wards, and their wozds in both hands, they made hard Ano; 
yils of their Helmets. 

There was neuer particular battaffe in the woz!d better 
fonght; foz eche of them both was the flower of his Ration, 
and exerciſed in the Arte as well of Loue, as in this, wheres 
in no man extelled them, no not lone it ſelfe, noz Mars. The 
Mooze had the woꝛſe, by reaſon of the Chziſtians good 
Armes, but ſupplied that with his ſtrength, giuing and tas 
king blowe s which would haue beate a rock to pæces, The 
Greeke would play the fencer, thinking with a thzuſt, to 
haue ſtriken his abuerſarts in the face, but hee had not well 
kaſtned his blow, when d Pw2e ſoundly gaue him a knocke 
on the top of the Helmet; he toke him at vnawares, and (o 
the blow lighted (o much the heauier, t made him (ct one 


_ ofhis knees tothe ground, and in that warde he ſtod to ſee 


if he would ſecond his blow, which had lifted vp his (woad, 
bat the poung man would not attend the weight, wheres 
with it came, but with a iumpe ſtanding on his fete, he let 
flip the blow on one ſide, leaning the Moꝛe decetued, wya 
gaue ſo fiercea blow, » it turned him round about, 'eſmote 
the one balfe of his (wozd inko the hard floze. Upon the 
armes, the nephew ol the great Trebatius gaue him a great 
blow, he was much diſtreſſed, being aſſured that hee ſhould 
loſe his ſwo2d; bꝛeaking the little chaine, with a ſkippe bee 
turned about, fo in agllitie no man excelled him, and if 
the Grzke had not the better laked vnto it, the like bad 
happened vnto himſelfe. But ſeeing the Pagan giue wap, 
he let llippe one hand fo weaken the blow: hee ſtaped but 
little herein, but it was enough koꝛ the nimble Pagan, who 
Uke an Eagle, ſcing his ſwoꝛd was loſt, he ſuddenly tooke 
vp the Axe wherewith he was a ſecond Mars, .Jamany 
dapes befoze be bad * receiued the like confentment,as 
in 
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in ſ&ing that in zis hands, aſſuring himſelſe now of the 
vlicto zie, he now made rome in the ſpacicus gra ne field. All 
men knew bim to kee verie expert with that kind of wea- 
pon: many v ers ſozie foz it, łut hee, wheme it fouched e- 
uen at the berte ſoule, was Archiſiloraes loner, who framed 
a thouſand complaints againſt pimſelfe, calling himſelſe c6- 
ward, ſ&ing that ſo retchicly he had committed ſo great a 
fault. | 

A doe not deſcrue (ſaid that gritued Pzince) fs lone ſuch 
a Ladie as this, who is iudgeof my baſenefſe: J haue iuftly 
{off her faucur , [&ing that in ber pꝛeſence, J was not able 
to defend thoſe weapons which were nent of mine. Gual- 
tenor could not end this battell without anew Chapter, pʒe⸗ 
ſuppoſing that he ſhould wel caſe them both of their patne, 
with fozbearinga little. | 


Ofthe end of this cruell battell, and how the Greckes re. 
turned to their Citic, and of what happened vnto them ype 


on the way. 


Ector was not ſo much griened with the 
/z | crnell wound giuen him by the Greeks 
8} ÞP2ince, foz that it was by his hands as 

lone, as Claridiano was fo (@ himlclfs 

vnfurniſhe d ef one of his weapons; e not 
onelp foz loſing it, but that it happened in 
the pzeſence of his parents, when it had 
tene requiſite to haue ſhewed all his valour, rather then in 

any other part. The ſight sf the faire Qute ne was to him 
as ſance fez his choler, tempering the ſame in ſuch ſozte, 
that it made him to fall info conceite with himſelfe, bow he 
might reconer the loſt Battel- axe, and ſo like a cruel Pard, 
be would hauecloſed with the ooze, but hee met with the 
point of Þ axe:his ſhield was no ſufficiẽt defence to ward the 
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blow, but that it paſſed cleane thozow. This did moze 
grieae the Greeke, then if hee had in a maner felt the fine 
temper thereof in his fleſh :.heramemv3ed , that there was 
no enchantment, that could red ths edge thereof:the Þa- 
gan doubled His blow, but befoze that he could faſten it, hes 
was gotten ſe nate vato him, that he ſeized his armes vp⸗ 
on him, and findinx no reſiſting, within a little he had ouer⸗ 
thzowne him and lifted him aloft from ground, The Lo2v o 
Achaia wis in ſome doubt, and thought with him, that it 
were better againe to loſe the gotten battell-axe, then the 
vicozie; and ſo letting it goe, hee did vſe ſuch 7o2ce bpon the 
pong mans ſhanloers, that he made him in deſpt!e of him, to 
ſtay with his burthen,and gaue him place fo take foting on 
the ground: he reſembled the Sunne of the earth, in reco⸗ 
nering againe his ſtrength, azatne getting thit , which hes 
be foꝛe had loſt, the Geke being vnable to hinder the ſame, 
notwithſt nding that be ſweat dzoppss okblod. This bat⸗ 
tell made them that wire pzeſent , ſo mach fo wonder, that 
they foke no hieds to that which paſſed betwene Clara- 
maate and the Stythian Poe, who were ſo fierce, that 
theo ſiemed to beginne the battell anew. Claramance was 
ſo2y, that he had not begun with the are imagining that by 
this time he had mads an end thereof: yet not withtanding, 
when he hit him a fall blow, he made him to ſhake like an 
Apia leafe vpon the free, when the Southweſt wind blows 
eth. They were both berp deſirous to end the battell, fog it 
was abon? fire houres, ſinte it beganne , and both toge⸗ 
ther gaue lo mightie blowes, that they both ſet their hands 
to the ground; there was little difference in their (kill. 
But as otcalton ſernad , the Greske was mie nimble 
in aſCapling, then the other: and ſo ra ing him with a 
thongyt, be faze that the Pagan could recouer his ward, he 
gaue him ſo craell a blowe vpan his great creſt, that hee 
made him fo goe croTelegd and ready to fall: hee ſet his 


right fofe fozward, and with a ſtrong thauT hee hit him on 


the beet, ſtriking him alm oſt out of bzeath. Though — 
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nople Which they mide which beheld this battatls, hee tur⸗ 
ned about his head, and ſ&@ing that thoſe which had wꝛelk⸗ 
_ lab, wers come to that ground where they were, he ſuddenly 
dzew noere,and would nat ſtrike the Pagan, which all men 
thought mach of. 
15g this time was the baliant Brauorante come, blaſphe⸗ 
ming azainlt the heau2ns, leeing that he neuer pzouzd 
Night in Greece that did not put him in doubt of thebat- 
taile: fnapp2oching, he ſuddenly gauz him a knacke croTs 
the helme, which made him goe on one ſide; not with the 
go9d grace which the place required, where were ſo many 
veholders: hee turned againſt the Pagan; and being ſo 
net re that they could no! ſtrike, they cloſed, Claridiano was 
ſo nere to the battell-are, that ſtragling with Bembo, hee 
might haus lapd hands thereon; and taking footing, hee 
roſe, finding himſelfe hard by his Uicle, foz theſe warri⸗ 
ours were ſameitme alofc, ſometime vader. The Achatan 
gaue him not ſo much leaſure; who hauing recouered his 
ſwozd, came towards the Groke : he ent to encounter 
him, beginning the battell anew. Thoſe which food by, had 
no time to talke, fearinx that in ſhn'tinx their eyes, they 
might loſe the tight of ſome notable action, wo2thpeternall 
memozp. Bg this ti me would the carefull Louer impart 
his light vato the Antipodes, hiding it from our wald, lea⸗ 
uin to vs that which his ſiſter gaue, when the foure wars 
riours (bein 3 the fl owe of Armes and bꝛauerp) were moſt 
earneſt; ſometime the Greke ſæmed fo haue the ad1an- 
tage, bn: it was ſo little and la ted ſo (mall a time, that no 
man could ſay to whether party it would incline, In like 
maner was it betwe#ne Brauorante & Lindabrides her new 
loner. But they all t@2 expecting the iſſue, when the heas 
uens began to ligyten,+x to gine (ach terrible thanderclaps, 
that no man therepzeſent could deny that he was afeard:all 
was darkened, and nothing to be ſene bu: fl1ſhes of light- 
ning, which put great feare tn thoſe valiant knights which 


beheld the battell; no man was able to ſtirre from the place 
2 where 
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where ths Earthquake had dzought him, foꝛ any thing that 
hee was able to toe. Some vikens appeared to them which 
 fonght the battell: and as thoſe clouds were paſt, the ſkies 
remained cleare, the Sun yet chewing ſome fapze ſtreames, 
as a tertaine token of his departurs. All alone re mamed 
they which had fought the battell, enely excepting Bembo 
and Brauorante, with the wounded Coriandro, Which Lu- 
pertius had carried a wap, becauſe that the Romane ſhippes 
being arrived at Piquea, dad great nave of their pꝛelenccs. 
Gualcenor faith, that bi ing fearefull of iome ili inccefle, 
bs made that enchantment to tatie away his Bembo, and 
fought ky all meanes to have done the like by the Battel- 
axe, bad wot Claridiano ſcizeb vppon it, ent of whole 
bands he ctuld not get it, by tcalen oi ihe Lerive of .therich 
1 was ofthe greateR ant ia uit ie ot any that he 
Ane. 

Ne griefe tan bee compared to that which Bem bo and 
Brauorante cancetued, le ing themietues ſet in iquea (toz 
it ſet med to them that they had tatre the better ot the bats 
fell, uu hich was the cauſe at their lozrow; thep made a thou- 
Jand comp aints of the wizard, who by all meanes ſought 
to appeaie them, tciling them the truth of the cauſe, foz 
Which hee bꝛougyt them away, u hich did {ſomewhat aps 
peaſe tt᷑em, and pzomiling them that he weuld ſet them in 
Trace, in a place were na bodp ſyouid part the battell. 
This is verie little, in reipect of that u bich Brunduſio felt, 
When pee vndetücde what bad happened in the 3ufts a- 
gain iu the Ladies; foz be woule not ot ail that day ipeake to 
bis Cauũn, bat the next day bes came ts him, laping, J 
ingw not, Untgbt, who u cuid peciumt to tetutue againe 
into my pzelence, cim ing ocercome by a wom on, à knew 


no rem on why ron ſhould call year ſclſe wp nt pyew, ling 
thou hall ſo much ſhauꝛed the repall blond of Obi. Ch 6s 
wardiy knight, is it poſſible that 3 ſhould haue the pacit nes 
to foꝛbears to put tit to death: Eut J leane it to her to doe, 


which bath bereaued the ſo much ol te fame, and wire it 
nof 
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nat fo; that, J would tceare the in a thouſand peces with 
my-otonc hands, fo2 þ (pot wherewitz thou haſl ſtained our 
wozthie linage. At the loud ſpeeches which be vſeb,in tame 
the Emperour of Rome, and the ÞP;zince of Almaine, who 
ſought to appeaſe the furious Pagan, whole eyes ſemev 
burning coles: thep had much adoe to get him from thence, 
leauing the pꝛond Coriandro ſo achamed, that a thonſand 
times he would haue killed himſelte, and but that hee was 
in hope to be feuengedAt his pleaſure, no mau tonld haue ſas 
ned his lite: But that vaine hepe did ſerue vat to pꝛolong his 
life, comming againe to loſe, in the lam e place where he had 
birne be foze ouercome. The wizard with all pofitele care 
cured them, making them whole and ſound the tourth dap, 
becauſe that on the fifth,thep were to marſhall their troppes 
to take the way towards Grecia. There were lundzie opt- 
nious among the Roma nes, about the admitting of Bembo 
foꝛ Captaine generall, foz Brũduſio being a chie fe dealer in 
the matter, would not yeld thereto: Wut fing that all the 
bigh Soldanes, and the Califa, with the great Aﬀirian 
were contented, he was the man. They cyoſe foz Captaine 
generall, the bzaue King of Fenicla,and fo2 his com panton 
the expert Ring of Zarſſa, with the King of Armenia, who 
bndertoke a heaute burthen. They began to diſpoſe of the 
Nauie, which was ſo great, that thep bad nete of Remboes 
helpe, who diulded it into thz& ſquadzons: neither of the 
wizards doth (et downe the certaine number, but Lupertio 
ſaith, that it was not ging to ceuer the Strecke ſea, There 
was no diſagrment among them, although it be ſeldome 
ſan among ſo mauy [range nations as there were aembs 
led; fo2 Beinbo pzoulded fog all with ſo good gouernment, 
thaf cuerie man knew to what Colours to repaire, ans 
what captaine to obe ot the Almaines:laing them ſo pꝛond 
and well armed, their Captaine had a great opinion, purpo- 
ſiag with them and the Achaians to make the greatest 
part ofthe warre. And comming fo bee of the mind, that it 
may. bee poſlible to cure the wounts ofthe ſoule, thire is 
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no doubt, but that he will bend his fr& necke, to the werte 
poke of Cupid, ſæ ing ſuch varietie of beautifull Dames, 
whereof, twentte excelled the faire Painceſſe of Nome; 
with the without ſecond Eufronila, the faire Siliana, anda 
liſter of Don Clariſel, whoſe beautie was wonderful, whoſe 
name was Clabela, a thilde pet not fourtene pares olde, 
whoſe Father was the mightie King of Aſſiria, who foz his 
delight bzought her with him. 

There came the faire Meliſſa of Fentcia , no lefſe faire 
then all they, and the Soplu his daughter, fifier to Toriſia- 
no, called Lelia, nething enuping at the reſt of the Ladies. 
The Emperonr of Rome, @ the Soldan of Hiquea were 
ol opinion, to put them all abozd one very faire Caricke, 

the moſt faire that euer lwamme vpon the Sea, with fiftis 
= Galltes foz their gard, and withinbw2d ſo mary Epants. 
The molt famous of ail the whole Armie, whoſe Captaine 
was the bꝛaue Fulgoſo, who was held nothing infertour to 
the bꝛaue Brauorante: In this o2der, Which was ſuch, as 
did ſomewhat aſſure them of the victozte, ſapling out at the 
great Poꝛt of Niqtiea,they take their direct courſe towards 
Grecia, with ſuch abundance of pꝛouiſion, as was neuer 
heard of. Their vopage was pꝛoſperous, foz the fenth day 
after, they artued nere S. Georges arme, u here they caſt 
anchour, whence thep ſent an hundzed Gallies foz ſcowtes, 
fodiſconer the Qauie of the Chziſttans; which was in as 
god ozder, expecting their comming, Fo2 the peerelefſe ex- 
cellent Taptaine Aſtrutio, leaning on ſhoꝛe his darely be⸗ 
loued Sirinda, had betaken himſelfe to the Sea, with whom 
went the moſt pzincipall of the Armie, vpon the newes of 
the enemies comming, ſo cenfident in his Knights, and in 
the valour of their perſons, that hee was in aſſured hope of 
god lucceſſe, and that at Sea, where the enemies held them⸗ 
ſelues ro moſt valiant.” Be made thze other (quadzens of 
his great Flæt, which was no leſle then their aduerſaries, 
but better appointed, although that therein was not lo 
much people, fo :o each of them there were foure * 
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but they were ſo greedy of battell, that they wicht thatthey 
had been moze, fo the end, that they might the better haue 
thetwen ths valour of their perſens:the eng attending, and 
the others With a determination, the next day to come in 
ſight ol the great Citie of Conftantinople, wee will leane, 
forgturne to thoſe, Which in the walkes remained vicozts 


ous, 
CHAP, XIII. 


How all thoſe Princes and valorous Dames returned to 
Conſtantinople , and what happened ynto them with a 


ſtrange Knight by the way, 


J excellent Pꝛince) wherein the thas fa- 
NA mous Pagans wers caried away by the 
meeanes ot the ſage Lupertius; Gualtcnor 
SB | (atthnow,that being aſſured of the victgs 
rie, and ſ@ing the Gyants alone dead, fog 
all their helmes, (not one remaining) 
were faken away. Entertaining with the love which tbep 
bare one to another, and being knowne wherefoze they 
came,the faire Roſamundi ſaid, J ſap now, that ſeing ws 
are ſo well backt, and with ſo valiant Bnights, it were no 
great matter to go to iquea.there to receiue our enemies. 
and although that the Logd Claramante and the Anight in 
the pello w had not come, there had ben no great danger to 
haue aduentured againſt thoſe Knights in the black, which 
Without doubt, are of the moſt valiant in the wozld , 4 with 
whom J would haue ben very glad the batfell had ben en- 
ded, which theſe men bndertaking, the bicozte would haus 
been cerfaine: and J am of opinion, that we are moze boun⸗ 
den vnto them, then to any, (&@ing they firſt came fo our aid 
in time of danger, Where pour beautie t mightie armes 
arecmployed , gallant Ladies, ſaid the diſgulled Greke, 


with ſo god a grate, as made them all affe him, there is 
5 Q 3 little 
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little need of our pꝛeſente, except to ſoy at the light of ſo high 
Cheualcy;foz when this valozous Pꝛince and J arriued in 
my conceit, the victozie was certaine, as all others will be in 
the w32!d, which chall be purchaſed by ſe vicozions hands 
as theſe, which haue ended this. whereto all owe dutie, as of 
right. All came, warliks Knight, ſaid the faire Archililo- 
ra, ( which without offence to Claridiano , was much affes 
ſtod foz his balour to this uvnknawne gallant, ſeeing what 
be had dane) thꝛongh the hope that we wers in, to haue you 
fo2 Judges of our battell, a thing which might haue aſſured 
the greateſt difficalfte in the victozie which wee atteimpted: 
And J « theſe Ladies do much deſtre to know your name, 
and of what countrey you are, it it bee no offence tg you, 
Greater would it be to me, to fall into your diſgrace, by not 
diſcouering it, ſaid Claridiano, then that, which J ould re⸗ 
ceiue, by vttering it. In this maner, it wiil be fs your ad⸗ 
uantage, (quoth the Qucene) in ſtead of not offending vs, 
and at the point to dsmaund it ot you by battell,to make vs 
beholding vnte pou fo2 your courteſie. It is ſo long ſtace, 
anſwered the Greke, (glad to ſ@himſeife fo ſought vnto by 
ſuch Pꝛinceſſes, which were ſo and the ſame in beautfte) 
that à haue bæne without any will,foz that ſacrificedit to 
JL. adics, that it is not meritozions to peeld new obedience, 
ſæing that ſo loug ſince 3 haue giuen my ſelfe in ſecrifice. 
Mp Countrepis in the confines of Scithia Liuia, foz it 
were not cenuenient that a Bnightof anp other coantrep 
Hoaldbeenterfatned with ſach cruelite; ſometimes J haue 
bene called ths night of Crueltie, but nom (wherein they 
haue hit right) the Ladies Knight, foz the pictures which J 
beare in the middeſt of mp ſhield, enduring onelp the cruel⸗ 
tic, which ſo much (ozmenteth mp ſoule, which hath bene 
of ſuch power, that the Ladies hane had a deſire cncly to 
helpe me, and my heart herewith endureth new tozments. 
Pcu haue plainclp told vs (Sir Anigbt) quoth the beauti⸗ 
ful QAutene, that which theſe Ladies did defire to know; and 
making ſhew of Lag obedience , you haue told vs = 
then 
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lden Wee did aſke, Let not rour beautie wonder hcreat, 
quoth Roſamundi, lo no man is t:ounded by Copids band, 
which doth not pzeſcrifty publich it, fo qualiſte their faith, 
Which the Callants now adaxes take foz a cuficn.e, when 
their &1flrefics ve them a little vnkindly: there is no it a⸗ 
ſon, (why they &6uld complaine of the m, fog if they be ato- 
red, their viſfancur were lin fo ttt Gallant , to whem ſhes 
TEldeth : but in their con plaints, they ſhi w tht mlelues ex» 
teiſiut ly grit ur d. Þ of all tte we2lditey be ſire eaſe of the ir 
Wounds, But betauſe this Ki:tght. bail not ſap, that in 
Erete lick crueltie ie vet, as in dis Countter, à here cffcr 
mp perſon, tc vie all n:eancs to tokt away that lozrewiull 
- device; fe2 it is not expitient te beate it in Grate; foz it is 
here cferſ:ine lo the Ladies, which delight in pitie, and ſo 
would they, that thoſe ſhould be, n heme they loue. And in 
hope ts ſe bim well, laid the laute Al ctuſili ra, tue ty eche ona 
ot vs that haue nette him, hail do her beſt to ti mſoꝛt dim. 
It is verp reaſonable, ſaid Claridiane, hat hee comming to 
our luccours ſhould be by vs eaſed of his gtie te, in riquitall 
of his god will Pls gric te frem hencelczth, (aid the faire 
Sarmatia ſhait be very little, if it pleaſe you to remoue it:ſoʒ· 
if vou be ol power to cauſe it, you may farre better eaſe it. 
Ft is ſo coniopned With my life , ſaie the excelicn: Painte, 
that the taking awsp of the one, would bert aue ne of the 
other: and iufly to eu me ſuch a fauour as this is, with 
lefle then my life, it cannot be regnited. Hoss, { erccilent 
Ladice)in my griefe remaineth my life ; foz the faithfull {o- 
ner, in middeſt thereof, is encotiraged, making his.tozment 
eaſte, with the enely naming of the cauſe therecf. 4 b ould 
not foz any thing inthe wozld, laid the faire Arcluſilora, 
that you ſhculd ſo lightly regard ſo great ged will, as that, 
which theſe Ladies and J haue effred you. Faire Quene, 
ſaid the ſecure Louer, J confeffe myerreur,and to haue de⸗ 
ſerued your diſgrace, but J came to theſe warres with ſuch 
defire to dee you ſcruite, p J determined not to be cured:to3 
Fam baniſhed in moſt rage maner, be ing to accdpitth y

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baniſh mat in Geacka; an) but fo) her ſaks which raleth 
my 7 would take it ſoz afauonc,ſeing the graces which

w uthe to be pirdo ie, an) we are ſoꝛrę fa2 him (quoth Ro- 
ſam undi) ſeeiag that ik he deſtre ko lius, it is onelp to doe vs 
ſeruice. Af it were not fo that, gallant da mes, ſaid p Greeke, 
wald rid my ſelfe (hereof, bat J haue therein ſetled this 
hope, that Ichauld here find ſame bodie, which would bee 
ſozie fo2 my ill happ2, About this matter th3ſe faire Ladies 
rob: oiſcourãng, well pleaſed with the Knight of Liuta his 
gentle canuerſation, a1dno leTe were all thoſe high Þztn- 
ces, fo2 the baloar which thep h fie anderperimented 
in him: the night they piſſed with ſw ate diſcourſes, that al⸗ 
thong the t hid Ladies, And their being in compante with 
tbeir huſoands, dizrefrain? them from diſcourſing of lone 
mitters, pet they delighted to rekreſh their memozie, with 
talking ofp m pleſing time of their whole life. Foz neuer 

man loued wel which liued not in loue: fo; by loutng, knights 
arepurifted, the become franke, liberall, valiant, and hes 
which wis the molt carelefe, becomm2th molt careful. Jn 
no part diſcretion holdeth ſa dus p2opoztion, as betwæne 

lagers,and neuer was there anp honourable end of warres, 

tfloue were not the ground thereof. Foz loue, gallants at- 

fem2t doubtfall enterpuſes, making them eaſte with this 
ſayinx, Py Lie will tak? pleaſure the in: and to pꝛocure 

her contentment , in exchange ok his own: ſoule, is to pur⸗ 
chaſe a nꝛwlife, new Jewels of loue, ſufficient to gine life 

to him that ſaloneth: and to conclude, Plato ſaith, that there 
is no god where is no lone. 

The valozous Claridiano entertained the fafre Ladies, 
and gallant pouthes, with diſcreets diſcourſe s, vntil the gol- 
den loner ſhzwed himſelfe beautifpingtheearth , at whoſe 
comming, all on ho;ſebacke toke their way e 

tie, 
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Citie, highly cxfolling the valiancie of the two Pagans: 
they all came fo the place where they were which had the 
gard of the Towze in the ſea, the affer-nones Heate they 
palt in a groue of Poplars, 4 againe faking their ſhozt way, 
vntill about two ofthe clock in the night, vnder a high Pine 
tre, they ſaw a night laid all along on the ground, whole 
tonſtitution was pleaſing to them all, hee was armed with 
blew, ſet with many Starres of gold, with ſo many pꝛeci⸗ 
ous ſtents of ſuch woꝛth, thatthey could not bee valued, 
who ſer ing ſo many comming on hozlebacke, roſe vp, and 
buckling on a rich Helmet, he lightip leapt vpon his hozſe, 
being capariſoned ef the ſame colour that his armour was, 
on his Caſke he woze a moſt faire plume ſet with Spangles 
ok gold, hee had one ofthe moſt rich fhields of the world. In 
the middeſt whercof which was of blew, he bare god Mars, 
and cloſe by him his Venus, with ſeucrall crownes in her 
hands, as though ſh gaue them to a Baight which kne&lcd 
at her fete, with this Mot: 
For thy worth and beautie, 
Receiue this fauour, 
Worthie thy valour, 

They toke great pleaſure fo behold his gadſy perſonage, 
and much moꝛe, that with bis Launce in his hand hee came 
towords them, they all imagined that he would (uT. Ik it be 
no other wiſe, ſaid Roſamundi, it falleth to our lot to begin, 
ſe ing we haue giuen the occaſion to ſeek vs. No body gain. 
ſaid it, ſeeing it was ns great adnenfure;and ſo by that time 
that this galtant was come, they had taken their weapons, 
who thewing courteſte lifting vp his Beuer, diſcsuered the 
belt fauoured face in all the Pagans conntrie, and ſatd, y 
lot, valoꝛous Knights hath bens ſo god to met vou in this 
place, that J cannot complaine of foztune, ſaing ſh bath 
ſet befoze mine "eu what J moſt veſired to ſee. J doe not tel 
dou my Countris, valo2zous companie, being ſo remote, 
nsither my name, becauſe there will be (mall notice of et 


of 
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of knight$od, ſrom the hands of a moſt mightie warriour, 
who told me that if J made haſte, I ſhould find here all the 
beſt of Crace, Jdeſiredhim to tell me his name, in requi⸗ 
tall of which faucur, 3 weuld bee readie to doe him ſeruice 
all the dapes of my life, foz his valcur deſcrueth it. He told 
me that hee is called Bembo, and that 7 ſhould tell the 
Knights, with whome hee here had fought the battell, that 
they ſhould pardon him loz not ending it, and that there 
(ould not want time noz place thereto. Yee told nice ſo 
much of your fo2ce, and made me ſo deſirous, that J purpo- 
ſed, if it ſhall not be offenſiue, to deſire fo fuſt with ſome of 
thoſe which here tome: J know it a great bolt ne ſſe, being 
the firſt time, pct is it a ſatiſfaction, although J loſe, to haue 
iuſted with warricurs of ſo great fame. 

The dilcrete behauiour ot him in the blew, gaue great 
delight to all, and ſo the gallant Roſamundi anſwered him, 
thinking with her (elfe, that ſhee had neuer in all her lite 
ſenca gallanter night, except the Greeke Pzinces , foz 
they were bo;ne to bee the wonder ok the world. J would 
that of your part ſome harder matter to be done, had ben re⸗ 
guired, tothe end that you might haue ſeene of what power 
in Græce, the controuerſie is which pou haue vieo, and 
ſeeing it is but to iuſt, and to pzooue the flxength of pour 
arme, let be as it ſhall pleaſe pou, cſt@ming (accozding to 
reaſon) her courtecus anſwere. The young gallant turned 
with ſo good a geſture, that hee made the great Alphebus 
ſay, I cuer beleue me, if theſe tus be not wozth the ſee⸗ 
ing, fo2 ne thinketh that this ranger is locked faſt in his 
Saddle. Of the ſame opinion were all the ref, expecting 
what would follow. 

It is not to bee rcconnted, molt excellent and wozthie 
Dames, without haning recourſe fo2 aide to your beau- 
ties, fo2 ſuch a thing is not to bee ſolemnized, but by him, 
who bath twiſe bozne the Lawzell: foz the Eagle flpeth no 
ſwifter after her pꝛap, then theſe two rare perſons in va⸗ 
Jour departed, The LAVIE (molt excellent Lozd) had a bet⸗

ter hozle then any of thoſe which compaſle the heauens, and 
ſo they toyned ſwifter then thought: neither of them mift in 


the incounter; the Ladies was ſuch as would haue ouer⸗ 


thzowne a rocke, but could not the young man; foz on ho2ſ- 
backe few excelled him, none amony ; Mooꝛes, yet ſome⸗ 
thing hee bent back wards. But the gallant Ladie loſing 
hoth her ſtirrops and the reines, was deiuen to take hold of 
ger ſwift hozſes neck: they all doubted moꝛe then befoze, of 
the ſucceſſe,ſceing the faire Ladie in ſuch cale at the firſi en⸗ 
counter. In her place entred the faire Qutene of Lira, ſen⸗ 
ding anew Launce to the poung Gallant. The ſage Lir- 
gandeo paſſeth ener all theſe encounters, ſaying, that in 
none of them hee had the wozſe: hee advaunced htmſelfe 
farther; and ouerthzewe the Pꝛinces of Tharſis, both the 
father and the ſonne, and the bzaue Captaine Ariſtoldo, he 

was likely to haue bought to the ſame pꝛedicament. 
Finally, notwithſtanding that the bꝛaue ori nundo, 
his warlike ſöne vndertoke the charge; pet he loſt no groũd, 
noꝛ any part of his honour, Alone remained the Emperouc 
Alphebus; who would not tuft, becauſe there ſhould want 
no laũces foz Don Heleno, Roſabel, Claramante, and Cla- 
ridiano; foure of p beſt Knights vpõ the earth. The Paince 
of Hungarie had ſcarcely ended his cout ſe, whe, with an ex⸗ 
tellent ſwiftnefſe ſhe Dacian began y carriere:he could not 
haue wone much hono2,aithough he had overcome þ ſträge 
Callat: fo2 5 he had already run ſixt&ne courſes againſt þ 
moſt mighty knights, who without any Hew of wearines, 
came againſt y Dacian. The raging ſea maketh no greater 
noiſe, perſecuting the ſhippes readie to wꝛacke, then 
theſe two moſt famous warriours made at their enccunter 
in the middeſt of their carriere:there was neuer ſcene any 
better encounter in Greece: fo2 the greedie Dacian ſmote 
him lome hat lowe, and fo the blowe was nothing ſight- 
ly, and withall, hee made bim make the foutet bending 
backwards, that hee had made in all the reſt of his cour⸗ 
les heloze, g was faine to let go the reynes out of his hands, 
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and fo kepe the Saddle, hee le ized on the hozſe necke, hee 
encountred Don Hcleno in the mitft of the ſhield, and be⸗ 
ing vnable to pierte it, by reaſon of the molt fine temper 
thereof he ſhozked. with the Pelme with ſuch fozce, as made 
him foꝛget himſelfe, hee was ſo angrie fo2 this encounter, 
that had not the Uraunger had equitie on his ſide, the bat⸗ 
tell had paſt at outraunce.Pou would not beleene how thoſe 
which dd by did wonder, ſ&ing the great ſtrength ofthe - 
LAntght with the Starres without taping, that Claraman- 
te 03 Koſabel ſhould doe it, the vnknowne Greke toke the 
matter in hand, puriſying his valour in his Ladies face. 
The lparklesfliie not ſo thicke from Vulcans Anuile, as 
from theſe two famous warriours Yelmets, either knows 
ing the others courage. He in the blew encountred the va⸗ 
tiant Clatidiauo, in the middeſt of the ſlrong bzeft, but as in 
that place lone onely did pꝛedeminate, ſoit could not reccius 
any further wounds from any other hand, heſmote him ſo 
ſurtouſly , ſhincring his Launce into ſmall ſplinters, as 
made him loſe one cf his Stirrops, and make ſuch a backs 
ward bending, as was ſtrange to that young gallant ; Al- 
chiſiloraes louer got not much by his flerce encounter, Which 
might haue (et him on the greene fie ld: and had hee met him 
in the beginning ofthe Julls, bee had not eſcaped ſo good 
cheape, but being wearie, it was no great matter to ouer⸗ 
beare him, with the Saddle betwene his legges. In fatrs 
greater eſtimation from thenceſcozth was thi Anight held 
with the Ladies, then belozc, ſœ ing that he had ended that, 
which all they cculd nut dee, which were in all things ſo 
bighip extolle v: at an inſtant he againe fitted his loſl Sad⸗ 
dle, and with a verie geod tcountenante aſking pardon 
of them all, (although ſomc whet alhamed) hee tooke his 
leaue of the Pzinces, Gualtenor Toth not declare the name 
of this Knight,neither whole ſonne he was, leauing it fo the 
fourth part of this fameus Hiltozie , Dnely hes ſaith, 
that hee was the famous com petite: to the houſe of Tar⸗ 
taria , untill that a kinſemen which her knewe therein, 
theuld 
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Keuld cenclude the elt ome peace , but firſt hee ſhonle 
coner the field with dead bedies, all cauſed thzevgh the 
leue foaGreeke Ladie: Pee vid not a little in the behalfe 
ef the Pagans in the field battell, whoſe ages the ſage doth 
not alittle commend. All thoſe Lozds were much atfe de 
vnto him, although the meſt of them did dere to come to 
fingle combate with him. 

If the Peuth had been aduertiſed thereof, he weuld 
not have relulsd it, aithough againſt Mars himicliie; 
foz in the wozld was not kncwnea pꝛeuder peung man, 
and this made bim to attempt great matters, wherein hes 
alu aycs bare the fame of warlike. In diſcourũng of his vas 
liancie,thcſc Painces arriucd at the Citie, where they u tre 
by all men expected, with ſome deubt ef ſome danger that 
might haue happened vnto them, tut kne wing what pad 
paſſed, all was turned into mirtg. 

The noble Ire bat ius entertaining the valozous Ladics, 
ſaid, J would not faire Ladies, that peu ſhould ſoeft@nie 
the honour ol Greece , that you ſhould therefoze put our 
ſelves in ſuch apparant danger. 

There was none (noble Emperour) anſwered A rchiſi- 
lors, ith it was fo2 your ſernice , eſpectailythis Knight bes 
ing there, pointing to the Knight with the Ladies, who ſoz 
vis valour may be compared with Mars: the reft affirming 
the ſame, it gaue occaſionto the Emperour to embꝛate him 
with as great affecion;, as if he hatknowne him to daug 
been his dere nephew, All the faire Ladics beiowed on 
him new fanonrs, hauing heard of the valeur of his perſon: 
By generall pzoclamation it was cemmaunded, that all 
thould otey hun as a Grteke Piincethe lay with his beleued 
Uncle: the wozld neuer knew two which loved ſo dærelp: 
they were deulſing together, when into the hall thetecame 
twoKnightsfromthebzane A ſtruſio, aduertiſing the com⸗ 
ming ef ite ene mies armie, and how that ( witheut doubt) 
the next day they wold be in fight of Conſtantinople. They 

all put theguclues-in armes, euerie one repaſring io his 
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charge. Then the Captaine generall appointed the valo- 
Tous Troiane fo gard the Citie, with all the Pacedonians, 
and thoſe which he had bꝛought out o? Theſſalia with him, 
in 8 in hardeſt matters hee might boldly repoſe his 
truſt. 

To the warlike Zilo with his troupes, which be bꝛought 
ont of Frigia, they recommended the arreregard, as a

The Captaine General! reſerued all the Spaniards and 
bis owe countrey men fo; apdes, with which he did (ach 
wonders, that hee thereby purchaſed eternall kame: as in

But in concluſion, any errour whatſoever , beeing of

It was, when the Sunne ſpꝛeading his beames over the 
earth, haſtening his journey, gave light to the Sentinels 
to diſcouer the Qauie of the Pzinces, their enemies. 

Open vnto me, O ſacred Pulſes, your fountaine, to the 

ende, that I may d;aw from thence , anew flile and fitte 
ſp&ches , woꝛthe to be vſed in numbzing the huge armis 
which came in that Flet:fo2 therein were Coꝛuates, Sla- 
uonians, Eulgarians , Tranſiluanians, with the bold 
Thꝛacians and famous Aſlyztans; there failed not the &a- 
razins, noꝛ baliant Africanes:foz the greateli part of As 
and Africa; conſpired together againſt Grecia. 
The Liovsbellwas rung, but the mol apparant ſigns 
was ginen in Venus Caſlell: there remained no man with- 
in the Citie, that was able to beare armes: foz matſhalled 
in very god o2der , they ſallted out to the battell, yea, euen 
the beſt ofthe Ereke Nation went fozth; 

All the The ſſalonians, Pacedontans, oll the Magenti⸗ 
ans and Yungarians, with the ancient Bohemians, made 
a ſtand. 

On the one ſide, in tompanies with their colours, (foz 
ſo the great Capeaine would haue it) were the ancient Opa⸗ 
niards, with the painclpall of their Countrey. There re- 


matned neuer a Pzincein Grete; foz that pꝛeſent and be⸗ 


foe,he ranged his battels after this maner. 
Foz with the Emperour Trebatius, who had fo2 his 


Gard twentie Knights, which were of his chamber, with 
the famous Gyants; Brand «oe Bramidoro, and the faire 
Tifereo, with Roſacler and his tonne the gallant; Roſabel, 
(and diuers other Gallants,of the moſt valiant and chollett 
men of his Countrex, that _ to this ſeruice) were aboue 
4 ths 
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thꝛer hundꝛed thonland men; a ſhew wozth the ſight: with 
all the Flowze of Fraunce, of Denmarke, and Apulia, 


went the bꝛaue Don Helenoconmaunding that ſquadzon: 


bis friend Toriſmundo held himcampany, with the Pzin⸗ 
tes of Tharſis and Argentaria ; on the one five went the 
faire Roſamundi; Polidolfoheld the third place, with all 
the Soldiers of his countrey, which were very many, and 
well armed. All the Poztugals kept him company, & great 
part of the Perſlans. | 4. 

The fourth degree fell fo the valiant Perſiano; wherein 
he commaunded all the Babilontans and Perſlans, which 
were without number, Mith the reſt of the Campe remai⸗ 
ned the Emperour Alphebus, with all thoſe of Trapiſonda 
and Lira, much pzactiſed in the warres. There were ne- 
uer ſeene tronps better ozdzed, noz Captaine that better 
pꝛouided fo; all poynts : hee was gallantly apparelled all 
in colours, with rich furnlture of the ſame: foz they (ay, 
the fight of the Generall contenteth the people: hee made 
the m ſpʒead all along the coaſt, opening their rancks:iu the 
middle (foz their greater honour) went the Flowze of all 
humane might, Claramante, Archiſilora, g the bnknowne 
Greeke, twelue Spanpards, and as many Antiochians. 
Being dzawne neere to the ſea fide, and in ſight of the cnev 
mies fleꝛte, which comming neere the Poꝛt, dzew them- 
ſelues together vpon the top of a little htllock, with dis 
Beuer vp, he vtteres this ozation:

IT hath pleaſed him (valorous Princes and excellent 

Knights) which hath formed the mould of the whole 
werld, this day to put the Greeke valourin theſe ſpacious 
fields; to the end that the world may know the force of your 
armes: In praiſe whereof I would i ſome ſpeaches, but 
that the neceſſitie of the time doth ſotce mee to be briefe. 


Onely this I would call to memorie: The royall blood from

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whence we are deſcended; and that we haue a cauſe in hand 
which may be for out aduantaga The lot is already caſt, and 
the deſtinies haue pgemitted it, that at eaſe wee may ſee our 
ſelues (not — 4 with enemies) for, that your noble 
hearts could not endure: But at the pon to let vs vnder- 
ſtand, that wee defend our Cguatrie with the edge of our 

ſwords, I ſpeake to my Knights: for to returne to our Coun- 
trie it is impoſtible, except we ouercome, or loſe our liues. 
And ſo ſeeing the Greekes themſelues haue choſen and cal- 
led vs to their aide, conſider that it is honour to die to ad- 
uance theirs! our enemies exceed ys in nu nber, and we ex- 
cell them in valour and courage; equitie is on aur ſide, and 

we ſhall haue as firme ground to fight vpon as they: There 
reſteth nothing but to fight with diſcretion, for that, ind rea- 
dineſſe to be commaunded, maketh the moſt doubtfull en- 
terpriſes, eaſie: neuer any nation made but one Generall, 
vnder whoſe commaund an Armie(beit neuer ſo great) is 
to be gouerned, attributing to him the glory of the conqueſt, 
or the diſhonour of being ouercome. This I haue ſaid in 
regard of mine honour, and of the Office vhich you haue 
beſtowed vpon mee} tor fighting in order, and vpon firme 

land, and the enemies in the water, it they ſhould get any 

thing vpon vs, we ſhould loſe the hope of any good ſusceſſe: 

as for me, it ſhall be glorie to liue or die in your ſeruice: and 

there is no more to bee ſaid, but to march forwards hicher 


victorie ſhall call vs.

dings of Dummes an) Trumpets, the neighing of hoꝛſes, 
t the denices of the Commanders; which to doſcribe, requi⸗ 
reth an elog enter tongue, m2 riper wit then mine. Allthe 
= - D Ladies 
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Ladies were put into Venus Caſtell, which ſtwd towards 
the Seu, ſrom whence, (Mie with ſighes beheld their Lo⸗ 
uers, pꝛaxing ts God to ſaue their lives : they which could 
doe it, bid publikely giue them ſkar fes 8nd fauours, the bet- 
ter to encourage them to aduenture their lues foz them, Al- 
ready was themightie A ſtruſio on the &hozes ſide, who 
leaping into a Friggot, went to the Emperour, reciting to 
him all that paſicd, and how nu re they wers to the enemies 
Fleet: Whcrefoze it pcur Patell ie pleaſe, commaund 
what people pcu like ot, to enter into ibis Sbip No pall, 
with you foꝛ vcur Gard: fox wee are in readine ile, toz the 
molt memo2able battell, that bath bene fought vpon the 
Sea, where, it fo2tune be our friend, they ſhall dearely buy 
their comming, although J aflure you , that Xerxes Flæte 
was but ſmall, in compariſon to that which now com- 
nieth: Brit haue ſo great confidence in the valour ot yenr 
ſouldiers, and in mine owne deſtre to fight with them, that 
J doubt not, but that we ſhall ende it with honour, 

Do, valoꝛous Captaine, in all, as to you ſhali lame god, 
anſwered the noble Emperour; to2 neither now, nos at any 
other time, none thall reſiſt your aꝛder. 

Pzcicntly he embarked with the company afozeſald : all 
the Painces Which remained, rcpalred to their Cailies, 
where it was a {hing wosth the (&ing, to behold ſo many 
Gallies together, ſo manp ſtandardes, ſo many flagges, 
ure amers, and penons, ſuch thundzing of ©3dinance ; the 
bzightneſſe of the armoeure did lo gliſter, that it beat backe 
A pollocs gliſtering beames: the valiant Watriours mate 
{9 faire a ch en the toppes of the popes, as gale god 
hope-of victogie: and ſopcuig put in tome of a Creſcent o2 
balic Pune, they beganne ta make tounrds the enen ies 
Fleic ,. the waich they diſcouered in ozder, vering in tze 
wide Sea, holding their died courſe towards Conftanti- 
nople, with reſolution (although there were aniong them 
many opitlons) to Miuny the Mayne et ap koꝛce 
of armes, 20; HC ISR DE ©. 3 Ds 0459; 4 
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The deũre which the Ladies had to be en land, did mone 
them thereto : and ſo the two Nautes came fo encounter, 
where they diicharged ſundzy Cannon Yotte, in token that 
they ſhonldcharge, The mightie Attruiio had in the vau⸗ 
ward of his Flet, fiftte great Bꝛigandines, which had no 
other commiNton, but on the one and other ſidc, to diſcharge 
great Cannon ſhot, which put the valozous Taptame in gad 
hope. The valozous Thebane, with an hundzed Gailies, 
gaue many ſudden aſſaults, and was euer in readine ſie, to 
giue aid where need was: the batte ll being toyned, the Sica 
waxed calme . Oh, who had euer ſeene ſo vnhappp a dap, 
when almoſt all was betwene the water, and the flaming 
fire | the noyſe of the ſhotte bereaued man of their hearing, 
with ſuch furie, that all the wozld ſ&med to ſhake ; foz the 
ſmoke, the fire, the noiſe of pzows and bzoken maſtes „the 
tallings, cryings , and ſundzie noiſes, made a coniuſion; 
Priamus bis Citie did not make lo great a fire, neither were 
there ſo many bzaue [wozds dzawne, nepther with ſach 
ſped and noiſe, as theſe two Nauies made, the one Gewing 
fo the other.the valour of their (ouldiers. A thonſand maſts 
were bꝛoken in pleces, their high carued wozkes ſwamme 
vpon the water: it ſcemed, that the water, the fire, and the 
winde, had concluded a peace, whoſe effect was ſo fcareſull, 
that the ſea was on fire, as if heauen and earth would come 
together: the;undzy deaths which were giuen that dap, ny 
lender wit is not able to expꝛeſſe, neither would the great 
confuſion which was therein, giue place to a man, although 
he had Argus epe s, to ſæ the particular encoũters:foz aiter 
the furie of the Oꝛdinante was paſt. they came ſo nere as to 
ſtrike with their [wozds, they were ſo n&re on bord, 
wbere, with much ſhedding ol bid, and many deadly 
wounds, were made many bꝛaue aſſaults. 

In this moſt crueil. battell, death (which daunteth the 
ffouteſt) was not of po wer to diccourage them, oʒ put them 
in feare, foꝛ no man refuſed any labour 02 perill, although 
he law the Cinon bent agatadt his bꝛect: theg entret bythe

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pꝛowes, the pwpe , and on the ſides, with inch reſolution, 
that they ſ&med to th;eaten Mars himſclfe fitting in his 
Thzone. Manp falling into the Sea were dzotrned, the 
de fire of cuertomm ing, wherewith they entred, nothing a⸗ 
uailing them:there was no plate void, ſoz hee is whom foz- 
tune had granted life, was in ſuch teadine ſle, as that hee 
would not allow any plate to bee without a ſoulster; ſome 
were ſo deſperately bold, fearing neither üre, water, noz 
ſwo2d, that in ſtead of to die killing, they leapt into thc ene⸗ 
mies velleis. 

Who weuld not feare bat the wozld would haue come 
to ruine, to læ ſo mary men vnder foztunes power? The 
Sunne, bcing ülriken with feare, cauſed thzough the üght 
ok this battel, withdzew his beames: cnelp fierce Mars bare 
ſway in this batt til, accompanied with Ie ſiphon g Alecto. 
There was nothing apozd the Callies, but ſerued to ſome 
vſe; koꝛ ita ſouldier miſt his pike, he would take a bancke, 
and he which wanted both, would take a ſlaues chapne, tas 
King pleaſure in pꝛeſenting their fierce bodies to the ene⸗ 
mie. Pan were fo impatient, that fo2getting their 
ſwoꝛds, thep fought with their fiſts:ſome defiring toſwim, 
are euer whelmed with wanes, others flying the water, are 
conſumed with the fire, others dying with honour, had their 
heads Uriken off: ſome pꝛolonged their life without armes, 
being glad, in hope fo ſe ſome tuT reuenge: others which 
neuer could ſwim in their lues there learned it, by ſe king 
meanes to be able toonercome, The cruel laughter, which 
the fiktie great Bꝛtgandmes did make, was that which did 
aſſure the vicozie;foz charging with a terrible boldneſſe, ſha 
ting bullets, and caſting balles of wilde fire, euerp where 
they made a mo2tall laughtcr. 

An the ende, in came the mightte A ſtruſio his ſhip ropall, 
as Admirall, in whoſe pope, (in Mars his colours,) was the 
noble Cmperoz Trebatius, compaſſed with his Royal gard, 


who ſe&ing the Admirall of the enemies, with a veryreſos 
I 


ute minde, made towards her. 
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J know not whether 5 ho which was bozne in antun, 
tould particularize this battaile: foz,comming to ioyns the 
iron ſpartes ol the one Galley with the other, O Bembo, 
who had ſæne thee compalled with ſo valiant people! Foz 
with him were thoſe fine, which were bzed vp in the fozre 
of lone: and ſuſt with him, was the mightie Ariftoldo :; 
who was very ſozrowfull , becauſe his ſifler Rolamundi 
was turned Chziftitan; who being meze mighty then Mars, 
ſtood cloſſe by the valiant Bembo. There were few in that 
ſhip but great Giants. either one no2 other could pꝛeuaile 
againſt the Grgke power : fo2 the noble Empercur T rcba» 
eius,{cetting ſocte within boozd; put himſelfe in the thickeff 
of them, plaxnely manifeũ ing the videzie. Pis valiant 
boldngefle was like to haue cofi him his life; fozat his ens 
tring, they gauehim together foure ſuch blowes, that any 
one of them was ſufficient to haue ſhinercdarocke : thep 
bzought him on his kn». Lopertius in this place is not to 
be bel&ued, who ſaith, that they laydhim all along, That 
which Gualtenor ſaith, ſeemeth to help him, who taith,that 
giuing an cutfcry, his deare ſennes and nephe ws leapt a⸗ 
booꝛd in his defence: Where it was no ſmall matter tpat 
Roſabel did, finding befoze him the Bing of the Giants 
land; who was hee which had wounded his Craundfather 
the Emperour : hee (mote him troſſe the ſhoulders; thers 
was no defence againſt his arme in the deuble plates of 
ſleele, but that the mightie A chaian, opening a large pals 
ſage to his entrailes, felled him de tone at his fate. 

The noble Roſacler was not Without care; who perfoz- 
med moſt ſtrange x feareſtill exployts, haffcning the foztu⸗ 
nate ſucce ſſe. 

The Roſin, the Pitch, the Dkam, and the Towe, 
Which tooke cngfire, was that, which did moſt hurt, as 
was well ſeene by experience: foz the mightie Aſtrufio 
hating cauſed foure oz fire of his Galleys tolay her aboozd, 
the fire was lo great that they thzewe into her, and the 
Poſte ſuch wherewith'they allarled her,that cher pzeſontly

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| began to burne in a light flame. Death was not there fea⸗ 
. red; but pet ſceing be foze their eyes ſo manifeſt danger,

The warlike Cauſe lio (as angrie as a waſpe) taking 
the Sonldans part, would needes be reuthiged, who in the 
Empire was the next that (acceded the dead Sauldan. 

Fozjune was heere fauourable vnto him, reſttung him 
toꝛ greatet daungers: foz although hee ſe t inta the pandes 
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of Claridiano, vet he could not, aliheugb bee pꝛoturet it, acs 
companie bis hongeurable Couſin in his death but yet bee 
was ſtretcht out vpen the Pafches,m oztally wou ted, very 
nee re vnto the death: hee weuld haue leapt abooꝛt ber, crys 
ing, Grecia, and had done it, and gottin the Caliey, vad 
not there come in his netcke a mightic Caleen to telcue the 
Wounded peuth. 

Hercin did the Or@ke execute his ragt: fez in deſpight 
of tboſe which came the rem, he leapt ab wat, and pzcleniiy 
the thze Which followed him. 

The fight in no plate in all the whole armic has meze 
cruell, then aboꝛd this Galley, neither were there halle (0 
many flaine men found elſew here in that battel: fc it theſe 
foure met but with ne ner lo little rel ance, they reteubied 
their valour. 

To theloſſe of many lines they gat the Standerd ſull at 
the inſtant when Don Hele no affatled the Abu. irall cf the 
Romanes,foz he had long bene about it The futtovs Lady 
adnanced her ſelfe fozwards,being veris angrie, ſo; the de⸗ 
fiance which they had ſent her huſband. The firſt that was 
met, was the firong Brunduſio, who ſ&cing the armes of 
Dacia'waning in the maine top, hee peeſentip imagined 
what it was, and to be that which he defired: hee made all 
baſte with his Galley to come aboꝛd the mightie Dacian. 
The Pwzes Galley came manned with ſo god Knights, 
and (8 wartike and mughtis Giants, Abgt hers the battell 
was moſt obſl inate ly maintained. Ahs warlike Pagan fell 
into the E adies hands, with whome we began luch a dur, 
and with luch valour, as made them all to wonder; che had 
the aduantage about all that followed the wartes: fo there 
was not a:klowthat ſhes gane, but did cut iheir at mours 
clean those e, and moſt commenty-the fleſh. withall. 
15y-reaſon beeredi, the Pagan, notwithflanving that hs 
wcre-knowne to bee ons of the moſt dt rong, and valiant 
in the army, vet was hee ſo hardly be ſet bp his aduers 


lariaas, that bce-was-batheo all ouer in his owne ap: but

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that was not ſufficient fo make him giue backe, neither 
was there in him any point of cowardize, but deferring his 
truell deſtinie, he fought like a valiant Captaine.

Ched in Turkich blood: notwithſtand ing all this, thep had 
hardly eſcaped, but that the warlike Zoilus came fo their 
ad, with his (quavzon of Galeons, appointedonely to peld 
alliſt ance, where greateſt nd required : hee came in, hur- 
ling ſo much artiſtciall fire, and that with ſuch ſwiftnelle, 
that hee thereby reſcued the beaten Galler: which beeing 
there with ligytened, charged ſo the Romane Admirall,thae 
the e had alme ᷑ taken her, when the warlike Lindauro ar- 
rined, whom the Dacian deadly hated:ſpᷣe (ef the Romane af 
libertie, but not with ſuch eaſe, but that hee firſt had ſome 
tate of his enemies valour. There was a huge noiſe in 
that ſquadzon, wherein the mightis Alphebus Was, in com⸗ 
pany with his Claridiaa a; and ofthe CTroiane Oriſtides, and 
his faire Sarmat#whitch was, that hauing anuentured far, 
coueting fo take the Admirall of Miquea, thep were enelo⸗ 
led witz abone twentie Gallies, holding them in ſuch dans 
ger, that if there had not bene therein ſach people as there 
were, the had Without doubt ben taken t but the moſt 
ſtrong Liſarte with his daintie ſonne, kept all the one fide, 
which did ſome what appeaſe the battell, 'Thers were neuer 

fene maze sruell blowes , then were giuen here: fo2 the 
mightis Emperouc, holding bis valour foznothing worth, 
to ſe himiſelt fo tompaſled about, gaus neuer a 1 — 
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bereaued not ſome one of his lite; ſo as the Sea was full of 
dead carkaſſes, the ene mies were ſo many, that thep nener 
miſt ten oz an hundzed; foz pꝛeſently there came ſo many 
lreſh men in their places, and of ours neuer a one: they had 
now no hope to depart from thence, fo2 it ſeemed impoſſible, 
ſeeing their great valoz, to do py which they intended, which 
was, fo take their Dtanderd. Afreſh cane the kurtous 
Kntght of Epire, who was accounted fo; one of the moſt 
lamaus, he was much in loue with the faire Liſians, Where⸗ 
foze his doings were to be noted: he came in a very high car- 
ued ſhip, he thought to haue caried all, at the firſt charge; 
but he found ſuch company withinboꝛd, as was the flower 
ol Theualrie; who came to iopne with thelouing $@ze:be- 
koze that he could take fœt ing, as a valiant man, foz indeed 
hs was one, the Empergur Alphebus gaue him ſo ſound a 
knocke, vpon the top of the Helme, that he made htm ſet his 
bands and ku tes both to the ground: he wis ſcarcely riſcn 
vpon his ft, when with athzuſt, hee fet him faſter then as 
pace, out of the Galleꝑʒ he would haue followed him, had it 
not beene fo2 feare to abandon his Gallep, being in ſuch dans 
ger: there came a Gpant (to his otone hurt) to ſ&ke reuenge, 
but befoze that he could diſcharge one blow , Claridia na had 
left him ar meleſſe, being deſiroũs to haſten his death, ſher 
tame to the ſhips ſide, where, with a thznff ſhee pierced him 
tleane thozow : ſheeſcapednot ſo ſcotfrœ, but that another 
ſmote her on the top of the creſt, whoſe god temper gaue her 
life, x. pet not (o, but that ſhe ſet both her hands fo the floze: 
the Pagan would haue giuen a ſecond, when the warlike 
Spantard, Don Clarus dzew nere,cutting both paſſage and 
like from the renounced Jnfidell, . In many parts they be⸗ 
gan to crie Uinozte , Uictozie, but chiciy there, where the. 
foure pillars of foztitude,Claramante and his companions 
went, whoas there watcd not, on who to try their ſwozds, 
| fo was it a pitifuil thing to le, how many they ſlaugh⸗ 
fered, 
Ho lelſe went cher ouercomming euery where, where 
＋ the 
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(ogreat was the damage that he did therewith.And the vn⸗ 
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the bzaue Aftrutio went, encouraging his @ouldicrs fo dos 


well, in hope of the reward which they expected ; which 


made the Spanpards dzaw tozce out of weaknefſe, and the 
moſt tired, to ſhew him ſelle couragious 3 of ſuch fozce art 
the (poyles of warre. But the enemies Were ſo many, and 
their Ships x Gallies ſo innumerable,that they neuer miſt 
any that were wanting: foz all the care that Bembo, going 
from one part to another, noz of the mighty Pagans, Bra- 
uorante and Brutaldoro could take, were not lufticient, but 
that they gaue ground vpon the water. Jn this conflict the 
Pagans were very del:rous (netwithflanding they were 
moztali enemies) to mat with Claramante and his compa⸗ 
nion: foztune herein gaue them their with, foz thole Pzin- 
tis Galle ptame where they were, that mate wap where⸗ 
ſocuer they paler: weil were they knowne by their armes, 
the two valiant pong Gallants, Claridiano and Ciara» 
mante, whem with his Battell-axe no man would abide; 


knowne Luer ſceing himſelt in pzeſcnce ot his Lady,who 
toke ple alure to ſ& him, not knowing him fog Claridiano: 
it was wondertull what tec did. The foure rate men at 
Armes of ᷣᷣ wozld,fecing one another, with an exce llẽt grace 
and tcrribie boltiics came to io ne. The bzaue Mauritaniã 
fell with Trebatius his nephew: at their enceunter, they 
gaue together ſomtghty blow es, that they were infezred 10 
retepue them with 62dinary curteſie: they role againe,anv 
returnd to giuc other, e being allured to re ce rue yp third; fog 
they tame not to the fourth, but Þ they fu law tte ſtattes 
ot the heauts in their Yelmets. Eehind the as a bird, ſon. e 
pate was Claramante; who bzanTilhing his axe, im ote the 
Pagan vpon ibe rich Helmet moze hard the Diamant z his 
drxttritie nothing auailed him, but that te made him give 
tuo ſteps backwards with apparent cw of falling: hee 
gaue him aluchy thʒuſt, which tooke him cn the fide of the 
bzcliplate, 4 bat a wap the mailcs, nd iLerewith tte fleſh: 
that blews did ſo much tteuble pun, that the Crake had 
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fime fs:leap abw3d his Gallep,and ta cry, Grecia, and fo2 it, 
Victszie. Vis ſpeaches coſt him deare; fo: Brutaldoro res 
turning to it, finding himneere at hand, and out of oꝛder 
with his leap, with all the fozce that he was able, he ſmote 
him vpon the rich Helmet, pe made a thou!and ſparkles fiy 
out of it, and the bloud out at his month. By this time cams 
Brauoranre as fterte as a Baliliſke. e ſœing his Gallep en- 
tred, he thꝛew hts ſhicld to ground, and with both his bands 
he (mote at him a cruell blow. The Greeke well (aw it c6- 
ming, and vaah!e to Hun it, he troſt it with his ſtrong hal⸗ 
bert; fo: if he had ſtricken him at full, he had bene in areat 
danger: he ſmote it backe to his Helmet, toꝛmenting him 
ſo, that he had almoſt loſt his ſenſes. With another came 
Brutaldoro, which put him moꝛe to his ſhifts. It greatly. 
grieued his Nephew toſæ what paſt: and although p with 
his Uncles leap, the Galle y was put off; pet taking his ri⸗ 
ſing in his owne Galley, de leapt aboue t wentie foote at 2 
iumpe. 

Vith the fo2ce where with he came, he fell on his knees 
at Brauorante his fecte, who was about to faſten another 
blowe on the warlike young man: but ſæing him lo necre 
vnto him, and knowing him by his Armes, he addzeſled it 
vnto him, diſcharging with all his power a cruell blow vp⸗ 
on the Grerke. there were but few Knights within boozd, 
and thoſe ſs buſted, and ſome wounded, that they let theſe 
foure pꝛoceed in their battell, which was wonderful to be⸗ 
bold. 
Claramante let lip no occafion to fake reuonge on (he 
Mooze, who ſeeing him buffed with his Kephew, befo:e 
that the Mauritaman could come at him, making roome in 
the Salley, he tame at him in ſuch ſozt with his battel-axe, 
as would haue made Mars afeard. 

The valozous poung Gallant mit not of his blowe; 
foz firiking him with great fo2ce on the one ſide of ths cl, 
met, hee made him fall downe vpon his hands to the 


around. Claridiano cloled with dim, meaning to haue 
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kild him, and had done it, had not Brufaldoro come ſo 
ſone, who to reſcue him, was likelp to haue loft his owne 
life; fo2 againe ſtriking a downe right blow with his are, 
the blow lighted on his left ſhoulder, leaning it all diſarmed 
and with a ſmall wound: they all betooke them to their 
weapons, where they began a battell wozth the ſeeing: foz 
thole which fought it were gredte thereof, and angry foz 
foꝛmer matters, which was the occaſlon that made it farre 
moze cruell. The night came ſo faſt on, that foz all that 
they could doe, they could not end it: the Greekes being cõ - 
firapned (except they would loſe themſelues) to returne to 
their Galley, where they might ſe their enemies Pauie 
burning in a light fire: foz there comming a freſh gale of 
wind from the ſhoze, if was a fearefull thing fo behold the 
laughter that there was made: if Nero had {eenc it, J be⸗ 
læue he had ſcene that which he ſo much deſired. 

The Gr&ke Nauie was not free from that danger; fo 
as there were many Gallepes grappled together, the flame 
fooke hold on them, and had done much mifchiefe, had not 
the Captaine wiſely pꝛeuented it, caſting en much water, 
and with all poſſible ſped (as the caſe requited) cutting the 
grapples and tackling, falling off from the fire. The ene⸗ 
mies vſed the like policie, and were foꝛted to take landing 
much io wer then they would haue done, hauing loſt great 
part of their Nauſes: but ſcing ſo great a multitude of 
people, thep were recomfo2ted.purpoſing to make amends 
by land, That night and the next dap, they landed all their 
people in the Hauen of Hircambela, ten miles from Con⸗ 
ſtantinople, which they would haue razed, but fo2 ſtaping. 
They pꝛeſentlp oꝛdꝛed their battels accozding to Ben bocs 
direction, W430 that night tame foꝛth of the Campe. accom⸗ 
panied with p beſt men inthe armie, with a hundzed thou⸗ 
ſand men of warre,tclenell the paſſages bet weene that and 
the Citie, and fo pitch their Tents, 

The vicozious Greekes (although withſome lolle ok their 


Gallpes ) returned to An Post, & went achoze; there was 
great 
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great ioꝝ made in the Citis; the E mperour much eſtmet 
this courſe ofimpoztance, 

« Thevalozous Aſtruſio, takirg his leaue of the Pzinces 
with many imbzacements, returned to the ſea, ſetting his 
Hurt men athozefo be cured, hee came to the mouth of the 
Haven foz feare of a tempeſt, verie topfull of the vicozie: 
the Captaine generall by land, ſ&ing his cnemies therein, 
began to ſhew the wozthine ſſe of his perſon, as ſhall bee de⸗ 


clared in the next Chapter. 


CHAP. XV. 


Of the encounter whichthe Captaines ſouldiers had watt; 
the enemie, about pitching oftheu Campe. 


Here is nothing, moſt excellent Pzince, 
| that giueth the aſſurance in the wars, as 


Nismo difficult; the bzane ſonne of Sacri- 
2 doro, mak ing benefit the reoł, ended great 
Y battels, es ſhall appeare in this famous 
De and large Viſtozie. 

This famous Captaine was the firſt man, chewing in 
all things not onely his valcur, but þ excellencie of his wit 
allo: foʒ the golden Apollo had ſcarcely loktoutat his fayze 
bape window, ſpzeading abzoad his golden lockes, bathed 

in the Span ich Seas, when comming foozth of Conſtauti⸗- 
nople with all his royall Cauallarie, heecalled the Spani⸗ 
ards and Antiochians, towhome fo2 their mach experience 
hee had ſhewne much affertion: with him went the flowze 
of Cheualrie, Claramãte, Claridiano, and the faire Archiſi- 
lora, with him alſo went the warltke Giants, Brandzfidel, 
Bramidoro, and the firong Tiferco . Few of the pzinctpall 
but did accompanie the Generall, whotn few wozds told 


them whereabout ih much it did unpoꝛt — 
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fer a dattell at Sea to make them knobo, that they were no 
leſſe valiant by land. Foz without doubt, their Captain was 
ab2040. As he was very ſabtill, to cleare the paſſage th2ongh - 
Dianaes wd, where it ſhould do wel to lie in waite fo2 hi 
and to gtue him vattell, + to auoid diſozder whereof J and 
tu feare, I repoſe my truſt in paur diſcretion, wich (hill bee 
of nuch im poꝛtance, make the victazie certaine, by realon 
khat ſuccours may co ne ſafely to vs in our areateſt nede, 
but J haue taken 2xp2dient 82der to hinder the:this only re⸗ 
ſteth, that we to day ſhe w them the ſame armes, as wee did 
veſter-day He had lefc ozder with his dere Father, p with 
all the Perftans,+ 1B ibilonians he ſhouls recouer the top of 
the mountain, without charging one Lance,o2 offending the 
enemp,notwithftanding that occaſſion were offcey,but chat 
being ranged into a Battalion, they chgald lie in waite in 
ambuch, vntil p the enemy ſhould paſſe by the craggte wap, 
an the monntaines ſive, e then to deſcend with all (pede in 
the wald, to take the paſſage, and fo (uffer none to come to 
their aide, z that they ſhould nat put thẽſelues out of oꝛder, 
foꝛ in maner they might ſtop the paſſage againſt the whole 
Ca'npe,ſetting backe to backe: foz thoſe without, could not 
tome in, neither thoſe within could get out. The bzaue Fas 
ther obe ed the ſonnes commanad, which at p inſtant with 
al that bold Tanalterp, with the greateſt haſte that he could, 
haning in his companie Liri mando, Brandizel. t the valo⸗ 
rous Brankman, with p mightts Loriſmundo, and the Far- 
tar, wo woulo not be abſent at ſo notable a pece of ſeruice, 
leite theleaTnoyfe p could bee, they came to the place ap- 
yeinted at which time thepdiſcouered p moſt mightie Be m- 
bo: with al his companie being the flowyze of his armp, theꝝ 
S2rcted in the middeſt ths two warlike competttozs. Pee 
came in god ſeaſon, that p wile Ariſtoldo hag notoucrtaken 
dim, who at the verp lame time p hee did began to enter in 
the wide field, which is called the Millow field, It was a 
Waꝛthie matter to ſꝭ io much people at a meeting, Fo ths 


Hun ſhimag vpoa their armaur,yeloed ſundzis obiens, ves 
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rie pleaſant to behold. T he neigbing of pheaſes tauſed both 
feare and courage, the ſeurd ef furtcnus Mero, the fighting 
of the Ginets,the ſhaking of Pikes. thoſe which had charge 
thereof came to iopne, although that Bembo did ſom e w hat 
ſuſpect that his ent mies lay toz bim;but it chould bee neither 
iuſt noꝛ honeſt to be ſaid of him p be reluſed the battel, in the 
middeſt of the field, armed foure which were nareft to him, 
adnanced thtſe lues befoze the reſt, theſt made vp z number 
with him, the famous Pravorante, Brutaldoro, and the moſt 
firong Brunduſio, who deſtreus to fight in firme grofid, with 
any one of thoſe which dor re ppofite agairftthe, came toꝛ⸗ 
wards with great boldnes:hee tad bis with:foz the faw ous 
Ladie which came withthe two Pzinces, fingledhim cut, 
fo2 to iuſt with her, Againſt Ben bo, came Claridiano; and 
again Brauorante, came Claramantc: 4 againſt Brufaldo- 
ro,theGenerall Ariſtoldo; he was ſomewhat auer matcht, 
but hie god 2rmeur 6 the gallant bozie wtereen he rode, ſup⸗ 
yl red p de feu, fo as bee made no ſhew to loi any ground, 
ere, O. Apollo, J wouldhane (@ne ti e, and that p̊ Orpl c- 
us, Heul de ſt haue chaũted the ie entcuntets:foʒ te Wane 4. 
and 4, there were never ſane bettir ul s iC tetia. Lhe 
Lady firſt tame to iorne with tim ot Tibea; u was great 
luck p they had not beate then ſeiue s to pictes:fe theit laũ⸗ 
tes being broken. they icyned with their ſhicids e bedies ſo 
fiercely,that all that ſaw if,theught that they v cult periſh, 
they fell vpon their ſadtl:s pummels quite lencelcfle. Cy, 
Claridiano, iu hat didũ thru fa le to ſ thy miſtre ſie in ſuch 
a taſe! The Callant would makt no ſtar, but like a Uhul⸗ 
wind made towards pe. 3 dare not let dewnethis en⸗ 
counter which they mate: theſr leũce s all in ſplintt re flew 
into p aire, e heteno moꝛe a ne. They retui net wiih ther 
ſwozds in their hanos, beginning a perilous battel, at ſuch 
time as theſe two with their enceũttet made a moſt fcarſull 
noiſe. Neither of tt ẽ loſt pᷣ ſaddie, but with their ſwoꝛds thet 
tame to blowes, each ofthe ſo pꝛouided fog his aduerſatie as 


left him ſenceles: The waritke matrd came to recouer him; 
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The fourth booke of the third Part 


and ſeeing in what caſe the Moe had left him, befoze that 
he had ſpace fo dꝛaw his bꝛoad ſwoꝛd, the Ladie was come, 
and with hers, her ſuddenly koke him crofſe the Helmet, 
cutting away a great part of the viſoz, and withall, made 
him rele in his Saddle; ſhe holpe him fozwards with a 
thzuſt, ſo as his thicke armour auailed not, fo2 ſhe hurt 
him ſoze in the middeſt of the bꝛeſt, his blond gan? teſtimo⸗ 
nie of his dangerous hurt. Like one of the wild beaſtes of 
Yircania, the Papnim ſet vpon the gallant Ladie, who ſees 
ing the furte where with he came, gathering her ſelfe vnder 
ber ſhiels, foꝛ ſhe had no mozerome, ſh receiued the ter⸗ 
rible blow: it made the bloud come foꝛth at her ea res, and 
to her bzeſt did ſh& bend downe her head, aſtoniſhed with 
the blow; and but that her dexterity ſtod her in ſtead, he had 
ſtriken her againe, which hadbeneno great matter to doe, 
ſhe wis ſo ill of the laſt, fo; the Poe was derie ſtrong; 
hut reyning her ho2ſe, ſhe put her ſelſe ſome what from him: 
the koꝛte ot ths blow made the ſtrong Pagan to turn about, 
and fall vpon the pummell of his Saddle, and his hoꝛſe be⸗ 
ing pꝛickt with the Spurtes, bꝛought him hard by Claridi- 
ano, who was glad in his ſsule:foꝝ a thouſand times he was 
about to leaue the battell, to come (although there were no 
nde) to aide the Qucene ol his life. 

Seeing the god occaſion, putting the A chaian from him 
with a vorie ſtrong thꝛuſt, with all his whole power hee 
ſmote him vpon the Helme; it was a verte foztunate blow: 
fo2 lighting vpon the cannon of the Feathers, it pluckt it 
from his head, leaning it diſarmed, thꝛowing it at bis hozſe 
bxles, and but foz feare of the iovning of the two battels, 
he had followed him; foʒ ſetng inta what caſe he had bꝛoght 
his Ladp, it made him deadly angry. Then tame the Lavy 
purſuing him, and ſ&ing what reuenge was taken of him, 
euen cnfo2ced thereto, to her ſclfe ſhee ſald, O flowze of 
- Chenalrie, how vaiuſtly doth thy Ladie ſnffcr thee to beate 
this deuice, being wozthte to bee beloued by the molt excel- 
lent ! J bel&ue, that, but that ſh&loued Claridiano ſo 4 
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fremely, th& had ſure ginen paſſage to Cupids fozces, who 
fought by a thouſand meanes to make her tributarie: but 
thee was ſo conſtant in her lone tothe Or&ke Pzince, that 
the Knight with the Ladies inioped onely good will: ſhee 
would requite him foz his blow, giuing Bembo another 
with both hands, el no leſle foꝛte then what of him ſhe had 
receyued, ſhe made him lay his head in his boſome, and be⸗ 
foe thathee againe came to himſelfe, ſhe gaue the Pagan 
ſuch a thꝛuſt, as did much grieve him. 
In this hurry, came p Capfaine generall, and the moſt 
ffrong Mauritanian, being ſome what out of bꝛeath; foz has 
ning buckled together, there miſt but alittle that the Antio⸗ 
cþian had not bene onercome,foz the Mooꝛe was ſo ftrong, 
that few could match him: they came befoze the Greke , 
who ſtood beholding his beloued Arc hiſilora, and ſuddenly 
the Pagan ſmote the ſonne of Oriſelua on the ſide of the 
Shield; it was great hap that he had not ſtricken it eut of 
bis hand, and his arme therewithall: he made him ſo dizzie, 
that he could not tell, whether he were afcote, oꝛ en hozſe⸗ 
backe; he would haue giuen him a ſecond, and had ſtretch⸗ 
ed out his arme to giue it; but the valiant young man op⸗ 
poſed himſelfs,ſaying, Hold thee, thou ill taught Pagan, x 
know, that it is no valour fo ſtrike him which cannot de 
lend himſelfe. Be ſtapd foz ns anſwere, fc2 in ſuch caſes it 
is excuſable: but hurling his ſwozd about his head with 
Mars his ſtrength, hee {mote him vpon the ſtrong armes, 
which he hay lifted vp, and made him to loſe his blow, and 
alſo his ſwozd out of his hand; which befoze be could reco⸗ 
uer againe, hee gaue him another, and within a little iapd 
bim at his hozſes fete. 

TUith the noyie, about furneth Claramante, who was in 
a terrible fight with the Scithian: nctthcr the one no2 other 
could paſſe any farther fozwards; fo2 the twoarmics came. 
foiopne with ſuch a noyſe, that it ſemed that the heauens 
were vnbung, and ſhould come downe tothe earth: with 


 afayze encounter. they repayzed, wherein, abene twentie 
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thouſand {oft their ſaddles: Jt was a fearfull ſpedatle to 
ſe the ditiers kinds cf deaths which were giuen: (ome fal- 
ling from their hozſcs, were trovento death: others being 
thꝛuſt thoʒc w, ſo ended their tvurnte: others (@king reuege, 
deſired to kill, Tying, As the place was narrow, and the 
people in finite, no man leſt his ſaddle that cculd euer againe 
recvucr it. The bozfes not kgeling their riders, ran out of þ 
troup, leauing any moꝛe to trouble the tronps, At the fir it 
charge, they lighted en plamous Brunduſio; whoeſcaping 
without hurt, with a new Helmet, woald nerds returne tu 
the battell, deſiring rather to die in copany ot his Knights, 
then to itne any where elle. He entred, reuenging him elle 
vpon that peoze prople, among Which he did excceding 
much hurt: Yet the Orakes didas great among them: fo 
as lonie of their Colours began to retire to the paſſage 
where they firſt came into the feld: but there they found 
the bꝛaue Saci idoro; Who did not ohelp Nay the, bat made 
a great laughter among them, lo as the Poozes were beas 
ten on either ſide; foꝛ neither the fozce of their Captaines, 
neither their great number ok people could defend them 
from hauing the wozlcr of the dap, by reaſon that to the 
Grækes came itil newſuccours, 

This bloudy i kitmiſh was knowne in the Citie, there 
remapned not one JÞzince therein: the Duke of Thebes 
erecuting the office of Sargeant Late generall, bought 
loꝛth in o2dcr, all the-carts which came frcm Antischia, 
which hee ſpꝛed ouer all the figlds, towards the willow 
field, © where afreſhfheyrenuedthe battell; foz the bzaue 
Emperour of Nome, which was muchpzaciſed in Þ wars, 
was come in great haſte with all the reſt of his armic, ſets 
ting befoze all the Giants which he had, to keepe their e⸗ 
nemies buſted, while p Bioners began to pitch their Camp 
by a wods ſide, leaning it to ſeruetc2 a wall at their backs; 
but another day it put them inpoxntto be loft and cuer⸗ 


thꝛowne, as ſhalbe declared, 
They would enter to aſſiſt their captaine: But the 
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bzaue King of Antioch had ſo warlike (ef his gards, that 
they would not ſuffer then, the Perians and Babylont- 
ans, which garded the p1Tage, fighting ke Lions: ſo as 
ſxing the impoTibilitie, they determined to paſſe ouer the 
fop of the mountaine, although it were vero hard to doe: 
the p dld it, but nat without much labour, and the Greeke 
ſtood attending their comming, although all their pꝛinces 
Were gone into the field where the battell was, refuſing 
fo-returne to nme. without the fame of Yo- 
micides. [ 

The Giants food. them in much Read; reCratuing the 
karie of the Greekes; and although; that by all meanes 
theo ſought to let it, they were not able: ſoz within thetr 
lights they began ts pitch their Tents, and their Pioners 

with all peed.compaſſing the ſame with veepe trenohes. 
The warlike young Gallants coal nat end it of: them- 
ſclues, of ths Poozes part: foz ſeeing what palſe dan the 
field, al the paſſage was vary craggy, yet Don Ce- 
lino and Floraliſi, with the gentle Clariſel, and Don Ar- 
1 Toriſi Jane, with the mightie E pit Wieland Tur 
the Kings of the — — mtigh! 

came downs the manicaines: : 153: 1-1 
Rt their comming downe, there beganne moſt 
1 and bloudy. fight : foz on that ſive mberathe came, 
ade a molt deadly laughter; and had it nat bene fog 
Pzlyces:which were ne mig teme, cher dan without 
ä 4090 t done much mode arme.

| en "there came Don- Heleng; Rolabei, and the 
e. Father ana tho Bonne the famous: Emperqurs of 
reece. 

Then came Teabiſepde, with. Flonom at Waprlon, 
aud the fapze Koamundh, whos, dee ds deſerue a particets 
lar biſtozie: et n . ole 
was moze mightie t ben Mars. Ther⸗dame to pol, mij; 
ay with another: where were ſeeng gallant blowes, bold 
v9 Canis, and quick-rotreats,. E Lamar, who ene 
6 (TiiL 
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ſene thee girt with thy rich \wo2d, and with thy axe in both 
hands, ruſhing in among the enemies! Me onely may bee 
ſaid to be the death cf them all: foz as they went cloſe toge⸗ 
ther; ſo ſometimes at one blow he ſmote downe two ene⸗ 
mies, giuing neuer a blow in vaine. Mith all this they 
cryed, Uiſcozte,byreaſon of tho many Captaines come to 
thetrayd. Archuſilora, which was by her louers fide, cams 
to iopne with the faire Eloraliſa, knowing her by her Armes:

The to valezous Ladtestame 
to blows, thcro was neuer ſ@ne a moꝛe tt uell battell: Flora» 
lila gaue the firſt blow, ſuch a one asbzought'the Nuene 
of Lira fo-deathes doze; fo2 ſhe gave her ſuch ablow vpon 
the bigheſt of her Pelmet, thar it wade her lay hernoſe in 
her boſome, caſting bloud out at her viſez: He doubled her 

blow on one ſide of her ſhield, and teat it lo cloſe to ger bett, 

that made heralnroff bzeatbtefſe, It was not long ere the 
Qu ne cams to her ſelfe, who as fierce as an Qunts char⸗ 
ged the Lady: there was no defence in per ſhield, foz al⸗ 
thong ty that ce cut it not, lo that it was Cmillaes; pet che 
ſmote her ſoon the belmet, that ſhe ſet her ou p pummell ol 
her ſadble. Shee pauſed, and then like a Lyoneffe, giuing

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But it was mach foz him to ts that hee hadeſcaped the 
trained hozſe his bꝛeſt, which with new fozce returned a- 
gitatlt the young man: here bee gaue a ſigne ot his warlike 
ar me, and the great valiancie of his perſon; foz leaping a 
little. to one (ive, the hozſe miſt fo runne vpon him, bee gi⸗ 
ning a gallant blow: foz raifing his Club aloff, hee ſmote 
the Kaight-vpon the choulders, making the blond fo guſh 
out at his mouth, bes ſtretebt him along vpon his hozſes 
necke: but the blow which the Maſter receined, was no let 
to the hie, to relurue againe at the Tinacrian, beating the 
pauament in peeces with his heetes. Now had the ſanne of 
Trebatius taken foztane by the fozetop : foz flipping to one 
ſide, he toke the knight by the arme:it auailed him not, that 
be was againe come to himſelle, neither that he bare a one 
tant mind: faz hee pulled him to the ground, where ſtrug 
ting, at length they came to let goe their hold, 1 . 
new battell. and although blondie, yet worth the fight: fo; 
be ofthe Caſtle was valiant, and he fought foz no leſſe then 
bis life and honour, but he gat little by this poung man, whs 
was euerie way his better, and much accuſtomed tofeates 
of armes: And hauing gotten him afwte in that manner, 
had he biene Mars himſelte, hee would haue made ſmall ac⸗ 
eompt ot him. With all this hee of the Caſtle defended him⸗ 
ſelle, and ſometimes offended the mightie Tinacrian, who 
thinking that he loſt much time;reatcht him a ſound knock, 
psa he gaue him another, which made him fall on his hands 
to the ground, which, beloꝛe that he could riſe againe, be ſe⸗ 
conded, that within a little he had laid im all along. | 
This watrriaur of the Cattle, as fierce as a Lion (\&ing 

his death befozehis.epes): confideriag the enemies fozce, 
falling intodeſperation,thzowing his thietd to grand: with 
bis (wo2d in boch his hands, went towards him, ffrikin 
him bpon þthteld: the ſlerce blaw came withſuch krength: 
that it beat it to his Helmet, makinghimloſe his ſences. 
Chere was neuer ſene greater haſte then he maps to ſec50 


x e ſmote him on the toy of his molt fine Nalme, 
| — 
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bereaning him in a maner ot his ght: he would haue cloſed 
with him with a ſtabbe: but the young man as ficrce as a 
Baſiliſk, pꝛeuented him, beating it aſide. they came to han⸗ 
dy ⸗gripes: and as hee was ſtronger then he of the Cattle; 
ſo litting him vp fram ground, hee hurled him againſt the 
paue ment, and gaue him a ſoze fall: hes of the Caſtle ſtill 
kept his hold of him, being afeard of death: and recouering 
firength in his weakene e, he began to defend himſelte, x 
to pꝛocure his libertie. But it was now too late: fo; kne- 
ling downe vpon him, with his dagger in his right hand, 
he made a good end of his da pes wozke; but ſo wearie, that 
he was not able to ſtand on his feete. 

Mith all this, thinking that he had pet ſomething to do, 
deſirous to know what that might be, which was ſo much 
defended, with the ſame club on his necke, he entred in 
at another gate, he came into a large walke, at the ens 
whereof he law about the number of twenty Ladies, ſo ex⸗ 
ceding faire, that they did euen make his eyes to dazle, 
thinkingwith himſelfe (as inder de it wan true) that hers 
was nathingelſe tobe (ene... 

Alter that he dzew neere to behold them, they were La⸗ 
dies of Greece, which there were repꝛeſented, although 
with new ſpirits, alltaking that fozme. Sceing him com⸗ 
ming, they let themielues to behold him, very well lik ing 
bis pꝛopoztion. 

One of them, which ta him ſer med fo haue an Imperiall 
Cro bon on her head, ſaid vato him, We would not, Bnight, 
that you ſhould paſſe from hence without our fausur, which 
halbe ſo needfull foz you, conſidering how much there pet 
remaineth, that without it, it will be impoſſible to haue 
good end of this aduenture. 

No man can denp it (ſapd the young man, pukting vp 
bis Beuer) being a thing ſo well knowne, and wanting 
deſerts: if it hail pleaſe you to beſtowe any upon mee, as 
on him which hath moſt neede thereal, youmay biade me 
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Mee arc all well pteaſed therewith (ſapd the fayned Lav. 
die) but vou are to retepue it heere in cur lodging, becauſe 
that euery one will impart ſome vnto you apart: and ſo ou 
may come vp here, and J will lend ycu mp hand. 

Being ſo heauilp armed, faire Lavics (anſwered the 
Pazince) i will bee verp hard foz mee to get iobigh, You 
haue pour remedie in your hand, anſwered the Ladie, fog 
diſarming pou; vou may eaſily come vp to oux lodging, and 
it hall be a new. fauour foz yon, to be new armed at our 
hands, 

It will be ſo, ſapd the Erecke; but in a Lafile where J 
haue met with lo manp enemies, it ſhall not be ſafe to gos 
diſarmed; where foꝛe if theie be no other ſtaires, Jam not 
of opinion to fulfill your commaunde ment. 

Then J ſay, lapd the Lavie, that pon ſhall not accem⸗ 
pliſh what yon pzetend, (ſing that Ladies requelts (ſo 
much in peur fauour) vcu haue ſo lightly regarded. 

Thep were all gone vpon a ſudren, leauing him at their 
departure i extreme darkneſſe, The izinte in ſome ſoꝛt 
was ſozrie that he had not obeyed them: but imagining 
that it was ſome inchaunt ment, he was glad that be had on 
his Armour. 

By chaunce he entred in at a gate which led him into a 
fapꝛe Court: the Maieſtie and it zneſſe thercof bereaued 
him ol his iudgement; fo: there was nothing elle to be (ane 
but poztraytures of gold, (ef with many rich pzetious 
ſtones: they all ſeemed to the young man, to bee me, the 
colours were (s excelleut and ſo wel layd on. | 

Jn the middeſt of the Court, hee ſaw a moſt fapze tree, 
the one halfe of mot fine gold, and the other of filuer, ſet 
in ſo god and comely oꝛder, with ſuch exquiſite arte, that 
it was a molt range, wonderfull, and pleafing thing to 
behold. 

Aboue in the Galleries thcreſcemed to bee people, al- 
though hee could ſpeake to no bodie, noz know how hee 
ſhquld pꝛoccede in e molt ſtrange adnenture: foz hes

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was very deſtrons to ſe& the end thercof. 

As de ſtood thus beholding the Caftle, andthe ingrauen 
wozkes of the walles, there came fo2th at one ſide of the 
Court, a moſt comely and well conntenanccd Knight, in 
his hoſe and dublet of greene cloth of gold, ſo faire and ſo 
young, that the Tinacrian wondzed at his mott excellent 
tonſtitution. Bec came with his ſwozd in his hand, and a 
fcarlet mantle wound about his arme, with ſuch a geſture 
as was ſtrange to lee, and with very good behauidur 
d;awing neere towards him, he ſaid, 

J would not, Dir Poliphebus, but 5 pou had falne into ſo 
great Biſgrace with the Ladies, without which, pou might 
baue gone fozwards with pour god foztune , which did 
allure pou a certapne end of this aduenture; but now be- 
ing to fight, pour are fo perfozme it with mee, and not 
with any other weapons then ſuch as vou fee J come withz 
al: wherfozeepcept you ſee! e as it is reguiſite) a mantle at 
ſome Ladies hands, hauing molt highly offended thoſe of 
this Caftie, Jknownot what ozder we that take tobe able 
to fight, which is a thing that J haue much beffred, foz the 
great fame which in chis Caſtle 3 haue heard of pour va- 
lour. 

I thanke pan much, faire Knight, fo2 that which you 
haue ſaid, anſwered the Tinacrian. Although there bee no 
ſuch matter in mer as pou fay; yet neuerthclefſe, there 
thall want no good will to obey yours. 

Thts battell being ended, which lecing that it cannot 


be eſchued (to end this adnenture)let it beas you will haue 


it, although J want a mantle; tz Jam perſwaded, that 3 
h aue ſo offended thoſe ponder Ladies in denping what they 
required, that they will lend wer naue, and yet A knowe 
no reaſon me thyſ hype okay Ipane bene lo ſubica 
tottbelr atedlence.

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giue no occaſton, that in ſuch a caſe they ſhould refuſe fo 
fauour him: and ſo he beganne With a very great good 
grace to put off his Armour, remapning all in blew, ſo gal⸗ 
lant a perſonage, as there was none like him. | 
In that maner he went towards the Ladyes, and ma⸗ 
king vato them a verie comely reuerence, hee ſapd vnte 
them, J remember, Soneratgne Ladies, the (mall rcaſon 
J haue (conſidering what is paſt) to come to intreat you : 
but in that that A did not perfozme your commaund, it is to 
be attributed to the naturall feare wherein J was, not 
conceyning that your pꝛeſente was ſufficient to accompliſh 
with honour, any action whatſoeuer though neuer (6 deun⸗ 
gerous, yet notwithſtanding, being challenged to the bat- 
tell by this gentle Knight, with mantles, and J hauing 
nene, and ts be giuen by Ladies, repoſing my caſe fn your 
cenersfitie; and not in my want of courteſie, which J acs 
knowledge, J beſecch you that it may come from ſome 
hand, which may giue me the palme of this, and all o⸗ 
ther warres which J ſhall vndertake to doe pou ſeruice. 

J knob not, Knight, with what countenance pou can 
come to requeſt any thing at Ladies hands, whom you 
haue ſo much offended, and in a matter which ſo much 
concerned pou (anſwered the which fir ſt had ſpoken vnto 
him) particularly, there is nothing wherein Gallants at- 
taine vnto greater honour, then by obeying Ladies: 80 
as, that now if wee ſhould at your bare requeſt giue pon 
our mantle, it would ſeeme that wee did it of great ne⸗ 
ce llitie. | 
herein conſiſteth your nobleffe, (moſt excellent La- 
dies) anſwered the fearefull voͤunng man, and J will aſs 
ſure you to returne it againe to you, whole and ſound, al⸗ 
though it coſt mee my lie, "Which will eſtee me nothing 
ſodeare, noꝛ no aduentuxe ſo hard that J wilt not vnder⸗ 
take: and there ia nter gener olle, ven to pardon 
an enemie, pzincipally ; ätchnowiedging his erroz, and 
that he hath delerued punichmeut. As they ſtood 2 
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this Pantle, there came into that ſame rome, a melt 
faire Ladie. O love, how great is thy power! ſoꝛ ſhæ was 
not fully come, and had ſet her ſcife at the ſite of the Calle⸗ 
rie, when to her was ſubieted lhe moſt fre young man, who 
hauing fozgotten what he re que ſucd, and him{elfe alſo, foz 
he l@d gazing, fixing his eyes ſo vpon her, that pee was tes 
fides him ſelle, and knew not where hee was. and in cx» 
change foz be holding her, he gaue her the keyes cf his heart, 
and was pet ſozrowful, hold ing it pet to lutle, in exchange 
ene ly to bchold her. Phe came all clad in cloth of Cold with 
ſundzie cclours, with her haires curied after her Corntt ie 
ſaſhion, with a Dutch robe of the colcur cf the teſt cf ter aps 
parell: the young man neuer ſaw any thing ſo well wozth 
the ſeeing in bis life, 
All the reſt of the Dames ſ&ing him in this maner, with 
a fained laughter, aſkgd of him: Pow now, Sir Knight, 
what, have you felt , that xcu baue ſo ſone fozgctten, not 
onelp the Hantle which you deſired, but cuen ycur ſelfe als 
ſo? If it bee a weund of lone, it is ill falling in loue in this 
place, foz here is nothing to bee hoped foz, but cruell death. 
In her crueltie, anlwered the now firme leuer, cenſiſteth all 
my life, ſeeing; J haue ſæne the moſt werte death that tan 
be imagined:he ſpake it with ſuch paſſion, that J krow not 
who would not but haue yelded,conſidering his godly per⸗ 
ſonage. The faire Ladie was no lefſe buſied in her imacts 
nation, perlwading her ſel te, that there was not ſo com ely 
a Knight in the wo2ld, gining loue ſo frie paſſage into her 
bacft, which laſled till her death, being no way able tc leaus 
to lone. In her did loue Hew an example ot power, and va⸗ 
lour, and being vnable to doe any otherwiſe, (hauing vnder⸗ 
de the requeſt of thts poung man, and what the Ladies 
denied) che laid, Be tauſe, gentle Knight, ycu ſhal not think, 
that in this Caſtle is included all the crueltie of the wozld, J 
will giue you this Pantle , wherewith ven may end the 
battell, bat vpon condition, that vou ſhall not de part from 
hence, befoze you ſhall firft haue come to aſke pardon of

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the Ladies whom you haue fo offended. That ſhould bee a 
great want of diſcretion (Soueraigne Ladte) foz a man to 
fall into the reckoning, what it is fs offend you, ſeeing how 
much it concerneth e, not ta depart hence without it, it 
Hall nat nerd to aduertiſe mee, that therein J ſhould pur⸗ 
chaſe pour diſfauour.

ſwered the gentle Tinacrian) foz he gineth, and bereaueth 

of lubertie at his pleaſure, 

In this maner(ſaidhe of the Caſtle) vou are deſirous to 
giue end to this battel. Jt rather grieneth me much( anſwe⸗ 
red the baliant ponth) that we ſtay ſo long, I expect no lon⸗ 
ger the contrarie, neither did the Tinacrian giue him aun⸗ 
ſwere, bnt rather the one making to the other a due reue⸗ 
rence, with angrie paces thep came to ioyne. O Thalia, 
that a man might pat this battell into thy hands, to the end 
that thou mighteſt giue it that Soueraigne grace Which it 
dsſerueth, ko with mi dull wit, and want ol fauours it is 
not much, though 7 erre therein.

wiſe, withcut faile he of the Caſtle had burt him, and yet he 
paſſed his ſu oꝛd vnder his right arme, e without cemmu.g 
io the fle ſh, entting his clothes, de let pale þ blow ,winting 
to one ſide with ſuch quicknes, as was lirange.Þe caſt anc» 
- ther at his ſhoulter:this gane him the videzy,fc; thacugh bis 
elbe w, hee th2ull the third part of his ſu oꝛd, hee dzew it out 
dzopptiig bioud, and not content therewith,bee (mote him a- 
thwart the thigh:it was lom t what a deubtfull blow,foz had 
it not bene ſo, he had certainely hcught him, he wc idet hum 
notwithfiading,althcugh but liile.

At ths inſtant, the blond Ipꝛang cut vy d his Las 
dies Mantle. know not who moſt telt it: io ſhe ſo ing him 
burt, waxed as red as à Noſe: Me, not ſoz that bee was bert, 
had alſo a god colcur,but fo pare anger, as he well ma de it 
appcare:fo2 giuing a fierce leape. he toyned with his etuer⸗ 
ſarie, u ho warded it with his Pantle ut that was but a 
pwze defence, fo he cut all the ple ites therof,and part of bis 
arme: hee ſaw him ſomewhat out of oder, and loſt not tho 
benefit ol p occaſicn:foz he cloſed with him, thinking tc haue 
cyerbo;ne him, but he gal ut little by his com ming:foꝛ fins 
ding him lelfe — by bis adnerſarie, who with bis

| bzonght'Wich ine cozkatue, to ſethe qpoozes (in deſpite 
dfthem}) encampetheinl@kies; who dellrous to repaire the 
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Don Argante, and his friend Thoriſiano, that with 300. 
tight- bord, without charging the ene mie, they ſhould diſco⸗ 
ver the hill, and to ſe whether there were any Ambuſcado, 
and if there were none, they ſhould with all ſpxde take the 
paſſage, aduertiſing what paſſed, foz hee purpoſed to leaue 
r:91?, if he once toke the hils ſide: hee was not ſo ill aduiſed 
which kept the flocke, which was the god Knight Flami⸗ 
neo, but that he gaue pzeffnt aduertiſement fo'Conftanti. 
nople; foz the two Paincescould not get vp ſo high ſo ſe⸗ 
cretly, but that they would be diſconered. Che expert knight 
p:eſently with ten thouſand men, dꝛaue the ocke downe 
the hill, and hee with the reſt cams in the arriere Gard, foz 
bee. thought (and ſa it happened) that the cnemie would 
charge him at their vackes. 

The meſſenger came befaze the Empercur, who with 
all the haſte m the wozld, in companie of his ſonnes, with 
all the men of warre of Perſia and Babylon, which were 
moſt refreſhed, hee ſapled a great pace ont at the Sicena 
Poꝛt, thinking to get the hill, but; all his labour was in 
vaine: foz the furious Bembo, deſpited with what wag 
paſt, had already taken it with fifty thouſand fighting men, 
whereof the cne-halfe were his gwne, and the other were 
Al maines, to wheme hee was much affected. It was an vn⸗ 
luckie day foz the Greakes : {oz joyning juith Flamint ois 
troupes, they began à vetie flerce (hir mich, bat being ta 
weake , hee was taken pꝛiſonen nnDaIH Hie people gucr- 
thꝛowne, and the molt part of they cthelle Nanghtered, 
They made no great boaſt: foz comming backe with the 
Cattell, verie iopfull of the vicozie, they cauld not paſſe ſo 
at their caſe, but that they muſt ertend them ſelues at large 


on the hils lire, making dead ageinſt ie Gre kes, who vn⸗ 
derſtan ding What had paſſed, foug ht not like men, but ra⸗ 
ther like enraged Lions. The Alatum was giuen in beth 
Campes, & there was no Knight of anp accempt, but repai⸗ 
red fo the battell, foz the Pzinces of Fraunce, and the vali⸗ 
ent Toril nundo; mn ofthe faking of his wines oy 
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Kle, and how ſozrowfull ſhe would bee when ſher ſhould 
heare the newes , enen by pure fo2ce of armes, they went 
bp to the top of the hill, and ſo returning vpon them which 
dane the Cattel, they toke them from them, putting the to 
cruell deathe s. They dꝛaue do wne the beaſts, til they gat at 
the enemies backs, then with a great cry thep ſet vpon the, 
aſſuring theme ines of the vidozte, and bꝛought them to 
ſuch a ſtraight, that whether they would oz no, they made 
them take the plaine, and, but foz abandoning the heards, 
they had wholiy onerth2zown them. But hauing againe res 
coueredthe hill, ok fozce they were to ſtand there (fill; which 
ſtode them in greater ſtead in the dattell. Bembo was fs 
tarefull, that be had alreavte giuen natice to the Cam pe, to 
the end that Brauorante, 4 Brufaldoro, with all (hoſe of Nt- 
quea ; ſhould with all ſpxde rome thither, towards the hils 
ſide which falleth by the Dea ſide, ſoz there hee moſt feared 
the Greekes, The valozous Knight with the Stars, whom 
Bembo had made his Lieutenant generalli; came with the 
reſt of the armie openiy to the battel. That vong man came 
verie deſirous to fight that day, and ſo encouraging bis ſoul⸗ 
diers, putting vp his Beauer, chearing them with the heau⸗ 
tie ok his face, he ſaid, 
This is the dap, valiant men ol warre, wherein friendly 
ſoʒtune hath put the enemy into sur hãds, which now wers 
careleſſe foz toy of the late victozis, J will not encourage 
pou,fo2 J aſſure my ſelſe, that each of you in particular hath 
wiſhed foz this day, to let them knom the ffiength of your 
armes, and ſeeing we are befoze them there is notu ns time 
to make many ſpeches, but remitting all to the valoz,wher- 
with the heauens haue enriched vou, alluring mp {elfe there, 
of, Jam ot opinion, that we ſhall make them pay their old 
ſcot. He caſt his Trunchion in the middeſt ol them, which 
was a ſigne that no man ſhould take any pꝛiſoner, but that 
they ſhould put all to the fwoꝛd : fo2 there is neuer wozle 
bernice, then that which'ts done perfo;ce. 
neee foz io, pꝛomiũng the Captaine;ᷣ they 
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would all die, oʒ cuercome. There went in the middle Flora. 
liſa, and Don Cehndo, nere bnto Don Clariiell , There 
went inthe Uaunt-gard, abone thze thonſand Giants, ſo 
high, that they ler med to be ſo many Pine trees: the valo⸗ 
rous Aſtorildo led the arrete Gard, defirons to mete with 
his Couſin ot Qacia, with whome hee was much offended, 
becauſe that hee had perſwaded his fiſter Roſamundi, tores 
nounce the wozthipping of their falſe gods, Thither came 
the mightie Emperour of the Romanes, accompanied with 
the beſt men in the armie : by bis fidecame the Pzmnce of 
Almaine, with the trong Brunduſio, which could neuer be 
perſwaved of the fiercenefle of the Greekes: there came foz 
his Gard all the flower of Giant-land, which were aboue 


two thouſand. 


The bzaue Califa led his people, ſo gredily deſiring to 
fight, that euen with paſſtonnot fozelering the euent, hee 


commaunded his Standerd to march fozwards, and ſo ex⸗ 


tending themſelues in length, in god oꝛder they ſhould pꝛe⸗ 
ſent themſelues befoze the Grtekes, fo2 this euld put the 
vlctoꝛie in their hands, The mightie Grceke came not lo ill 
pꝛouided, but that bes bzought all the Thebane hoꝛſemen 


by his fide, commaunding the Duke to being foo2th all the 


Carts, Wagons ſet wittz hokes of Jron, the Elephants, 
and if occaſion were offred,to pꝛeſent a fieidbattell, foz hee 
with bis ſonne would take the grane wax. T hen came ths 
mightie Captaine Generall, with the beſt companie thaf 
was in all the whole wo21d: fo2 hee had twentte foure Gi⸗ 
ants, the moſt valiant that were in all the Armie, which on⸗ 
ly had the charge of his perſon:foz ſo had the Queene Oriſel- 
ua commanded, feareful foʒ her deere ſonne:therewith went 


the flower of Cheualrie , Claridiano, Claramante, and the 


faire Archiſilora: there was alſo p valozcus Zoilo, with the 
men of Tiglia, who went a great pace torecoucra hils ſive, 
which was of great impoztance foz the battell ., Gd were 
thefe pꝛeparations, but foꝛtune being againſt them, they 
erued to mall pnrpoſe: lo the enemie led her by 1 as 
cke, 
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locke: foʒ thecouragicus Bembo, which led the vauntgard, 
ſæing the Armes of Trapiſonda, which were fiueEaglets in 
a field of ſiluer, ſaid to the Eallants which were with him, 
Se, ponder is the Empercur Alphebus, of whom fame 
hath made ſo great repozt; hcere is the place where fou are 


to fhew your valour. 
The mightie Grake came mounted vpon Cornerino 


his good hozle, with his flrceng and rich Armogr which hee 
had wonne; fez in this battell hee meant toſhew himlelſe a 
Gallant. 15 ith him hee bacught thꝛee compantons, which 
did aſſure any tard aduenture: which were the valiant Da- 
cian, the fayze Koſamundi, with his Empꝛeſſe Claridiara, 
of whome the ſonnes cf the great Inuan toke charge + 
which were cight Eiants, and they the moſt famous in all 
the armie. 

Che bꝛaue Loꝛd of Achaia N ent a little apart from his 
people, in ſigne that firſt they defired ſomany againſt ſo ma⸗ 
ny id bzcake their launces, to ew the valour of their per- 
ſons. Whey went fozth foure,and hee made the fl{th: which 
were Brauorante, and Brufaldoro, with the fayze Ploraliſa, 
and her bzother Don Celndo, Fate to face ſtood they a- 
. gaiall the Flower of Chziſtendeme: foz the great Empe⸗ 
rour, which had a great defire fo pzeue himſelfe againtt 
Bembo, add2zcſſed him ſelfe againſt him: and againſt the 
Sclthtan, the valozous Dor Heleno: àgeinſt Brefaldoro, 
Ro: mundi: Horaliſz, and Claridiana charged teccthcr; 
and againſt her belouet bother, ſhcpaince ofthe Perſians, 
the valozous Branſiniano. 

Bembo his encounter was ſomcwhet lo we, ſoꝛ feare of 
milling, as hee deſired; it was net ſuch as hee pad giuen. 
But he that rece pued it, his fozce not auailing him, loſt beth 
his fifrrops. The like happened to the valiant Brauoranto 
with the warlike Don Heleno, who turning his T irian, re- 
turned againſt a contrarie partie, and Alphevus dit the li 
There was neuer ſeene a moze cruell particular bal tell in 


afield, no; better fought:  foz as foz fore of them, they 
Wb 3 could 
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could each of them apart doe as much in the warres, as 
the angry god Mars himſelfe, The thꝛee paſt their carriere, 
amazing all the armie. Brufaldoro is moꝛe valiant; but 
the Ladies Armes ſapply her defect, and moze too: foꝛ re⸗ 
turning vpon him, the gaue him a knock, the beſt that euer 
was fkricken in the warres:foz by chaunce her ſwo2d ligh⸗ 
ted bet ween2 his ſhield and his bꝛeſt: ſhe trakett from his 
arme, andUoſened a great part of his vannt-b2ace : ſhee 
came vpon him with a thzult, and well thee felt that it fet 
thc bloud, | x 
Neuer was Lion ſo furious, as was this Bauritanian 
againſt this Ladie: and although her Helme were mo 
ſtrong, yet it was not ſufficient to keepe her from falling 
1 vpon her ſaddle pummell, calting bloud out at her 
mouth. | 
All the reſt ok the Cambats were reaſonably deuided, 
bat they were pzeſeatly parted : foz the furious Dacian 
with thenopſe of ſo huge a blow (by channce) loked back⸗ 
wards; and ſ&ing his Roſamund, to whom the Pagan 
was about to gine another blow, with two leapes off his 
Tirian hee was with him, and tooke him ſomewhat-at vn- 
wares, ?Ah3at ſhall Jay of his blowes: they made him lap. 
his head on the ſaddle pummell, Then he ranne againſt 
him with his hoꝛſe bꝛeſt, which made him ſtagger, and like⸗ 
ty (hozſe and man) to fall to the ground. | 
By this time was Roſamund: come againe to her ſelſe, 
and was glad to ſ& her Dacian ſo neere her. The Combate 
could not continue, by reaſon that the two Armies iopned 
with ſo great a aopſe, that it ſeemed that the laſt dap was 
tome. . 
ho is able to deſeribe tho ſundzy kindes of death, the 
mightie blowes, andthe gallant attempts giuen and taken 
of either party that dap: Some vnable fokeve themſelues 
vpꝛight, tumbled to the ground, and befoze they could riſe 
- againe, death met with them: others which kepttheir ſad⸗ 
Nes much better, with ſlaking meanes fo hold * 
. their: 
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their fines , and were glad that they were dead befoze they 
kell to ground: others were thault thezolw, from He to fide, 
and were nothing ſo2ry fo2 their weunde, kut becaule they 
had no time to bee reuenged: others were lo im patient, 
that be ing cloſe by their enemies, thcp had not ſo much 
truſt in their wozds, as in their fiſts, and with them mayn⸗ 
tained the warres, vntiil that death cut dff all hope to ſ& the 
triumph fo; the warre. 

There were aboue twentle thauſand diſmounted, and 
the greateſt part of them loſt their ltues, At the firſt charge, 
where Bembo went and his fierce companions, Gualtenor 
durft not tell what they did, but comparing them, he ſayth, 
That a Riuer bzeaking his bounds, and overflowing a 
tozne field, doth not ſo beare do ne the cone, as they did 
tread men vnder their feet. 

The Chꝛiſtians were ſo deffrous of reuenge, thal they 
would not ſuffer any place fo bee vopd: foz altheugb they 
ſawe that they met with their death; pet there was no bos 
die ſeene to refuſe it, till being in hand with the gallant 
nn, whole ſwozos and Armours were died in Greeke 
ploud 
No lefſe harme did the valozous Alphebus with his 
mightie company; foz he did ſo oppʒe ſſe them, that he made 
them retire a great way out of the plaine. 

On that ſide where the Duke of Thebes was, the 
Emperour of the Romanes charged, with the Pzince of 
the Almaines, and the valozous Brunduſio: who, dc(b 
rous to meete with ſome of the Oreckes, made the battels 
_ together wich ſach a noyſe, as if the ſkyes had 
allen. 
The mighty Epi 12050 toke charge ot the aſlaulting ofþ 
Citie:and lo with al the ind ruments and engines requiſite 
fo: ſuch an explopte, with all the ACyrians 4 the power of 
the Parthians, they dzew-nere to þ walls with many tim⸗ 
ber Caſtles; with which they thought to enter þ great Ci⸗ 


tie. 7-<larions were ſoũded in p Caſtle of Venus, fro luce 
BU 4 the 
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che Ladies beheld the cruel warre. All the Greke Pꝛin⸗ 
ces knew what it meant. The Emperour Trebatius was 
vero ſoꝛr p, fearing ſome ill hap; to: he ſaw all the trcoupes 
of Niquea, in aboue ſixty rankes, marching towards the 
fountapnes, to charge at their backes, Ve lifted vp his 
eyes to heauen, ſayjng, Into thy hands, O mightie God, 
A commit yy cauſe, and the equitie of this perſecuted Em⸗ 

pire. He turned to Roſacler, ſaping, 4 doe belæue that this 
dap will neuer be fozgotten: J beſech the Lozd to locke vp⸗ 
an his people. 

Hoe offered to come to fight with the mes, but that 
Was not their meaning; foz thep deferred it foꝛ a better oc⸗ 
caſton, but onelp to croſſe the fields to recouer a hill, which 
was hard by the walles, where thep meant to foztifis. It 
was wanderfull to ſ fo2 the Captatne Ariſtoldo had al; 
read taken it. A better comaunder the wozld neuer knew; 
and truly to haus gotten the hill, had bene. continually rea- 
die to enter the Citie. 

The diſtret Captapne returned within the valley with 
all the Spanpards; and made ſuchhaſte; that they tooke if 
befozehand. The Pagan bzought much v2llant people, 
and hee was ſo of his perſon; but he met with thoſe which 
be thought. not of, which were the flower of Knighthood; 
no leſſe then Uncle and N ow, Glaridiano, and: Clari- 
maute, with the fairs Archiſilora. Theſe were fufficient to 
fight with their whole armie. The-Captaine ofthe mes 
came to an ill market, foy he met with Lin dabrides her lo⸗ 
uer, who (mote him ſenteleſte vpon his ſaddle bowe: he was 
ſo quick with him, that beloze that he could retouer himſelf, 
hs laid him on the hard groum, with a knock with his axe. 
Hee woulo not trouble himſelfeany longer with him, lea - 
ning him fo; dead: but withdꝛe w himſelle ſome what from 
his companions fo2 not to be troubled with his battel- are, 
fo; therewith hee made moze rooms. There was nothing 
better wozth the ſering in all thoſe warres. There was ne- 
Wr any hired labourer in the countrey, which _ — 

cant. 
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Cheſtnut tre,thzew down moze Cheſtnuts, then the ſonne 
of Trebatius thzew dowae Knights with his terrible bat⸗ 
tel-axe.  @nmetims with thze blowes hee felled- fire 
Rnigbts: and ſometime with a ffrong tyꝛuſt hee pluckt 
Knights, out of their ſaddles, filed vpon his are, as papers 
vpon a thzed; Me neuer gaue blow; which made not the no- 
blecompany to danke about, and. one at the ftrength of 
higsarmts. 

- The vnknowne Lane game g00? artount ok himſelfe, 
fo2 hee longht not out particular Knights, but the grimme 
Giants; among which hee ruhen without any figne of 
feare. Their comming to the reſcue, Was to ſo great effect, 
that they made the Pes tarelire out of the field to Bem- 
bo his ſqua don, who by this time was within ſight, foz he 
ha? inteiligence, that there was a ſuppip of men lauded in 
the pozt of Antona / Ve made halt, in hope to onercome; foz 


he ſaw that by their hatte going, his people gat the aduan⸗ 


tage of the field. Mel did the ſtrong Breton ſer that foꝛ that 
he was on the left wing, where bo nlald the deuil:t as that 
ground was ſomWwhat higher, thale which twke land might 


well polleſle it; which ranging; the mſelues into a lrong 


Battalion, he ſaw tooke their way towards the field, Yee 
called the Pꝛinte of fogentaria, and ſapd vntohim, Row 


tis the time come, valosous Knight,to ſhe w what hath bene 


boped fo; at pour hands: and thetefoꝛe if you will be my 
conuoy. itbehoueth mo to paſie by all theſe Tents, to goe to 

Ruow what people that is which is newly arrpued; fo; if 
they bee nof enemy. we Hall get the fleld. Doe herein, bas 
lazous Vince, ſapd the noble-Floriſarce, what ſhall pleaſe 


pou, which to eſted withthe loſſe ofmy: life, 3 ſhall be well 


content. 

The valiant Rolabel (tos he had no time to ſfap caſting 
his ſhield at his hacke, and in his hand his \wo2d) gaue his 
hazſs the re vnes, whogas ſwift as a thandervolt,parted ſro 
his ſiq towards the ſea fide. The Paince of Thar⸗ 
ſis dad nh b dun ta fete him, pee weut with ſuch 
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fury and ſwiftneſſe. Both campes beheld him, The Greeks 
knew him by the blew ſcarfe which Litzana had giuen him. 
Dome followed him, the firſt whereof were, Claramante, 

Claridiano, and the fapzo Archiſilora,becanſe they (aw that 
Ariſtoldo made all haſte, getting ground vpon his enemie: 
foz Epirabio being miſſing ( whom ſoꝛe hurt they had car- 
ried — of the battell) in a maner turning their backes, they 
made towards their campe, notwithſtanding that the 
£2 002es in that place had the wozlt of the fight: in moſt 
places elſe, they cryed, Uictozies foꝛ Bembo remfozting 
bis ſquadzon had -bzonght to his ayda hundzed thouſand 
Aſſyzians; with which hee cane ſo fierte a charge onthe 
ſquadzon of the Zhefſalonians, that hee made them retire 
aboue a bow hot. 

The Greckes were in better cafe on that ſide where Flo+ 
riſiano, with the gentle Poldolpho, with the people of Li- 
Ta, Apulia, and Croatia had entred: they were ſomewhat 
of kinne, and fog that cauſe they alwaics kept company. 
They were of opinion, that the'@argeant Maio: gencrall 
had reſerusd them and their people. freſh, oncly foz that 
da pes ſeruice. They were very confident in their valour, 
£ thꝛough that occaſion they vndertwke great enterp2iles, 
and feil on that ſide from whence |{ofabe! went; who with 
the ſtrong tlorilarce being to go troſſe the tents had put tht 
in diſoꝛder. They tame in god tine; foz the people of that 
csuntrep beems but a fewe left, had retired to backe them⸗ 
ſelues with a little hill, whither came the two famous Cap⸗ 
taines with al the hoꝛſemen, which gaue ſo ſudden a chargs 
bpon their ene mies, as did greatip annop them; but the bolt 
was to recouer the ground which they bad lolt, They both 
did greatly encourage the people, fhcwing them what ho⸗ 
nour they wanne that day, ſeing it might well be ſapd, that 
they had reſtoꝛed Grecia, being almoſt toff, 

Theſe couragious ſpraches wzought ſachefee, that e- 
uerie one fonghtfa;two:; no man was afeard of danger, ſo 
great was the hope of vicozy, All was but neede; to; the 
Tmperour 
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Empercur of Rome did ſo buſie the Duke of Thebes : and 
the Souldan of Egypt charges on the right wing, ſo as 
the Greekes had their hands full on euery ſide; fo with 
the Houldan came mightie Giants, 

Againit this ſquadzon the bzane Emperour Trebatins 

«ddzeffp0 bimſelfe, compaiſſed abaut with the beſt men of 
all tis armie: they two met, but the Greekes loca was 
ſuch, that excepting bis ſonnes, it was matchle ſſe: hee 
cutrbareboth man and hoſe to the ground. Many alighs 
tes after him, ſome to defend bim, others to kill him, 03 
take him patſoner,  - 
Tiwelue Giants which were of his gard alighted from 
their Elephants to reſcue him, which did much hurt. With 
ell this as in a chaſe, there alighted the noble Emperour 
and Roſacler, with the Princes of Fraunce, and Z oilo 
the bzaue Tartaci _ „ with Brands ſidel and Bramidoro, 
and the gentle Liner co. Theres was renned one of the 
moſt perrilous fights that had bene ſeene of all that day: 
faz the Emperour making no reckaning of the Giants, 
rated in amongſt them, and at bis entrie with a ſtabbs. 
hee thzuſt their Captaine quite thozow the body, from 
fide to ſide, whofoz his hepght was lite to a well growne 
Pine tree. 

Che fierce Giant fell not, ſeeking befoze bee dped to be 
reuenged: fo; hee winged] bis heauie club about his head, 
and therewith gaue the Emperour I'ccbatius ſuch a blow 
ath wart his n —— goe —— a _— ; 
— and the blow was ſa terrible, 

e N. Hepdow Cl rindo bene by him, who 


p there toi ſizing what had hap- 
t, calling his ſhield at his backe, he 
nade at the Bi. rs were come tothe aide, ſo as he 

as well xen ad p 1 oro with his hrauie club, 
the Pzince-w mate him both at once: one ot 
them made diaries leap nter þ his 22 „and the other 115 
| e 2 is 
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his (wozdclcft his head. Roſacler turned to another which 
had (mitten his Uncle, whom he made to ioſe his feeling, 
This dap did the voung man winne his credit and eter⸗ 
nall pzaile; fo2 with a mighty blowehe cut him almoſt in 
two pieces. Much did the father reloyce to ſe the fozce of 
his ſonne, who mayntained a cruell fight againſt ansther 
Giant. This was no time to ſtraine courteſie, fo2zBranda- 
fidel came, who with his hidesus club knockt him on the 
pate: his Helmet cculdnotpzotet him, fog he ſtreteht him 
all alqug at the Pzinces feete. The Greekes and Pateda⸗ 
nians ſeeing their Emperoz,toke herein lo go oder, that 
they wanne part ofthe Giants campe.Theie remained two 
to beare ne wes of the Greekes valeur: and had there not 
come ſo much people, that the trampling of theirhozſes 
was daungerous, they bad without doubt takenthe Soul- 
dan: but they mounted him againe vpon a ſwift courſer, 
whereon he rode encouraging his people. The Califaof 
iconia kept him better company then he thought foz, who 
ſccing ſo much people there gathered together, bzought 
twenty thouſand men to the reſcue. At their firft comming

Pe pluck(downehis Bea - 
ner, t with his Launcs in his hand; hee marched awaykiks 
Macs, and came donc into the valley, hes did notbow the 
graſſe where his hozſe went; hee flew is ſwift with the ena⸗ 
moꝛes gallant. Jt was a ltickiecdmingfoz the Frenchman, 
who was taken p2iſoner and ſoze wounded, whomecth2ce 
molt ſtrong Giants and'foure Knights-carrled. away tos 
wards their Campe, fo goe in the mozeiſecucitie; Boſh: 
pꝛintes ſa u them, but the Tinaccian,like an Aſpicque in.fu- 
tie, was the ach that came, foz knowing theKnlght _ 
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was pꝛiſoner, by his armes ſul of Ficwcrs de Luce, be hclo 
him foz a man cf wozth, and of the ake partie. e would 
alke no quc ſtions, but rather charging his Launce, aſlaule d 
the Giants, who held him fo2 a mad man: one cfthe oppoſed 
hum ſelfe againſt him who with his life paid ſoz the Leung 
mans dilplealure: fo2 in meeting him, betoze that p Taunce 
bzake, hee paſſed it a third part thozow his backe, and like a 
Lion, returned againſt the reſt of the raſcals. Jeute times 
he hurled about his ſtrong ſwoꝛd, where with bee diſpatched 
the fcure Knights, remaining ale ne in the fieid , with ihe 
two ficrce Giants, where, © valozons L at ie, newly miſs 
trifle of his ſoule, who can depaint this com bat, in ſuch ſoat 
as pou may take pic aſure therin: Ne which carried ihe vali⸗ 
ant Frenchman pꝛiſoner, was cenũlrained to (et him de wne 
vpon the hard ground, and with his Club, to turne againſt 
the lonne of Trebatius, ho waking a hard rockc ot his tich 
and ſute ſhield, attended the blow, bearing his wos d aloft; 
and ſteing that the blow came, hee ſpurring his Rulicane, 
tame ſo nete the Giant, that hec made him loſe his blow. 
Luelaes louer came with a god will, foz with a thauſt he hit 
him on the middeſt of the bꝛeſt, a came with ſuch fozce,that it 
paſt halfe thozow at one ſide: his armour was ſo thick, that 
be ſcarce hurt him. Bis other companion came with a great 
Cemiter in bis hand, hee n aſed foz his comming, but beloʒe 
that be could make any rtſiſtante, he (mote him vpd the rich 
Helmet, and made him ſc al the leaſt ſtars in the ſkies, and 
the bloud in great aboundante to guch out at his mcuth:hav 
it not bane Poliphebus which fought this battel, without al 
doubt they had ouercome him: ſoꝛ the two Giants were the 
beft in all the Camp, g ther ſoꝛe Bembo had recõmended vis 
to the the keping of Þ god Frenchinan, but they met with 
the ſonne of Garrofilea, who moze fierce then a Baliliſke,a- 
gains ruſht inbetween them. e from him.who had lo handled 
bim, on a ſuddain he (mote his ſhield ta the ground, with the 
greteſt part of his arme. The vong mis furyreftednot here, 
ſerlng 5 he came neere to the knight, w bo alſo law him, not

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knoing whether he were his friend, althongh that( inderd) 
hee was the greateſt that hee had in the woꝛlo he would ist 
miete him in this hurly burly with x r to 
the ſecond, he mote him vpon ſhe Yolaior; and ier his head 
all vnarmee, and therein great wound.

Vee had ſo katned him⸗ 
ſelfe therwith, that he gaue oppoꝛtunitte to the ofher(being 
in deſpaire ok his life) to giue him a blow; pea, he ſmote him 
a full one; and ſtrako him done vpon his hoꝛſe necke, paſt 
all feeling,fenceleſſe; and f o hee confined a great while, gt- 
uing place to the Pagan to ſecond it with another: and bad 
not Roſabel come in time to hinder it, hee had friken him

der ſtanding this, wozthte Knight (in denping my ſelfe to be 
a Greeke) J might audide the combat, But becauſe that 
vou ſhall vnderſtand that pou come ill cnfozmed, let our 
fight begin pzefentiy, and in what mancr pou will, where⸗ 
by pon hall vnderſtand, that the equitie of our cauſe will 
gine vs the victozte. Pour perſonage, valozous Rotabel, is 
woztbie ot all the triumphes in the wozld: and putting off 
bis Helmet, de went to imbꝛate him laping. 
del he, did yon thinke, Sir night, that 3 weuld not haue 
come into your Conntrie to ſee van, you hetung offended a 
Ladte in Sitepfia , ſuch as is Eufronila, by whame Jam 
commannded to challenge yon the ſingle com bat: The pong 
man con: giue him no anſwere fo? top. Somettme Ma- 
dam, a ſuddaine toy bereaueth me of m ſences, eſpeciallp. 
whenit commeth vnleoked foz: but that qualme being pat, 
imbzacing him againe, he ĩaid, J did aſure my feife, valo⸗ 
rous Printe, and my Lo2d, that conſidering how much 
ned Greece hath ol your aide, you would re member it: let 
'vs bee gone, toacquatnt the noble Emperour pour Father 
here with. That may not bee pet (anſwered the valozous 
poung man) but it behoue th rather to conceale my name, 
fo2 the lone of cerfaine Ladies which come iu in compa- 
nie, whome J baue pꝛomiſed, to maintaine (heir beautie in 
the mſddeff betwene theſe two Campes, againſt the 
Pots: ſoʒ againſt the Greekes who ſhall dare, althougy 
it were Man him ſelle, Roſabel being of their fide; Sing 
that you ſo pleaſe (anſwered the nephew) there is no man 


that will galneſay your wil: but firſt 3 would that wee 
. - might tovapbefoze the Dunne geedowne, lit them knew» 
what pour arme can doe: and it commeth well to palle, foz 
Atome nowsont of the batteil , to ſe what people this is 


which hart commeth.. J dane bene ſomewhat moze neere 
Dd unt

rect way towards the place, where they law theſe troupes, 
which were thoſe which came from Tinacria, under the chs 
mandok the great Earle of odica.

great valour ; the Pzince would not diſcouer himſelfe to 
them, vnt ul that hcehadperfozmed his challenge. Roſabel 
pꝛeſently dat lu them into the fozme of an-Yearle, and with 
the lwifteſt pace that they were able, they toke their way 
towards the Campe: they camt euen when the Dunne had 
ended his lournie, giuing a beginning to a new. Some of þ 


Erccke Battallions were in a confuſion, rear ie lo flie: thep 
lokt where was moſt ned, which was wheie p Croaciang 
tought, altheugh that in the beginning thep had de ne great 
burt.

had pactfted the fight:Wut it was fauaurable vnts the m, al⸗ 
though that it laſted not aboue an haure:ſo therein did the 
Tinacriaus make knowne what a Captaine he was, which 
led them, loꝛ hee & his ſonne Farteuno did heare themſelues 


Jocouragioufly , that they wan there with Poliphebus god 


will, That which they did, ſwad them in no ſmall il ead, foꝛ it 


Aduanced the ir houie,euento clonds , to be the moſt pzin- 


cipall 
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tipall in all that kingdome. All was nothing in compariſon 
to that which the young man did: foꝛ ſ@tng his fathers par⸗ 
tie to gae to wꝛacke, there was neuer Power that with 
his Sithe, did cut downe Coane ſo ſaſt in har neſt, as he with 
bis ſwo2d in both his hads did fel down thoſc inſidels, which 
were nat accuſtomed to ouertome. At his ſirſt comming, ba 
encountred with the gentle T horiGano, who ſering bᷣ ſlaugh · 
ter that that Entgbt made ok his people, called fo: a Lannce 
and went towards him. The youg ma ſuſpected him not, he 
was ſo huſie; and his aduerſarie was not a man that would 
greatlyſtraine conrtcſte:fo2 ifhis ar our had not been god, 
he had riuen him thoꝛołẽ from ſive tofide:he caſt him ſo far 
backe vpon his Saddle, that bes knockt his head vpon his 
hozſe butloe kes. There was neucr any Uiper troden vpon, 
that was ſo angrie as Luzelacs louer: foz comming to him⸗ 
ſelfe, e ſetling himſelfe in his Saddle, with bis verie lokes 
be made aboue foure of moſt pzoudeft afraid: foz being frt 
in his Saddle, t his fete in the ſtirrops, ſpurring his Rus 


bican, with a leape he was with him, & with both his hands 


be (mote him en 5ᷣ ſhield, e ( had not ſuch hands tempered it) 
he had cleft it: fo2 hee beat it cloſe te his Pelmet with ſuch 
foꝛte, that hauing wholy loft his (ences; he caſt out-the bloud 
ont at his mouth; and ſet him on the arſcn of the Saddle: he 
had ſeconded it with another, e that had beene his death, fo: 
the ſonne of Garrofilea was now impatient, and bt ing to, 
none of his bꝛethꝛen excelled him:being angrie he war tru⸗ 
ell, which was (one paſt, which did much advance his fame. 
Thoriſiano had many Giants foz his gard, which although 
that his father knew him not, yet he loue d him dgrly, com- 
manding the to haue regard of his perſon:e ſo one of thẽ( be⸗ 
ing little lefle then a great Bach trie, mountet vpon a furi⸗ 
aus hozſe, (ſuch a one as was fit to cart ie ſuch a pecſonage ) 
met with the Timna crians hozſe, who if he had not bæne gluen 
bim byß wiſe woman, they had both faln to the grund, foz 
he had not his equal. Mith a faire ſhock they ſtaid, bis pꝛe⸗ 
ſumption colt him bis lite; ſoʒ in field battels courteſtes ere 
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not obſerued: foꝛ Roſabel being nere his Unkle, with Hets 
tors \wozd ended that warre: fo2 hitting him vpd the ſhoul⸗ 
der, hee cleff his armour and bodte to the hollow of his 
beart. Dis companion woulvreaenge his death, g charged 
amõgſt them, as amonglt ozdinary Knights, But ſer, hit her 
tame the famous Carle of Modica and his ſenne, who lea⸗ 
uing the Gard of the Standard, came hither to their aide, 
as though they had knowne of the meting: if Gualtenor 
map be belteued, hee was one, that afterwards was veris 
famous in Grecia, who comming With great power, equall 
to his diſcretion, hes ruſhed into ihe midweſt of thoſe Barba⸗ 
rians. The god Knight Flamineo held them gad tompa⸗ 
nie. Being couetous of fame, theſe that entred, as though 


they had gone a hunting: by their blowes they purchalen 


fame. fs2 the Tinacrians, (no Sycil:ans)at the firſt charge, 
ouerthzew two ot thoſe Giants. The Frenchma w 2s ſs cha⸗ 
tericke , who ſ@king revenge, was ſo Now, that hee was 
like to haus bene loft: foz a Giant veingnere him, caſt his 
armes about his necke, with ſuch fozce, that within a little 
he pluckt him out of his Saddle. The F renchmã was nim⸗ 
ble, and ſo daa wing out his dagger, he ſuffered the Giant to 
beare him, who faling his weakneſſe, dꝛew him from the 
Saddle: but hee put in pꝛactiſe what he had determined, foz 
hee ſuddaincly had two oz thꝛer times ſtabd his dagger vn⸗ 
der his taces into his belly, fetching his ſoule out at the 

wound. | | 
They fell both to the ground, where Flamineo, obtaining 
the victozie, began fo defend himſelfe, but it had bene to 
ſmall purpoſe , had not the Tinacrian bens there, who tur⸗ 
ning about his furious hoꝛſe, made wap to enter where the 
Frenchman was: hee toke him by the arma, and as il hes 
bad beene a child, he let him vpon the Gtante hozſe;all men 
wondzing at the valtancie of that Rnight; which ſufficedts 
giue meanes to FloriGano, and Poliphebus, toreconer what 
they had loſt. They aduertiſed Don Celin do of what paſs 
ſed, who with the Alſirian, g his iter, made 8 2 
(8 


of the Mirrour of Knighthood, 


Here was the greateſt pzefſe of pcople that was in any 
place of all that day; foz both ſquadzons comming to meet 
bpon a little playne; and ſceing the greathurly burlp, there 
were few of any account which tame not thither. The firſt 
that tame thither, was the valozcus Don Celindo with his 
tompanp: hee encountred Rolabel, and made a good en- 
counter, although he loſt both his tirrops. Roſabels cour- 
ſer was ſo well trayned, that at two leapes he was with his 
aduerſarie, and by that meanes he ſmote him befoze be was 
in a readinefſe, and had wholly duerturnd him, vad not Cla· 
riſel tome running in, who well ſeated in his ſaddle, char- 
ging his Lausce aboue hand, hee darted it at the vallant 
Breton: the Armour which he ware, was not ſuch, but that 
it toni well ref that blow, ſv that the Launte being vna⸗ 
ble fo pierce if, rebounded backe againe whole, The valo⸗ 
rous Damſell gathered it dp, and there with went towards 
him whom ſhe loved better then her otrne ſoule: it was Lu- 
zelaes [oner; as bath already bene ſapd. Floraliſa, ever ſincg 
that the ſaw his picure in the wood where ſhe was bed vp, 
vtelded her ſoule to him, confirming the ſame, when hee 
went out of Gretia, admitting him foz her Knight, which 
he thonght not of. 

This Ladie was Mars in Armes, and Veous in beautie: 
ſhee bzandiſhed her Lannce with ſuch koꝛce and dexteritie, 
that J knowe not, but that if her which recsyned it bad 
knowne her, ber would haue taken it fo2 eſpeciall faucur. 
bee hit bim right in the bꝛeſt, the moft enamozed that the 
wozld knew, and bzake it with the blowe, and made the 
Pꝛince te dend on ane ſids : whoagaine ſettling himſclte, 
knew her to bee the ſame which had done him ſo extee ding 
fauours. Ve would not take any reaenge on her, But — 
warlike Ladie not knowing who he was, turned her hozſe 

and with Camillaes ſwoꝛd in her hand, ſhe dꝛew neere vnts 
bim whow the moſt loned. 
Here appeared the valour of the mſghtte Tinacrian;whs 
c 1 vnts her, be lose ſhe could deliuer her blow, 
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fooke her fo faſt by the arme, as if ſhe had benebound With 
a great cable, and in fight of all the armie, ſaying, Tipot! 
dim wyo is leſſe deſirous to doe pou ſeruice then J, warlike 
Lad:e, pou! map execute pour wꝛath, and not againſt him 
who ts ſo much and ſo lang time ours, and will be vntill J 
die. Ne ſpike it ſo ſuddenlp, that ſhe knewnot who-he was: 
and pet ſeeing him come with Armes differing from the 
Greekes, and that he came with ne w ſupplie, ſhee p;elent- 
yſ 1ſpected that it was the gentle Pobphebus,qwas glad at 
her heart:faz it is an caſte matter fo perſiu de any one that 
hopeth, and feruently loneth, to beleeue any thing that they 
would haue, and ſapd, J thought, valozous marrisur, that 
my wounds were recepued foz fauours: but ſœing that in 
pou there wanteth this acknowledgement, J will leaue the 
fo2 thaſe which will take them foꝛ ſuch, The poungſter let 
ber. goe, which was to make her the mo2e ts pad: and ſer⸗ 
ing the contrarie partie begin to pꝛeſſe fo2wards, and be⸗ 

cauſe that ſhee would not tap behind; other wiſe ſhe had a⸗ 
nw falue in loue againe, Thus pzoceeded the batteil, when 
the bzaue Knight with the ſtars, bpon a high rocke be held 
him in the blew-ſcarfe wozking wonders : fog Floriſarte 
was now come, who kus wing of the batfell, was ſent by 
Roſabel from the Citie, As an Egle came this warlike 
pong man downe the hill: and in deſpite of the Chꝛiſtians, 
croſfing athwart their campc, hee ta me where thoſe ÞP2ine.. 
ces were. Ye trode vnder feete all he met in his wap, and 

came in ſuch furp, that he would haue made (mall account. - 
of Mars: pet the Pztaces of Babylon and Argontaria 

made head againſt him, but he cared foz none of them, after 
he had ſeene p pong man; at his comming he (mote Liſarrc 

his ſonne in the middle of the ſhield, and-cncopntred him 

with his head and bzeſt in ſuch ſazt, that hee made him lay 

bis head cn his hozſes.crope, and with angther hee had o⸗ 

uerth2owne him, had not Branſiniano bene there, who 

with all his might-gaue a happie blow foz the inte of 


Tharſis: faz at mary time as the young man liſted vp hie 
fs, 
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ſwd2d, the Perſlan ſprrring his ho2zſe,gat within tim, and 
gaue himlo great a'blowe croſſe the Pelmet, as made him 
fo loſe his, and going from him, left him aluicft paſt remt⸗ 
b:zance;: The Pzince of Apulia which was hard by, gaue 
him a third. They gave him ſo much to doe, that they made 
bim moe manifeſtly to ſhe o the valour cf his perſon; ſoz 
ſeeing that thzce had ſet vpon him, he turnedsgainfi them 
all, and put them ſo much to their ſhifts, that bee put them 
all out of bꝛeath. He charged x retired as quicke as thought, 
and ſometimes it was im poſſible any way to bit him, bet 
was ſo light. Don Ce lindo had vnderſtod that Poliplic- 
bus had griened his ſiſter, and thereſoze with his (wozp 
(which was Queene luliaes) hee made towatds ihe Tina- 
crian, At that very inſtant came the famous Roſacler,who 
being neere, of fozce could not chuſe, but know his owne 
good [wozd : a man cannot declare theconfentment which 
he conceaued in ſeeing it: foz he could no longer fozbears,

— bim, was like to haue toſt him his life, who u "(thin a 
little had ſtreteht hum all along at his hozſcs hteles. All the 
foldiers{fo2 not to be benighted) withdze w, to giue plate to 
Den Celiads, who noto moze couragious then euer chars 
ged the Greeke: both toge ther they gaue 2. migbt y blow es, 
which . their noſes fs their boſows, The rights aps 
pꝛoch would not ſuffer them to glue the (econd, which made 
both armies to found ß retreat, fo tears to kill one another 
hisfciend vnknown. The pagans were vicozieus, wheres 
of they made god dhe with their ozdinarie inſtrum ents. 
On eyther ſide died ſo many, that they were innumcrable: 
and pet foꝛ allthis, nepther in the Citie,no2 in the camps 


was s heard any complaxning; foz thoſe which rem aynt d, 
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were mightyly griened, vnfill they might ſa the powe 
wherein they might either die, oꝛ be reuenged. Foz the hurt 
men the Dake of Thebes tocke elpeciall care, who was a 
molt expert Captaine. 

This was that which hes with the ſtarres defired; who 
leauing the battell, came ts Roſacler, ta hem with a gal- 
tant grace he ſapd, J would baue bene verp glad, Kaighbf, 
that pon and 4 with ſome other whom you pleaſe, might 
haue gone and ended the battell thatother dap, (oz I much 
dere ik. 

Let it be as it Call pleaſe pon (anſwered the noble Bre- 
ton, who deſtred the ſame na leſſe then he) ano leade you the 
way, and J will follow. Tho nereſt at hand was Don Cla« 
riſel which kept him company: with the Greeke was ths 
Tinacrian, who left word, if any body aſked foz him, they 
Ghontd lap hes was gons about a uttie mee, and would 
come againe ſtraight. ' 

The Pzinces in withdzawing hems, ford dome wan⸗ 
ting; the errand was left with Zoilo the Tartarian, whe 
paciſied his Lady and the reſt: they wers much better plea⸗ 
fed, when they vnderſtod that Claridiano, Claramante,and 
the fayze Archiſilora were alſo miſſing, thinking that they 
were all together. 

The night was whollp tut in, when the bꝛaue Don 
Heleno and his beloued Ladp, with the Captaine general, 
and Brandafidel, and Tirefeo went fozth ofthe Citie: and 
within a little while after, the moſt part of ths P2inces 
went foꝛth alſo, and likewiſe out of the campe, to ſeeke fo:

Luzelacs louer vaſt fozwards,efteming him highly fo; the 
god encounter which he had receiued, 4 foe inoze pleaſure 
tze any man,toſ& warlike Kntahts, a deüres to try himſelſe 
withall, although p when be law he had daduantage, he pꝛe⸗ 
ſently tame to a veace;a thing which few men wili do. The 
Ad pꝛià was moze enamonred then Lone himſelſe, c Was ok 
opinion, ö bearing fo high thoughts as he did, it were agreat 
baſenes 192 him to be ouerceme bearing Milocs Armes. Be 
returned againſt the Graks, | ſmote him vpon the helmet, 
wbich made im hold his head moe at ene ſide thẽ he would, 
and buſied him ſo, p he had me anes to giue him another, no 
lelle then þ firũt. Pe recetued it on his ſhield, which was d2t- 
uen back to his bzeſt x rich helmet: it ſeemed top new lcaer 
p a rock bad falne vpd him, the blow was ſo mighty. There 
ts no ſerpent in p ſands of Libja, ſo ſurious as was the T:- 
nacrian ! but befo2e he could be pꝛouided, the Ally: ian was 
with him with a ſtrong thzuſt, and madehim to bend bache 
vpon his ſaddle. Here choler moũted to the higheſt degree in 
the ſonne of Trebatius; fs2 now hee would not haue atuein 
place to Mars, but with him he would that the battell had 
benezthere was no defence againſt his blotwes, but that he

| Ee 2: thing, 
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thing, fo ſ& the Rubicane in the battell, foz bec fozbarens 
foteman; and lo the ATpztan was not fully at the ground, 
when hee ran bpon him and gaue him a thzewd fall. The 
Tinacrian ncucr percepued that in his hozſe befoze, and 
was ſozry foz it in his (oule; fo2 hee would not oacrcome 
him with any adnankage: and lightly leaping from him, 
he ſapd, Pardon, Sir Knight, fo2 it was not in mp power; 
fo2 J deſtre not to fight with any man with adnantage ep⸗ 
ther of hoꝛſe oz Armes. The Allpꝛian was ſo furious, that 
he made him no anſwere; but with his (wogd in both his 
hands hee ſet vpon him. Ou fate no man excelled the 11 
nacrian, foz he was an Eagle: he ſuffced him to app2oche : 
but befoze he could Crike him, hee ſhifted him to one fide, x 
made him loſe his blow: which being paſt, be gaus him ſuch 
a knocke vpon the Helmet, that he made him ſet his hands 
to the ground, and would haue cloſed with him, but it was 
to late:fo2 the angry young man was againe on fte, ve- 
ry nimbly made a famous aſſault; foz be gaue Garrofiliaes 
ſonne two firog thzufts one after another, which made him 
ade back wards, ſomewhat out of bzeath, which gane occa- 
ſion fo the poung man with a wheeling about to lay him at 
his fte, and within a little had hought him, one leg toz- 
menting him. The Tinacrian felt the blow,but would not 
ſhe w the effect which it wꝛought: foz hee charged his ene⸗ 
mie vpon one leg, vntill the great papne was paſt: rare vas 
lour in a knight, foꝛ the want of his leg was not perteiued: 
fo2 with a leap, although but vpen on leg, he tame home tg 
the aCyztan: there was no defencc againk his arme: foz 
hitting him vpon one ſide ofthe ſhield, he (mote him ſo hard, 
as made him let his knees to þ gronnd:he entred © ſhouldzed 
— t thꝛew him downe vpon his backe: he kneled downe 

pd him with his dagger in his hand. Floraliſaes louer was 
my dout of his life, + this made him dꝛaw ſtrẽgth out of weak- 
nes, ſetting both his bands vpdõ Poliphebus his arme, held 
him le p the pong mas choler could 12 no further: p night 
with p ttars was ſoꝛp to ler his cõpanions il hap, cas angre 
as 
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as a Serpent, hee leapt frem his hoꝛſe te goe lo helpe him. 
Rolabel did the like, but the vnknowne pouth came fe ſt. 
The Tinacrian ſaw him comming, e becanie he weulb aire 
no octaſion of any ill ſucceſle, he fied vp, taking his god 
l wozd. The ſtarred unight came blind foz ie Þ he came in 
time, whereby Poliphebus had mcancs to gfue him a ctucil 
blow; fo2 as he had neuer a ſhield, ſo hee gaue him a great 
flaſh in the bꝛeſt. Now was the Afly2lan on fte, who ling 
Roſabel tome running, he gaue him a thzuſt, but hee neuer 
boaſted of it; foz Lirianaes lauer, with a blow backwards, 
made him to fall on his face to the ground: the nopſe of this 
battell was ſo great, that all the hils and vallies rung theres 
of. The mone ſhined bzight, which gaue light to thzes 
Bnights which late on the hils ſide to ſe all this baitel;1hep 
were no wozls men, then the Pzinces of Silepſia,Leobello, 
and Claribel, which came with the knight, hich found 
them ne wlp bone, as bath bene befoze declared: hee was 
one of the chie feſt in that Kealme,and bzought ſome troups 
to the aide of his King, which bee had ſent vnder the com⸗ 
manndofhis Lieutenant tothe Campe ; and hee with his 
t wo ſonnes (fo2 ſo he calledthem) went vp that mountain.

To content 
the P;tnces,they all conſented, whoſe beautie and comely- 
nelle made them ts admire, They all ſeuen late downe vn⸗ 
der a greene Dlige tre, and taking off their Helmes to taks 
bzeath, it was a marueilous thing to ſ&, when the one came 
ko behold the other: fo if there wers beautie in the wozld,tht- 
ther it was withdzawne. Roſabel was not pet thirtie peeres 
old, neither had his trauels altred his complexion, fo; hee 
was the Phenix of his time: fo Poliphebus, all the ſages a- 
ere that he was excteding faire.

J belteue, to haue a ſight of this cruel war, 
made Apollo ta haſten his iournie: fo2 tuff as they encoun⸗ 
tred, hee ſhew2d bis golden face, with chining Garlands 
out ofthe Eaſt. Mell did the one know the other, being al- 
fared of the valour which either had ſhewen fo the other: 
particuſarly Roſabel, who addzeſſed himſelfe againfk him 
with the Sfarres: and fo2 this cauſe they fought with diſ⸗ 
cretion, and would not thzough want thereof, loſe that 
which otherwiſe they might bee aſſured of. Being well in 
bꝛeath, they charged, with the points of theit (wozds about 
a third part befoze their Targets, ſtanding firmely vpon 
their right fete, ſo nere together, that they might Riiks 
with their pummels.

Ve with the Stars would haue iopnes with the Printe 
of Bꝛitaine, thinking ſuddatnly to haue ouerbozne him: but 
as the other was mos nim ble, and expert in the warres, 
then he; ſo he changed his fote with a thought, and th:uſt 
at him, and wfth a guſcke ſkip he leapt backwards, gining 
hi n in parting a blow in the thigh, whoſe blond bare wit- 
nelle of the blow.

The 
paung mans balour made him to wonder, and had hee not 
bene in ſuch lurp, hee had not ſmitten him: kut having ng 
teſpect of any, he ſinote him inch a blow vpon the head, that 
although it Was the rfl, if ge had taken ſuch another, as 
that, it had mabe an end ef hum: koz it gaue luch a thanders 
clappe, that hee knewe not not where hee was. They 
had aide at hand, foz by the woods ſioe came Don Celindo, 

and his ber, with Argante, and 1 horihano, who lang 
their brother Don Clariſel (foz ſa was he called) the v ail 
came agailop. Poliphebus was in feare of their hozſe bzets 
but dꝛawing foꝛce ont of p danger (a thing wozthp his da- 
tour)ftocy weretroubled in ſuch lozt with their haſte, p Don 
Celindo and the Ladle were like to fall on their faces, and 
to auoyd it, it behooued the to leap from their hozſes; but 
Don Argante, and Thoriſiano, who reiued their hozles, ens 
conntred 
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tonntred them with their hozſes bzeſfs, and made them fo 
ſet one hand to ground, but fo their gamage: faz there is no 
Viper p ſheweth it ſelfe ſo furtons, es Luzelaes loner, It 
was the Fenicians foztune toreturne firſt. Tho Tinacrtan 
made rome ,Handing firme en his fete. with his ſv od in 
both hands, attẽded his coming, with al his might he gaue 
him a ſudden blow: foꝛtune was his ſriend, fo; 5 blo v ligh⸗ 
ted on the hozſe; it was ſtricken by the hand of Garrofileaes 
ſonne: fe2 deuiding p hoꝛſe inte 2. peces, ſetting Don Ar- 
game on þ groũd, ſo amazed, that befozey Thoriſiano came, 
he gaue him a thꝛuſt. Gualte nor ſaith, he ouerthꝛew him: 
but the Pꝛince ſtũbled, it made all their blauds to freeſe ta 
tex 2. (ich blowes. Thoriſiano woald end p vattell on fete, 
but he was detetued: foz p Spanxard {ct vpon him; 4 befoze 
he could turne, had giuen him a blow, which much troubled 
him. The combats were well deutded: foz now were they 
ſo many, to ſo many: but they which met with the wo 
vouthes gat liftle:fo> within the blowes they were ouer⸗ 
thꝛowne. The like happened where Pollphebus went, who 
although hee were ſome what weary; pet hee put Don Ce- 
lindo with his haſte otit of bꝛeath: this oꝛ der lattev not log: 
foz of the Pagans, thither tame Bembo, x the two emula⸗ 
toꝛs, Brauorante E Brufaldow;who,cſpecially ths A chaian, 

as he knew Roſabel, t hadadefire, as hath bin declared in 
this biſfozte,as a hungry Lien followed bim, holding in his 
'conceft pbattel fo ended, ę himſelt reuẽged of the J23ince. 
He with þ ſtars deffved him frembeing trove vnder foie, 
fearingtze y would doe him ſome har rie: t ſo the bꝛaue Be- 
bo tightly paſſed by. By another meanes yp 2. famous meu 
fonght revenge and victozie : foz ftanding ſtrongly on their 
'ftirrops, they hurled their Launces with greater might th⸗ 

if Mars had done if, Brauorante his Launte (fo2 that i“ 
came from a better arme) lighted firſt; g (mote him en cre 
five of the ſhiels, and being inſuff ci to bzealic it the 
temper being ſo old) made it fo turne twiſe abont:and 
therefoze Brufaldoro could not by any meanes hit it, bot 


lmote againſt a rocket pierced it p third part of þ launce in 
. Fr. 2 depth, 
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depth. The Knight with the Cars iudged it fo2 great colu⸗ 
ardiſe ; ſoz thꝛee, ſo famous as they, to ſet pen one along, 
it was moze then baſene le: andſging them returne, hee 
leapt to one ſide, ſaping, Jt ſemeth ts mee, Knights, that 
you come with greater palſion-then diſcretien, which bath 
made eu to commit lo great anerro2as is this. Theſe 
woꝛds did ſo winne the heart, and animate the ſonne of the 
great Trebatius, ſ ming ts him that they were ſpoke with 
ſuch gene roſitie, that as if he had had wings, at 2. leape he 
gat his hoꝛſe, who ncuer parfeo frem the battill, and with 
another icap ltghter then an Eagle ge recouc red the ſatdle, 
ſaping to him with the ffarres, Pardon me, valo2ous war⸗ 
ricur, that J doe not end this battell with pen; there (hall 
not want time whenſdener you ſhall giue me warning: fog 
the ill be haniour of theſe Knights fo:ceth me to lt aue it. to 
make them know what erroz they haue committed, It is 
verpreaſonable(vals2ons Paince) ſaydhe with the ſtarres, 
and would goe to affi you, were it not to hold mp credit 
and wozd which J haue gente be ot their party. They 
could not pzocecdin their diſcourſe; foz with another turne 
they were againe tome ag ainſt the roung man. Me quickly 
aduaunced himſelfe, with a loud veice (aid, Me hall haue 
time, pou cowardly nights, to make you know pour co ws 
ariſe, and the paſſ:on where with you come, which bath 
made vou to foꝛget the laws and ezders of Knightheod, He 
bare yimſclis well againſt theſe 3. pillers: but he had bin in 
danger, had not Poliphebus ceme vpon his Rubican. The 
valiant young man had long ſought Brufaldoro, and now 
knowing him by his Armes, hee came to him ſwifter they 
thought, x found him buſy ſauting of Roſabel. h gaue him 
a mighty blow on ; helme, laping bim all along vpon bis 
gozſe neck, ę paid him pot another, which made Þ bloud to 
ſpzing out at his viloʒ. Now were þ Boes in danger, fo2 
on one ide of p ficid came 4. which would have giu? Mars 


battell: the one was Captaine generall of the Greekes, - 
the other Role cler, Don Heleno, and the fayzeRoſamuneai, 
who knowing Bembo, who to2 an old grudge euer ſince the 
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of the Mirrour of Knightkood, 
baftellby Sea. hie came to bim moꝛe light then an Cunce. 
and with her wozd which was fozged in Pabplon, * 
ſmote dim vpon the Cirong ſhield, the frengih thereof ſer- 
ued foz little, 02 foʒ that it came from Lupcriuws, ſoʒ from 
ſide fo ſide && cleft it, and it was a Wonder that ſhe had 
not done the like by his arme. The furicus ©araſin was 
moze then enraged, fog all that quarter was ſo to2mented, 
that it had no feeling. The Ladie was not idle, foz ſi: was 
one which keught me earneftly , and ſo befoze that the 
Saraſin could vnderſtand frem whencs that blow came, 
the toke him another on the five offhe bead, which if ſhee 
had not ouerreached him, without deut bad put him in great 
danger: fo2 in hitting him in this maner, ſhe mate him to 
fall ſo back wards, that within little hee had come ts the 
ground, 
The Pagan was terrible when bee was angrie: ſoz (ce- 
ing her which had handled hum in that mancr, there was no 
Lion ſo fierce as he. Pee afſailed the Ladie, meaning with 
that blow to have felicd her. Well did Ariſtoldo pt tce iue 
it, and the furie where with he came, being well kno t ne vxy 
to them, by meanes ol his omarie deuice which hee bars: 
the Antiechians hozſe was well in breath, with whome be 
paſſed bet w jr the'Ladie and him, and abone band hes 
ſmote him on the bꝛeſt, whert with bee made him to loſe his 
blow, and lay his head on his hezſe butteckes. Now was 
this Painte cleane out of patience, rencuncing his gods, 
and now ſemed all they which were inthe field, to be but a 
few: and taking his ſwozd in both his hands, as the Cap 
taine turned, he ſmote him ath wart the ſhield: zee (mote it 
from his arme, and deſcending to his Pelmet, hee bꝛeught 
him to deathes dae, fozhee laide him ſencelcfle vpon his 
hozſes necke: hee me aut to haue alluxes the victszie, and to 
haue bene reverged by the death of ſuch a Knight, 
The moſt mightie Dac ian hindze d him of his purpoſe, 
obe as he had the beſthozſe in the wozld, with a leape bes 


was with him, when his _ was aloft, hee dad no moze 
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tim? but fo giue him a crae!l blow athwart the armes, and 
followed his blow ſo well, that hee gaue lite fo Ariſtoldo, of 
whome the Greekes tod in great need, and made him with 
the koꝛte ok his, to let fall the ſwozd out of his hand. Roia- 
mundi came in ſo god fime, that they had onerthzown him: 
fo; they made the Moꝛe to fele t wo thzuſts, one after an- 
other in his fleſh. To his aide came het with the Starres, 
wondzing at the valour of thoſe Knights . It had beene no 
great matter, had not the tws ponthe3 come: who holding 
their valour, which fought foz little in regard of theirs, all 
hauing taken hozle, thep cepaired thither where they heard 
the great noyſe. 

Tye faire Claribel met with Ariſtoldo, although that fn 
fozmer time they had been the greatelt friends in the wozld: 
but ho thewed it not now, foz heeſmote him vpon the rich 
Yelme, making the blond ſpꝛing out at his noſe & mouth, 
and laid him on his hazſes necke: hee ranns vpon him with 
his hozſes bʒeſt, and had not the Captaine had a god one, he 
had caſt them both to ground:ali this was nothing, ſoꝛ now 
were come to the battell, thoſe which were voꝛne foz tbe 
warces, which were Claridiaao, Claramante, and the faire 
Archiſilora, who had milk the way, becauſe that they knew 
not the Countrie, whoſe famous arriuall doth x:ell deſeruc

Ho the Princes of Grecia, Claridiano, and Claramante, 
wich the Queene of Lira came to tlie battell, and what end 
it had, u ith thatwluch after followed. 


No 8 Ip oule F — compaſſed with ſuch warres, 
whither 4 hallrepatre fo2 refuge, to caſe mee 
ot the paine which Jendure, but to your beau- 
tie, to theend that by augmenting it, it may be 
my v death: fo with accepting ol my faith and ſeruice, you 
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may eaſe the tozment, which mine eyes haue bztugbt mee 
unto, ihꝛougb their pꝛeſumpf ion, refei ring all the griefe to 
the heart fo2 hauing ſene you,they remaining With the glo⸗ 
rie to haue ſan pur beautie, then which nature could ſram: 
nothing moze excellent, to the end that p woꝛld ſhould hold 
von fo2 the alone, and as the Fenix thereof. Feing ſon. u hat 
lightned, with ſpoaking ſome what cf that beautie, J wil tel 
you what an entrie the.gallarit Archiſilora made, who at 
her firſt comming, met with the gentle Leabello, and ſetlcd 
welt in her Stirreps, ſh& þuricd her mightſe Launce at 
+ him, The young Mars received it, but made an ill bargaine: 
fo2 this Dugenes,arme.was one of the moſt famous, It 
paſſed cle are tough his ſhield, qlightedon his bzeſt, bea- 
ring the youth ſs backewardes, that hee was almoff ouer- 
thꝛowne. She paſt fozwarns like an Cagle, to whole en- 
counter came the baitant Mauritanian, not knowing her, 
fe: th ware a blew Hcarfe cner her armour, The g 0 
meant with Wow to haue made an end of the wartes, but 
it happened to him cleane confrarie: foz the diſguiſed young 
man, who toke moze care fo; that Ladie then fo; himſelfe, 


pt uented the Pagans blow, paſſing betwene them with 


his hozſe: hee cculd doe no other wiſe, but by holding vp his 
ſchield, to croſſe the blow: but that was to ſmall purpoſe, fo 
he beat it to his head, and him out of his ſences. Then came 
the matrone: and to requite the Knight with the Ladies, ca- 
ſing het ſhield at her backe with both hands, ſetled vpon 
her ſtirrops, ſhe gaue a mightie blow, it was one of the be ff 
that was giuen p-day:foz as (at eaſe) he ſmote him bpen the 
bhigheſt ofthe head, ſhe ſmote away a little Target, which 
hee ware behind his Helmet, carrying therewith part cf his 
goꝛget of Maile. She returned with a thꝛuſt which pierced 
his fleſh. But at vnawares, the furicus Leobello ſmote her 
vpon ber pzecious Belmet: hee fmofe her downe vpon her 
Saddle bow. cr lover turned his head abcut, and ſeing pis 
Ladle in ſuch a plight, his ſurie cannot be deſtribkogeꝛ mas 
bing no accompt of þ Mauritanian, he made to) hong wan. 
| , 1 4 », pe 
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The fourth booke of rhe third Part 
The ſonne of Eufroniſa bare no ſuch armes, as lvere con- 

uenient to receiue the blowes of this Grieke: fo2 hitting 
him a full blow en the bzeft, hee gaue him a marueilous 
wound, although without danger:hee gaue him another, 
which withia little thzew bim to the ground. Brauorante 
did much affect this young man, ſieiug with what courage 
hee lought, and would haue come tuff to his aide, but hee 
ſound in his way the piller of Grecla, Claramante, ſo niere 
him, that hee could doe no god with his Ar: at large, and 
therefoze dꝛaboing backe his ar me, he gaue him a thꝛuſt in 
the midveft of bis chield, and although it had bene of Di- 
amond, he had cleft it: fo; hs fate mas rare, and the wea⸗ 
pon, the bet in the woꝛld: hee made both him and his ho2ſs 
to make a tand. All men wondꝛed af the blow, it ſef him lo 
beſtdes htmſelfe , that hee had time to retire from him, and 
fetching his Are about his head, de reached him a knocke on 
the ſide of the Helme: and if hee had ginen im a third, A 
Know not hom it had gone with the Pag 
Then came the gentle Claribel, as fierce as a Furie, 
with a double blow, The 'Greeke thought much of it, and 
knew not well where might bee contained ſo knightly vas 
tour. After him came Bembo, foz hauing heard the blowes, 
he well knew what it meant (as it was true) fo his friends 
colt: hee gat little by his comming, foz Claramante being 
come to him ſelle, and miſſing the young man, hee faſfned 
the blow vpon the Ach11an : it was terrible, fo2 as hes had 
neuer a ſhield, hee toke it on the middeſt of his bꝛeſt. This 
was that which the Saraſin moze ferred, then all thoſe 
which hee had receiued in his life, foz the Axs entred his 
back, wounding him moztally:he made no boaſt the reo, fo; 
he with the Starres and Claribel, (mote him both together, 
the one vpon the ſhoulder, the other vpon the tap ofthe Bel⸗ 
met; they laid hin on the Had ple pummell. To the noyſe 
tame the famous Floraliſa wild Camillaes e cams 
inſt as Claramante raiſed and ſefted hfuacelfe, and with a 
 2gurle ch (mote hin. vpan the Velmet; ittounded 5 
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bell, and left him halfe aTonſcd : ſhe would haue ſent him 
another, but that ſho& found hard by her, the fomons Nola 

mundi, with Seauramis her dinelich [Word, against whole 
edge, neither ſtæle no2 enchantment had any fozce. Sher 
gaue her a backe bloiy vpon one ſide of the ſhield, and ſmot: 
off the ene halle thereof, with great part of her A intbꝛace: 
ts her ame tame the woũded Don Clariſel, deſiring to die in 
the light ol her whom he ſo dearely loued and like a Uiper, 
dzawing fozce , not out of bis owne feeling, vu! from his 
firme faith, hee ſmotethe Dame vpon the rich Helme, and 
made her bow dolone her head lower then che would: hee 
gaue place ts Florahta, to be revengedof the Pincelle i- 
ung her tio thzu ls, the one alter the other. 

Where is 19 particular combat, but may bee ended: koz 
now, ol the Poes ſide came Aﬀtoriido,and E pirabio, with 
the Calipha ef Siconia, and the Ring of Giant-land, with 
foure Giants, all Conſins, They centred, treading the 
Greekes vnder fete, and were like to doe much harme:foz 
Branduſio, and the Prince of Almaine had aduanced fo:⸗ 
wards, with thoſe troupes which remained at the entrie 
into the vallep: but they found newlp come befoze them, the 
mightie Traſondan, Poliphebue, and his bꝛother Ro! acler , 
with the two couragious Giants, Brandafidel, and Brami- 
doro, with ths gentle Tiferco, and the faire Claridiana, Ft 
was a thing wozthie a Romans Theatre, to ſe ths en- 
counters: fo: the Giants matched themſelues the one with 
the ofher : it was like as if two ſhips had met in the middle 
of the Sea. In this encounter, the Greeke partie had the bet⸗ 
ter: fo; Brandalidel (who was one of the malt famous in 
the woꝛld) laid his aduerſarieon the flog: Bramidoro did 
the like: they has them in chace, and pzeſently many aftcr 
them: foꝛ Tifereo had likewiſe ouerturned Lindaurozwith⸗ 


la a little the warre had agatnc benencw begun: fo ina 


maner the greafef part of the Pꝛinces came afote, eithet 
partie to aide their people; Brandafdel was furtous —— 
he fought; being angris, thep could faTen few blowes boo 
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bim:f63 en ſote he was very light , and wilhdze lr him ſelfe 
to play bis part with his club, u herewith he did things, al⸗ 
though law ſull, pet verie pitiſnil: fo2 there heppencd te en⸗ 
ter a Giant, which came with Brunduſio: e hit him but 
two knocks, and both cn the Pelmet, there na ded no moze 
blowes; fc} he layt him dead at his fte. Erunduſio wenld 
be rcuenged; but it was te mate with bis death: fog Bra- 
midoro was at hand; and in paſſing by, with his bat be made 
Min gee tion his hands. Titerco holpe him,foz be flretched 
pim out all along. They left their clubs to repaire to him of 
Sibia, (ging that he of Zardus was come to gripes with 
bim. Thcy had kiiledhim,pad not Brauorante ariued:whoſe 
cemming with A riſtoldo did not oxely reſcne him, but alſo 
rene u cd the warte: ſo as it then ſeemed much moe truoll 
then st tte beginning. The great Alphebus after his old 
maucr ſingled cut Brufaldoro: fog hee had long diſ red it, g- 
ner linice that in the Wods of Grete he Woult haus rbb ed 
bis mother. Tie Pagan refuſed it not, but rather at his 
Arſt ſmote him en the ſtrong and rich helme, and made him 
auale his bead downe te bis boſome. & be Pauritanien 
would haue leconde d it: but the famous En perenr, which 
with thoſe blowes was nothing amazed, whcling his bozls 
a littie to one fide, made him to loſe his blow, and would 
not let llip occtaſion, but with all hie mighl he reached him 
a blow vpon the (hogivcr, which lmote a wap all his vaunt⸗ 
bzate: it went net alone, foz hee gaue him ancther, which 
put him out of hit remem bꝛance. Che Gra ke ſpent lo much 
tine in Lriking him, that he gaue eppoztunitp io Claribel 
lo come vpe him with ath2ul : it was one of the meſtex⸗ 
tren e bloꝝts that cur the Creke had tecerucs, Yts La» 
die would reuenge it; but ſhe cculd net find him, foz he was 
uke an Eagle; and had vpcn a ſul den hardly handled the 
great Tartat ian Zoilo: hee made a thʒuſt af the Troiane; 
and had not the Pzinccs of Tharſts and Argentaris bene 
ne&re, without doubt Hectors bexze had bens in danger, 
Che faire Sar matia was troubled to (@ her Croiane in ſuch 
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eſtate: and grinding ber ttb, the ſet vpon the youngſter: 
ſhe came lo nere, that the could not firike him: theblow did 
him greater kaudur then he deſerued: fog calling her fapze 
armes oner his backs, ſyce griped him ſo hare, that hee ime 
pzinted his armour in his fleth , as ſhe toke him at vng⸗ 
mares; ſo was it a ſnail matter to vie 2 oy and had hee 
bene anp other, ſhee dad pluck t vim from hig Hoffe. In the 
chaſe came the great Tmacrian vpon his Rub: can: U ſez⸗ 
med to be no other then a thunder- bolt, w. ina veto nc 
the c!5wds ; he fir? tone Don Argante to faſke, and ſet 
him without ind gement vpan the adde bowe: he Uretched 
Lindaurb al; along vpon ehe ground; and finding Don Ce- 
in do nere him, with a ſtrong thzuſt he ſet him betides his 
ſaddle. Trebatius his ſonne was neuer ſœne in ſuch a fury, 
his fierceneſte made them all fo wonder; and had net he with 
the fars come, he alene had ended the bat tell in that place: 
fo; be foꝛe that be came, he had ouerthzownne the Peinte of 
maine: he leapt after him, holding it to haue bene honoꝛa⸗ 
ble to haue taken him pꝛiſoner, accounting him fo2 ane of 5 
moſt pꝛincipall by his rich armonr in their tampe. The bn⸗ 
 knowne pong man detaines him from his purpsſe, ſariting 
him at the entring, in the chelt of his bꝛeſt: it is a great hap 
that he had not kild him, f32 his ſwoꝛd picrced his armour 
euen fo the (itit,and with a little moze Fee had thztiſt him in 
the heart pit. Luzelacs louer ſuffered himſelf te be hurt with 
a ſtab, and (&ing his blond ſpilt vpon anothers weapons, 
there was neuer Tiger ſo ferce as he; foꝛ the feſhed Lion is 


tame in reſpect ot him: foʒ bing ing his ſweꝛd abovt his heed 


with all his might, he (mote him with the ars athwart the 
Helmet, and made him fe them within the ſame with a⸗ 
boundance of bleud. The Grekes would faine bane ended 
theſe baſtels, becanſe they knew that therein confiffer the 
Urength of their ar mie, and (they being loft) the vigeꝛie a⸗ 
gainſt them was certaine. But now thete was noreme- 
die: fo2 the Empersur of the Romaues was alreadie entred 
tze wa), with abone a huad;ed thonſand men. The Gre#ks 


doubt kull of thiir Princes, had ſhewie nateffe carc: fo; the 
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yals;}ous Vieridian Was come with as many, The battets 
were readp to toy ne. hut vbelhthe cre and the cther wer? 
in ſcare to bee! oli through the diſtommoditp of the place : 
and; 0 (hep p. — 91 the r bauing ſomething to talke ok, cen⸗ 
coraingthe vatoar cf thoſe Knights. The Grakesextolled 
= ro porng nights with highef? pꝛaiſes, ellœming the 
fo? the f fic ewere of Chivalrie. They left no icfle otcaſton fo 
be 2a [z2d of; particulariy V011hebus, who had he wi him- 
rife fo daltaut, that thep wenvzed thereat, as pꝛodigtous, 
21! wen intreating | bim, and chic fly his b2other, to tell who 
he Was: bt ut hee xcuang him ſelle the be ſt that he could, cau⸗ 
ed them the mere to miſtruſt; and moſt, when hee foke 
bis lcaue sf them, kelling them bat hee was to ge to tre 
acertaine eduenluro. Thepallcfiredehim their compaup: 
but then to be slone did beſt fit him, accepting (accozding as 
was reaſon ) of their gentle offer : he tokehis way with his 
Kubican, {pcaking firſt ts Roſabel, whom he entreafed 5 
he ſheuld not tell who he was, vntill hee had perkozmed his 
chalenge. He went diredly to the plate where he had leff the 
Ladies;but ent not long to lakethe in: foz by p N rmphes 
direction they met pꝛeſently: thep made that dap holrdap, 
paſſing it in reciting what had happened betwene the 
Ortekes and the Pwꝛes; tothe Which thep determined the 
next dap tolend heir meſſage. 

Lietr Taptaine was much affected to valiant nights; 
and laing what the two pouthes had done, he went to im⸗ 
bace them; who knowing what he was, deſtred to kifle his 
hands, putting off their Helmets, diſceuering moze the bu⸗ 
mane beautie; which trake them which were pzeſent with 
admiration, to ſ& them ſo poung and lo valiant, The war - 
like Bembo imbꝛaced them,ſaping, It were no reaſon, that 
thep which haue ſo god hands of their ewne, ſhould kifle a⸗ 
ny mans in the wozid, All the reſt of the Pzinces recepued 
them with ſuch tourte ſie as was due fo their valeur. There 
were no greater friends,the he with the Cars and they: all 
he whole camps did eclebzats their comming, reloycing 
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to ſ&them: eſpecially the King of Silepſia, when he knes 
that they were his (ubiegs, knowing the amgbt hem 
ttze y held foz their Father, they all ſopt tcgettcr in the 
Soldan of Niquea his tent: and to cw them the weze 
pleaſure, there was that night maſkijig and dauncing, ite 
Ladres mating there, then which, the earti; boze nonc favs 
rer, noʒ moe diſtrete, The Pzincefle of tte Aomanes (&- 
ingtterc was no peilitilitie to cffed her god, ſometim cs 
rem her ſeats with noſmall affeeicn, the beheld the L032 
of Achau, ſEming tc her, that next after tte ZDacian,fhee 
might teſt cmpioy ber beautie vpen him. £ f this Supper 
grew many new icurs: loz the mightie Argante, who til: 
then had taneſre ſtem his ſnares, beldthe Sophi his 
Daughter tobe tle Kunne of all bcavtie, and with this 
conteit, hegaue her his life and ſonle, ſubmitting himſeifto 
der in ſuch carneſt and god fayth, that nothing was of 
power to vntis the knot which blind lone had made.

Time being 
teme toe witttzaw themlelues (toz ſome cf the Bnights 
were hurt) hep all Went to their tents,carrying with the 
tte xcngBrilghts te their buknowne Grandſather, which 
went,ccmenting the bzauerieofthe Graks,vho tak no 
other race but to foꝛtiſie their Cit ie, jiudgirg that that war 
V euld be of lovgcentinuance, bothtteonc ard the other 
had rate offruce. And ſo, from the & @zes there tame to 
the Citie te rc queſt it, the Kings of Ecnicia and Armenia. 


The Treks granted it fo2 fiftcene dapts, and that into

Earle of Modica, went to doe his dutie to the Empereur

Had 1 not well knowne, mightie Mo- 
narch, how worthie thoſe errours are to be pardoned, 
when loue is the cauſer thereof, neither would I haue pre- 
ſumed to wrice, neither had Iany mind thereto, although 
1 haue had it, to deſire thy death, my life depending onely 
on thee, that thou liueſt. I acknowledge my fault: and for a- 
mends, I ſend thee theſe Knights, to ſerue thy petſon, aſſu- 
ring me, that the t vo ſonnes hich thou lefteſt heere, will 
doe the like. And if the affection which I doe and haue 
borne thee, may moue thee, the warre being ended, I pray 
thee to raturne them backe to me againe, that I may enioy 
the preſence ofthe ſonnes, which. l hope not of the father. 
The God in whom thou beleeueſt, grant three ſuch health, 
as the forgotten Garrofflea deſireth.

which it he perfozme with his honour, it ſhall bee to him the 
greateſt of the wozld; foz the Knights with whome he is to 
fight, are the moſt fampus vnder the Sunne. Al that which 
map bee giuen him oz favour (ſaid the gallant Helena) 
bath bene giuen him by the hands of theſe P2jnceſſes; fo 
haning ſuch a ſuertie as is the Pꝛince of the great zitanie, 
what attempt but is aſſared? Thep could not p2zocde in 
their diſcourſe : fo in the place was heard a great- nopſe, 
which was, that the Tinacrian comming foꝛth at one five 
of his Tent, would ſhew himſelfe to the Greeke Ladies. 
There was nener ſweeter Puſick heard in Grace, thenaf 
bis comming foozth , without knowing whos made it: and 
there were many Squbs andfirewozkes this mne into the 
ayꝛe, which gaue great pleaſarefo the be holde rs: But much 
moꝛe, when they ſaw Poliphebus the ſonne of Trebatius, | 
tome betweene two Ladies ſo gallant, that hee carried cue- 
rie mans eyes with him: his Armes were of the colcur ok 
his Tent, ſet with many Eagles of Gold, ſo artificially 
done, and with ſo many ſfones of ſundꝛie colours, that the 
Sunne ſhining vpon them, no man could behold them, in 
the INE of his rich hielo: whole bozders were of moſt 
bzight ſhining lfones ; in the middelt betweene two tow- 
ring Ycrons, be bare an Cagle, ſo excellentix made as was

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wonderfull fo behold, and under it were wzilten theſe 
Kos; | 
| The Eagles wings heonght to haue, len 
There by to mount vnto the skies: 
From ſcorching flames himſelfe to ſaue, 
Or other harme that may ariſe. 8 
Bis deuice was wel liked of, and ſez his pꝛeſence there 
were very few but wert wel atfeacd unte him. The ladies 
(wheſe brantie & baaucty made al the aſſiſtauts ta wonder) 
came clad all in white, cut vpon coloured Tinſell, and tho 
cuts ſet with meſt fine Kubies: their Cov res were after 
the Spanish faſhion with foure Neves, one paire iraight, 
and imbꝛodered with Cold, and the other paire, long and 
large, hanging downe , ſcruing enely fo2 cxnament: their 
bapze made vp verie faire, and [cf with rich Nonces,(o faire, 
that manp in bi bolding them, ſell extremely in x ue: and 
vpon the tcp of al, rich Gariands. They came alone: ſo; ſo 
would the Tinacnan haue it, He bare bis Launce himſelle, 
with his Beauer de wne, and with the ſame atmcs, which 
the Nimphes had giuen him, ſo as no man could knows 
him. Thep wet direaly to thoſe fandings where the Crak 
A adics were, thithir whenhe came, making his hczls to 
kr te le dolwu ne, putting vp his Bcaucr, with great teuerente, 
he laid | 
P S>cucraigne Pzinceſſes of Grecia, the fancurs haue bt ne 
ſo great, and ſo manp, which haue receiued from xou, that 
0 am net of hope to bee able to tequite th: but to acknow⸗ 
edge the dutie on my part, and theſe Ladies all the dayes of 
our liucs,cnpioping the lame in pour ſeruice, and to loſe it 
therein, hall be to vs grate full. C gt ſe Ladies beautte (ſaid 
the Empꝛeſſe Claridiana) is moze wozthie, and pour valaur

Wbich bzingeth lo god aſutance with himſelle, needeth no 
greater fauour then from his owne pꝛeſente, which is ſuch 
as aſlureth the palme of ß batfels, whole end we wiſh may 
bs ſuch as the Greeke Ladies doe dere.

(fi 8 et Rubican ſomewhat altred,like a bird — from 
bim. By this, his aduerſary was vpon his fixte, making

This free Batchelcur leued Eufromſa fo much, that al⸗ 
thongh tbat hee playncly ſaw hee toucd him not, vet bee 
neuer left to loue her vntilbafter wards, as halbe declared.

There was neuer Pircaui- 
an Tigre that turned ſo; foz ſteing his Launce whole,. bs 
hurled it as'thonghft had bene ſhot aut ut a Cannon : the 
one halle entred into the ground, Wr the vn;

And ſo taring faz nothing but to end the batfell, hes 
griped the Pagan ſo hard, that he knew not where he was; 
and would alſo with a blow haue ended the fight: taking 
his ſwoꝛzd in both his hands, hee made towards his ene mie; 
be made many afraid, to ſe him come with (ach fut ie, aſlai⸗ 
ling him at one five. The T inacrian would haue bettered it: 
but it was like to haue bene to his ou ne dammage; fo2 the 
Mose was ſubtill, and perceining that het warde not his 
head, he gane him the gre:teft blowthat eue re han mt 
ten: hitting him at one ite, hee beat his Helme round,and 
made him fo loſe part ot his fight-, caſting out much blond: 
notwithſtanding all which, he was fiil very herdfull, which 
in inch — that which did ute him of þ$at- 
tel:fo zcloling with bim with his dagger (Wzxderttwith greut

Into the Lifts came the famens Ihoriſiano, 
with his accuſfowed armes, hich wert as good 8s any 
in the wo;1d, Po was not enam eut ed, but yet was ſent by 
theLadyes, And as he was knoUnetothe Grakes, and 
held foz ſo valfant, they were indoubt of the Tinacrian, 
but not they Which kniw what belcuged to the wars: and 
much itfle-Roſabel, who was oucrioyed to ſs how wel his 
biclehadacquitted pim ſeife: and he did the mozeretoyce, 
to thinke, what contenſment bis mighty Grandfather 
Would conceive, whenhe ſheuld know him tobe bis lonne. 
If your faiicur' were euer diſegreeable, faire Ladies, ſapd 
the Empzeſſe Briania, to the ng I adyes, in my opinton it 
is ndw: fo with this tom ming of the adnerſarie, all the 
tompanie deth mutter, doubting of peur Knight. There is

Haulder, which vid ſo toz;nent him, that bee fcarce!'» felt 
bis ſwoꝛd arme.@ ye painewrs ſa2ne gone, which wis an 
aduentare fo; the pong man: fs3 the Tinacrian was come 
with another, with greater haſte.then good ſpesde: fo; he 
came ſo neere, that Thoriſiano might well frike him. The 
Greeke neuer receiued a greater blow : fox bee ſmote. him 
on the bzinn? of the Helmet, and with a little woze hay 
ſcricken it krom his head, making him bo w lower then bs 
would haue done: an» bekfoze he could recouerbimſelfe, he 
gaus him a ſezethzuſk, and hit him lackily in the topnt of 
the vauntbꝛace, and was the firſt that dyed his wind in 
the Tinacriaus blond The reff (which remained) free zed 
in his bodie, and rozing within himſelfe, moze fiercely 
chen a fartous Tiger, heranne vpn Thoriſiano, Yay 
Mars himſelfe ($en2bhim come with that furl , de would | 
haus beene afraide of him. | 

There was no ſtrelen ſhield, no plankes of fine lizels, 
bat all was too little againſt the ge Tinaerian, 
Bee ſtrake awayhis ſhield, and it was a great chance, 
that hee had not done as much by his arme: the blow 
paſſed to bis Helmet, with lac) fozce, that it made it 
Ape from his head, bzegking the buckles, leauing all 
biz face bloudie, which came out at noſe and eres. Ubere⸗ 
with was heard a great haut in the fleld, crying, Che 
Soze . Champion is dead. 
The Tinacrian (ing him ſo n and ( amazed, 
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was mooned with compaſſion, and to doe that iohich he 
neuer did, whtch was, to hold his hands: foz if he had ſtri⸗ 
nen him againe, it had been the laſt battaile that cuer that 
Pzince had fought. But he ſtaped to tet him take bzeath; & 
when hee was fully rccanered, making himſelfe reabis 
Foz his defence, be ſapd vnto him, I would not, fir Bnigbt, 
that your great mind ſheuld bee any occaſion of yeur diſ⸗ 
grace, foz which J cheuld bee ſozie + you are weunded 
and diſar med; the beft courſe will bee, to giue euer the 
battaile witheut farther contention. 

- Thbe:bnkncwne Thoritisno Was of good behauiour, 
and ſeing his gentle otter, hee ſapd, J am berie ſozie, 
ſir Knight, that by ſo many wapes you haue the vicozig 
of met: but ſaing the heauens haue ſo e2dained it, all is 
ſoz the beſt, and which beft fitteth mes. The Tivacrian 
togke his anſwere verie kindly, calling to his Squire fog 
the Belmet which he gaue him, ſaying, J wil not that rour 
Shield remaine with mee, as a ſigne that yon are cuer- 
come, but fo2 a token that J am yaurs. The courfecus 
ſpeeches of the Tinacrian div greatly winne the hearts of 
all thoſe which were in the field. The pong man went fozth 
of theLifts, ef whom was made great account foz the va · 
lour ot his per ſen. 

There was made a great noyle in the campe: foz Don 
Aręante had taken the place with ſo angry a countenance, 
that all men perteiued with how great furie bee tame. All 
this was nothing to mocue. the Tinacrian. Foz with 
greater mildeneſſe they in ſueh a caſe was requffite, 
bee went to the place where the Launces trere, and 
there hee choſe a great L aunce: and putting tp his Bo- 
ner to take the ay;e, and lo wipe away the bloudie 
ſweats, (foz neuer did any Knight endure ſo much in (8 
little time) bet encouragad his Rabican, and gining him 
the ſyurre, hee betame as freſh as the wind, when 
it commeth foozth of bis darke dungeons, and then with 
4 wonderfull and —— made * 
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thediſguiſed loner.” They met with fo great hopſs; that if 
two great Carricks had met in arouxhfea,. they could 
haue made no greater. The Fenician with the fo2ce of 
the encounter, loft his hoꝛſe repnes, but he quickly recoug- 
red them*they turned their hozſes with ſuch a grace, that 
Mrs could baus done it with no greater. Trebatius his 
Sonne being mounted vpon his Rubican , had the aduan⸗ 
tage of all the wozld, and with that Krong armonr :-foz in 
it(notwitbdkanding ſo many batfailes) therCWas not one 
ſcarre to be ſeene: but as the Danne went downe into the 
Spanilh Seas, there was no fayzer fight-to be ſdene, then 
the colours and reftetion which ik made, which fufficeth to 
make Luzela to loue him: which iopfull to ſee him, ſaydto 
the layze Roſoluia, J doe be leeue that but f62 your bea ut ie, 
the Prince could neuer haue afchieued ſo many battailss 
with ſo much honour. Nap, from your beautie, faire WAN; 
celle,ſpzingeth his valour which he hath Heweit;quoth the . 
pꝛinceſſe, and let vs ſeehowhe fireth wich him in the grn 
ſcarfe, who in my opinion is valiant. The ons fookehis 
courſe moe ſwift then thoaght, again the other. Ther 
met, and made a fearefull noyſe at the breaking of their 
Launces, Whoſeſplititers flews out of light, the x untred 
ſo farre into the region of the av2e, 

They were bolt couragious: and deten returned, the 
Fenician hauing loſt both his @Stirrops, which he ſo quick⸗ 
d recouered, that it was ſcarcely percetaed⸗ Cho Tinacri- 
an pzeſuming of his Nubitau, Wend eder make a 
pzoude attempt, butvis hope failed yimifo; this kotirr was 
one ofthe moſt readte men in the 'woziy,c in tyts caſe would. 
rather dpe, then bee onercome,” Foz as the Tinatrian 
app;oached (putting his hazle aſide, Heoiniads him fo 
loſe his blow, giuing meaiies.to Argaute ts (mite him 
as be paſſed by, a mightis blow back warvs,. making hint 
to lap his bzeft onthe one pummell. Pehaſtened aftet 
vim, and both together met with ſuch fozce, withtheir 
Shizlos and „ that both at them withent anx 
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power toguoyds it, fell together to the grouud, The Ti- 
nacrian fell vpon his feete,although ſo troubled, that whiltt 


dee was in that pation, the Fenician had time to riſe a» 
gain, bat ſo — with the fall, that hee much douted 
ofthe baftaile, Wat hee was ſo conragiois, that there- 
with be ſupplped that imperfection, and on foote, held 
himſelfs ſufficient fo giue battaile to Hercules. The 
battaile was wozthie to bee ſesne by ſuch perſons: fo: 
both their dexterities wereſuch, as made all the beholders 
d. But it was quickly ſeens, that theGreeke had 
t better :foz (as it hath beene alreadie ſayd) hee had the 
aduantage of all men. Pis aduerſaris would haue cloſed, 
to baue wzoTled with him, hoping thereby to haue gotten 
graund, The Tinacrian was well bzeathed , and had 
his (wozd with the poent fozwards, which the Greeke 
croſſed, meaning fo beate by the blow: but hes vnder⸗ 
Kood his enemies meaning: fo; hes was not well fitted 
fo that ; mag when letting fall his Shield and Swozd, 
hee cloſed with him ſa ſuddenly , that Polphebus could it; 
nothelpe himſelfe 3 armes. This Louer fooke ſo | 
goodhold of m,n ure him from the earth, and had bi 
. be bin any other then Garrofileaes ſonne, he had layd him 
all along vpon the ground, getting great part of the Lifts 
vpon him: whereat the people made ſo great a nopſe, p 
that the Tinacrian became as fierceas a Bafiliſke , and f 
taktag footing, hee reconered all that hee hav loff. I 
Thus they ſtruggled together oner the field, bea- 
ting themlelues out of bzzath, vatill that at lat, the

The Greke Ladies were mneb delighted with the Ti. 
nacrians pleaſant deuice, who doing peuerence vnto the m, 
with a great Launce in his hand, expected the comming af 
bis enemie, who was not lacke incomining into the lis, 
armed with bis Trong Armour: and without ſpeahing one 
wozd,ſzing his beloued Roſaluica clad in the (ame colones 
as the Knight was; as malicious as a ſerpent,he made te- 
wards him as ſwift as !hs wind, The two famous warri⸗ 
ours bzaks their Launces into ſmall ficks, although the 
Pagan in the encounter loſt one ftirrop, with a foule backe 
bending in his ſaddle: Our Pzince did likewiſe double ſome⸗ 
what in his, but it was ſo little as could hardly be ſcene, Be 
was ſa earneſt and fo cholericke, that he did not ſe the time 
to bee reuonged acco2ding as hee deſired; but ſpurring his 
hozlo, he paſſed ſa far foz wards, y he could giue no blow ts 
the purpoſe : which the warlike Poꝛe percepuing, gaue 
bim(befozethat he could cleare himſelfe fram him) ſo huge 
a blowe athwart the Helme, that it made his t&th chatter 
in his head; and comming with another with no leſſe fozce, 
he (mote him in the middle ol the ſhield; which although he 
could not pierce foz the fineneſſe of the mettall, pet he boꝛe 
it again his head, adding moze papne to the fozmer, ma- 
king him to foꝛget himſelle: and with the third he ſet vpon 
his hozſes necke. 

All men wondzed at the fierceneſſe of the Moe; but 
much moꝛe at the angry lokes wherewith Garrofileas ſon 
turned to ſ& himſelfe ſo ill intreated. Mee expected no de⸗ 
fence in his ſhield, which he thꝛewat his backe, and as an 
enraged Kntght,he ſet vpon him of Niquea, 

'  Euery body was afrayd, and he (as ſtrong as he was) 

was afrayd; foz rapling himſelfe in his ſfirrops, hee gaue 
dim one ef the moſt cruell blowes that had bene giucn in all

Eut this 
gong man, who had bene in many fights, bi foze he could 
come at him, mate his hoꝛſe to beui d, mobing him to mifls 
of his crucll intent: and ſo Fee ſled fo fat re ſo; Wards, and 
With inch karte, as mede manp to ſargh,altieugh hee were 
none ſefthem: tho tcetuinct with vreafcr fur te, then the 
hung ric Lion intothe heatd. They toth together ſtrake vp⸗ 
en their rich Helmete, ond ſa w within them the cleare ſkie, 
when tie moll Farrie. They deubled their fir blowes, 
makhlug their blod to beare reco2b of p fete eftheir armes: 
if they hat giuen tbe third, z bel ur, that with their lines 
the had ended the ſpozt: but they both withheld, entring 
like ſkiifull men cf warre. The 5 fquean his ſu oꝛd ſped 
beſt, becaule thai his enomie firiking aloft, and finding re- 
ſtante, letting fall the point othis (wozd, bee gaue him a 
2cud th2rft bencath his bꝛeſt-plate, end bare away mozs 


then a hundꝛed alles of his ſhirt, with part of his thigh. 


Trebatius his ſonne ranne gut dihis wits, when he [cit 
him le lle hurt in the thigh: hee carer not fo: ſuch pꝛeparati⸗ 
ens as men doc vſually make :foꝛ he ſubdenly hurled at him, 
with a mighite blow vpon the Beime, and made it cleaue 
to his head. giuing him a ſhꝛebod hurt: hee came vpon him 
with an other, which put him quite beſides himlelle, and 
with better hede then be feze, he cloſed with him, and with- 
out being any way able to delend him ſelfe, hee pluckt him 
f:cm his Saddle, leaping with him fo the ground, where the 
$2aganſ&ing ihe danger wherein hee was, held the Tina:

ſight, with (ach fozce and obſtinacte, with a fierce piucke, 
the vnſeiled falling one from another, with great aumira- 
tion to all that were pꝛeſent, holding the Knight of Fo2tune 
fo2 couragiouns, ſceing hee could ſa long make his part goss 
againſt the Twacran, who (thinking that his long Cap 
would bee noted fo2 cowardiſe) began to pꝛeſſe his enemie 
with ſuch fozce, that he made him to ſhift from de to ide, 
being almoſt cut of bꝛeath; but he defended himſelſe fo wel, 
as purchaſed him great credite, but it laſted bat a little: foz 
within lhꝛee houres after the battell began, the aduantage 
did plainelp appeare on the Tinacriins fide, Yee perceined 
it, being willing to ſhozten the battell, which was likelp 
to haue beene to his owne hurt: fo2 the Poze being wel! 
aduiſed, ſceing him comming cloſe, ſtay? fo2 his comming , 
and befoze that he could deliuer his blow, be gaue him one, 
which made him put his hands and kng&s to the ground. 
There was neuer any Knight ſene in ſuch a chafe as was 
the Tinacrian; fez riſing againe vpon his fete hurling his 
ſwoꝛd about his head, he gaue him ath wart the Helmet, a 
terrible blow, which made him goe backwards ready to kal: 
he holpe him loꝛ ward with two thꝛuſts one after another, 
. ſhaking with anger: but he felled him, and then moꝛe light 
then a Bird he ſet vpon him, bid ding him to peeld, who lo: 
feare of death, and in hope fo bee reuenged in the field bat⸗ 
tell, pelded, with ſuch leare to the reit which remapned, 

às is incredible; foꝛ now there was no talke but cf his great 
valour. 

Dany tap) that. it Was © Claridiano; For ut had bene le 14 
miſſiag from the Greeie Court: fz of the refit ofthe Gtæle 
Pzinces there wanted act oe. The Yzince was reno rſs 
wearied in any battell as in this: Wbereloꝛe do bee cured 
ok his hurts, as other wiſe fo reũ him ſelfe, he ſpecdily went 
into the Tent where the Rymphes were, who vers cate;

Celindo tokethe matter in hand, whe was knowno to ma⸗ 
Hy by his Araies, 

Of this battell many were doubt full, imagining that 
tze vnkuowne Pzince was mozeconragious then þ Srak. 
Ther made ene at another as ſwift as the wind, at which 
time there wag a great rumour in the campe,abeut knaw⸗ 
ing ok the Knight of foztune ; fog the Woulbdan his father, 
lee ing him ſo ſoꝛe hurt, would not that they ſhould pꝛocæd 
with thoſe batteis any farther, but that they ſhould renew 
the warre, being very deſirons to be reuenged ko; all toge⸗ 
ther: and had not Bembo bene pzeſent, without doubt it 
had bene lo, who ſaw that therein be ould hazard his ho- 
ncur, which he dilembled. The wiſe Lupertius cured him, 
but could not imagine what Knight that ſhould bee which 
was ſo conragions and valiant: foz the wiſe Lady had bet- 
ter p2onided fo; ber Nephew, (fo2 ſo ſhe toke him) to end 
theſe aduentures: who ſpurring dis good hozſe Nubican, 
the Sculdan being now turned to behold them, they met in 
their cariere with ſo great noyſe, as theugh two great rocks 
had met. The Iinacrian encauntred him ſo luckily in the 
middeſt of the Beucr, ſo as he diſarmed his head, and made 
him tomiſſe the ſhecke. Be returned agamne dpon him, hol⸗

Saturne ne- 
uer cheu ed himſelſe woe angrie ageinſt Mars, then the 
Tinacrian did again ſt the Ser ne of Fleralinda: fog hut ling 
his geod ſwoꝛd abort, hee (mote ab ap his Shield at one 
blow, cutting theſe bands which hung on bis arme; and 
but that he dew back, he had put hie at mo in danger, which 
not withſtanding did nuch tozment him. They now care 
no moze foz defence, but toyning their hozſes cloſe toge⸗ 
ther, as though theyſmote vpon Anuilles, (s did theſe wat - 
riours vpon their Pelmets, amazing all that behold 

them. 
The Guſght ofthe tam pe (queth the king of Macedonia, 
and Grand father fo the Pzince) is of a mightie ſfrength, 
but J belecue that no man can compare with ths 
Jinight with the Eagle: And had J ust ſene his 
face, thcreby eſſured that it is not Claridiano, J Gould 
haue thought that it had beeng the ſame: fo2 J neuer ſaw 
nian ſo like him, in lozdly grace, and comelineſſe in bat⸗ 
tailes, as hee is. Pour highnedſe ſaith truth, anſus red the 
great Zoilo, and J beleeus that the Pagans haus mel with 
one, who will giue them inough fo Toe, J expect nothing, 
(quoth the fayze Archiſilora) vntill the twe xeniye come

he lrarrionrs (eff no time, Which being gut ek bꝛeath, 
were pet moꝛe furiens then the raging ſea. zt le med dnto 
the viiknewne Macedonian, that hee ſpent nivch ture in 
Þm3 tat 
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that battaile, an2the Tinacrian thought no leſſe. Ft ſeemed 
alſo that they agreed in one:!02 lifting vp their (wazds, they 
fmote ſo great blowes, that cleane without any feeling, 
they fell! vpon their hoꝛſes neckes. Garcofileazs ſonne 
within a while came againe fo himſelfe: hee was neuer 
woont to charge at aduintage, but now hee was ſo blind 
with paſſion and furie, that he foꝛgate hi m ſel fe, carried a⸗ 
wap with deſice to duercome. and ſo ſeeing his ene nie, who 
as pot wis ſcarcelp come to his remembꝛance, with two 
iumpes he was with him, iuſt as he came to himſelfe; yet 
he could nat ſtrike hin, but tooke him at ſuch adu intage, 
that hee pluckt him out ofhis S1ddle, giuing him ſo great 
a fall againſt the ground, that he could har dl riſe, he was 
ſo ſoze bzuled there with. 
All the Pagans campe was verie ſoꝛp foꝛ Don Celin- 
do his miſhap.

Much did thoſe foyre ſhining Lampes of beautp, extoll 
the valiancie of the Tinaccian, Let bs aftrivate it, quoth 
the fayze Policena,to dur fauvar: fo) it is not paſſible that 
it chʒulo came elſewhere, Y2 waald make anety challenge 
hereupon, ſapd the kapze Aurelia: fo: J rather beleeue, 
that it pꝛoccedeth from the Ladies which hee bzingeth 
tn his companie, who are endued with no leſſe beautie 
then courteſte, in kauduring ſo waritke a Raighk. CUell 
map hee bes called foztanate , (apa the fayze Jewish Ar-

This Lady had a meſt delicate hozſe: fz in bis 
teurſe he wWentd haue cuttunne even theugbt it ſelſe. Shee 
gaue him the ſęurre, who peſled his carricre lwifter then 
any Eagle, end at their meeting made a greater neple, 
then whenarteat high tuiit beuſe talleth to the ground;

(mall ſplinters, deb y into the ayze as high as the clouds; 
true wilneſſes cf the mightie Lrengthofthoſe two warti⸗ 
ours, which ſrithout any mcuing, as though they fad bane 
lockt in their Sadr ics, with a fingular get grace paſled a- 
long the ene by the other: they returnci with thetrlwoꝛde 
aloft; and terrible were t heit ble wes. The (ſparkles which 
fiew from the ir ſhie los, ſa met to ſet them on fire. The T. 
nacrian ſoſt the repnes of his bꝛidle, and theught that the laſt

The Eagle neuer ſtooped 
rich greater farp after her pꝛap. then the Tinacrian did af- 
ter the pou ig min, which was not yet fif:ene peeres old: 
be wis one of the moſt light young men of the wozld : and 
when hee came ko perfect age, no man exteiled him; and fo 
with a leap he came fo the place where (he Greke aliqytsd, 
and with a ſtrong fhauſt hee bare hima great way back- 
wards, His Trong Armour ſaued his life; foz the (wozd 
had pierced fhozow both his fides, had not ſuch cunning 
banvesfo2ged it.

The Greke tov no longer vpon his (kill, ſa ing him⸗ 
ſelle ſo battered, but layd an ſuch load vpon the new Louor, 
that he pat him quite ou! otbꝛeath, not withoutlofle of ſome 
blond. fo2 againſt the Gres ſwoꝛd there was us enchaũt⸗ 
ment that could pꝛeuaile. Y2e gaue him croſſe the Helmet 
a crueii blow, hee thought by his ſtaggering that he would. 
haue fallen. euer was man ſo furious: fo; noting his e⸗ 
ne mies ſtrength, he began to make beneſit of his (kill, And 
ths Tinacrian meaning to oucrthzowe him with ſome ſide- 
pla dv, let fall his ſwoꝛd, and ſetting loꝛwards his other foot, 
with his ſhield auer his head, gaue him an vnhappy thzuſt,

Then came Lupertius,, Who with his cunning Topped 

his blond, ſaping, that ik was nothing: wherewith they were 

app2adgd all, fauing tie Ladies, who gaue the Knight with 

the Eagle, a thouſand curſes. They we reabont to returse to 

the Campo, but it ſtaied them to ſee the bꝛaue Brufaldoro, 

who ſeting tie Pꝛinces buũe abont f.covello, lenped into 

the Lies, moze furiaus then the raging Sea, The Tina- 

crian was glad at the Heart; foz hee had many a day defired 

this batfeil, as hath bene befoze declared, about a Pagans 


| Wife: hee knew him by his Armes, which was, a balfe 
Mofe in a blew field, The young man made — 
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that Claribel ſhould not challenge the fight , whoſe lot if 
was.

Thete was tieuor any Galley that went ww (wilt with 
faples and Dares, dꝛiuen by a freſhgale, as they flewone 
againſt another, ending their 8, with farre greater 
noyſe then the @ca.maketh, when in a tempeſt it afſaileth 
tho firme rockes. On the ſhnares ſide they bzake their 
Lamnces, as ifthey had bene little r des, The one paſſing 
by the other without any mouing, they turned their hozſcs, 
with their naked ſwozds in their en ſuch blowes 
9 a8 
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as cauſed great feare, euen in thoſe which were fartheſt off. 
They were expert in Armes, and thersfoze they made god 
che we, with charging ond retiring with ſuch ſperd, that 
thougbt could not onertake them. MþoGreke dad the ad⸗ 
uguntage, by reaſon ot᷑ his rich Armour and weapons: foz 
de neuer gaue blow but it was bloudy: and although that 
he ſaty not his bleud, he was ſo weakened with the blowes 
which he receiued,that it put him out ol bzeath, The night 
entred, bearing his ſwiꝛd alokt, meaning te haue ouerbozne 
yim with a courſe : but the Pagan who in urength was e⸗ 
grall to Milo, dzawing backs his {wo2d to one lide, gaus 
him two thzufts one after another, which ſ@med vnto the 
Greeke as though he had bzoken all his ribs: Me ſtaied ſo 
long, by reafon-of his paſne, that the furtous African had 
meanes to ſtrike him behind vpon the Velme; which al- 
though that the-hatdneflethereof gane bim life, pet it could 
not ſane him from turning his head mo2e to ons ſide then 
he bad would: he truſting in p ſtrength ot his armes, would 
needs cloſe with him; but his pꝛeſumptton coſt him de are: 
foz Þ valozons Tinacrian, whs although almoft.choked with 
bloud, which ran cut of his month domne his thzote; has 
not therefoze loſt any part of his vuderfanding; but ſeeing 
him comming, he ſpurred his god hozſe Rubicah ſo hard, 5 
he made him to run vpon the Poꝛes hoꝛſe:thers was neuer 
(ce a moze fearfull ſhock in'p wozld; foz whether ß Wwe 
would oz ne, te fell,ho2ſefarid'mants thegrofid, which gaue 
him a ſhꝛewd fail. The bꝛaue Rubican foft back wards, ſet- 
ting his buttocks on þ ground, ſo bꝛuſed with the encoiiter, 

that hee could goe no farther fo wards. The Greke leapt 
from him, very gladthat he was on faole; foʒ in that maner 
be would haue ginf the god Mars battell. The Painim was 
alſo glad, who was both light and valtat, iu as loʒtune gaue 
to them both that which'thop deſired, They ca me one to⸗ 
wards another like $allers of fence : foz the Painim bea⸗ 
ring his ſhield at his bꝛeſt, and his (wozd aloft, mads to⸗ 
wards the fierce poung man, who came quite

The IL inacrian was in ſuch a 
rage, to ſe how that Rnight did defend himſelfe, and offend 
him , that hee haffened his bid wes in (ach lozt, as hes 
was dyed allover with blond. The Mooze was hurt in 
foure placcs, and the Tinacrian in two, both in the ioynts 
of his armour, Thep both agreed to reſt them: foz there 
as ncner anꝝ ſuch batt aile ſe ene, that lat ed ſo long, noʒ 
that was maintained ith luch generoſttie; the conragt- 
sus Tmatrian walk ing vy and downe, ſaying, Triely, J 
know not how thou ſhouldſt be called the ſonne fo ſuch a fas 
ther, ſteing that in his pꝛeſente, and of thy mill teſſe, with ſo 
many bzothers and kinſtolkes, one R we bath bzoughf 
thre into this eſtate, Che bꝛaue ee was no lefle gree- 
ned at the long Cap, whvathouſatidtimes renounced his 


gods. Chis did lo mich greeve them, thatinaltbafte(as * | 


fierce as two Lyous,they ranne ta the ix weapons. Eut in 
this battaile, the atuantage appeared in the Greek, where- 
dt all men were glad (J mcane thoſe which were ot his 
faction) but Brauorante was bee tt hich moſi greturd at itt 
foꝛ ſeœing p Brutaldcro was ante overcome, it ſhould be no 
piſgracefoz him to ouertome him alſa, and fez the other lefle 
honour. He roared like a Bull, that he had not firſt chalten- 
ged the battaile: and had it not herne foz the E mperour of 
the Romanes, and the Soldan of Niquea, which patified 
bim, he bad, without deubt, lept into the Lifts, xchallenged 


them both the battaile. Vnt they perſwaded him to defer —

come him, if the ſunne had not ended their vares u ozke, 
which was the canſe that the Ju ges tame betu ane them, 
alleadging, that accozding to the lawes of the Gretkes, 
they might no lenger p2oceede in that battaſle: which 
much grecued tte Tinacrian , who wenld rather haue en⸗ 
- bed that, then all the reſt which remamed, foz that he han 
ſo much deſired it, Eut foz that pee weuld not giue any 
Agne of ill bchantour, hee withdzew, andthe Barbarian 
went out of the Liſts on foote, vnable to get to bis hozſe,be 
was (o ſozelp wounded, Mee went vp into the Charict a» 
mongſt the Ladpes, returning with them to the cen pe, 
and the Grecke Rades to the Citie, carry ing u ith them f 
matter enough, to talke of the baliancie of thoſe twe war® q 
riours, afiruiing that they had net their Peres in ibe | 
wozld.

The Armes w bich che gaue vs foz the 
laſt battatle with the Coptaine of the £cozes, wee Will 
leaue to pon: foz (&ing ycuſhall offen mcete with bim in 
ſundafe battailes, we can with nothing pleaſure you moze, 
then with them. Some ſozrow the thze Pzinces ſcew⸗ 
ed, when they bnderftcodthat the Himphs would be gone 
but leetng that there was ns rewedie , * baue pa 
tience. 
Then came his beloned a Roſabel, who enerte 
night came diſguiſed to ſ his Uncle, fo: there were no 
kinſmen in the wozld that moze Tearelp loud, oz that bet- 
ter che wed it then they. They receiued him vcrie glad⸗ 
ly, and hee verie bꝛeefely told them ſhe newes of the 
ſiege of Hyrcambela, and how that ſucconr was ſent 
. thither, vnder the conduct e command of the Paince Ni: - 
ridian, aud ho angrie his-Grandfather was there with, 
determining to giue them the field battaile pꝛeſentlp. 
The $Þ9qozes wers no lefſe; ſozie thcreat , cſpeciallp 
the mightie Bembo, and becauſe they ſhould not thinke 
that it was done thzough his pzocurement, bce p;cſeutly

— == Pe golden Apollo had ſcarcely diſco · 
"== PR uexed his golden lockes, which he hav 
SN EA batbed in the Spaniſh Seas, when in 
<=-==fonre parts ofthe great Citie of Con- 
dantinople, they ſounded the alarum, 
am dane that the warres were renew- 
ed. The Pagans anſweredthem with 
teir accuffomed inffruments.A(l put 
themſelnes in a readines. The carefall Generali Onftoldo, 
angry an? aſhamed that the PozesHad gotten the firff on- 
ſet vpon him, went plotting ſome ſtratage me, whereby hee 
might be reuenged of them, and foundbut ſo good a one as 
talbe declared, which was like to haue bene the tot all des 
ſtru tion of the Mooꝛes, 

All men pꝛepired themſelues fo2 the ſteld battell, which 
{ho:ld be avout epght dayes then:e ; fo2 the Emperour was 
weary of this long warre. The moſt mighty ſonne Poli. 
phebus made no longer tp, but toke his leaue of the 
Ntmph2s, with teares charging them to recommend him 
vnto the wiſe Ladie. ee went foo2th ar med with the beit 
Armour that was in the wol, ſending his Tent to the 
Groeke E nperour his father, to whom he went betweene 
the two Ladies, whoſe beauty dazeled the Sun, and made 


the molt faire envious, 1 wert clad in lion mon. 
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of che Mirrour of Knighthood. 
tut vpon blew; and the cuts ſet with pꝛeclous Jones of: 


ſand zie colours; they agred-with the Pzince, whoſe ar⸗ 


mour was ol the ſame colour, ſet with ſa many ones, that 
they could not he beheld, they gaue ſuch a reflection like the 
ſunne, The Emperour vnderſigo? of their comming. Rc-, 
ſabel and his father, with many q dzinces, came to receiug 
the Tinacrian, amazed at his beauty and conſtitutian. Jop⸗ 
ned witktheſe Ladies, they came be foꝛe his father, all thee 
vpon their knees, deſiring fo kife his fmpertall hands: 
who, foz that hee knew them not, would not ſuffer it, allea- 
ging that it was a wong fo thoſe which ſhould do: it. Your 


Maieſtie map ſuffer it, ſaid bis Nephew Rolabel, reteiuing 


them faz your Maieſties childꝛen. Foz the vallant Knight: 
with the Eagle, is the famous Pꝛince of Tinacria, t this 
Tady(popnting to the fapze Roſaluira/ is his ſiſter, together 
with this ropall Pꝛinceſſe of Egypt, Luzeſa, whom the hea⸗ 
uens haue giuen fo your deers ſon ne foz his wife. The 
grane ald Emperour wept faz iop, and embꝛacing them 
be ſayd, 'Þow.childzen of mylaynes, m mind will bee at 
ret; hauing ſuch a d inte in mꝑ tompanie as vou are. Thy. 
Ladyes pꝛeſantly taohe him away, abiefely the-foure-yong 
girles, who had ſa much lausured him: with which, and 
the reſt obthe Pꝛinceſſes, as well hee as the twe Ladyess 
paſſed many things in making acquaintance. Ther kiſt 
the hands ol the. Empꝛeſſe Briana, Who e extapned them 
as her ownt childzen. There mas no 4mete ſtay long, 
foz the PzincaiManian had ſent word: by other meſſen- 
gers, ofthegreatharms that;the Þ@zes had Zone in all 
the krontiers tþerealgat.' This was anew. foſet all the 
Greke campe in an dpꝛoze. To the. Tartarian Pztnce , 
Zoyloy tas committed the leading of ths Apuitans an: 
TDbeſſaliat's, with ſome:part of the Frenchmen, fo: 
arrera gare: (to the end hi they met with the enemie, . 
ſhonlo fight with them it they ſhould ſ& themſelues inft + 
to doit) there was neut a famous Prince but went wah 
Zoy lo, euen to the Pzincs Poliphebus, al with cloſe 0 1 ; 
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becauſe they weuld not be knowne, There was never any 
Captaine thattonnnaunved better companies: which the 
Tartarian kunt w, and lapd, J ſap, that (mall honour will it 
be to mee ko haue this eommaund, although wee cuercome 
cur enemies, ſe ing what Knights are heere, Mhatſoeuer 
the ſouldiours doe, valoꝛous Pzince , ſapd the bꝛaue Roſi- 
cler, is attributed to the Captains: and ſteing that now 
aud euer wo are to be pours, you may diſpoſe of vs, and wee 
will ober vou. There went about foure ſcoze thouſand 
men, the molt expert in all the tam pe, and with ſuch heads 
they might well haue giuen a pꝛincipall battaile. The fa⸗ 
mous Meridian had taken ſo good ozder, that he came iuſt 
when the Moes with great chowtings (a common thing 
among them) veganne to batter that fapze Citie, which 
was one of the richeſt in al the Empire. He would not (like 
an expett Captaine as hee was, hauing but ſmalttroopes, | 
and.thoſe wearied with the long traucii)put the in danger, 
bp effering battaile to the enemie, who had thziſe double 
ſo manp wen as hee, and among themmany migbtte Gi⸗ 
ants, But he comp ſſed a hill, which was nere, with about 
20CO0. hoʒſe, t dᷣmaunding the teſt, that without putting 
them ſclues in danger, they ſhould charge the arrere gars, 
to thr end that hee (bꝛinging ſuccour) might in the meane 
whlle put a ſupply in tze Citie. Jt was an excellent ſtra⸗ 
tageme, and wozthie luch a Paince as he was. The Mace - 
donians lous dm eftrenitly , tho knowing his comman- 
dement, in derie good oꝛder began a ſkirmiſh; doing great 
harme among thoſe , which had the gard of the Peozes 
baggage, which was ſuch; that the kgyue Corlenio (foꝛ ſo 
was the Pagan called) was conſtrained of neceſſitie, to re- 
turut with part of his campe, td reltcue his people. Jt was 
So happe foz Mcridiao, who with the greateſt courage 
11 Þ wezld, ſp2eading the Orke tolours, came to the wals, 
y de ſieged opening the Pozts, w ſeme dyed: the moſt 

which were Greekes, u boſe chiFfeft care was, to get in⸗

pet in deſpightofthem , the Tagan encouraging the be. 
ſieged, who now made, c mall account of the Pagans, has 
uing ſo god ſuccours,and the.new armie which they txpec 
ted. As it was in time of truce, when the Mooze arriued, 
he al waies (to his greater loſſe) continued in this erroz that 


the Grceke3 would be tareleſſe: but perceiuing that he was 


diſcouered, he ſent ta craue apd from the campe. Although 
ther ſeng u him, and there with the mot valozousPzinces; 
pet they came ta late: foz the {actarian and thoſe which 
went with him, kne we the countrep: and bp that meanes, 
beioze that thoſe of the campe could ceme, he was with the 
Pagan-with all that noble company,a better then which, 
Alexander neuer led. The molt valozous Captaine, put- 
ting vp his Beuer, ſaid vnfo them, It ſhall not be nedfull, 

baloꝛous men of warre,to put pou in minde of the barmes 
recepued of theſe Pagans: and leeing that foꝛtune hath 
bꝛought vs hither in ſo god tinie, let vs not de lap to make 
them know the valour of euery one of vs. 

Ther ſtapd no longer, but with lowde inſtruments of 
warre, ſhe wed themſelues to the Dagan: who doubted 
fome ill ſuccelſle, wozthy the baleneNNe wherewith hee had 
frenbled the two campes. 

Pereupon he parted thoſe which fought, and truſting in 
his campe and great multitude of valiant people, he ozdzed 
bis battels as well as hee could, making head towards 
the enemie. 

This was not his dap, to the Gr&kes ſeeing luch and ſo 
valozous leaders, deſired nothing but to come to fight, O, 

who could aſſiſt mee with a little water krom Helicon, to re- 


freſh my wearied pen, and deſcribe the ſundzie aduentures 


happened that day, although(all contrarie to the Mooꝛes) 
foz this furious compante aſſailing them, although that in 
the foze ranckes they found moſt ſtrong Giants, vet was it 
a [mall defence againſt their armes: fo there was none but 
ſmote ſoma ane to the earth, e ſome (befoze they bꝛabe their

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Claridiano, t Archiſilora, went by themſetues, overth;ow; 
ing the enemies, as the wind doth leaues in Autumn, The 
furious Spantard Thoriſiano and his ſonne, did no leſſe 
on the other ſide, in compante with Don H cleuo, his dear 
friend, x the fatre Roſamundi, then the famous Tinacrian 
with his bꝛother Roſacler, and his dere nephew:thep were 
fe w in their hands: foz they went thozow the armie from 
ſids to ſide,leauing ſome without heads, others thzuſt clean 
thoꝛow, and thoſe which now were at libertte(lately ſo gid/ 
die # amazed, Pthey were ready to gine vp hee Ghoſt) came 
foꝛth of the citie, with a vefirs to be reuenged. Great was ths 
laughter which they made, althdugh that thꝛeugb the great 
multitude of enenites, they payed teare foz their victozy. 
Foz the chming of ſueh Pꝛinces, was the totall veſttugion 
of Poes, who had neuer a famous Paince am ongſt the, 
but the bꝛaue oer. A ma cannot imagine what a ſlaugh⸗ 
ter they made: fo2 where Brandafidel „Bramidoro, and tho 
gentle Tefereo went, there was no defence againſt their 
clubs, fo2 they trove all vnder foot. The gareatift part ofthe 
Pagans was ſlain,befoze that their ſfucce2s came from the 
campe. Jn the auaunt gard came the lower of Chiualry, 
which were Bembo, Brauorante, Brufaldoro, F the young 
men, although 5 Leob ulobp reaſon ofhis hurts, was not ts 
haus taken armes ſo fone, On the other ſide tame the fine of 
the wd, deſirous to mete with the Greeks, who being 
moze readp, ſaing thẽlelues rcuenged, and ſo muth to their 
hanour, ſounded a retreat, garding their backs with p Citie 
wals,leanti:g the enemy with leſſe then p third part of their 
people. And the greateſt euil was, that Poliphe bus, deſirous 
to makc ſhe w of himſelfe, in company with bis bꝛother and 


Nephew, wan the Standard ot 9 omage na, g the Kingcom- 
ming to the reſcue, laſt his life honozably,vecapſe it was by 
the hands of the Tinacrian, his king was couſitand great 
friend to Bramarante, and bncle tothe furious Brauorante, 

who when he knew of bis death, Gualtenot purſ not tell 


how angry he was: fo; petoze that the rel * 
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withdzawn, he ſle w abone a hundzed of the, 4 u culd not re⸗ 


turne to the campe without reuenge. The viucliſh young 
manu went ſo compaſſed with his enemies, that in deſpight 


ot them hes went into the citic, where J would gladly (& 
thee (© Homcr)to ſing the ass which he there perfozmed:þe 
would not refuſe fo fight with a hundzcd, loz hee foright 
with them all. Pe met with the Pꝛinces of Yungarie and 
Bohemia: it was nothing to ſt rike them to the ground, con⸗ 
fidering what he pꝛetended. He turned to Jhoriſiano, whi 
he left ſenceleſſe at his hozſcs heles, And the bzaue Tarta- 
rian, although he deſerued it not, hee had neere bereaucd of 
life; foz caſting blond at his month and noftrils, be thzewe 
him fo ground. | 

The flrong Floriſiapo and the ꝛince of Croatia eſcaped 
not ſcot free, fo2 he left them afonted. A pꝛond attempt: ſix- 
tene Pꝛinces he thꝛe w to the greund, in ſo ill plight, that it 
was doubted ef their liues. Ye came to encounter the two 
fameus Clants, Bramidoro, and Brandafidel: fo which 
he had an eie ever ſince their m&ting in the willow valley. 
He entred betwiene them, nothing wepghing their terrible 
tlubbes: and they which were bozne to be feared, nothing 
feared him: ſoʒ whozling about their feareful weapons, thev 
both together (mots him ſo flrongly , that they made him 
bow both his knes to the ground, and had taken him, but 
the terrible poung man beſtirring himſelfs with his bzoad 
wozd, ſtrake Brandafidels club out of his hands, and came 
vpon him with another, which ſet him from him, faſter then 
a god pace, which gaue him plate to riſe, and onertake the 
furious Bramidoro. Mee had paid no leſſe then his life, foz 
the diſpleaſure of this angrie young man: fo hee made him 
to fail vpon his hands, and would haue cloſed fo make a fi- 
nall end ol him, and had done it, had not the gentle Tifcreo 
come, who with a flerte blow, hindꝛed the purpoſe cf the 
fierce Bravorance, But he paid that which he ought to Poli- 
phebus: foʒ with a'thaulk he wounded him ve rie ſoꝛe in the 
middeſt of his beit and it his ſwoꝛd bad entred alittle ſur- 
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ther, hee had napled the one ſide to tho other, Brandafidel 


came to thereſcue, laying hand to his monſtrous crooked 
Faw:hio:1,wherewlith he thought to haue defeated the Pa⸗ 
g41, and {nate him athwart the Helme, and made him (a 
a thouſand Earres therein. The Paince of Fraunce,Clarin- 
do, by chance coins . ſide ok him, who was ſo eager, 
that he could not ſtrike, although hee would faine, but was 
likely ko haue met ith his death:foz the Pagan ſeing him 
ſo neerehim, Þ hes could not ſtrike him with his \wozd, gaue 
him ſo ſound a knocke with the Hits, that he laid him at his 
fete. Gualcenor ſaith, that had ang of the other fa nous 
Pziaceseatred with bim, the Citie had beene in danger to 
haue been e ſurpꝛiſed: he roared like a Bull at the ſtake, and 
was moe wight then an Dunce: and thinking that hee 
ſhoulo better execute his rage on fte, he fozſoke his hozſe, 


and ſo iuſtled thoſe which came mounted vpon great hozſes, 


as though hee had beeae an Elephant: with two blowes hee 
firake 0owne the two brothers Spaniards, which were 
held foꝛ as valiant as moſt in the Lampe: pet there were ſo 
many that deſired tocoms to blawes with him, that þ place 
was neuer void, but rather they met him in theway,ſ@king 
reuenge. All this did but inflam2 bis rage, had not the 
Greeke Pꝛinces bene aduertiſed thereof » who deſirous fo 
kill him. came in all haſfo, - 

Tho Dane came ficlt vpon his Tirian, very cholericke, 
fo2 Þ he had ouzrthzowne his Captaine, which bzought his 
troupes out of Dacia, who entred pale with anger, and ran 
vpon him with his hozſe bꝛeſt, bat hee ſtirred him as much, 
as if he had met with a rocke. Then came the bzaue Clara» 
mance, who had many times made him to feele what hee 
could doe with his albert, who leapt from his hozſe, to 
wyome euerie one gaue place: hee food ſomewhat alosfe, 
and whozling his weapon about his his head, ſmote him o- 
uer the Helmet, and did moze then Don Heleno his hozfe 
could doe, foz he made him ſet his hands to ground: he ſecon⸗ 


deo it with another — made him ſtarke mad: gras 
ng 
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king no reckoning of the third (altheugb that be ſaw it com- 
ming) hee iorned with him, gluing him a ſud daine blow 
with both his hands vpen the Þelmet, and made him to ſet 
both his hands and knes to the greund: no man tame tohis 
reſcue, foʒ feare tocffend him, thinking that he would make 
an end of the Pagan: but tee was become ſuch a Xaſiliſke, 
that ifthe whole Crecke Arm ie had becne there, hee n ould 
not haue refuſcd the battell, againũ them all. The louer 
gaue him a thzuſt in tho pelt, and had not his ar mur bane 
ſo good, hee had napled him theze w, and made him make 
two ſteps backwards. 

By this time had all the fle wꝛe ofthe Ercekes tem paſ⸗ 
ſed him about: and the Tinacrian had ſo great a diſire to trie 
bimſelfe againſt him, that hee leapt from his bezſe, with 
bis Shield vpon his arme, deſiring his bother to leaue that 
battell to him, i he rein he ſhould doe him pleaſure, Ali mẽ 
deſired to content him: foz he was be loue d of all. The Pas 
gan knew him well by dis Eagle, and knowing that he had 
ſlaine his good Unkle, hte s ſſailed him, bidding them both 
to pzepare them ſelues: which Clarawante Would n6t Toe by 
any mcants, but left the battell foz his babiher, Þ ho as hee 


came freſh and eager, befoze hee could turne about, had gt- 


uen him wo blowes, one after another: there was no en⸗ 
chantment againſt his weapens noꝛ fozceegqueil to his; ſoʒ 
both his knees he matt him ſet to the ground, and reached 
him anot her, no le ſſe then the foznicr. l 

The Pagan ſawe that Which hee neuer Fad ſcene: ſoz 
the (woztes point entring at cracke in his bat ſt-plate, as 
it found a little enirante, it cut the ref, till it ſet out ite 
bloud:it was a great chance; end Cod pꝛeſetued him, to ite 
end he ſhould bee his fi end, and the greatelſl in the wezlt to 
this Pꝛincc: foz falling in loue in Egypt, het was e mcane 
to put the Ladie into his hand, as ſhall bee declered in the 
Noth part of this Yiſtozie ; and ſo winding him. ſelfc to 
one' ſite, the lwozd Clipe out, leauin g him weunded although 


not much. 
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The bꝛaue Pagans bloud did freeze in his belly, fo ſe it 
vpon the Grecians (wozd, and giuing afierce crie, he adai⸗ 
led him; and but that his nimblenes did much helpe him, 7 
beieeue, that hee had incurred great danger: foz notwith- 
fanding all this, he hit him a blow vpan the rich thteld, and 
made him runne ſtambling faz wards readie fo fall. 

The Pagan (to his owne hurt)cloſed with him: fo2 the 
Pzince was as ſtrong as hee, who letting goe his ſhield, ſet 
hand to his rich dagger. But the Poze had ſuch confidence. 
in his armaur, that hee made no accompt thereok, and the 
young man remembꝛing the vertue of that weapon, gaue 


him vpon the top of his ſhsulder, two ſoze wounds, one af 


ter auother, which made much bloud to run out. The Poe 


was ſo highly angred, that with a puſh hee put him far from 


him: and ſ@ing that it was mere madneſſe to ſtriue ang 
longer, hauing no aſſtſtance, hee aſſailedthe Knight Flami- 
neo, who was mounted vpon a gad: ho2ſe; hee pluckt him 
out of his Saddle , pulling bim ouer thoſe which were on 
hozſebacke, and with a leape bee gat the Saddle, and ruth? 
ing thzough the thickelt, abone ſony. loſt their lines. in the 
Pagans going fozth, ' 

At the top of a hill all the wholoarmis ſtaſed, expecting 
bim, hearing the nopſe, but they were not able ko come to 
helpe him: foʒ from the {urrefs and Parrapets ofthe wals, 
they thꝛew (a many ſtones x Darts; that without mantfeſk 
dan ger they could not came nere him, and the Pagan eſca⸗ 
ped not without it: ſo as when he came to the Campe, he 
was as wearie, as furious: he would ſpeake tons man, but 
rather mating with Brufaldoro, not remembzing their a- 
græment, he ſet vpon him, roating like a baited bull. The 
bzaue Mauntanian encountered, foz dee neuer fearcd him, 
where thep began ore of tho moſt fierce battels that euer 
was in the wozld: foz they were two of the beit Knights 
therein: but Bembo came to part them. Herein did the Pa⸗ 
gans blindnefle appears, who not reſpecting him, turned a⸗ 
Jainſt him, ſaping, that they ſhould all fight agamſt him, foz 

his 
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his deare Uncles death could nat be reuenged with leſle, 
then with the deſtruction ok all the world. The great Caps 
taine wou!d net lap hands on him, although hee had much 
angred him. All the whole Campe could not haue made 
him giue oner the battell, had not flora ſa come, whom the 
Magan euer ſince he met her in Mauritania, had choſen foz 
his God: fo2 hee was of. opinion, that there was nothing 
in the wozid wozthy to be regarded, but her beautie. Tell 
did the Lady know how dearely the Pooꝛe did lone her, al- 
though it were fngletoue, foꝛ the was otherwiſe pzonided, 
although lhe lined the moi ſoꝛro lu full life of the wozld,ſes 
ing her hope to narrp with the 1 inacriin fruſtrate: pet to 
appeaſe the battell, che toske off her Helmet, and putting 
herſelfe betweene them, ſhe ſapd, Gtue roome, nights, fo; 
this batte!l cannot now be ended, and peu wzong the Soul- 

dan ok Niquea his whole campe, if in time of necellitie any 
of your Armes ſhauld be miſſing, 

The Paganlifted his wozu no 11922 vp, after he heard 
his miſtris voyce. Strange power of affc&ion : foz what fo 
miſty Pzinces could not doe, was ended with her &ght one⸗ 
ly, J would haue bene very glad, valvzous Ladp, (ſaid the 
Mauritanian) tf pou would haue ſuffred mee to haus ended 

it: but ſeeing it is your pieaſure, J leaue it in pour hands. 
Vet it reſt(ſapd the Ladie) vntill the feld battell be ended, 
Let it be as you will appoint it (ſapd he, now very gentle) 
which befoze ſeemed tobe a Lion; foʒ from hencofoꝛth in as 
np part J will not bzeake it: and fo thep returned to their 
campe, and although againſt his will, yet ſhe made him to 
ſup in the Ladies Tent, where (although fained) ſhe ſhewed 
him a thouſand fauoars : they were meanes to withhold 
him from his fury,foz he had determined to purſue them al, 
tobe reuenged ot the death of bis Uncle,  ' 

There was great ſozrowe foz the loſſe of that dap; and 

meaning to make amends in the fletd dattell, they con⸗ 
cluded that it ſhould be cighfdates after. M hat happened in 
the meane ſeaſon, pou ſhall knowe by thenext Chapter.

Foozth came thoſe t wo mightie Pꝛin⸗ 
ces, the Soldan of Qtquea, and the Emperour of the Ro⸗ 
manes, whole perfons compaſſed with huge Giants, were 
garded with no lefſe care, then Achilles was with the Mir⸗ 
midons. Mith the reſt of the people he made 2. Battaliõs: 
one of which he toke fo2 himſelf, leading them to the right 
band, Af one fide of him, went thoſe two bꝛaue competitoʒ s 
Brauorante, and Brutaldoro, with the moſt pꝛincipal froups 
of Achaia, Jn the Arrere gard, with p Africanes came thoſe 
thꝛe mightie young men, he with the ſkarres, Claribel, and 
Leobello, whoſe comly perſonages were pleaſing to al. The 
Dake Ferrer bare the Standard ropall, with all the fierce 
Almaines, hauing twentie fonre Giants foz his gard. On 
the other ſide went the mightie Soldan cf Egypt, bearing 
downe towards the vallep of willowes: in whoſe compa» 
nie went the fine of the faire wod, with the flowꝛe of Giant 
land, which ſeemed as high as Pine-tres. The Ring of Fes 
nicia, and the mightie Afyatan; had in charge the gard of 
the Campe: the charge ofbaftering the Citte, with all the 
Chariots with Sithes, and the ffrong Caſtles vpon the

Bramidoro and Bran- 
dafidel, with the gentle Tifereo and the ſennes of Tixyan, 
fooke charge of his perſon : the Battalions in the midde it 
be deuided, as bel fitted: hee reſerned the auaunt gard foz 
bimſelfe : by him went the flower cf Chinalry, Claridiano, 
and Claramante, with all the Spanyards, Lirians, and 
Antiochians : although that one halfe of the @panyards, 
with part of the Pungarians and Albanois, he had made 
paſſe by 2. and 2.

Claridiana was glad to ſꝶ it, who had taken Floraliſa to 
take. bat tell was apart:ſoz the high heavens in va- 
lour, alibough not in beautie, had made them equals. No 
man tame to their ayd, ſ&ing their equalitie in fight. But 
Don Celindo, who was of greater fozce then the Troiane, 
ſozry fo; his friends blowe, parted from him, and aſſayled 
the Trapiſond i Led. Pe was neuer weary with fighting, 
foz therewith he was refreſhed: he let dim enter, and with 
all his might, lepping aſide,as he was moze nimble 4 vali⸗ 


ant, ſeizing vpon him with his armes, he pluckt him out of q 
his ſaddle: and but fo2 feare to beeonerbezne by the beaſts i 


which the Giants rode on, he had kitdbim : hee let him goe, 
ſpurning him with his fecte: but he was pzeſently remoii» 
ted.

de are as we can. O, who had ſeene Poliphebus his eies full 
or water with bis fathers ſpeaches! foz all the armie ſis⸗ 
med little vnto him: he gaue not one blow, but that there⸗ 
with he thꝛew downe a Knight. e ſaw the gentle Epirabio, 
who to him ſ@med to be a man ol account, although he had 
befoze enercome him, and made to him, and gluing him a 
fierce blow, laying hands vpon him, hee pluckt him from 
his hoꝛſe, and fo2 all that his gard could doe, hee fokehim, 
giuing god direction fo2 the carrying of him tothe Citie. 
There came into that quarter 2. famous warricars, doing 
many faire exploits vpd the Oraks, which were the Pꝛin⸗ 
tes of Niquea, andof Calidonia. The Tinacrian ruſhed in 
betwerne them, giuing them ſo much to doe, that he made 
them both paſt remembzance, Pe cloſed with Aſtorildo, x 
truſting to his Kubican, he ouer bare him to the greũd with 
his hozſe bꝛeſt:he would haue kild him, foꝛ he meant to leap 
vpon him, if the ſigne agreed vpon with Aſtorildo had not 
letted him, to the end that they Gould tepairs to the campe: 
who winded his hoane ſo lowd, that it reſounded, making 
both armies afraid, ſautng thoſe two, the Uncle and Ngo 
phe w, Pol;phebus and Roſabel who ſœing that their people 
had ſeme what the better, aſking thrir fathers bleſſing, des 
parted when þ Gencrall ſounded, In their paſſage they o⸗ 
nerthzew the flowze of y £Pw32rs: {c2 the furtons Nubican 
m&tcth with no body, but he freabeth them vader bis fate, 
The valiat g cphew Rolabcl vpdhis courſer doth no leũle: 
to with his hozics bꝛeſt, t with the ſtrength of his arme he 
leaueth no man aliue.Theꝑ were beheld by all the tampe, 
kiowne to ſome, who altheugh they followed the khaſe, it 
was to their owne hurt: foz theie 2. went, xcſolued to paſſe 
any aduenture, were it neuer ſo difficill. Roſabelſaw cer- 
taine Ereke Knights, at whoſe fate were2,Knights at þ 
point cither to dte,oz bee taken pʒiſoners: foz there follow- 
ed thẽ, the 2. Spaniſh bothers, and pPzinces of Bohemia 
and Yungarie: each of which had 24. Knights in his gard: 
whole be(ters were not inthe army.Luiavacs louer _

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them both, which were no le lle then his Lavies father q her 
bꝛother. Vis bloud freezedfn his body to ſæ the :foz be pꝛe · 
ſently imagined how ſezy Liriana would be fo2 any hurt that 
might happen vnto them. Phe Uncle & Nephew furtonfly 
entred, and the troupe knowing the, gauit plate, thinking 5 
they had come to p ſame purpoſothat they were. The vong 
man being ſonewhat doubtkull of bis father in lam, leapt 
into the midde L of p pꝛeaſe and in going thither waros, the 
Sdulcan thinking s he woulb bring hir, as he was a man 
of high ceurage, he gave him a ſirong blog. Trebatius his 
nephewißipt aſtde, letting v blow pale, chen cloſing with 
him, bee fits hin in his armes, ſaying, Soft, Ssueraigne 
Souſdan, Jknolo no cauſe who pou cheuld folhew pour 
ſelfe towards 70ur daughter ⁊ me, and trrefoze pon ſhall 
fx how much von are in the wzong,ſeing I could in deſpite 
of all mine enemies kiil pon, oz take you p;iſoner: but 4 
will not, but perkoꝛme p dutie of a ſonne, 4 ſo will doe euer: 
and ſo gining a leape with him, hee ſet him vpon a mighty 
hoꝛſe of one ol the Greeks. And to do his kinſmã a pleaſure, 
Polthebus had dans the like by Lindoriano:and ſg without 
fpeaking one wo2d moze, oz attending any auſwere, they 
kept on their Way: foz vpon a little hill thep ſaw the Gene- 
rall. The father e ſon were ſo amazed with the getle acts of 
the Greoke (both which they knew, the one by his deuice of 
the Eagle, e the other by his voice) y they knew nat what 


to ſay. UWhe can fed hecefozth,my beloued ſon, beare armes 


(quoth the Soul dan) againſt thoſe which haue giuen bs our 


liues t liberties? haue heretofoze told your Paicſky (quoth. 
the. ſonne) that þ gods doe take elpcciall care foz the Grecke 


Empire: c ſeing we are now in p ſield, we may not retutne 


againe without ſome honozable agrement : other wile, we 


ſhall remaine with perpetuall infamie. They had no löger 
time fo diſcourſe: fox certaine Græeks coming thither, foꝛ⸗ 
ced the fo withdzawthem to their ſquadzon. a new band 
of courteſie, i y paſſion had not blinded them altogether.

Great crxings were heard that way which the 2, warrtozs. 
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went, which was, that the King of Giant land, with abou 
200.Gtants,had taken their paſſage, where it is incredible 
what they didzfoz giuing head tothe beſt hozſes in ß wozld, 
with their hielvs at their back es, and their ſwoꝛds in both 
bandes, they did wonders; they vere even together: foz 
they were equall in valout, doing things altheugh lawful, 
pet pittyfull : foz ruſhing in betwene thote Giants, they 
ſmote the downe as it they had bin o2dinary hoʒſcmen but 
they were ſo manp and ſo ſtrong, that it bet@ued them to 
dee moze then they vid. The inuincible Alphebus with his 
valozous company came to their aid; who knowing them 
fo2 his friends and nate kinſmen, kept ſuch a Cir, that in 
deſpite of them they made way to follow on their iournep, 
leauing aboue 40. of thoſe Pine (recs ſiretched all along 
vpon tte ground. The mighty Trapiſondan followed them 
not, thinking that they went about ſome matter of impoz+ 
tance; but rather aſſembling the (onncs of Ticuan, he be; a 
afreth to charge the Giants. The King of Giant land had 
long deſired to m&@te with Ailphcbus : anv now ſceing him 
pꝛeſent, he went to him ſaying, Now þ time is come, Gre k 
Pzincs, that with thy head ſhalbe re ſtozed the damage done 
to mp bloud. Yee which meant to pzeuaile with de ds, ans 
ſwered him not with vi02ds : fo2 bee had ſcarcely ſaid this, 
but with a Peartiſane hee ſmote him over the rich Pelmet, 
The Emperoꝛz of Trapilonda was euen at deaths doꝛe. fog 
the Pagan gaue him another, which made y bloud guch aut 
at his Beucr. Ther was neuer any Uiper, but might be ac- 
coũted gentle in reſpect of Alphebus ꝛtoʒ befoze that Þ Poe 
could againe lift vp his cruel club, he was come cloſe to him, 
and with both his handes {mote him vron the crowne of 
gold which hee ware he {mote it in peeces, and a great part 
of the Helmet hee cut from it, teauing dim voth ſoꝛe 
wounded and diſarmed : hee came againe with another, 
which did wholly perfect the vicozie; foz hitting him 
there where hee was diſarmed, the one halfe of his head 


dee (mote to the ground, leauing him dead and 15 
backt. 
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backs. Chitber came ſo many foz reucuge, that the no- 
ble Grgke had beene in danger, had not Bramidoro and his 
friend Brandatidel with Tetercocome to his aid e:ſoʒ to the 
nopſe came Brauvrante, guerthzo wing moze Grekes then 
the wind doth leaues in Autun me. There began a bzaus 
battell, fo; the Grerke deſircd it, and the other was readie 
fo die foz it. y this time were the two famous watricurs 
come to the little bill, Poliphebus, and Reſabel meeting 
there the flowze, not onely of the Campe, but of the whole 
wozld, Claramante, and Claridiano, with the faire Arcluſi- 
lora. There was great ioꝑ at the ic mating:foz the did rect» 
pꝛocally loue ext re melt, and not without great griefe they 
be held the ſucceCle of the battell: foz although that particu» 
lar men did pꝛeuaile, vet the multitude of the raſcall ꝙ wes 
was ſo great, that they gat ground vpcn them, although 
that at Sea the fan aus Attruſio (ped better: fog there in beg 
was the mol: expert in the wozld. 

Foz as being better of ſa ple, with his greatefl vc ſſels he 
bare towards p South, where,witha fineSoutheaſl wind, 
which blew a faire gale, haling their Tackles cloſe al od. 
they weathered theo enemies $lete, and cem n. inę tart ws 
bod them, they caſt ſo much wild fireinto it, that they (if 
certaine Qhippes on fire, which they left bur ing ma ligbt 
flame, with luch a moztall daughter of men, ac cant bee 
imagined: fo2 as the wind from the ſhoze was a helpt vnts 
them, comming clole abw2d the enemies ſhips, they fired 
the greaiclt part, and the beſt rigged and appotnted in the 
Fleete: and but fo2 the loſſe by land, it had be ne great plea- 
ſare to haue ſane them: but that which made them moſt to 
wonder, was, to ſe come from the South u 1th both ſaples 
and Daces,a great Flæte, which dzawing verethe ſhoze 
a little beneath w here !thebaftell pr as tought, vpon a ſud⸗ 
daine landed ſo many men, as exceeded the numberof tuo 
bundzed tbouſand, with aboue thirtie thouſand wightie Gis 
ants. They ſaw them dinided info two batteis, and that the

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Creſcent, without charging Launte, oz aCailingany-body, 
gathering together thoſe which were diſperſed ouer þ fields, 
As the Sunne was then at the highelk, ſhining vpon their 
armour, it was a faire fight ts behold : the other battell 
wherein there ſeemed to be a Chariot triumphant, dꝛabon by 
twelue Elephants, toke the lower way. Both armies were 
much troubled herewith:fo2 they well ſaw that to whether 
partie this ſhould leane, there the victozie was certaine. 
Now is there ne&de of pour ho;zſes ſwiftnefſe, and the va- 
lour of your arme, ſaid the Captaine Oriſtoldo: firG to the 
fonne of Garrofilca, andthen tothe vaknowne Claridiano, 
who obeying the commanadement of the bꝛaus and diſcreet 
Captaine, anſwered, Let it bee as it ſhall pleaſe you: but it 
fitteth better koz sur buſineſſe, ſœing that they are friends, - 
that wee ſhould af our pleasure ſacke their Campe: foz F 
baue to day a great defire to ſteale ſome Ladies, oz at the 
leaſt, i᷑ 3 miſſe thereof, that enigne, which is ſet vonder in 
the ſide of the little hill: fo they halt not iop at our loſſes. 
And there loge, valoꝛous Mʒince, (wich pour fauour) J will 
winne it, and with my auge hand will giue it to the mos 
faire and ingratefull Ladis of the wo2ld; in the behalfe of 
the moſt faithfull Louer therein, and woꝛſt rewarded, Pere⸗ 
with they deſcended downe the hill, farre moze ſwift then 
thought.

The explopts which were done in this is urn ie, are not 
to be lozitten in ſatrue a Piſtozte as is this, which J fol⸗ 
low: fo2 there were no foure nights of the moſt valiant in 
all the Campe, that durſt to ſtand two blo wes: fo2 a ſtone 
doch ns maze ealtiy firtke do n the tender cares of Cozne, 
then their lwoꝛds did fell thoſe Jnfidels, Thep thzew to the 
ground aboue two hundzed, not wounded, which hadbeene 
a greater harme, but farke dead. The furious Glants- 
whichoppoſed thendelues againſt them, could not Cay them 
in their tournſe: fo2 againſt them, like the lightning, finding 
lome roũſtance, they hewed themlelnes moze furious.

They cams to 
vnderſtand of the armie which was arrined, and ſer ing by 
the waning of their colours, that they were Orgke ens 
ſignes, without longer Nay, holding now the victozie cn ei⸗ 
ther ſide foz tertaine, in the twinkling of aneys,fhep cams. 
to the place: where the Generall with his friends Kayed fo2 
them, glad ofthe exploite which they had done: and the cou; 
ragious poung man, tal ing the enſigne in his hand, del iue · 
red it to his Lady,ſaying, Altheugh that it be a pzeſumptis 
and appar ant errour, valozcus Ladie, J beſtot this Stan- 
dard vpon your beautie and valour: but (ging it is dane, and 
that 7 daua gotten it in pour name, my ouer-boldneſſe is ex⸗ 
tuſable. Upon ſome other moze wozthis (ani weres the La; 


die) 3 would you had beffowed it: but comming from you, -

Mith 
this new alteration, marthalling his treupes, h ſtays, ve⸗ 
„ topkull to ſer Amſelfe by his fathers direnion fo well 
inployed. who wheling along the bottome of ihe valley, 
placed hiaiſeife right oner ag aint the flowꝛe of the 
t Parthians, 4 
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Parthians, which were thoſe, which efall others had dene 
molt harme in Grecia. In the triumphant Chart lot they 
thatie ſeunded thzee great Clarſons, ſo lo wo, that the nopſe 
was heard ouer all the fields. As they left, the mighty young 
Dariltcv ſtaged no longer, bat with the greateſt courage of 
the wczld, caſting vp kia golten trunchton, taking a great 
Launce in his hand, de turned abeut to beheld bis Ladie, 
which to him ſ@med now moze beautifull then befoze. 3 
know not how to expꝛeſſe the noyſe which hee made when 
he gaue the onſet: foz it ſ@med that all the whole frame of 
heauen and earth would haue ſuncke. At the firltencouns 
ter they thꝛe to the earth abe us 3 0000, foʒ as thoſe flerte 
Eiants went inthe vaunt gard, there was no defence a» 
gainſt their armes;toz they were the totall confufien of the 
Pagans. 

The ficree pong man hauing well im ploped his Launce, 
dꝛew out a rich ſwozd, wherewith hee began by the t@des 
which be perfozmed, to reſem ble He cior of Crop: foz hes 
— no blow, but ouerthꝛe wa Knight, end ſomtime, voth 


o2ſe and man, Pterein did Bembocs wiſtome appeare, 
p;ouiding fpz either partie; foz again n this poung man 
came Brufaldoro with all his people, who had not yet char- 
ged: but his valour cculd not ſerve the turne : fozthe Tar · 
tarians, to winne their Pzinces fauour, fought'valiantly. 

Both Captaines met with their ſwozds aloft, The blowes 

which they gaue were cruell, foz they ſaw the ſtarres with- 

zn their Pelmets. They came againe with others, which 

made the bloud fo guſh loꝛth at their viſozs, Then they ads 
uzunced themſelues, beginning one of the molt perilloas 
battels of the wozld. The Aﬀricane was moze accuſtomed 
tolabour: but the young man,being in his ſpzonting youth, 
and being newly wounded with lone, was ſoready foftrike 
ans retire with his well made hozſe, that he made the Pw2z8 
ſweat dꝛops of bloud. Neuer.tvas man ſens ſo furious: foz 
pertepuing that he was none of theGreekes, and toſ& him 


to paliant, it put him out ot his wittes, * fight _

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but a while, fozthe armies tom ming to iopne, made them 
to part, eche ot them going where was moſt danger, the 
better to ſhzw their valour, Bat the Mauritanian had a 
- milhap : foz as he charged in among thoſe Giants,wazking 
wanders, at the laſt being lo many and will angred, they 
flue his hozſc: hee leapt from him like a Bird, and on foots 
he begantt dekend diu ſelle ſo valozoully, that no man durſt 
tome neert him, vntill that thep ſeeing him ſomewhat wea- 
ricd with the Lannces, which they darted at him afarre off, 
then thoſe kurious Giants d2ew neere , putting him in 
ſacha ſtraight, that he was 0:17 of bꝛeath vpon his knees in 
the gronnd, 3 

But the dead bodies which bee had befoze him, were as 
good as a Rampart to defend him, eſpecially againſt hoz- 
ſes, ſo as they could not trample him vnder their leete; and 
ſo he pꝛolonged his life: which had beene but a while, it the 
moſt ſtrong Brauorante had nat come to part the affray; 
woho like as the Dunne parteththe clouds, euen ſo mads he 


a lane thozow his enemies: ſome he troad vnder his teete, 


others he flue with the ſwozd, and thoſe which came ntereſt 
to him, he defeated with his iff. | 

Ve ſaw from his higyhozſe, his bzane competitoꝛ, and 
being able, would not leaue to giue him aſſiſtance, which 
hos eſteemud to bee novly done, which in deed was veris 
wozthie. 
At his comming, bee beregned foure oz ſiue ot them of 
their liues, and leaping from hishozſe, be ſaid, Courage, 
King of Pauritania; foz Brauoraute being here, there is 
no tauſs of feare , fo the gods will graunt thee life, ta we 
it by my hands, the time being expired which wee haue a 
greed upon. Theſe wo2res gane fuch paine and courage 
to the moſt furious Affricane, that with a leape bee came 
on fagte, faying, Becauſe J will not ſhew my ſelfe (ngrate- 
futl. foz the helpe, which thou, pꝛond Knight, haſt ginen 
met, therein giuing mee my life, without ſtirring any one 
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Feppe from this plate, J would kepe touch with thy deflre- 
and my credit: fo; my valour is not yet ſo decayed, that 1 
will gige thee any pꝛeeminence. Now to doe it (anſwered 
the pzowd Pagan) agreeth not with my honour: but the 
time will come, wherein J thall make you knowe the vas 
lour of my pericn. 

The two couragions warriours couldpaſſe no farther 
fozward;fo2 the Giants were lo many which came again 
them, that they had much to doe to reconer their hozſes: but 
being mountco, ſeming to the wozld to be friends, they be⸗ 
gan to ke pe themielues five by ſide, ſo clole and in fo good 
earneſt, that they did much harme : but they werte but two 
one lp, and had icit thzough the fozcc of the Tartarians, as 
boue a flight hot of their greund, retiring backe as farre as 

the Almaines which led the vaunt gerd, with which they. 
began a new fir: but as they were newly comte, and the 
young man led them, there was no refiftance in all the ar⸗ 
my againſt the fszce where with his ſtandard matched. All 
this,inreipect of what his father did at his firft comming, 
is nothing: foz with the mightp end trrumphant Tharriot, 
With thoſe with the Elephants, hee did moztalibhurt, with 
ſo much glitter ing armeur, with ſuch pulſlance, with ſuch 
cries and ſheutings, that all the can pe was troubled. O 
crueil Nero, haddeũ thon (ene this ſpectacle, how much ik 
would haac eaſed thy n ind! foꝛ pzeſently Ureames of blond 
vegan torunneoucr all the field, J ſpeake it nc; without 
teares: fo2 the moſt part of the Almaines and Parthians 
he tare in pieces. 

Ocruell Roſelia, it (ufficeth that thou waſt aRomane, — 
do extend thy wꝛath ſo farre, as that thou mighteſt ſe the 
Greeke fields dyed with Romane bloud, and of the. Als 
maines. 

Mare the Souldan of Ntquea ſ#ing his arme gos 
to wꝛack, confivered of his erroz. tere the Sculdan of E&⸗ 
gypt repented foz comming to dis ayd, although another 
hing gricued him moze then this. The

_ The migbtie Andronio, von his Choriot caſt bis eyes: 
about, to {his two friends: and their gat hap weuld, that 
hee found them in god time; ſoz they were in darger: ſoz 
they had entred ſo farre among the Alſyꝛians, which gaue 
them ſo much fo doe, that the bloud flowed out at their Ulfs 
ſo2s, and had weunded.Roſamund: with affab. Mith a 
great trie knowing them, hreentrer; calling them by their 
names.

In companie they refurucd to the Comp, making a great 
faugyhter, ſe as where ſo euer they wert, the P @3es loff 
ground, the Orgkes taking mo;eccurare, ſet irg ſuch ſuc⸗ 
cours, and moſt of all when they beard zem ſound in their 
Camp, in ſig ne that they kcre in Bifrsfie, which was ſuch, 
that the moſt pat t of thoſe n hich batteres the Citte, wers 
conftrained of nece lutte ts leaue {hs battt rie, to gos to lat · 
dur them. 

The bꝛaue Carle of odica and his valiant foune, were 
noſmall let vate hem, rote ſoyfull fog the faudur which 
Poliphebus had dont the your: g nan, giuing dim his owne 
companie, fo2 his greater honeur. Thole of the anclei.t Ti. 
nacria, did ſo leng and ſo valiantiy detaine the Pagans, that 
the Captaine Oenerall, with his couragious compan ions, 
might ſet vpon the Campe, although that thoſe Pzinces, 
Whoſe fozce was fo bee feared, were left ts gard the ſame, 
and had defended it ( notwityſtanding that they were ({urp2t> 
ſed) had not thoſe Pillars «fyumane foztitude led the way, 
which were Oriſtoldo, Claridiano, Claramãte, Poliphebus, 

Shs Tt 3 8 Roſabch, 
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to les ſuch baue beautie. At an inſtant, thepall, excepting 
the fairs Quesne , put off their Helmets, putting them out 
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Roſabel, and the fafre Archiſilora, with the balou?d Flori. 
ſarte, who wenk lapkullp, ia h932 to ſee his friend Artimio, 
aud alſo te know his Ladie. As hee was pat in hope by the 
letter, the furlaus Spantzards entred, being griedie ok ſpople, 
doing notable harme: foz not content to cut, and ouerthzow 
the Cents, they pzeſeatly ſet them on fire, which ia a Pas 
ter nolter While, was greater then that of Trop. 12: 
They are not things to bee witten, what thoſe wen 
Piꝛinces did in this ionrnep, fo A know not whether J Hat 
be bꝛlæued o2 no: fog keeping tbemſelues together, they! 
bꝛought death to thoſe in the Campe, which in the midv2 
of them were Caine and froven under foofe . Ja leſſe then 
halte an howze , thep bad ouerth2awne all their enemies: 
they happened all together to enter a Tent, leaning at the 
entrance fiftis panic nights fa a gard, which would 
haue held it against Mars, wyich Tent was the Empe⸗ 
rours, where waned anenſigne with the Armes ol Rome: 
all the Ladies of the Posꝛes were there aembled, which 
were no lefſe faire, then theſe of the Citie, 
The ſeuen warrfoursentred, being beſides themſeltes, 


of feare, aſaring them, that they ſhould haue no harme, 
not withſtanding the noyſe which they heard in the Campe: 
but it gaus them greater, to ſee ſome which thep loued bet · 
ter tzen themſelues: foz Eufroniſa with the ſight of Roſa» - 
bel, was ſtricken fpeechlefle. 

Tbe faire fearefull Arboliada accompanied her in de- 
light, Whe migbtie Generall which was not acquainted 
with Loue , became ſuodainely enantoured: foz ſeeing Cla- 
bela, thc daughter of the mightie Allyꝛian, ſo faire and ſa 
poung: he gaue- her his heart foz a recompence: they were 
ſome of thoſe, which deerclp laned, which endured much, | 
as ſhall be declared ia the fourth part, 

The fit which ſpake, was the beloued 0 
the faire Eufroniſa, ſaping, I haue trauailed with luch 


peine, 
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paine, mot excellent Pꝛinteſle, ſeeing my ſells yeur det. 
fer, and vpon my wo, that Lhaiioſoughtail mcanes to 
accompliſh it, to bzing peu to this Kntght, pointing to Ro- 
label, tothe end that pen takt (ſuch reuenge of him, as pour 
beautie deſerueth n 5 

With ſuch hazary to theſe Ladies, valoꝛous p ante cf 
Tinaerias, I would net that rou ſhould haur acttmpliſhed 
it, althougb that there in yeu he ue done me afavcur, attoꝛ-· 
ding to tbe hope concetusd of ycur valeur. Chere is ns re⸗ 
nenge to be taken ot this Pzince: my griefe ſufficeth mee, 
which ſhall ſerue ſo2 a puniſt ment fog his vnkind ne ſſe. 3 
was neuer ſo (wozthie:PzinceLe) anſwcred Roſabel: the 
much which j owe peu, bindeth me to loſe my life foz year

Let this ſatiſſagion ſuffice (ſaid the met faire Qutent 
of Lira, putting off her rich Heimet, whoſe rare beautis 
mate them all fo wonder) vntiil you ceme to the Citie, 
where ſhall want no meanes fo fanour your canſe, And (a 
I beleech you, in boþalfe of all theſe Knights and my ſelfe, 
you wil be pleaſed to come with vs:fo2 ſs faire a pʒiſe is nat 
to be left ſoʒ any thing in the 831d: and moze, J being the 
catiſe, and onely inſtrument which hath ezdained it. Ta 
many ot them, it was no.griefe to goe pʒiſone rs thithsr,any 
although that others grieut d, vet perfozce they diflembled 
it.Leue fooke good ozder herein: foz the faire Arbolinda, 
ſeeing ber beloued Pzince Floriſarte of Argentaria, was 
giad te goe in his Armes,qClabela, with Oriftoldo, which 
was life tothe roung man.

Mell did the famous Bembo bnderffand that, when be 
fo eafily reelted to all that which the Pzincefſeof Lacede- 
monia required , who the better to make her toings moze 
famous, had ſpoken to the moſt pzincipall gallants, te the 
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end that the next day they ſhould in ber company goe fozth 
(as with her which bad ended that weich ſee med tmpeſſible) 
to recepus the Pagans. Ther were all content topleaſs 
her, ſeing that therein ſhe had done the like by them. The 
next day with new beautie, not with any bloudy colour, the 
Sunne ſhe wed himlelſe, haſtening his courſe to beholo ſa 
mach bꝛauerę as thers was among thoſe Gallants, which 
by that time were gone fozth of the ſinperiall Citie in a 


well marſhalled ſquadꝛon, all light, with their ſwozds one 


ly, with ſach coſtly attire, as a mau would not deſirs to ſee 
moꝛe in all his lif; time. 
Bet wiene Claramante and Claridiano, went the fapge 
Sarmatia, armed with moſt rich Armour, which Lirgandeo 
had giuen her, without any Helmet, and in ſtead thereof, a 
coloured hatte ot the colour of her Armour, with ſuch call ly 
wozkmanchip, that the pꝛice thereof could nat bee va⸗

An the middeſt of her bzeſt (foz ſhee bare no Shield)ſhee 
ware Peace paynted ſo at life, that it was ver pleaſing to

Soueraigne Pꝛinces, and valiant Bnights, becauſe you 
ſhall know how much the Grekes doe eſteeme of the peace 
graunted on pour behalfe , they commend them vnto you, 
pꝛaping vou fo accept of their Citie at your ſeruice, where- 
in they will ſhew you (in doing you ſeruice) that, il they 
fonght, it was but to come fo entoy this dap: there is no- 
thing ſweete, but what is gotten with paine, which ſeeing 
it hath beene betweene both Campes, it is reaſon that theꝝ 
both thould enioy that which is redounded thereof. Walo- 
rous Ladie , anſweredthe courteons Bembo, although if 
were but to be delighted with pour valour and dilcretion, al⸗

againe to put vs out, in peace, then in open warre.Lhey all 
fookc their way te wards the Citie, where was nothing fo 
be ſeene but Knights and Ladies, the ſight whercof exc&- 
dingly much pleaſcd the Pagans, 

IJ know not how, dilcreete reader, Jam entred, neither 
the middle, noꝛ ending of theſe entertainments: ſoz euen to 
imagine it, is as much as foz mee to wate thozow the 
ſwolne Sea dꝛie - fote. Who is able fo deſcribe what Bembo 
telt, when the faire Liriana came to ſycake to him, (aps 
ing, Z neuer thought, famous P;ince,thatycur arme ſheuld 
haue wz2onght me ſo much diſpleaſure: but now fo content 
vou, J will requite you , pzaying you to diſpoſe of all: foz al- 
though 3 haue gone with you in the opinion ofa tyzant, 3 
will dzaw pou from that by experience.

Roſiluira, whom hee loued as his ſoule: to Aſtorildoes 
lot, fell the faire Clarintea of Celandia: and to the Pzince 
of Fraunce Clarindo, the fapze Englich Artemiſa: to the 
Pazinces of Bohemia and Pungarie, to the one, the fapze

The mightie Tartarian Duiſtes was ſo enambureb 
of the young Roſabela, that her Gkieke parents were 
glad to give her, ſselng how much they were beholding 
tohlm, which cut the heart of the Knight with the ſtarres, 
foz there bpon grews a creat quarrell, which laſted long, to 
the loſſeoł much bloud, as you ſhall heare. 

All theſe marriages were deferred foz the (pace of fif- 
teene dayes, becauſe that Bembo'was to beechziſttaned, 
and Polipacbus and dis wife, with Lindoriana and his 
wife. 

Triumphes are a pꝛeparing, which will bee repozted 
ouer all the wozld, Fin the meaue time, vpon agreanient, 
the Poozes diſcharged their Naates, remapning foz cue- 
rie Monarch, twelue Gallepes. They ſet at libertie all 
pꝛiſoners, and amongſt the red, Epitabio, whom, as hee 
had delerued, they gaue Liliana, Which hee (ga much desired. 
The great Alpꝛian, Don Clariſel (by the conſent of all the 
Greeke Pꝛinces) matryed with Floraliſa. 

Jn this pleaſure, remained all thoſe Painces aud fayze 
Ladies, which of all the wqzld were the flomze, when as 
Sclagio framed a ne we reuenge; fo2 herein is crueltie de» 
papn:ed in his colours: hee obtayned ſo mach by onertur- 
ning Lupertius his bookes , that hee came lo finde this 
pꝛophbeũe: 

Into Mars lus Caſtle, no man ſhalbe ſuffred to enter, but 
him which mounting vpon the hill Olympus, ſhall winne 
the paſſage, and after that hee is entred, ſhall bereaue Mats 
of his Armes. 


Pee was verie glad, imagining that no man tould doe 
i : and hee ſtealing away the greateſt part of the Ladies, 
which were buſted with pleaſing feaftings, being ſs hard

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fed. In a mewent hee fut it in execution: foz faking x 
Chartict with flaming fire, which hee b2cught into the hall 
at Conflantinopls, ſo as ns man could flicre, with ſech 
ligbtnings and thunder, ss though heaven and carth only 
baue come together; which being pal, there were mitling 
the fayzeſt Ladies of the wozld, u hic h were Policena, Rc- 
le na, Aurelia, and Ro{bcla, with the faire Artemiſa: aud 
ef the Woozes, the Laughter of the Sepbie,of the Aüpzian, 
cf the Fenician, Troyla, and Bembo his fiffer, althergh 
but a girle, and the Seuldans of Egypt, All the Court wes 
in an vp20ze, and there would gee to ſ@&ke them particulars 
tp, Roſabel his (ennes, and hte u ith ige ſtarres, with the 
great Tartarian: but inthe meane tune in came Nauato, 
u bo pacified ihm, ſaping, thatihen to goe to ſteke them, 
was tone purpoſe: ſo2 kee found, that thep ſhould not fo 
ſane be ſet at libextie: foʒ there ws a p2epheſic, that untill 
that the diſgntſed Lion chould holdthe Dance in his pawes 
at the poynt of death, Who loued him as her ſelſe, hautng 
wounded her, and ſet her in ſuch mancr, nct fp;inging 
from thence the furicus Waſiliſke, which may brake oxen 
that which is lockt, it ſhall be um poſſible ſoz the oald io ſs 
the incloled Aymphes. So as, excellent P;tnces, it beho⸗ 
usth you to make jmerry(although there te ſo many Ladies 
miſſing)by reaſen ot the peate which hath coſt yen ſo much: 
and becauſe I haue much to doe, and all fozycur ſeruite, 1 
can nay no longer, neittzer ſe any body, vntili all beaccem⸗ 
pliſhet: and ſo he pzeſently vaniſhed, icaving both þ Greks 
and Fees lame hat ſatiificd, in that they knt w that they 
were in (ome part, whither they might goe to lake them. 
And ſo all the gaiiant youths be gan to pꝛepare fo2 y feaſts, 
vntill that one dsp, all the Ladics paſſing their time merri⸗ 
ly with their Sallants in the middeſt ol the great hall, with 
all thoſe mighty Pzinces, diſcourſing s ſpleaſant matters, 
the famous Brauorante ung with his owne hencur, role

| 7 9 ken in any thing, vntill that it bee defaced, 
en oz the bzeach repapzed: wee haue an cxam- 
OWN * ple beereof in the moſt mighty Brauoran- 
rte, who being fung with the light of his 
fathers Armes in another mans hands, it made him ſtarke 
mad and it was a ſufficient paine, ſith hee felt not how 
great it would bee to him, to ſee Floraliſa married: but his 
Wits were ſo froubled with this griete, that it gaue no place 
to feele any other, which he platnely diſcouered: foz nothing 
regarding what diſcontentment hee ſhould giue therein, in 
time of ſo much content, he td vp and laid, 

The gods are my witncfle, Soueraigne Princes, what 
pleaſure J conceiusd, to ſee you reconciled foz ſo many 
yeeres, and that after that yon hane ſhewed the heights of 
pour dtſpleaſure, it end2th in (ach fop, ſo fixed, that it is 
nerdleſſe to feare that foꝛtune mapalter it. 

In generall, wee are all vigozidus: fo2 if the Griekes 
map gloꝛie in that name, the Pagans may allo weare gar- 
lands of grene oke: but in particular J alone cannot ſoy 
in this name, althongh that foz ſome reſpects J haue ſo 


much deferred that, which ought not to be endured fo2 a mi⸗ 


une: and how can it be, that Achould line contented, = 
ng 
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ing my fathers Armes in the handes of Brufaldoro, ſo 
much defended by the Greeks, that therein they haue bound 
mes to doe them ſer nice ſo long as I liue? and baning 
twiſe giuen ouer the battaile, fo2 the loue of my Lady 
Floraliſa (and a hundzed wonld : ) but ſhee deferred it vntill 
the end of theſe battailes : and ſceing that they are ſo 
well ended, there is no reaſon why it ſhould be any lon» 
ger velayed: fo2 it is a great ſtapne to my honour, and 
much faz this Ring to haue challenged mee, And heere⸗ 
with the Barbarian gaue an end to his diſcourſe, remap⸗ 
ning ſo farious, that all men maruepled at the ozder which 
he obſerned in his chalenge. 

The bꝛaue Brufaldoro ſtood vp, and with that fierce- 
neſſe where with the heauens had endued him, hee ſapd, 1

whence if thou take them nof, it will bee foz want of that 
valour, whereof thou ſo much vaunfeſt.

The bꝛaue African had ſet vpon him, had not the malt 
mightis Tmacrian kept betweene them, at whoſe re⸗ 
queſt it was deferred till the next day. It was a maruey⸗ 
lous thing to ſee; fe befoze that Titans Peſſengers were 
departes krom their logdings, the plate was all full of pes⸗ 
ple, which attended the ſight of the hozrible battell. As 
they were touragiono, ſo were they both deſirous: and it 
ſe med to bee one of the molt ſightly battels of the wozld, 
and with much reaſon; foz therein were fews that could 


match them.

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All the Gr&kes diſcourſed of the ſnecefſe thereof , but 
durſt leane ns moꝛe ta the one then the other, not to diſgrace 
eyther, although that in ſecret, ſome moze affected Bravo- 
rante, foz that which they had ſene him doe in thoſe 
warres. 

When Apollo began to ew his golden locke s bathed 
ia the Spanith ſeas, all the Court began to ſtirre: ſome 
ſet vp tables : others, ſcaffolds; there was nothing in ths 
place, but was put to vis. 

Then came fozth the Greeke Ladies, ſo fapzt, chat if 
the Sunne had not taken care of thoſe warrisurs, hee could 
baue taken us benefit of the counſell which he gane to his 
ſonne, it would u much hare troubled him ts ſee ſo much 
rare beauty together, ſceing that hee onelp foʒ one, leſt his 
aboade in the heauens, liuing in a rude office, and held it 
fo2 greater glozte, then in his rich Charriot to compaſſe tha 
heauens, who ſ@med to flap, which was foz that, that at 
one fide of the place, tho two famous warriours pzeſented 
themſelnes: with the one, came all the fffricanes : he 
would not haue his armes bzought to him, foz hee came in 
with his Beauer downe, and with his Launte in his hand, 
with ſo angrie a pacæ, that there was great hope of him: 
hoe Was conered all cuer with cleane and well tempered 
{fecle, enumelled greene, with many knets of gold. 

In the middeſt ofthe chield, which was ofthe ſame co⸗ 
our, hee had his Ladies picture, when hee toke her from 
ure Oiante, which he ſiue in requitall lo their pꝛeſamp⸗ 
don, wich this mot in the bozders:

Wee rode round about the place, with 2greafcr grace

of his valour. | 

Pee pꝛeſentlp fooke bis place, attending the great 
Scythian, who had chalenged the famous African, if euer 
there were any in that land. 

On the ether ſide came in (in valour) the rare Brauo- 
raute , with alt the Alꝑzians (that were left) in his com- 

any. | 

: It was athing wozthy. to bee ſcene by the Greekes, 
to ſee how pꝛowolg hee came in, all in cle ane tewipered 
ſtcele, from the head vnto the foote : his colours were 
Lyon-colour, with many ffrcames. of greene, and the 
ſkirtes gilt. | | 

There was neuer ſecne in the wozld (except it had 
beenc a Giant) a greater oꝛ a goodlier Marriour: and 
tn rememb2anceof the Ladie which hee had choſen foz his 
god, hee bare her papnted ſo at life in his Shield, as 
when hee met her in the kingdome of, Mauritania, where 
bee fought foz her, as in the beginning of the third part is 
declared. | 

The boꝛders were ſo ſet with pzectous ones of ſuch 
ineſtimable pꝛice, that there was no fayzer ſhewe to bee 
ſcene, Therein was alſo a NMarriour fatre in loue, and be- 
twene the two, theſe wozds ;

i de, to giue the moze rome, 

Although this be the laſt, faire Dames, there is no rea ; 
ſõ, that he which in the beginning craued leanc to begin this 
Villozte, aus to giue it, in the middle thould now leaue to 
re paire to your beauties, to giue it a pleaſing ending, and 
to extoll the blowes of the moſt famous warriours vpon the 
earth: foꝛ with angriepaces they (et themſelnes face to face, 
and the Sunne bet weerne them both ſtaping his courſe, be⸗ 
cauſe thep ſhould haſten theirs ; which they did moze ſ wilt 
Hen the freth wind in Autumne. 

None ok thoſe which beheld them, durſt caſt their e pe a⸗ 
ſide, fo; feare to loſe the ſight of the effec of their (wilt cars 
riere. They perfozmed it (gallant Ladies) with greater 
nopſe, then the raging Sea maketh, when if thzeatneth the 
higheſt heauens, and being vnable to reach vnto them, con⸗ 
tenteth it ſelfe with beating the rockes vpon the ſhozes 
ſide, And although that their Launces hav beene Shippes 
maſts, they would have bzoken them in (mall pceces: foz 
they came moze ffirengly ſeated in their Saddlcs, then any 
rocke in the Pountaines, and their Launces being bzokcn 
into iphtnters with the tozce of tteirencounter, flew inlo 
the ap2e cleane out of ſight, 3 be leeue they fie w ſe high. as 
tothe Thione where the angrie god maketh his abode, 
who did mallce their perelefle encounter: they paſt one 
by another with a better grace, then he could hane done. 
Tyep returned in the apze with their (wozdes in their 
hands, with ſo ficreea cormtenance, and ſo pꝛoud an aſpect,
